I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the  admin* 

istration  of  this  Department: 

EXPENDITURES,  APPROPRIATIONS,  AND  ESTIMATES. 

The  expenditures  by  requisition  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1884,  were  as  follows :

which  included  the  sum  of  $1,586,035.72  not  drawn  from  the  Treasury, 
but  credited,  under  the  act  of  March  3, 1879  (20  Statutes,  420),  to  the 
subsidized  Pacific  railroads  for  transportation  services  rendered  the 
War  Department  during  the  fiscal  year  1884  and  prior  years,.  The 
amount  carried  to  the  surplus  fund  June  30, 1884,  was  $1,010,548.13.

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The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1886  are  below  those  for  1885,  with 
few  exceptions,  the  principal  increase  being  for  fortifications  and  other 
works  of  defense,  $6,303,000 ;  bnilding  for  the  Signal  Office,  $350,000 ; 
artificial  limbs,  $450,000 ;  and  support  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled 
Volunteer  Soldiers,  $199,095.88. 

The  importance  of  providing  for  the  defense  of  the  sea-coast  and 
lake  frontier  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Chief  of  En- 
gineers for  the  year  1884,  and  the  necessity  for  the  increase  of  the  other 
items  over  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  present  year  is  explained 
in  the  notes  which  accompany  the  estimates. 

A  small  increase  over  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  is  asked 
to  make  the  compensation  of  the  persons  occupying  the  higher  grades  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  War  commensurate  with  the  arduous  duties 
performed  by  them  and  to  perfect  the  organization  of  the  force  and  add 
to  its  efficiency.  The  business  of  the  Department  has  been  constantly 
increasing  during  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  labors  of  the  incumbents 
for  whom  the  increase  is  requested  have  become  more  onerous  and  ex- 
acting.   1  earnestly  recommend  that  the  moderate  increase  be  granted. 

STATE  CLAIMS. 

The  act  of  June  27,  1882  (22  Statutes,  111,  112),  authorizes  the  ex- 
amination of  the  claims  of  certain  States  and  Territories  for  money 
expended  and  indebtedness  assumed  by  them  in  repelling  invasions  and 
suppressing  Indian  hostilities.  The  first  section  of  the  act  authorizes 
and  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  "  with  the  aid  and  assistance 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,"  to  investigate  the  claims;  but  section  2 
directs  that  no  higher  rate  shall  be  charged  than  was  allowed  and  paid 
by  the  United  States  for  similar  services,  supplies,  &c,  "  and  no  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  for  the  services  of  any  person  in  more  than  one 
capacity  at  the  same  time,  or  for  any  expenditures  for  which  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  shall  decide  there  was  no  necessity  at  the  time  and  under 
all  the  circumstances."  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  whole  duty  of 
deciding  upon  the  rates  to  be  allowed  and  the  necessity  for  all  ex- 
penditures charged  by  the  States  and  Territories  is  devolved  upon  the 
Secretary  of  War.  No  provision  has  been  made  by  Congress  for  car- 
rying the  legislation  into  effect,  and  the  Department  has  experienced 
great  difficulty  in  the  examination  of  the  claim  first  presented. 

The  following  claims  have  been  received  at  this  Department :  Kan- 
sas, September  8,  1882,  $349,320.95;  Nebraska,  November  27,  1883, 
$27,641.43;  Nevada,  June  5,  1884,  $372,003.11;  Texas,  first  install- 
ment, July  9,  1884,  $671,400.29;  and  Oregon,  November  3,  1884, 
$369,459.19. 

The  result  of  the  examination  of  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Kansas 
in  the  Bureaus  of  the  War  Department  was  found  to  fall  short  of  the 
requirements  of  the  act,  and  after  the  papers  and  vouchers  in  this  claim, 
amounting  to  about  2,500  in  number,  had  been  referred  and  re-referred, 
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ft  was  deemed  advisable  to  convene  a  Board  of  officers  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  case.  This  was  done  in  July  last,  and  the  claim,  after 
then  undergoing  a  careful  examination  in  this  office,  was  returned  to 
the  Treasury  Department  with  a  favorable  report  upon  expenditures  of 
the  State  to  the  amount  of  $332,308.13.  The  claim  of  the  State  of 
Nebraska,  consisting  of  186  vouchers,  is  in  process  of  adjustment,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  take  up  the  other  claims  as  soon  as  provision  is  made 
for  their  examination,  for  which  an  estimate  is  submitted. 

THE  ARMY. 

Lieutenant  General  P.  H.  Sheridan,  commanding  the  Army,  reports 
that  since  the  date  of  the  last  rei>ort  of  his  immediate  predecessor 
General  W.  T.  Sherman,  the  Army  has  enjoyed  almost  complete  rest 
from  active  field  operations,  but  that  its  other  duties,  consisting  of 
occupation  of  posts  upon  the  frontiers  of  Canada  and  of  Mexico  and 
stations  near  Indian  agencies,  the  protection  of  Indian  reservations, 
and  the  guarding  of  the  Indian  Territory  from  intrusion,  have  been 
important  and  laborious.    The  reports  of  military  commanders  show 
an  unprecedented  quiet  among  the  Indians,  there  having  been  reported 
daring  the  year  no  disturbance  to  cause  the  firing  of  a  single  musket. 
The  renewed    invasion  of   what   is   called  the    Oklahoma  country, 
in  the  Indian  Territory,  by  intruders  determined  to  settle  upon  lands 
there,  in  defiance  of  laws  and  of  executive  proclamations,  has  required 
movements  of  considerable  numbers  of  troops;  but  the  intruders  have 
been  again  removed  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Territorjr,  and  a  new  mili- 
tary district  has  been  organized,  called  the  District  of  Oklahoma,  under 
command  of  Col.  Edward  Hatch,  of  the  Ninth  Cavalry,  with  a  view 
of  preventing  recurrence  of  this  trouble.    Information  received  at  the 
War  Department  indicates  that  the  persistent  leader  of  these  intruders 
»  an  adventurer  who  has  found  a  profitable  source  of  money-making 
in  organizing  colonies  to  go  into  the  Territory.    As  I  have  heretofore 
stated,  the  only  penalty  for  the  offense  committed  by  him  and  those 
whom  he  deludes  into  joining  these  colonies  is  the  fine  which  may  be 
imposed  under  section  2148  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  fine  can- 
not be  collected ;  and  I  renew  my  recommendation  that  an  amendment 
of  the  statute  be  made  providing  for  imprisonment,  as  it  is  believed 
that  such  a  punishment  would  prevent  his  vexatious  raids,  and  save  a 
very  large  expenditure  now  incurred  in  the  movement  of  troops  em- 
ployed in  executing  the  law. 

The  Lieutenant-General  calls  attention  to  the  destitute  condition  of 
two  hundred  Seminole-Negro  Indians  now  in  the  Department  of  Texas, 
who  have  for  many  years  gained  their  subsistence  by  the  employment 
of  forty  of  them  as  scouts  and  guides  in  that  department.  Their  serv- 
ices being  no  longer  necessary,  and  it  being  regarded  as  of  great  im- 
portance to  increase  the  allotmeut  of  enlisted  men  in  the  Engineer 
Battalion,  these  scouts  and  guides  were  recently  discharged,  and  they 
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are  now  without  means  of  support  and  are  homeless.  As  the  Interior 
Department  does  not  consider  that  they  may  lawfully  be  provided  with 
homes  in  the  Indian  Territory,  I  recommend  legislation  under  which 
they  may  be  assigned  some  part  of  the  unoccupied  lands  in  that  Ter- 
ritory, so  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

In  consequence  of  the  rapid  extension  of  railways  and  the  increase 
of  western  settlements  it  has  been  possible  to  inaugurate  the  policy  of 
abandoning  many  small  frontier  outposts  and  concentrating  their  gam- 
sons  at  larger  permanent  stations;  and  this  policy  has  been  continued 
so  far  as  appropriations  for  barracks  and  quarters  would  permit,  the 
abandoned  reservations  being  turned  over  to  the  Interior  Department, 
as  provided  by  law.  This  concentration,  so  far  as  it  has  been  effected, 
begins  to  show  beneficial  effects  in  greatly  increased  economy  of  supply 
and  improvement  of  the  discipline  of  the  troops,  resulting  from  oppor- 
tunities of  instruction  which  they  could  not  heretofore  enjoy  in  their 
scattered  condition. 

Great  attention  continues  to  be  given  to  target  practice  in  the  Array, 
and  the  zeal  and  friendly  rivalry  of  officers  and  men  at  the  autumn  com- 
petitions for  the  medals  offered  by  the  War  Department  indicate  the 
interest  felt  in  this  branch  of  military  education,  and  the  records  of  the 
contests  show  a  very  gratifyiug  increase  in  the  skill  of  the  competitors. 

In  pursuance  of  the  requests  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  militia  organi- 
zations of  various  States,  officers  have  been  detailed  to  inspect  summer 
encampments  ot  State  troops,  and  in  some  instances  companies  of  in- 
fantry and  batteries  of  light  artillery  have  been  sent  from  garrisons  of 
the  Array  to  encamp  with  the  State  troops.  The  Twelfth  Regiment  of 
the  New  York  National  Guard  encamped  for  a  week  during  the  summer 
at  Fort  Wad8worth,  in  New  York  Harbor,  and,  under  the  supervision 
and  instruction  of  officers  of  the  Fifth  United  States  Artillery,  spent  the 
week  in  practicing  with  heavy  sea-coast  guns. 

The  Lieutenant-General  renews  the  recommendation  of  General  Sher- 
man that  there  should  be  made  a  uniform  organization  of  the  three  arms 
of  the  service  by  adding  two  companies,  with  the  corresponding  majors, 
to  each  regiment  of  infantry.  The  reasons  for  this  change  were  given 
at  some  length  in  my  last  report,  and  I  concur  in  the  recommendation 
of  the  Lieutenant-General. 

The  Lieutenant-General  reports  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
desertions  from  the  Army. 

The  Artillery  School  at  Fort  Monroe  and  the  Cavalry  and  Infantry 
School  at  Fort  Leavenworth  are  continuing  their  work,  from  which  it 
is  believed  that  very  great  good  results  to  the  Army. 

MILITARY  ACADEMY. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  reports 
that  there  were  present  at  the  Academy  September  1, 1884,  three  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  cadets,  and  that  there  has  been  an  improvement  in 
the  tone  and  discipline  of  the  corps. 
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It  is  believed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  rigid  enforcement 
of  the  provision  of  section  1325  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  pro- 
hibits the  return  to  the  Academy,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Academic  Board,  of  any  cadet  found  deficient  in  studies  or  oon- 
dnct,  has  not  failed  to  exercise  a  beneficial  influence  at  the  Academy. 
Many  instances  of  disregard  of  the  provisions  of  that  law  in  former 
years  undoubtedly  impaired  the  force  of  discipline. 

Under  existing  laws,  those  cadets  for  whom  there  may  be  no  vacan- 
cies existing  in  the  Army  at  the  time  of  their  graduation  must  be  dis- 
charged from  the  military  service.  For  the  last  few  years  the  law 
requiring  that  there  shall  be  no  civilian  appointments  into  the  Army 
until  a  sufficient  number  of  vacancies  exist  to  provide  for  the  next 
graduating  class,  has  been  literally  complied  with,  civilian  appoint- 
ments into  the  Army  having  only  been  made  to  fill  such  vacancies  as 
remained  on  July  1  of  each  year,  after  the  ap|>ointment  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  cadets  and  of  meritorious  non  commissioned  officers  recom- 
mended according  to  law;  vacancies  occurring  on  and  after  July  1  of 
each  year  being  kept  open.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Academy  calls 
attention  to  the  large  number  of  cadets  in  the  class  which  will  be  gradu- 
ated in  June,  1886,  the  class  now  having  eighty-three  members ;  and  he 
expresses  the  opinion  that  probably  eighty  will  be  graduated.  Unless 
there  shall  be  a  change  in  the  law,  it  will  not  probably  be  possible  for 
all  of  the  class  of  1886  to  be  appointed  into  the  Army  if  any  civilian 
appointments  are  made  before  their  graduation,  as  the  members  of  that 
class  and  the  one  which  will  be  graduated  next  June,  together  with 
iton  commissioned  officers  to  be  appointed  under  existing  laws,  will 
probably  be  sufficient  to  take  up  all  the  vacancies  which  will  occur  in 
the  two  years. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  of  an  officer  is  the  administration 
of  justice  under  the  military  code.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  highly 
beneficial  to  the  Army  if  the  instruction  in  legal  principles  given  at 
the  Military  Academy  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  professor  of  law,  of 
the  same  rank  and  tenure  as  is  held  by  the  other  professors,  and  I 
recommend  legislation  which  will  accomplish  that  result. 

adjutant-general's  department. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  shows  that  out  of 
a  total  average  of  5,474  pupils  over  fifteen  years  of  age  attending  col- 
leges and  other  schools  in  the  United  States  to  which  officers  of  the 
Army  are  assigned  as  military  instructors,  under  existing  laws,  2,529 
attended  infantry  drills  and  424  artillery  drills;  that  the  aptitude  of 
the  students  is  excellent;  and  that  the  interest  manifested  by  the  fac- 
ulties of  the  several  institutions  of  learning  where  these  officers  are  sta- 
tioned is  steadily  increasing.  Under  a  recent  amendment  of  the  law 
forty  officers  may  now  be  detailed  for  this  work. 
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The  Adjutant-General  renews  the  recommendation,  in  which  I  con- 
curred in  my  report  of  last  year,  that  provision  be  made  for  the  retire- 
ment of  enlisted  men  on  the  completion  of  thirty-five  years  of  honor- 
able and  faithful  service  in  the  Army.  He  also  suggests  the  propriety, 
as  a  means  of  decreasing  the  number  of  desertions,  of  a  diminution  of 
the  term  of  service  from  five  to  three  years,  believing  that  there  would 
thus  be  eliminated  a  great  source  of  discontent  on  the  part  of  men 
whose  lack  of  aptitude  for  the  service  makes  them  dissatisfied  and 
desperate  in  contemplating  the  length  of  the  present  contract  of  enlist- 
ment entered  into  by  them. 

He  again  recommends  that  the  law  relating  to  the  settlement  of  the 
clothing  account  of  enlisted  men  be  amended  so  as  to  require  a  bi- 
monthly settlement  instead  of  a  semi-annual  settlement.  As  I  have 
heretofore  stated,  it  is  believed  that  such  a  change  would  benefit  both 
the  Government  and  tbe  soldier. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  unanswered  requests  for  information 
in  regard  to  pension  and  other  claims,  reported  last  year,  still  continues. 
The  number  of  unanswered  calls  on  hand  October  1, 

1883, was 21,259

The  Adjutant-General  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  nearly  twenty 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war,  and  that  the  very  valuable 
regimental  rolls  in  his  office  have,  by  constant  handling  in  procuring 
information,  mainly  in  pension  cases,  become  almost  destroyed;  and 
that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  more  than  oue  hundred  thousand 
of  them  be  entirely  recopied  at  once.  This  work,  it  is  estimated,  will 
take  the  constant  labor  of  one  hundred  skilled  men  for  at  least  three 
years.  The  Adjutant- General  urges  that  a  suitable  force  be  provided 
for  restoring  these  records,  as  the  work  cannot  be  done  with  his  present 
force  engaged  in  answering  calls  from  the  Pension  Office.  I  concur  in 
his  recommendation. 

THE  SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

The  Commissioners  renew  the  recommendation,  made  in  their  last 
annual  report,  that  the  Government  make  an  appropriation  of  $15,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  small  piece  of  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
belonging  to  the  Home  and  now  used  for  the  purpose  of  a  national 
cemetery. 

The  number  of  inmates  on  the  rolls  of  the  Home  is  719.  The  large 
number,  193,  admitted  during  the  year  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  num- 
ber received  during  any  one  year  since  the  establishment  of  the  Home. 

An  extension  of  the  quarters  having  become  absolutely  necessary, 
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I  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  board  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
building  to  cost  about  $20,000,  and  also  for  the  erection  of  another 
building  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $70,000.  The  first  building  is  about 
completed,  and  the  larger  one  will  probably  be  finished  by  the  end  of 
the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  total  amount  drawn  from  the  permanent  fund  of  the  Home  dur- 
ing the  year,  upon  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  was  $139,900.  Receipts  from  other  source* 
made  the  treasurer's  total  accountability  for  the  year  $191,247.11,  all  of 
which  is  reported  by  the  board  as  satisfactorily  accounted  for;  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  maintaining  the  Home  being  $131,857.44. 

The  board  renews  its  recommendation  that  legal  authority  be  given 
to  have  a  force  of  clerks  employed  in  the  Treasury  Department,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Home,  to  settle  the  accouuts  of  the  Treasury,  upon  which 
considerable  sums  will,  under  existing  laws,  be  credited  to  the  perma- 
nent fund ;  and  calls  attention  to  what  is  believed  to  be  an  inadvertence 
in  the  act  approved  July  7, 1884,  making  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  under  which  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  is  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  maintenance  of  all 
inmates  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  admitted  to  the  hospital.    The  board 
renews  its  recommendation,  in  which  I  concurred,  that  the  Soldiers9 
Home  should  have  the  same  privilege  of  sending  insane  patients  to  the 
hospital  as  was  granted  by  the  act  approved  August  7, 1882,  for  the 
National   Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers.    Prior  to  the  last 
legislation  the  Soldiers'  Home  did  not  have  to  pay  the  ex^nses  of 
maintenance  of  soldiers  who  became  insane  within  three  years  after 
their  discharge  from  the  Army;  but  under  this  legislation  it  is  required 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  all  sent  to  the  hospital  from  the  Home. 

GOVERNMENT  HOSPITAL,  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  persons  committed  to  the  Gov- 
ernment Hospital  for  the  Insane,  under  the  orders  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  from  October  1, 1883,  to  October  1,  1884.  The  aggregate  is  not 
quite  double  the  number  committed  during  the  previous  year:

MILITARY  PRISON. 

The  Military  Prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth  has  been  inspected,  as  usual, 
by  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  its  condition  and  working  found 
satisfactory.

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The  number  of  prisoners  on  June  30, 1883,  was  467;  and  on  June 
30,  1884,  523.  The  usual  work  of  manufacturing  boots  and  shoes,  har- 
ness, brooms,  chairs,  and  other  articles  for  the  Army,  was  continued 
during  the  year. 

I  again  recommend  that  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  prison  be  given 
by  law  the  local  rank  and  pay  and  allowances  of  a  colonel,  to  corre- 
spond .with  the  importance  and  character  of  the  duties  assigned  him. 

JUDGE  ADVOCATE-GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  acting  Judge- Advocate-General  reports  the  number  of  trials  by 
general  courts-martial  during  the  year  to  be  2,280,  which  is  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  295;  number  of  convictions  for  desertion,  700 ;  num- 
ber of  trials  by  garrison  and  regimental  courts-martial,  10,983,  which 
is  an  increase  over  last  year  of  1,665 — making  a  total  increase  of  trials 
by  courts-martial  of  1,960.  Total  number  of  trials  by  general,  garrison, 
and  regimental  courts  during  the  year  ending  September  30, 1884- 
13,263.  Number  of  reports  and  opinions  rendered  upon  proceedings 
of  courts-martial,  miscellaneous  questions  of  law,  applications  for  clem, 
ency,  and  other  official  business,  1,642 ;  number  of  applications  from 
the  War  and  Treasury  Departments  and  Pension  Office  for  abstracts 
of  proceedings  of  trials,  answered,  715 ;  and  the  number  of  copies  of 
records  of  courts-martial  furnished  to  parties  tried  and  to  the  Pension 
Office,  223 — containing  9,679  pages. 

He  suggests  that  a  small  contingent  fund  be  provided  for  the  pur- 
chase of  law  books  for  the  offices  of  judge-advocates  at  division  and 
department  headquarters,  in  view  of  the  important  legal  duties  they 
are  called  upon  to  perform. 

He  also  calls  attention  to  the  law  relating  to  deposition  evidence  be- 
fore courts-martial.  The  91st  Article  of  War,  the  only  express  statu- 
tory provision  on  this  subject  (sections  183  and  863  to  870,  Revised 
Statutes,  not  having  been  enacted  with  reference  to  the  administration 
of  military  justice),  is  defective  in  not  specifying  before  whom  deposi- 
tions shall  be  taken.  Depositions  are  generally  taken  before  Army 
officers,  who  have  not,  and  never  had,  authority  to  perforin  such  acts. 
The  law  should  be  changed,  so  as  to  empower  officers  of  the  Army  to 
administer  oaths  and  take  depositions  ;  to  anthoiize  courts-martial,  or 
the  judge-ad vocates  thereof,  to  grant  a  dedimvs  potestatim  to  take  dep- 
ositions; to  authorize  such  officers  to  subpoena  witnesses,  punish  for  dis- 
obeying such  subpoena,  and  to  compel  witnesses  to  testify  when  sub- 
poenaed. Officers  of  the  Judge- Advocate-General's  Department  and 
judge-advocates  of  military  courts  should  also  be  empowered  to  admin- 
ister oaths  in  any  matter  where  an  oath  is  necessary  to  be  administered 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

QUARTERMASTER'S  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  there  remaiued  in  the  Treasury 
as  balances  applicable  to  expenses  of  prior  years  the  sum  of  $1,295,279.01. 
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There  was  appropriated  for  the  year  the  sum  of  $10,156,734.85,  includ- 
ing $200,000  for  military  posts  and  $2,500  for  road  to  national  oemetery 
at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.  The  balauce  undrawn  on  the  30th  June,  18&4, 
was  $1,193,902.54. 

The  Quartermaster  General  has  recommended  that  the  extra  pay 
required  to  pay  lieutenants  of  the  line  regiments  detailed  for  continuous 
duty  in  his  Department  as  acting  assistant  quartermasters  ten  dollars 
per  month  for  extra  labor  and  responsibility  shall  be  taken  from  the 
appropriation  for  regular  supplies,  fixing  the  maximum  devoted  to  such 
purpose  at  $25,000.  In  my  opinion,  the  provision  requiring  that  all 
officers  of  the  Army  shall  receive  all  their  pay  and  money  allowances 
from  the  Pay  Department  is  a  wise  one,  and  I  recommend  that  the  Pay 
Department  be  authorized  to  pay  lieutenants  doing  duty  in  the  Sub- 
sistence or  Quartermaster's  Department  the  same  sum  per  month,  the 
amount  in  the  latter  case  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  $25,000.  In  case 
this  recommendation  is  approved,  the  appropriation  for  the  Pay  De- 
partment should  be  hereafter  increased  by  that  amount. 

Measures  have  been  taken  to  appoint  post  quartermaster-sergeants 
in  conformity  to  the  law.  It  is  hoped  Congress  will  see  the  wisdom  of 
authorizing  the  small  item  in  the  appropriation  for  quarters  for  these 
and  other  worthy  staff  non-commissioned  officers. 

There  have  been  authorized  under  my  direction  sixty-five  new  build- 
ings, at  a  cost  of  $121,753.  The  cost  of  repairs  to  old  buildings  has 
reached  the  sum  of  $419,300.  The  construction  and  repairs  of  wharves 
have  required  the  sum  of  $47,029.  Improved  water-supply  at  the 
several  posts  has  cost  $107,870. 

The  $200,000  appropriated  by  Congress  in  the  sundry  civil  bill  ap- 
proved March  3, 1883,  has  been  expended  upon  military  posts  as  fol- 
lows:

The  contract*  entered  into  to  build  the  Army  and  Navy  hospital  at 
Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  have  not  proved  as  successful  as  was  expected ; 
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the  original  contractor  and  his  bondsman  have  both  failed  in  carrying 
out  the  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  building,  which  is  now 
carried  on  under  the  management  of  Capt  J.  W.  Jacobs,  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department. 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  7,  1882,  the  reservation 
and  military  buildings  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  were  sold  at  public  auction, 
realizing  $67,381.88,  which  sum  was  covered  into  the  Treasury. 

The  $200,000  appropriated  for  military  sites  in  Texas  and  the  erec- 
tion of  military  posts  thereon  have  all  been  expended  except  the  small 
sum  of  $523.68. 

In  regard  to  quartering  troops,  the  views  expressed  in  my  report  last 
year  must  be  reiterated  as  to  the  necessities  for  larger  posts  and  of  ap- 
propriation accordingly.  It  has  become  necessary  to  undertake  the 
removal  of  the  enlisted  men  from  casemate  quarters  into  proper  sanitary 
barracks  at  several  posts  on  the  seaboard,  and  particular  attention  is 
invited  to  the  special  estimates  presented  in  some  of  the  most  necessi- 
tous of  these  cases. 

I  have  ordered  such  temporary  arrangements  made  at  David's  Island, 
our  great  recruiting  depot  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  as  the  limited  ap- 
propriation would  admit.  An  appropriation  of  $75,000  to  begin  the 
construction  of  permanent  barracks,  however,  is  still  urgently  recom- 
mended. 

A  very  considerable  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  buildings 
and  grounds  at  the  recruiting  depot  at  Jefferson  Barracks  with  great 
advantage  to  the  health  of  the  men,  but  an  appropriation  for  improve- 
ment of  the  antiquated  buildings  there  is  very  necessary. 

Transportation  has  been  provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment for  70,875  persons,  5,988  horses  and  mules,  and  145,898  tons  of 
material  during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  $1,999,635.81 ;  of  which  $334,732.87 
have  been  paid  for  transportation  of  persons,  $958,253.31  for  freight, 
&c,  leaving  $706,649.63  paid  on  miscellaneous  accounts  or  remaining 
for  payment  of  outstanding  liabilities  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  expenses  of  military  transportation  not  paid  out  of  the  regular 
appropriations  comprise  that  provided  over  bonded  Pacific  railroads, 
in  value  $733,278.23,  which  is  credited  at  the  Treasury  Department 
on  their  debts,  and  that  provided  over  land-grant  railroads,  to  which 
50  per  cent,  of  tariff  rates  is  paid  under  act  of  Congress  of  March  3, 
1883,  making  a  special  appropriation  of  $125,000  for  that  purpose. 

Special  attention  is  again  invited  to  the  subject  of  the  railroads  in- 
debted to  the  United  States  for  material  sold  them  in  1865  and  1866. 
Four  of  these  roads  are  stil)  indebted,  have  made  no  cash  payment  for 
several  years,  and  at  present  there  is  no  probability  that  a  settlement 
will  ever  be  reached,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  whole  matter  be 
transferred  to  some  other  branch  of  the  service. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  three  cavalry  and  artillery  horses 
have  been  purchased,  at  au  average  cost  of  $143.31 ;  also  106  draft 
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noes,  at  an  average  cost  of  $181.60;  and  16  males,  at  an  average  cost 
*f  1181.62,  for  the  trains. 

Here  were  sold  1,143  cavalry  and  artillery  horses,  242  draft  horses, 
ttd  1^51  males,  for  $158,998.62,  which  has  been  deposited  in  the  Treas- 
iiy,  excepting  a  small  sum  received  from  sales  to  officers. 

There  were  on  hand  Jane  30, 1884, 7,764  cavalry  and  artillery  horses, 
486  draft  horses,  6,213  mules,  and  2  oxen.* 

There  were  issued  duriug  the  year  108,605  cords  of  wood  and  50,999 
too*  of  coal. 

Forage  issues  were  as  follows:  579,234  bushels  of  oats,  334,280  bushels 
if  corn,  128,795  bushels  of  barley,  139,478  bushels  of  bran,  46,166  tons 
•f  hay,  3,351  tons  of  straw,  and  7  tons  of  fodder. 

The  aggregate  expenditure  on  account  of  lighting  barracks  and  quar- 
tos, &c,  was  $56,631.84. 

A  supply  of  wood-sawing  machines  has  been  purchased  "for  issue  to 
larger  posts  where  wood  is  principally  used  for  fuel,  and  it  is  believed 
that  economy  of  fuel  will  result,  with  relief  to  the  soldier  from  labor. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Quartermaster-General,  awaiting  action,  13,146  miscellaneous  claims 
and  accounts,  amounting  to  $7,084,665.16,  and  727  claims  for  $231,619.52 
tod  accounts  for  $110,243.18  were  received  during  the  year.  There  re- . 
mained  on  file  July  1, 1884, 12,277  miscellaneous  claims  and  183  accounts, 
amounting  to  $7,074,536.78. 

Claims  nnder  act  of  July  4, 1864,  on  hand  July  1, 1883,  and  received 
during  the  year  aggregated  12,087,  amounting  to  $9,405,803.20.  Action 
was  taken  on  3,968,  amounting  to  $2,946,553.12,  and  there  remained  on 
hand  July  1,  1884,  8,119  claims,  amounting  to  $6,459,250.08. 

The  clothing  of  the  Army  has  been  satisfactory,  so  far  as  is  known, 
and  efforts  have  been  made  to  gradually  improve  both  in  quality  and 

*  During  the  present  administration  the  light  batteries  of  the  artillery  regiments 
kave  been  increased  from  fire  to  ten,  causing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  artillery 
bones,  with  attendant  expenses.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  cavalry  arm,  but, 
▼ithout  apparent  detriment  to  the  military  service,  a  general  reduction  of  horses  and 
oaks  in  service  has  been  made,  with  the  following  result :

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quantity,  having  careful  reference  to  that  economy  of  expenditure 
which  a  just  regard  for  the  public  service  requires. 

There  were  manufactured  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at 
the  Military  Prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  7,413  pairs  of  brass- 
screwed  boots,  15,691  pairs  of  brass-screwed  shoes,  2,294  pairs  sewed 
boots,  8,352  pairs  sewed  "post"  shoes,  9,224  pairs  sewed  field  shoes,  201 
pairs  of  shoes  with  flexible  soles,  507  pairs  "campaign"  shoes,  4,500 
barrack  chairs,  and  20,000  corn  brooms,  at  a  total  cost  of  $126,143.34. 

There  are  82  national  cemeteries,  containing  321,623  interments.  The 
Mound  City  and  New  Albany  National  Cemeteries  roadways  have  been 
completed  during  the  year.  Extensive  improvements  are  in  progress 
at  the  Loudon  Park  Cemetery.  Additional  laud  has  been  purchased 
for  the  Cypress  Hills  National  Cemetery,  and  the  grounds  are  being 
prepared  for  use. 

The  purchase  of  the  Arlington  estate,  as  provided  for  in  the  act  of 
March  3, 1883,  was  completed  on  March  25, 1884. 

By  the  act  of  July  7,  1884,  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  made  for 
the  construction  of  a  roadway  from  Springfield,  Mo.,  to  the  national 
military  cemetery  near  that  city.  Proposals  for  the  work  were  iuvited 
by  advertisement,  the  lowest  bid  for  the  work  by  either  of  the  two 
routes  suggested  exceeding  $25,000.  As  the  act  provides  that  none  of 
the  money  shall  be  expended  until  contracts  shall  be  made  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  road  for  the  sum  appropriated,  it  seems  impossible  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work,  and  the  subject  is  submitted  for  such  action  as  may 
seem  proper  to  Congress. 

SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Commissary -General  of  Subsistence  shows  a  total 
of  expenditures  during  the  last  fiscal  year  amounting  to  $3,2L7,224.33. 
There  is  included  in  this  sum  the  amount  of  subsistence  funds  embez- 
zled by  an  officer  of  the  Army  who  deserted  the  service,  and,  it  is 
believed,  fled  to  Mexico.  The  sum  embezzled  by  him  was  $1,905.75; 
and  it  may  not  be  improper  to  remark  in  this  place  that  this  is  believed 
to  be  the  only  sum  of  money  lost  to  the  public  Treasury  by  the  dis- 
honesty of  any  person  in  the  military  service  during  your  administra- 
tion. In  that  time  there  have  beeu  three  other  instauces  of  dishonesty 
on  the  part  of  officers  of  the  Army,  each  having  funds  of  different 
bureaus,  but  in  each  case  the  niouey  embezzled  was  fully  restored  to 
the  Treasury  before  the  trial  of  the  officer  involved,  and  each  officer 
was  promptly  dismissed  from  the  military  service  by  sentence  of  court- 
martial. 

The  Commissary -General  of  Subsistence  again  invites  attention  to 
the  importance  of  providing  for  the  enlistment  of  cooks  and  bakers  for 
the  Army.  1  ooneur  with  him  in  his  belief  that  such  a  course  would 
add  much  to  the  comfort  ns  well  as  the  health  of  the  soldiers,  who  must 
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bow,  id  many  instances,  depend  upon  the  cooking  of  enlisted  men  who 
have  no  special  aptitude  for  the  work. 

The  Commissary-General  reports  that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
there  remained  in  his  office  but  two  claims  under  the  act  of  July  4, 1864. 

The  appropriation  made  by  Congress  of  $500,000  for  the  relief  of  per- 
sons made  destitute  by  the  floods  of  the  Ohio  Biver  and  its  tributaries, 
which  appropriation  was  subsequently  extended  to  cover  the  relief  of 
persons  made  destitute  by  floods  of  the  Mississippi  River,  was  disbursed 
imder  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  by  officers  of  the  Commis- 
sary Department  assisted  by  detailed  officers  of  the  line ;  and  the  zeal 
and  activity  displayed  by  them  in  disbursing  the  national  bounty 
merits  the  highest  commendation.  Food  supplies,  clothing,  aud  other 
necessary  articles  were  given  to  all  made  destitute  by  the  floods;  in 
many  cases,  especially  on  the  Ohio  River,  the  assistance  of  city  authori- 
ties being  invoked  to  aid  in  a  proper  distribution.  $326,018.24  were 
expended  upon  the  Ohio  River  and  its  tributaries,  and  $160,439.34 
upon  the  Mississippi  River,  leaving  unexpended,  of  the  whole  appro- 
priation, $12,942.42. 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Surgeon-General  reports  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the 
Army  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  272,  of  which  193  were  from  disease 
and  79  from  injuries.    No  casualties  from  actual  warfare  are  reported. 

The  total  number  of  official  demauds  upon  the  Division  of  Records 
and  Pensions  during  the  year  for  information  as  to  the  cause  of  death 
in  the  case  of  deceased  soldiers  and  for  the  hospital  records  of  invalids 
was  65,8117,  being  53,683  less  than  the  number  of  similar  applications 
daring  the  previous  year.  Including  the  32,532  applications  remaining 
unanswered  at  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  total  number  of  cases 
to  be  disposed  of  was  98,429. 

Of  the  new  cases,  55,849  were  received  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  9,488  from  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army,  and  560  from 
miscellaneous  sources. 

Replies  have  been  furnished  to  the  proper  authorities  in  92,148  cases, 
of  which  85,940  were  to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  5,583  to  the 
Adjutant-General,  and  625  to  miscellaneous  applicants,  leaving  6,281 
eases  to  be  searched  and  reported  on.  In  addition  to  the  number  of 
reports  above  stated  as  furnished  the  Commissioner  of  Tensions,  1,470 
have  beeu  prepared  and  furnished  the  same  officer  by  the  Administra- 
tive and  Miscellaneous  Branch  of  the  office,  making  a  total  of  87,410 
reports  in  pension  cases  furnished  during  the  year. 

Five  volumes  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  History  of  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion  (three  .surgical  and  two  medical)  have  been  completed ;  the 
publication  of  the  third  medical  volume,  the  last  of  the  series,  has  been 
delayed  by  reason  of  the  long  illness  of  Surgeon  J.  J.  Woodward,  lately 
deceased.    The  completion  of  this  volume  has  been  placed  in  the  hands 
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of  Surgeon  Charles  Smart,  and  it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  ready  for 
issue  in  about  one  year. 

The  additions  to  the  library  during  the  past  year  include  about  4,000 
volumes  and  5,500  pamphlets.  By  actual  count  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  the  library  contained  05,738  volumes  and  86,503  pamphlets.  These 
include  22,050  volumes  of  journals  and  3,229  volumes  of  transactions. 
Of  the  pamphlets,  38,583  are  medical  theses.  Among  the  "  volumes w 
are  reckoned  1,385  bound  volumes  of  theses  and  1,149  bound  volumes  of 
pamphlets. 

The  printing  of  volume  V  of  the  Index  Catalogue  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  edition  distributed.  This  volume  includes  from  "Flao- 
eus"  to  u  Hearth."  The  manuscript  of  volume  VI  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  preparation,  and  the  first  part  of  it  is  now  going  to  press. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  has  made  it  possible  to  arrange  to 
have  every  new  medical  work  from  every  country  sent  promptly  to  the 
library,  as  recommended  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  henceforward  it 
is  hoped  that  those  who  consult  thin  collection  will  find  that  it  contains 
the  latest  information  on  the  subject. 

During  the  past  session  of  Congress  a  bill  to  provide  for  a  suitable 
fire-proof  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Army  Medical  Mu- 
seum and  library  of  the  Surgeon-General's  Office  was  reported  to  and 
passed  by  the  Senate.  A  similar  bill  was  reported  favorably  by  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, but  was  not  reached  in  the  order  of  business,  and  is  still 
pending  before  the  House.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  session 
the  necessary  legislation  to  provide  for  this  long  and  seriously  felt  want 
nay  be  completed,  that  immediate  steps  may  be  taken  to  secure  a  safe 
deposit  for  these  valuable  collections,  now  in  constant  peril  from  the 
dangers  which  surround  the  present  unsuitable  building. 

I  renew  the  suggestion  that  such  Congressional  legislation  may  be 
requested  as  will  permit  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  medical  supplies,  pre- 
scribed by  a  medical  officer  of  the  Army,  to  civilian  employes  (act 
making  appropriations  for  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30, 1884,  approved  March  3, 1883)  to  be  carried  to  the  cur- 
rent appropriation  for  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  and  that 
the  amount  may  become  available  for  replacing  articles  sold,  as  is  the 
case  with  "  the  sale  of  commissary  stores  to  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Army." 

PAY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Paymaster  General  shows  in  his  report  that  his  department  has 
during  the  last  year  duly  accounted  for  $15,180,160.86.  He  again 
recommends,  with  my  concurrence,  the  repeal  of  the  law  forbidding 
payment  of  mileage  to  officers  for  travel  over  land-grant  roads.  As 
mileage  is  given  to  an  officer  not  merely  to  pay  his  railroad  far?  but  to 
•over  other  traveling  expenses,  and  as  officers  of  the  Army  are  the

I  invite  special  attention  to  the  estimate  submitted  for  the  commence- 
siit  of  the  system  of  works  designed  for  the  defense  of  the  harbors  of 
jrtland,  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Hampton  Roads, 
id  San  Francisco;  for  the  modification  and  continuation  of  construe- 
on  of  existing  forts  and  batteries,  and  for  the  continuation  of  the  pur- 
base  of  submarine  mines. 

The  funds  with  which  the  works  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  aud 
iarbora  were  prosecuted  during  the  past  year  were  derived  from  the 
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in  the  Treasury  subject  to  requisition  July  1,  1883,  for  improving  har- 
bors and  rivers  was  $10,021,649.55.  The  amount  appropriated  during 
the  fiscal  year  1884  was  $1,319,634.62,  and  the  amount  drawn  from 
the  Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  was  $8,228,703.54,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $3,112,580.63  in  the  Treasury  subject  to  requisition  July  1,  1884. 
A  full  statement  of  unexpended  balances  June  30, 1884,  is  appended  to 
the  report,  and  a  detailed  account  of  the  steps  taken  to  cany  out  the 
provisions  of  law  and  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  these  works  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  to  which  1  beg  leave 
to  refer. 

A  report  of  the  progress  made  between  December  1,  1882,  and  De- 
cember 21,  1883,  by  the  Mississippi  River  Commission  in  carrying  out 
the  work  iutrusted  to  it  was  transmitted  to  Congress  January  8,  1884. 
The  subsequent  progress  of  that  important  work  will  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  communication  to  Congress  at  an  early  period  of  the 
ensuing  session. 

The  examinations  and  surveys  required  and  provided  for  in  the  river 
and  harbor  act  of  August  2,  1882,  have  been  completed.  Reports  of 
their  results  were  transmitted  from  time  to  time  to  Congress  during  its 
last  session.  Of  the  147  localities  enumerated  for  examination  or  sur- 
vey in  the  act,  76  were  reported  as  not  worthy  of  improvement,  and  the 
results  of  their  preliminary  examination  were  such  as  to  prevent  their 
survey  under  the  act. 

The  examinations  and  surveys  required  and  provided  for  in  the  river 
and  harbor  act  of  July  5,  1884,  have  been  undertaken  and  are  in  prog- 
ress. The  reports  thereon  will  be  submitted  to  Congress  from  time  to 
time,  during  the  ensuing  session,  as  they  are  received. 

Action  was  taken  during  the  year  upon  such  plans  and  locations  as 
were  submitted  by  parties  interested  of  bridges  proposed  to  be  built 
under  the  authority  of  Congress,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War. 

It  has  been  the  rule  in  cases  where  Congress  has  not  authorized  the 
construction  of  a.  bridge,  or  has  not  required  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
approve  the  plan,  &c,  of  a  bridge  as  a  condition  to  its  being  built,  that 
he  neither  authorizes  nor  forbids  its  construction;  but,  if  satisfied  that 
any  intended  structure  of  that  kind,  or  any  other,  will  seriously  impair 
the  navigation  of  the  channels  of  uavigable  waters  of  the  United  States. 
he  endeavors  through  the  Department  of  Justice  to  prevent  its  erection. 

A  statement  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  year  in  the  removal  of  wrecks  endan- 
gering or  obstructing  navigation,  general  provision  for  which  is  made 
in  the  river  and  harbor  act  of  June  14,  1880. 

The  arrangements  which  have  been  in  progress  under  the  direction 
and  supervision,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  inventor,  Mr.  M.  J.  Adams, 
for  making  a  practical  test  of  a  flume  for  increasing  the  depth  of  water 
of  the  Mississippi,  for  which  the  sum  of  $20,000  was  provided  by  the 
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river  and  harbor  act  of  March  3, 1879,  and  a  further  sum  of  $8,(100  by 
act  of  August  2,  1882,  have  beeu  suspended  by  him  before  completion, 
for  want  of  funds,  the  unexpended  balance  being  on  June  30,  1884, 
$139.80. 

The  office  of  Survey  of  Territory  of  the  Uuited  States  West  of  the  1 00th 
meridian  was  closed  February  29,  1884.  The  13  atlas  sheets  referred 
to  in  my  last  annual  report  have  been  published,  making  in  all  161 
naps  and  atlas  sheets,  covering  an  area  of  326,891  square  miles. 

There  was  transmitted  to  Congress  at  its  lust  session  a  detailed  report 
by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Third  International  Geographical  Exhibi- 
tion and  Congress,  at  Venice,  Italy,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
import  and  accompanying  illustrations  be  ordered  to  be  printed  in 
quarto  form,  with  the  view  to  its  wide  distribution.  (See  Senate  Ex. 
Doc  No.  9,  Forty-eighth  Cong.,  first  sess.)  This  report  contains  a 
description  and  discussion  of  the  geographical  exhibits  from  twenty- 
two  ecu u tries,  aud  those  acts  of  the  congress  most  interesting  to  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  the  scope  and  progress  of  the  discussion  and 
actiou  concerning  the  determination  of  a  single  initial  meridian. 

The  small  appropriation  asked  for  the  next  fiscal  year  for  surveys 
required  for  military  purposes,  aud  for  the  publication  of  maps  for  the 
tse  of  the  War  Department,  is  earnestly  recommended. 

Improvement  of  the  South  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

In  my  last  annual  report  the  history  of  this  work  was  continued  to 
ificinde  September  9,  1883. 

During  the  four  quarters  ending  September  9,  1884,  the  channel  ot 
tk  pas*  has  been  uninterruptedly  maintained,  with  the  required  dimen- 
son*.  From  September  10,  1883,  to  September  9,  1884,  both  dates 
iidosive,  four  quarterly  payments  for  maintenance,  amounting  to 
1100,000,  and  two  semi-annual  payments  of  interest  on  the  $1,000,000 
warned,  amounting  to  $50,000,  were  made  to  Mr.  Eads,  making  the 
total  expenditure  for  the  improvement  to  the  latter  date  $5,000,000. 

ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  exhibits  in  detail  the  progress 
vbieh  has  been  made  and  the  difficulties  met  during  the  year  in  the 
construction  of  experimental  guns  of  the  power  required  in  modern 
times  for  the  armament  of  fortifications. 

In  my  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  the  "  Gnu  Foundry 
Board  *  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
Harch  3,  1883 — 

.  For  the  purpose  of  examining  and  reporting  to  Congress  which  of  the  navy-yards  or 
tfsmal*  owned  by  the  Government  has  the  best  location  and  is  best  adapted  tor  the 
vublishment  of  a  Government  foundry,  or  what  other  method,  if  any,  should  be 
adopted  for  the  manufacture  of  heavy  ordnance  adapted  to  modem  wartare  for  •ne 
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use  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  the  cost  of  all  buildings,  tools,  and 
implements  necessary  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  thereof,  including  the  cost  of  a 
steam  hammer,  or  apparatus  of  sufficient  size  for  the  mauufacture  of  the  heaviest 
guns. 

Its  report  was  made  to  the  President  February  16,  1884,  and  was  by 
hini  transmitted  to  Congress  February  18,  1884.  The  conclusions 
reached  by  the  Board,  after  full  investigation  of  the  subject  here  and 
abroad,  are:  The  establishment  of  Government  gun  factories  for  both 
the  Army  and  Navy,  and  the  making  a  permanent  and  liberal  appro- 
priation by  Congress  for  the  specific  purpose  of  providing  artillery  of 
modern  types,  this  appropriation  being  a  permanent  one,  to  act  as  a 
stimulus  to  private  steel  manufacturers  to  enlarge  their  plant  and  make 
gun  steel,  the  Government  being  a  large  purchaser.  A  special  estimate 
for  a  permanent  annual  appropriation  to  carry  out  this  recommendation 
of  the  Board  was  submitted  by  me,  but  Congress  took  no  action  thereon 

In  the  closing  days  of  the  last  session  both  the  Senate  and  House 
passed  resolutions  for  the  appointment  of  select  committees  of  Senators 
and  Representatives,  respectively,  to  inquire — 

As  to  the  capacity  of  steel-producing  works  in  the  United  States  to  make  steel  of 
suitable  quality,  and  sufficient  in  quantity  to  furnish  metal  for  guns  of  high  power, 
*  *  *  as  to  the  character  aud  sufficiency  of  machinery  and  inachine-fools  in  the 
navy-yards,  and  also  in  private  foundries  aud  machine-shops  in  the  United  States, 

*  •  *  and  for  manufacturing  guns  for  the  proper  armament  *  *  *  of  the 
sea-coast  defenses,  *  *  *  into  the  best  locations  in  the  United  States  for  manu- 
facturing guns,  *  *  *  and  the  best  method  of  manufacturing  and  building  the 
same,  whether  by  the  Government  or  by  contract  with  private  persons. 

The  field  of  this  inquiry  is  large  aud  comprehensive,  and  includes  all 
that  is  required  for  a  complete  understanding  of  the  subject,  and  the 
best  means  of  providing  a  remedy.  The  condition  of  our  coast  defenses 
i«  a  matter  of  grave  concern,  and  calls  for  immediate  action,  and  I  indulge 
the  hope  that  before  the  end  of  the  ensuing  session  Congress  will  show 
to  the  country  its  appreciation  of  these  national  wants  by  a  liberal  and 
permanent  annual  appropriation. 

The  difficulties  encountered  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  in  procuring 
steel  from  abroad,  even  for  experimental  guns,  makes  manifest,  without 
lengthy  comment,  the  necessity  for  home  production.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  very  pressing  needs  of  the  Department  and  the  difficulties  under 
which  it  now  labors  in  attempting  to  secure  suitable  materials  for  gun 
construction  may  be  relieved  through  the  prompt  and  energetic  action 
of  Congress  at  its  next  session.  The  steel-makers  of  this  country  will 
not  undertake  the  production  of  steel  on  a  scale  adequate  to  our  wants 
without  the  inducement  of  being  fairly  remunerated  for  their  outlays; 
and  the  importance  of  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  Congress  for 
holding  out  such  inducements,  by  liberal  appropriations,  canuot  be  over- 
estimated. The  truth  of  this  statement  is  apparent  when  it  is  cousid-* 
ered  that,  even  after  ample  encouragement  has  been  afforded,  consider- 
able time  must  elapse,  say  two  years  or  more,  before  the  requisite  plant 
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can  be  designed,  constructed,  and  set  up,  and  the  production  of  steel  in 
masses  of  sufficient  size  and  of  suitable  quality  for  gun-construction 
can  become  a  practical  success.  Then  the  manufacture  and  test  of  the 
experimental  or  typical  gnus  will  require  at  least  two  years  more,  even 
for  the  more  moderate-sized  calibers,  before  the  manufacture  of  guns  in 
quantity  can  be  proceeded  with. 

Pending  the  giving  by  Congress  of  means  to  arm  the  coast  with  guns 
of  the  best  character,  the  Department  is  proceeding  with  the  conversion 
of  10-inch  smooth-bore  guns  into  8-inch  rifles,  by  lining  either  with  a 
eoOed  wrougbt-iron  or  a  forged  steel  tube;  and  fifty  guns  will  be  thus 
converted  within  the  year. 

About  35,000  sua  all-arms  were  made  at  the  National  Armory  in  the 
last  fiscal  year,  and  the  Lee,  Chaffee-Eeece,  and  Hotchkiss  magazine 
pros,  recommended  by  the  Board  in  September,  1882,  to  be  issued  to 
Ae  Army  for  trial,  have,  after  the  delays  incident  to  the  production  of 
new  arms  requiring  special  tools  and  machinery,  been  received  from 
ike  contractors  and  completed  at  the  armory,  and  several  hundred  of 
each  kind  bave  been  issued  to  the  Army  for  trial  by  the  troops. 

The  fortification  bill,  approved  July  5,  1884,  provides  that  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $15,000  "may  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  experiments  in 
the  nse  of  dynamite  or  other  high  explosive  projectiles,"  and  the  Depart- 
ment has  given  all  proper  assistance  and  encouragement  to  private  par- 
ties having  designs  or  inventions  that  promised  success.  The  trials 
tkns  far  have  been  tentative  merely,  and  nothing  has  been  developed 
that  calls  for  any  detailed  mention. 

Experiments  have  been  made  during  the  year  by  the  Ordnance  Board 
*  firing  shells  charged  with  explosive  gelatine  from  service  guns.  The 
practicability  of  making  such  firings,  using  ordinary  gunpowder  as  the 
propelling  agent,  with  safety  and  certainty,  seems  now  almost  assured. 
fane  8-inch  steel  shell  have  been  ordered  with  a  view  to  increasing 
the  penetration  in  iron  plates,  and  with  the  expectation  that  the  ex- 
plosive effect  of  the  gelatine  will  thereby  be  considerably  augmented. 

THE  CHIEF  SIGNAL.  OFFICER. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  shows  the  progress  of  the 
tenal  meteorological  work. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  the  entire  expenses  of 
the  Signal  Service  were  for  the  first  time  kept  distinct  and  separate 
from  the  expenditures  for  the  support  of  the  Army,  and  the  cost  of  the 
•enrice  for  that  year,  including  the  amounts  drawn  from  the  Treasury 
ip  to  October  31, 1884,  for  the  expenses  of  the  above-named  fiscal  year, 
rader  the  several  titles  of  appropriations,  was  $958,392.95,  from  which 
ifcould  be  deducted  the  receipts  of  military  telegraph  lines  covered  into 
the  Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year,  $17,074.72,  leaving  the  net  expendi- 
ture $941,318.23.     The  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  1885  aggre- 
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Rate  $1,001,228.93,  and  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1886  aoraunt  to 
$1,552,659.84. 

He  recommends  an  increase  in  the  appropriations,  which  1  submit; 
but  I  do  not  concur  in  his  suggestion  that  a  return  be  made  to  the  old 
method  of  incorporating  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  this  serv- 
ice with  those  for  the  support  of  the  Army.  My  reasons  are  briefly 
that,  even  if  in  the  Army  bill  the  amounts  to  be  expended  for  the 
Weather  Bureau  should  be  made  specific  and  definite,  as  was  not  the 
case  until  recently,  I  deem  it  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  Army 
that  its  apparent  cost  of  maintenance  should  be  so  largely  increased 
by  adding  to  it  the  cost  of  the  Weather  Bureau  service,  with  which  the 
Army  is  not  concerned.  It  would  seem  to  be  as  appropriate  to  make 
the  river  and  harbor  appropriation  a  part  of  the  Army  expenses  because 
a  few  Army  officers  supervise  the  work.  In  this  connection,  1  renew 
my" recommendation  that  the  temporary  legislation  of  the  last  two 
years,  forbidding  the  expenditure  for  this  service  of  money  not  specific- 
ally appropriated  therefor,  be  mad<t  permanent  legislation  applying  to 
all  future  appropriations  to  be  disbursed  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  Chief  Signal  Officer  describes  with  sufficient  detail  the  events 
connected  with  the  closing  of  the  work  of  exploration  iu  the  Arctic 
regions  and  the  return  of  the  survivors  of  the  party  under  Lieutenant 
Greely.  The  survivors  were  relieved  at  Cape  Sabine  on  June  22,  1884, 
by  a  naval  expedition  under  the  command  of  Commander  W.  S.  Schley. 
The  zeal  and  enterprise  of  the  relieving  expedition  were  such  as  to 
entitle  all  its  officers  and  men  to  the  highest  commendation ;  and  while 
it  reached  Cape  Sabine  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the  final  catas- 
trophe to  the  few  survivors  of  Lieutenant  Greely's  party  was,  but  for 
the  rescue,  ouly  a  few  hours  distant.  The  Greely  party  numbered 
twenty-five  persons,  of  whom  only  seven  were  rescued  alive  and  one 
died  after  the  rescue.  Of  the  dead,  all  perished  from  starvation  except 
an  Eskimo,  who  was  drowned,  aud  Private  Henry,  who  was  executed 
by  order  of  Lieutenant  Greely  for  repeated  thefts  of  food  from  the  in- 
sufficient supply  of  the  enfeebled  aud  distressed  company. 

The  Secretary  of  War  observes  with  regret  that  the  Chief  Signal 
Officer  has  chosen  to* make,  in  his  annual  report,  a  formal  expression  of 
opinion  that,  after  the  arrival  of  the  wrecked  "Proteus"  party  on  Sep- 
tember 13,  1883,  at  Saint  John's,  there  was  still  time,  "  as  known  from 
previous  experience  and  shown  by  subsequent  facts,  to  send  efficient 
relief,"  stating  that  "  Captain  Melville  and  others  volunteered  to  go, 
giving  their  full  plans  for  the  relief." 

A  contention  as  to  what  would  have  been  the  probable  result  of  an 
expedition  to  the  Arctic  regions  started  in  the  autumn,  with  such  prep- 
aration as  could  be  made  after  the  middle  of  September,  is  now  use- 
less for  any  practical  purpose,  but  a  few  words  may  properly  be  given 
to  the  subject,  as  there  may  be  persons  whose  humane  consideration  for 
the  terrible  situation  in  which  Lieutenant  Greely  and  his  party  existed 
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for  months  may  not  be  accompanied  by  a  knowledge  of  the  opinion  of 
experienced  persons  as  to  the  danger  of  disaster  and  the  little  hope  of 
wccess  of  any  attempt  to  approach  him  at  that  season. 

The  "Proteus"  party,  after  the  wreck  of  that  ship,  reached  Saint 
John's  September  13,  1883.  Lieutenant  Garlington,  in  charge  of  the 
party,  was  on  that  clay  asked  by  telegraph  whether  anything  more  could 
bedoue  that  year.  He  replied,  on  September  14:  u  By  the  time  suitable 
vessels  could  be  procured,  filled,  provisioned,  &c,  it  would  be  too  late 
in  8easou  to  accomplish  anything  this  year."  Notwithstanding  this 
response,  on  the  same  da}-,  by  direction  of  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  of 
the  Navy,  a  further  telegram  was  sent  to  Lieutenant  Garlington  asking 
for  fnll  replies  from  himself  and  from  Commander  Wildes,  commanding 
tbe  U.  S.  steamer  44  Yan^c,"  upon  certain  questions  propounded,  and 
farther  asking  whether  it  was  a  feasible  project  to  charter  a  steam  sealer 
to  go  northward,  the  telegram  making  also  some  suggestions  as  to  the 
outfitting  of  the  ship  and  men.  To  this  Lieutenant  Garlington  replied  by 
telegraph,  September  15,  at  length,  saying,  among  other  things:  "The 
ultimate  result  of  any  undertaking  to  go  uorth  at  this  time  extremely 
problematical;  chances  against  its  success,  owing  to  dark  nights  now 
begun  in  those  regions,  making  ice- navigation  extremely  critical  work. 
There  is  no  safe  winter  anchorage  on  west  shore  of  Greenland  between 
Disco  and  Pandora  Harbor,  except,  perhaps,  North  Star  Bay,  winter 
quarters  of  Saunders.  However,  there  is  a  bare  chance  of  success,  and 
if  my  recommendations  are  approved  I  am  ready  and  anxious  to  make 
the  effort."  He  then  made  suggestions  as  to  hiring  a  steam  sealer,  and 
bow  it  was  to  be  commanded  and  manned.  Commander  Wildes  replied 
in  these  words,  under  date  of  September  15:  "To  charter  another 
foreign  ship  with  foreign  crew  for  this  duty  to  go  north  at  this  late 
season  would  simply  invite  fresh  disaster.  •  •  •  Ship  must  be 
American  manned  and  officered  by  Navy  and  thoroughly  equipped. 
Unless  winter  quarters  can  be  reached  north  of  Cape  Athol,  the  attempt 
would  be  useless.  This  cannot  be  done.  Melville  Bay  will  be  impass- 
ible by  October  1  at  latest.  Ship  cannot  winter  at  Upernavik,  and 
cannot  sledge  north  from  there." 

Under  date  of  September  14, 1883,  Chief  Engineer  George  W.  Melville, 
U.  8.  Navy,  submitted  a  proposed  method  of  relief  for  the  Greely  party, 
which  was  in  substance  to  use  the  steamship  "  Yantic,"  but  there  was 
do  suggestion  in  his  proposition  of  any  hope  of  getting  the  "Yantlc" 
farther  north  than  Cape  York,  his  plan  being  to  sledge  northward  from 
there.  Under  date  of  September  15,  1883,  Dr.  James  Laws,  who  was 
mrgeon  in  the  Hartstene  expedition  sent  out  to  the  relief  of  Dr.  Kane 
in  1855,  strongly  urged  the  utter  impracticability,  from  his  experience, 
of  any  expedition,  however  well  fitted,  being  able  to  reach  a  point 
where  it  could  be  of  the  slightest  service  to  the  Greely  party.  He 
Mid  that  before  an  expedition  could  reach  the  shores  of  Greenland  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  proceed  above  Disco  Island.    Captain  George  E. 
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Tyson,  who,  as  is  well  known,  was  with  Hall's  last  expedition,  and 
was  in  command  of  the  party  which  floated  down  from  the  Arctic 
regions  on  an  ice-floe,  offered  his  services  to  lead  an  expedition,  but 
he  made  no  suggestion  to  go  in  the  autumn  of  1883.  On  the  contrary, 
he  expressed,  in  personal  conference,  his  firm  conviction  of  the  imprac- 
ticability and  danger  of  undertaking  such  an  expedition  in  the  autumn. 

Persons  whose  experience  and  studies  gave  their  opinions  weight 
were  personally  consulted  by  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  of  the  Navy, 
among  them  being  Captain  Greer,  U.  S.  Navy,  who  went  to  Littleton 
Island  in  1873,  in  command  of  the  u  Tigress,"  in  search  of  some  of  the 
company  of  the  wrecked  "  Polaris,"  and  Dr.  Emil  Bessels,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  scientific  work  of  the  u  Polaris,"  and  after  its  wreck  in  1872 
spent  the  winter  at  Life-Boat  Cove.  Upon  consideration  of  all  informa- 
tion, the  conclusion  was  inevitable  that,  under  the  most  favorable  con- 
ditions,  a  vessel  might  reach  Upernavik,  but  that  it  could  go  no  further 
north  in  that  season.  This  point  is  about  700  miles  from  Littleton 
Island,  and  the  stretch  of  water  and  land  between  is  impassable  for 
boats  or  sledges  after  the  1st  of  October,  and  oftentimes  after  the  1st 
of  September.  The  Arctic  night  begins  at  Upernavik  about  the  middle 
of  October,  and  it  was  considered  that,  setting  aside  all  question  of  its 
own  perils,  the  best  that  a  new  relief  expedition  at  that  time  could  dq 
would  be  to  go  a  part  of  the  way  and  wait  for  the  next  summer  to  re- 
sume the  journey.  The  testimony  was  conclusive  that  sledging  north 
from  Upernavik  was  impossible. 

The  deplorable  situation  of  the  Greely  party,  then  feared  but  since 
known  to  exist,  did  not  lessen  the  perils  which  would  have  beset  any 
relief  party  started  at  the  beginning  of  an  Arctic  winter.  The  Secre- 
tary of  War  knows  of  no  one  whose  opinion  would  be  considered,  ex- 
cept the  Chief  Signal  Officer,  who  would  not  have  regarded  such  an 
expedition  not  only  as  substantially  hopeless  for  any  relief  earlier 
than  was  actually  given,  but  perilous  in  the  extreme,  if  not  foolhardy. 

Nothing  is  more  illustrative  of  the  impossibility  of  overcoming  at  all 
times  the  difficulties  of  Arctic  travel,  whether  by  land  or  sea,  than  the 
fact  that  two-thirds  of  Lieutenaut  Greely's  party  starved  to  death  at 
Cape  Sabine  with  150  pounds  of  meat  untouched  at  Cape  Isabella,  dis- 
tant about  30  miles,  and  with  250  rations  untouched  at  Littleton  Island, 
at  about  the  same  distance,  but  separated  by  Smith's  Sound.  It  prob- 
ably never  occurred  to  any  one  that  the  Greely  party  could  not  easily 
reach  and  use  both  of  these  stores. 

The  conclusion  reached,  after  most  anxious  and  careful  consideration, 
was,  on  the  19th  of  September,  1883,  embodied  in  a  written  memoran- 
dum of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  which  was 
given  in  full  in  my  last  animal  report,  and  which  was  in  part  as  follows : 

The  Secretaries  of  War  awl  the  Navy  have  decided  that'it  is  not  practicable  to  send 
another  expedition  to  the  relief  of  Lieutenant  Greely  this  year.  They  have  consulted 
those  persons  of  Arctic  experience  who  are  recognized  as  the  best  authorities  and  who 
are  near  enough  to  be  reached,  and  have  received  letters  from  some  who  are  more 
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taunt.  These  consnltations  lead  to  the  conviction  that  little  can  l>e  accomplished 
ifter  October  20,  when  there  are  bat  few  honrs  of  daylight  iu  that  region.  It  it 
dotbtfal  if  any  vessel  could  reach  Upernavik  before  that  date,  on  acconnt  of  the  ice, 
tie  rapidly  shortening  days,  and  the  increasing  cold.  The  danger  of  wrecking  a  new 
iclief  party  in  its  attempt  to  reach  this  place  is  far  greater  than  should  be  incurred 
fertht  chance  of  rendering  any  aid  to  Greely.  From  Upernavik  no  aid  could  be  given 
•rapt  by  sledging,  and  thta  is  regarded  as  totally  impracticable.  The  short  marches 
md  the  long  halts,  compelled  by  the  darkness,  would  force  the  sledging  parties  to 
co&fume  so  much  food,  while  accomplishing  brief  daily  journeys,  that  they  could  afford 
■onceor  to  Greely,  and  having  no  depots  on  the  way  to  draw  on,  they  wonld  soon  be 
compelled  to  fall  hack  to  avoid  starvation.  Some  have  suggested  sending  a  vessel  to 
Cape  York,  bot  no  one  advises  that  it  can  be  reached  without  imminent  peril  to  the 
tbrI  and  all  on  board ;  and  from  that  point,  if  attained,  the  impossibility  of  sledging 
ii  again  encountered.  The  distance  from  Littleton  Island  to  Cape  York  is  alwut  £35 
bum,  and  to  Upernavik  550,  and  to  Disco  800. 

It  may  be  added  tbat  the  Secretary  of  War,  while  deploring  the  ter- 
rible loss  of  life  incurred  by  the  Lady  Franklin  Bay  expedition,  has 
lever  seen  reason  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  these  conclusions  reached 
bj  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  himself  upon  all  the  considerations 
which  were  available  to  them. 

To  some  of  the  criticisms  made  by  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  in  his 
report  no  reference  seems  to  be  required  beyond  saying  that  the  u  Pro- 
Una77  court  of  inquiry,  so  called,  had  the  merit  of  basing  its  conclu- 
sions as  to  the  officers  with  whom  it  dealt  upon  such  information  of 
frets  and  conditions  as  was  attainable  by  the  officers  themselves  at  the 
time  of  their  action  as  well  as  by  the  court.  But  the  expression  of 
the  Chief  Signal  Officer,  above  referred  to,  is  an  intrusion  of  an  official 
opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  course  of  the  Secretaries  of  War  and 
of  the  Navy  in  not  hazarding  more  lives  in  1883  in  a  nearly  hopeless  ad- 
venture upon  his  telegraphic  requests.  This  excursion  into  an  official 
jurisdiction  beyond  his  own,  and  his  dictum  upon  the  exercise  of  a 
superior  responsibility  which  he  was  not  invited  to  share  are  extra- 
ordinary in  their  time  and  place,  and  are  hardly  excusable  even  under 
whatever  of  irritation  may  have  been  caused  by  the  findings  of  the 
"Proteus"  court  of  inquiry.  Waiving,  however,  that  consideration,  if 
there  had  at  the  time  been  given  more  weight  to  the  views  of  that 
branch  of  the  public  service,  under  whose  management  there  had  been 
one  futile  and  one  disastrous  expedition  in  the  northern  seas  in  two 
ftccessive  years,  than  to  the  views  of  men  having  experience  in  such 
Batters,  it  is  now  hardly  to  be  doubted  that  we  would  have  had  last 
rnnmer  the  news  of  two  Arctic  calamities  instead  of  one.  It  is  not 
thought  that  the  public  would  wish  better  evidence  of  this  than  is  to 
be  found  in  the  official  report  of  Commander  Schley,  from  which  I  quote : 

In  view  of  the  diaaater  to  the  Lady  Franklin  Bay  expedition  at  Cape  Sabine,  and 

Ae  eoncl anion  of  the  Department  last  year  that  ic  was  impracticable  to  send  another 

«**]  north  after  the  "  YanticV  retnrn  to  Saint  John's,  September  13,  lt«$f  with  the 

report  of  the  loss  of  the  "Proteus,''  I  would  state  that  the  past  winter  in  Melville  Bay 

*u  the  most  severe  experienced  for  thirty  (30)  years. 
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The  winter  began  earlier  than  usual  and  coutinaod  with  great  severity  late  into  the  ' 
spring  of  1884.  About  the  equinox  (September  21)  cold  weather  set  in,  and  the  tem- 
perature steadily  fell  at  Disco,  Upernavik,  and  Tessuisak,  until  60°  below  zero  (Fah.) 
was  reached.  This  continued  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  consecutive  days.  Melville 
Bay  was  frozen  over  as  far  as  could  be  seen  from  these  three  poiuts  early  in  October. 
As  the  season  of  continual  darkness  had  come  on  by  October,  the  navigation  of  this  re- 
gion would  have  been  well-nigh  impossible  even  if  the  bay  had  been  open.  Under  the 
circumstances  any  vessel  attempting  this  navigation  would  have  come  to  grief,  if  she 
had  not  been  totally  lost. 

It  can  be  seen  now  in  the  light  of  this  new  information  that  the  action  of  last  year 
was  wise  and  proper. 

RECORDS  OF  THE  WAR  OF  THE  REBELLION. 

At  the  date  of  my  last  report  iiiue  volumes  of  this  work  had  been 
published.  Siuce  then,  volume  10,  in  two  parts,  and  the  first  and  sec- 
ond parts  of  volume  11,  have  been  published.  The  index  of  part  three 
of  that  volume  is  now  being  revised ;  volumes  12  to  18,  inclusive,  have 
been  stereotyped;  volume  19  is  now  in  the  bauds  of  the  Public  Printer; 
and  the  manuscript  of  volumes  20  to  24,  inclusive,  is  ready  for  the 
Printer. 

This  work  is  now  being  distributed  by  this  Department  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  7,  1882,  which  went 
into  effect  after  the  first  five  volumes  had  been  issued.  In  cousequence, 
many  requests  are  made  of  this  Department  by  persons  designated  by 
Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Kepresentatives,  under  the  act 
above  mentioned,  to  receive  the  volumes  as  they  are  published  from  this 
Department,  to  obtain  some  or  all  of  the  first  five  volumes.  The  Depart- 
ment is  unable  to  supply  them,  as  no  provision  has  been  made  by  law 
for  completing  the  sets  distributed  from  this  Department  by  furnishing 
the  earlier  volumes. 

Attention  is  also  invited  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  by  law 
for  the  disposition  of  the  later  volumes  of  the  work  in  cases  where  the 
Department  has  been  informed  of  the  death  of  persons  designated  to 
receive  the  work,  or  of  the  dissolution  of  associations  so  designated. 

MONUMENT  AT  YORKTOWN. 

The  monument  at  Yorktown  has  now  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
about  $8,000  less  than  the  sum  of  $100,000,  appropriated  therefor  in 
1880.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  on  the  19th  of  October,  1881,  the  cen- 
tennial anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  the  forces  of  Lord  Cornwallis. 
The  monument  has  been  erected  under  the  supervision  of  Lieut.  Col. 
William  P.  Craighill,  Corps  of  Engineers,  in  accordance  with  a  design 
furnished  by  a  commission  of  artists  consisting  of  Messrs.  E.  M.  Hunt, 
J.  Q.  A.  Ward,  and  H.  Van  Brunt.  Some  work  of  grading  and  orna- 
menting the  site  has  been  ordered,  during  which  the  monument  will  be 
protected  from  injury  by  malicious  persons  or  relic  hunters  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  work.  It  will  be  absolutely  necessary,  if  the 
monument  is  to  be  hereafter  preserved  from  injury,  that  provision  be 
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nade  by  Congress  for  the  appointment  of  a  custodian  at  Yorktown,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  immediate  provision  will  be  made  therefor. 

BUILDINO   FOR   STATE,  WAR,  AND  NAVY  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  approaches  of  the  north  wing  of  this  building  were  finished  on 
June  18,  1884,  and  this  work  completed  the  north  wing.    The  total 
cost  of  the  north  wing  has  been  $1,912,094.92.    A  large  amount  of  cut 
granite  having  been  previously  collected  for  the  construction  of  the 
west  and  center  wings,  on  January  28, 1884,  operations  for  clearing  the 
lite  were  commenced,  and  the  excavations  and  work  of  building  have 
once  proceeded  with  all  possible  diligence,  under  the  superintendence 
of  Col.  T.  L.  Casey,  of  the  Engineer  Corps.    It  is  believed  that  during 
the  present  year  all  the  foundations,  and  the  masonry  of  the  coal- vaults, 
mrt-yards,  area- walls,  sub-basement  story,  and  a  part  of  the  basement 
itary  throughout,  will  be  completed ;  and  that  by  the  end  of  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year  the  masonry  of  these  wings  will  have  been  erected  up  to 
the  level  of  the  second  story  floor. 

The  need  of  the  War  Department  for  the  security  of  many  valuable 
records,  now  dispersed  in  unsafe  buildings  in  the  city  of  Washington, 
requires  that  the  appropriation  of  $500,000  asked  for  continuing  the 
tonstruction  of  this  building  be  granted  by  Congress. 

EDUCATION   IN  THE  ARMY. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  education  in  the  Army  reports  the  average 
daily  attendance  upon  schools,  including  enlisted  men  and  the  children 
of  officers,  enlisted  men,  and  civilian  employes,  as  3,441,  and  the  aver- 
ige  daily  attendance  upon  the  reading-rooms  as  5,480;  the  number  of 
volumes  in  all  post  libraries  as  53,710,  and  the  average  of  volumes  cir- 
culated bi-monthly  as  32,000. 

I  renew  iny  recommendation  that  Congress  authorize  the  enlistment 
of  150  competent  instructors,  with  the  rank  and  pay  of  commissary 
sergeants.      The  officer  in  charge  of  the  work  reports  that  the  one  stub- 
born obstacle  to   the  success  of  educational  work  in  the  Army  is  the 
pressing  want  of  competent  teachers.

A  few  depredations  by  comparatively  msigni 
cant  parties  of  Indians  have  involved  scouting  expeditions  by  smi 
detachments,  but  generally  speaking  the  entire  territory  under  sup* 
vision  of  troops  has  been  unusually  free  from  collisions  resulting  in  lo 
of  either  life  or  property. 

The  periodical  invasion  of  Oklahoma,  in  the  Indian  Territory,  by  i 
traders  determined  to  settJe  upon  lands  there,  in  defiance  of  laws  ai 
of  Executive  proclamations,  has  required  movements  of  troops  in  th 
direction,  but  the  incursionists  have  been  again  removed  to  beyond  tl 
limits  of  the  Territory,  and  dispositions  have  been  made  of  forces  coi 
manded  by  Col.  Edward  Hatch,  Ninth  Cavalry,  commanding  the  d 
trict  of  Oklahoma,  with  a  view  of  preventing  recurrence  of  this  troubl 

In  referring  to  the  Indian  Territory,  I  desire  to  invite  your  attenti< 
to  recommendations  of  Brigadier-General  Stanley,  commanding  the  D 
partment  of  Texas,  regarding  necessity  for  suitable  provision  for  t 
Seminole- Negro  Indians,  some  forty  of  whom,  representing  about  t\ 
hundred  souls,  have  been  recently  discharged  from  the  military  servi 
of  the  United  States,  in  which  they  had  been  hired  as  scouts  apd  guid 
for  troops  serving  in  the  Department  of  Texas. 

These  Seminoies  are  a  mixed  breed  of  Indians  and  negroes,  most 
descended  from  the  old  Seminole  tribe,  which,  both  before  and  after  i 
moval  from  Florida  to  the  Indian  Territory,  were  owners  of  slav« 
*Upon  breaking  out  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion  nearly  all  of  the  Sen 
noles  and  their  slaves  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Union,  but  as  th< 
neighbors  (the  Choctaws,  Chickasaws,  Cherokees,  and  Creeks)  alnic 
unanimously  joined  the  Southern  Confederacy,  it  was  neither  agreeat 
nor  safe  for  the  Seminoies  to  continue  living  in  the  Indian  Territoi 
They  therefore  sent  into  old  Mexico  agents  who  made  an  agreeme 
with  the  Mexicans  that,  if  given  a  reservation  in  Mexico  and  permits 
to  live  quietly  upon  it,  they  would  defend  the  Mexican  frontier  again 
attacks  by  hostile  Comauches  and  Apaches.  Compelled  to  leave  tl 
United  States  on  account  of  their  loyalty  to  our  National  Govern  men 
whilst  crossing  Northern  Texas,  en  route  to  Mexico,  they  were  attack* 
by  a  Confederate  regiment,  and  their  principal  chief  was  killed.  Tl 
-Confederate  attack  was  repulsed,  and  the  surviving  Seminoies,  escapii 
across  the  Rio  Grande,  succeeded  in  reaching  their  new  home. 

Unfortunately  for  them,  however,  the  x>ower  of  Maximilian  as  e= 
peror  was  soon  afterward  overturned,  the  agreement  giving  theicr 
reservation  was  never  ratified  by  the  government  of  Juarez,  and  — 
Seminoies  were  thrown  upon  their  own  meagre  resources.  Hav 
beeu  attacked  while  crossing  Texas,  and  recollecting  that  Texas  "^ 
at  that  time  hostile  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  Se 
noles  resorted  to  a  predatory  war  upon  the  Texas  frontier  of  Me3CL 
and  continued  it  until  long  after  the  surrender  of  the  Confederate  a_-~ 
under  Lee. 

It  was  difficult  for  us  to  make  the  Seminoies  comprehend  that  ^ 
ans  were  again  citizens  of  the  United  States,  but,  through  an  ii*-  " 
tion  extended  to  them  by  Indiau  Commissioner  Parker,  under  Gei 
Grant's  administration,  the  remnant  of  their  tribe  was  induced  t« 
turn,  and  their  surrender  was  received  at  Fort  Duncan,  Texas,  wit-1 
full  expectation  that  they  would  be  restored  to  the  Indian  Territo 

In  a  treaty  made  with  the  Cherokees  in  1866,  what  was  known   ^»

tog '»  concerned,  iB  now  practically  clinriuated  from  military  con- 
rations,  the  control  of  Indian  reservations  in  sparsely  settled  sec-

Fourteenth  Infantry.  The  Twenty-third  Infantry,  after  many  year 
the  Divisions  of  the  Pacific  and  the  Missouri,  was  transferred  from  I

In  keeping  with  rapid  extension  of  our  vast  railway  system  and  < 
tinual  spread  of  western  settlements,  the  policy  of  abandoning  si 
frontier  outposts,  when  no  longer  needed,  and  concentration  of  t' 
garrisons  at  larger,  permanent  stations,  has  been  steadily  continue* 
far  as  appropriations  for  barracks  and  quarters,  already  made  by  C 
gress,  would  permit,  useless  reservations  being  turned  over  to  the 
terior  Department,  from  time  to  time,  as  provided  by  law.  This  gra<3 
concentration  is  already  beginning  to  show  beneficial  effects  in  gre; 
increased  economy  of  supply  and  in  improved  discipline  of  troops, 
suiting  from  opportunities  for  instruction  which  they  could  not  her 
fore  enjoy  in  their  scattered  condition. 

With  liberal  allowances  of  ammunition  and  better  facilities  fortai 
practice  than  hitherto,  much  thought  and  attention  have  been  gi 
to  rifle-firing ;  the  high  scores  attained  in  the  annual  contests  for 
Army  prizes,  during  the  past  season,  attest  a  most  gratifying  prog] 
in  this  vitally  important  branch  of  military  instruction.  Kstablishno 
of  the  higher  grade  of  sharpshooter  has  developed  many  marksmei 
wonderful  skill  in  use  of  the  rifle  at  distances  up  to  a  thousand  yai 
and  it  would  now  be  impossible  for  a  close  line  of  battle  to  stand  up  be 
a  skirmish  line  composed  of  our  qualified  marksmen.  The  zeal  ; 
friendly  rivalry  displayed  by  officers  and  men  at  the  autumn  comp 
tions  for  handsome  medals  offered  by  the  War  Department  speak  hig 
for  the  interest  felt  in  this  part  of  their  military  education. 

At  present,  the  standard  gun  for  the  Army  is  the  Springfield  rifle 
is  an  excellent  arm,  but  iu  my  opinion  the  weapon  of  the  future  wil 
a  magazine  rifle,  or  one  equaling  it  in  the  rapidity  with  which  it  t 
be  discharged.

jg*j  is  the  officer  whoaioald  personally  command  and  lead  his 
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regiment.  In  our  Army,  regiments  are  now  merely  skeletons,  compa- 
nies averagiug  only  about  forty  men  for  duty,  but  in  time  of  need  these 
can  be  increased  to  a  hundred  men,  so  that  the  regiment  will  then  be  from 
a  thousand  to  twelve  hundred  strong,  according  as  there  are  ten  or 
twelve  companies.  This,  in  my  judgment,  is  quite  euongh  for  a  colonel 
to  command,  in  order  to  obtain  tiie  best  results  As  three  regiments 
should  form  a  brigade,  the  latter  would  comprise  three  thousand  men, 
which  number,  in  my  belief,  is  all  that  can  be  skillfully  handled  by  a 
good  brigade  commander.  A  colonel  in  command  of  a  large,  three- 
battalion  regiment  is  compelled  to  practically  perforin  the  duties  of  a 
brigadier-general;  he  becomes  separated  from  his  officers  and  meu  in 
such  a  way  that  his  active  duties  on  the  line  of  battle  have  to  be  dele- 
gated to  his  battalion  commanders. 

Most  of  the  projects  now  advanced  for  Army  reorganization  are  based 
upon  desire  for  better  promotion  rather  than  upon  any  real  need  of  in- 
crease in  regimental  efficiency.  If  Congress  would  only  relieve  the 
Army  of  all  officers  who  are  now  incapacitated  for  duty,  and  whose  cases 
have  been  passed  jipon  by  retiring  boards,  promotion  would  soon  be- 
come rapid  enough  to  satisfy  all  who  are  not  unreasonable  upon  this 
subject. 

There  are  now  some  eighty  oruinety  officers,  mostly  disabled  by 
wounds  and  exposure  during  the  war,  or  by  wounds  and  hard  services 
upon  the  plains  during  the  past  nineteen  years,  who  ought  to  be  retired, 
but  for  whom  there  are  not  places  upon  the  retired  list,  as  now  limited 
by  law.  It  would  be  an  economy  for  the  Government  if  Congress  would 
especially  provide  for  retirement  of  these  eighty  or  ninety  disabled  offi- 
cers, who  are  now  either  at  their  homes  drawing  full  pay,  or  at  stations 
performing  only  light  duty,  with  full  pay  and  public  quarters.  If 
retired,  ttiey  would  receive  only  retired  pay  and  no  quarters.  If  Con- 
gress will  authorize  their  retirement,  the  retired  list,  as  already  consti- 
tuted by  law,  is  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  the  service,  and  it 
would  not  be  many  years  until  the  deaths  constantly  occurring  would 
reduce  to  a  much  smaller  number  those  now  upon  the  list  limited  by 
law  to  a  maximum  of  four  hundred. 

I  feel  deeply  interested  iu  improvement  of  the  cavalry  arm  of  the 
service,  composed  of  ten  regiments  now  reduced  to  mere  skeletons  in 
order  to  meet  the  conditions  of  our  peace  establishment.  By  a  wise 
interposition,  the  Government  has  retained  on  the  line  of  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Kail  way,  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  a  beautiful,  large  reservation. 
The  post  and  its  reservation  are  situated  on  the  Kansas  River,  in  the 
garden  spot  of  Kansas,  and  although  many  attempts  have  been  made 
to  dispossess  the  military  of  this  valuable  tract  of  land,  we  have  been 
able  to  keep  it.  It  is  now  contemplated  to  make  it  a  headquarters  for 
cavalry  of  the  Army.  At  that  place  mauy  of  the  cavalry  horses  which 
every  year  become  broken  down  or  otherwise  temporarily  unfit  for  serv- 
ice could  recuperate  ami  be  reissued  to  troops  in  a  condition  50  per 
cent,  better  than  that  of  the  new,  untrained  horses  we  annually  buy 
from  farmers.  If  the  commercial  value  of  horses  continues  to  increase 
as  rapidly  as  during  the  past  ten  years,  it  may  become  necessary  to 
raise  ttie  horses  needed  for  our  military  service,  and  Fort  Riley  is  a 
place  where  the  Government  might  advantageously  breed  such  horses 
for  its  own  uses,  as  is  done  in  continental  Europe. 

The  cavalry  should  be  fostered  and  well  cared  for.  If  improvements 
in  guns  of  every  caliber  continue  to  be  as  rapid  as  during  the  past  fifteen 
or  twenty  years,  and  a  good  magazine  ritie  be  finally  attained,  battles 
will  become  so  destructive  to  human  life  that  neither  side  in  war  will 
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be  able  to  stand   up  before  the  other.     Armies  will  then  resort  to  the 
8p*k,  the  pick,  ami   the  shovel;  both  sides  will  cover  themselves  by 
touch  ineuts,  and  any  troops  daring  to  make  exposed  attacks  will  be 
umhiVtitert.     The  old  methods  of  reducing  fortified  places  by  means  of 
regular  approaches  will  be  overturned  by  the  revolution  caused  by  in- 
troduction of  modern  explosives ;  the  larger  force  will  have  to  encircle 
ft*  smaller  one,  and   the  length  of  time  the  besieged  can  hold  out  will 
directly  dej>eiid  upon  their  supplies  of  food  and  ammunition. 
This eoudit ion  of  affairs  will  too  greatly  prolong  wars, and  the  natural 
result  will  he  that  eventuallv  the  character  itself  of  warfare  will  be- 
come  changed,  owing  to  improvements  in  guns  and  explosives.     Ques- 
tions at  issue  between  countries  will  then  have  to  be  settled  either  by 
arbitration  or  by  waging  war,  under  a  new  code,  on  the  enemy's  com- 
merce n(K>n  land.     Nations  now  attack  each  other's  commerce  upon  the 
«ras:  in  future  they  will  also  destroy  one  another's  commerce  upon  land. 
For  this  latter  kind  of  warfare  men  upon  horseback  will  be  iudispen- 
•able.     Since,  then,  we  have  so  good  a  place  at  Fort  Riley  for  all  pur- 
po«?s  of  cavalry,  an  establishment  worthy  of  our  great  country  should 
be  developed  there  and  our  cavalry  be  prepared  to  take  its  part,  when 
nettled,  in  the  uev\  phase  which  warfare  may  assume  in  the  future.    . 

The  rejiort  of  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  shows  a  slight  in- 
crease iu  the  number  of  desertions.  The  true  explanation  of  this  crime, 
in  many  instances,  is,  in  my  opinion,  as  follows: 

Men  desiring  to  reach  the  West  are  often  without  means  of  doing  so. 
Ascribing  no  value  whatever  to  the  sacred  oath  of  enlistment,  they  be- 
come recruits  simply  and  solely  in  order  to  procure  Government  trans- 
portation westward,  fully  intending  to  desert  up<<n  arriving  at  their 
western  stations.  Others,  enlisting  without  Lids  original  purj>ose  of  de- 
serting, are  enticed  by  the  higher  wages  they  find  prevailing  in  the 
West,  or  are  allured  by  excitements  of  mining  regions.  They  invent 
ionic  valueless  excuse  for  their  discontent  with  the  service,  and  de- 
lert  at  the  first  convenient  opportunity.  Some  desert  viciously,  with- 
W  any  particular  reason ;  after  deserting  they  go  to  some  remote  plaee, 
where  they  are  unknown,  re  enlist  under  false  names,  and  repeat  this 
crime  indefinitely  if  they  so  choose. 

Many  are  utteily  incorrigible  offenders ;  they  enlist,  desert,  are  appre- 
hended or  surrender,  are  tried  by  courts- martial  and  are  punished  by 
■iprisonuient.  After  serving  their  sentences  of  confinement,  they  again 
enlist  at  [daces  where  they  escape  recognition  and  are  sent  to  new  com- 
panies. Here,  becoming  dissatisfied  with  their  stations  or  their  officers, 
«v#-n  if  not  detected,  they  wdl  reveal  themselves  as  former  deserters, 
whereupon  the  law  admits  of  no  alternative  but  to  immediately  dis- 
ikarge  them,  without  punishment,  as  having  fraudulently  eulisted. 
They  indefinitely  repeat  this  crime  of  deserting  and  re-enlisting,  just 
**  did  the  notorious  "  bounty-jumpers"  of  the  last  war.  In  short,  they 
«e  the  worst  elements  timfing  their  way  into  the  ranks,  and  there 
•ems  no  way  of  pnttiug  a  stop  to  their  practices  until  some  method  is 
adopted  whereby  they  may  be  immediately  recognized  whenever  they 
present  themselves  before  recruiting  officers  for  the  physical  examina- 
tion required  at  every  enlistment.

54  .  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  WAR. 

DESERTION. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  special  reports  received  on  this  subject 
shows  that  while  the  number  of  desertions  has  not  been  lesseued  neither 
has  it  materially  increased  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the  causes, 
real  or  alleged  (enumerated  at  length  in  my  last  report),  remain  prac- 
tically the  same.  It  is  undoubtedly  too  true  that  the  great  underlying 
cause  is  the  fact  that  desertion  is  not  considered  as  a  crime  but  a  mere 
breach  of  contract,  and  the  feeling  is  so  widespread  that  the  deserter 
feels  almost  perfect  security  from  arrest.  Another  cause  is  disappoint- 
ment at  actual  military  life,  with  its  restraints  and  privations,  while 
still  another  results  from  faulty  administration  and  improper  delegation 
of  powers  of  control. 

Inequality  in  awards  of  punishment  for  the  same  minor  fault**,  by 
garrison  courts-martial,  at  the  same  stations  and  throughout  the  Army, 
has  long  been  a  matter  for  serious  consideration.  By  the  a customs  of 
service"  (the  unwritten  law  of  the  Army)  the  punishment  awarded  is 
altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the  offense  committed,  according  to  the 
more  humane  and  reasonable  views  in  respect  to  enforcing  discipline 
now  prevailing  throughout  the  country ;  and  excessive  punishments 
for  trivial  offenses  are  just  as  revolting  to  the  general  perception  of 
justice  which  exists  among  soldiers  as  well  as  among  men  in  civil  com- 
munities. The  evil  resulting  is  twofold.  It  hardens  the  offending 
class,  making  it  worse,  aud  begets  in  the  exemplary  class  indignation 
at  the  injustice  done  by  courts  and  the  low  level  to  which  all  are 
brought  to  the  public  view.  A  definite  and  graded  penal  code  for  the 
guidance  of  courts  is  an  imperative  need. 

EDUCATION    FN    THE    ARMY. 

While  the  subject  is  one  of  much  interest,  the  present  scheme  of 
education  in  the  Army  still  remains  a  partial  failure,  owing  to  radi- 
cal defects  in  the  system.  To  make  it  a  success  education  should  not 
be  purely  elementary;  attendance  must  be  made  part  of  the  military 
duty  of  the  soldier,  and  the  hours  fixed  during  the  time  of  the  day 
allotted  to  the  performance  of  duties.  The  teachers  must  be  thoroughly 
fitted  for  their  important  position,  possess  suitable  rank  to  secure  at- 
tention and  respect,  and,  for  obvious  reasous,  should  not  be  subject  to 
the  fluctuation  of  change  of  stations — at  one  point  leaving  a  school 
without  a  teacher  to  arrive  at  another  where,  from  local  or  other  rea- 
sons, the  teacher  will  find  himself  without  a  school.  The  question  of 
education  in  the  Army  will  always  remaiu  one  of  importance,  demand- 
ing thoughtful  attention  and  consideration,  but  without  legislative 
action  on  the  above  suggestions  must  necessarily  remain  in  its  present 
couditiou,  more  or  less  barren  iu  results. 

RECRUITING  SERVICE. 

The  superintendencies  of  the  general  and  mounted  recruiting  serv- 
ices have  been  maintained  during  the  past  year  at  New  York  City  and 
Jefferson  Barracks,  Mo.,  respectively,  with  depots  at  Davids'  Island, 
New  York  Harbor,  and  Columbus  Barracks,  Ohio,  for  the  former,  aud 
a  snbdepot  for  the  latter  in  New  York  City,  the  main  cavalry  depot 
being  at  Jefferson  Barracks. 

Under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  87,  August  5,  1884,  all 
disbursements  of  public  funds  for  the  recruitment  of  the  Army  are  now 
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made  by  the  superintendents  on  vouchers  submitted -to  them  by  the 
aereral  recruiting  officers  at  rendezvous  or  de}K>ts.  With  a  view  to 
facilitate  the  sii|>criiitendent  of  the  mounted  recruiting  service  in  dis- 
charging the  additional  duties  thus  devolved  upon  him,  he  has  been 
antliorized  to  establish  his  headquarters  in  the  city  of  Saint  Louis,  the 
change  being  effected  on  the  1st  instant.  The  cavalry  depot  is  still 
maintained  at  Jefferson  Barracks. 

Ou  October  I,  1SS3,  recruiting  rendezvous  were  in  operation  at  the 
following  [mints,  viz:  Four  in  the  city  of  New  York,  two  in  eacli  of  the 
cities  of  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  Saint  Louis, 
and  one  each  at  Boston,  Providence,  R.  I.,  Albany,  Buffalo,  Rochester, 
Harrisburg,  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  Detroit,  Milwaukee, 
Louisville,  and  Washington.  Branch  rendezvous  were  also  in  opcratiou 
at  Troy.  N.  Y.,  and  Camden,  N.  J. 

In  November,  1SS3,  a  rendezvous  was  opened  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  and 
in  the  following  mouth  one  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

A  rendezvous  and  subdepot  was  established  at  Denver,  Colo.,  July 
1, 1884,  which  thus  far  has  proved  very  successful.  Enlistments  are 
made  at  that  point  for  both  the  general  and  mounted  services,  and  the 
recruits  forwarded  to  regiments  in  the  West  and  Southwest  without  being 
«ent  to  a  general  dej>ot,  thus  effecting  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost 
of  transportation,  as  Denver  is  nearly  1,000  miles  west  of  the  nearest 
recruiting  depot. 

The  rendezvous  at  the  following  points  were  closed  on  the  dates  in- 
dicated :  Camden  (branch),  October  2.*,  1883;  Milwaukee,  October  24, 
ltfW;  Louisville,  May  31,  1884;  Indianapolis,  June  30,  1884;  Troy 
('branch),  Providence,  and  Charlotte,  August  31, 1884;  Rochester,  Sep- 
tember 8,  1884,  and  Syracuse,  September  30,  1884. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  rendezvous  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.  (from 
November  20,  1883,  to  August  31,  1884),  the  recruits  obtained  at  that 
station  were  sent  direct  to  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  for  assignment  to  the  bat- 
teries stationed  at  that  post 

In  cities  where  only  one  rendezvous  has  been  in  operation,  the  recruit- 
ing officers  have  been  instructed,  whenever  the  necessities  of  the  service 
have  required  it,  to  make  eulistments  for  both  the  general  and  mounted 
services. 

During  the  past  year  recruiting  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  at 
times  it  has  been  necessary  to  confine  enlistments  for  both  services  to 
the  very  l>cst  class  of  men,  lest  the  legal  strength  of  the  Army  should 
be  exceeded. 

From  the  latter  part  of  February,  1884,  until  early  in  April  recruiting 
for  the  mounted  service  was  limited  to  the  re-enlistment  of  soldiers  pre- 
senting themselves  within  one  month  from  date  of  discharge  from  prior 
service,  and  the enlistment  of  exceptionally  desirable  recruits  upon  special 
authority  from  this  office. 

Enlistments  for  the  general  and  mounted  services  are,  at  present,  re- 
stricted to  the  very  best  men.    The  four  colored  regiments  require  a 
large  number  of  recruits,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  them. 
In  addition  to  the  general  and  mounted  recruiting  services,  recruiting 
has  been  earned  on,  as  heretofore,  in  thn  departments  constituting  the 
Divisions  of  the  Missouri  ami  the  Pacitij,  by  officers  stationed  at  mili- 
tary post*  ami  under  the  supervision  of  the  assistant  adjutant-general 
at  the  b^idquarters  of  the  several  departments ;  and,  in  the  Division 
of  the  Atlantic,  t>y  recruiting  officers  at  the  several  posts,  designated 
by  their  respective  regimental  commanders. 
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Recruiting  for  the  Engineer  Battalion  has,  in  like  manner,  Ml 
ried  on  by  officers  of  the  battalion  at  their  respective  posts,  un« 
supervision  of  the  battalion  commander. 

The  total  number  of  enlistments  for  the  Army  (exclusive  of  t 
nal  Corps)  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  Ju  e  30,  1884,  was  9,_ 
this  number  1,171  were  made  by  regimental  recruiting  office! 
manding  officers  of  detachments,  &c,  6,948  by  officers  of  tl 
eral  and  mounted  recruiting  services,  and  1,827  by  departme 
engineer  recruiting  officers.  Of  the  8,775  accepted  recruits,  5,: 
native  born  and  3,543  are  of  foreign  birth,  8,221  whites  and  3 
ored.  The  fact  that  21,259  applicants  who  presented  themsel 
enlistment  were  rejected  by  the  recruiting  officers  on  account  of 
or  physical  disqualifications,  indicates  that  the  officers  selected  I 
tailed  for  this  very  important  duty  were  actively  zealous  and  6 
in  guarding  the  interests  of  the  service  intrusted  to  their  chargei

Sir:  Referring  to  ho  much  of  the  annual  report,  1884,  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  (received  after  the  close 
of  my  annual  report)  as  relates  to  the  "  September  appointments,"  I  beg 
to  submit  the  following  for  your  consideration  in  connection  with  that 
subject : 

Candidates  appointed  for  the  September  examination  (except  those 
who  may  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  some  other  unavoidable  cause 
from  reporting  in  June)  are  selected  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  dis- 
charge of  deficient  cadets  in  June,  the  rejection  of  disqualified  June 
candidates,  and  the  vacancies  unfilled  for  June,  and,  iu  a  measure,  to 
fill  the  corps  as  near  the  maximum  as  possible. 

During  the  ten  years,  1871-1880,  224  September  cadets  were  admitted 
to  the  Academy,  of  which  number  112,  or  50  per  cent.,  graduated. 
During  the  same  period,  731  June  cadets  were  admitted,  of  which  num- 
ber 394,  or  53.8  per  cent.,  graduated. 

At  the  present  time,  when  the  number  of  cadets  at  the  Academy  is 
larger  than  usual,  there  are  but  5.6  cadets  to  each  officer  and  professor, 
and  to  discontinue  the  September  appointments  would  diminish  in  a 
considerable  proportion  that  ratio. 

Whilst  the  percentage  of  failures  among  the  cadets  admitted  in  Sep- 
tember is  somewhat  greater  than  among  those  admitted  in  June,  it  is 
believed  that  every  cadet  entering  the  Academy  and  remaining  there 
but  six  months,  whatever  may  be  the  cause  of  his  withdrawal,  carries 
back  to  the  walks  of  civil  life  knowledge  amply  sufficient  to  compen- 
sate the  country  for  the  cost  of  its  acquirement. 

If  the  number  of  graduates  which  the  Army  may  require  is  to  be 
the  stundard  by  which  the  number  of  the  corps  of  cadets  is  to  be  meas- 
ured, then  it  may  be  wise  to  discontinue  the  September  appointments* 
The  purpose  of  those  who  aided  in  establishing  the  Military  Academy 
had,  1  think,  a  broader  view  as  to  its  ultimate  'usefulness.  It  waa 
neither  established  nor  has  it  been  since  fostered  merely  to  supply  offi- 
cers to  the  regular  force,  but,  on  the  contrary,  one  of  the  main  purpose* 
was  the  dissemination  of  military  knowledge  through  our  country,  so 
that  when  the  principal  element  of  our  military  strength  was  called  into- 
active  service  of  the  State  or  National  Government  they  would  come 
commanded  by  men  who  had  received  a  thorough  military  training. 

The  fact  that  a  portion  of  each  graduating  class  should  fail  to  secure 
eommissious  iu  the  permanent  establishment  might  cause  personal  dis- 
appointment;  but  this  should  not  be  permitted  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
the  great  advantages  which  must  inure  to  the  country  in  the  possession 
of  a  well -officered  militia.

Under  the  orders  of  the  respective  department  commanders,  all  the 
above  named  officers  have  performed  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  in- 
spection branch  of  the  service,  including  the  inspection  of  garrisoned 
posts,  the  examination  of  money  accounts  of  disbursing  officers,  &c. 
They  have  been  actively  engaged,  and  their  duties  have  been  intelli- 
gently and  faithfully  performed. 

During  the  year  nearly  all  the  military  posts  have  been  thoroughly 
inspected  by  division  or  department  inspectors,  and,  in  addition,  the 
inspections  required  by  paragraph  1327,  Army  Regulations,  have  been 
made. 

The  supplies  furnished  by  the  different  supply  departments,  in  re- 
spect to  quality,  quantity,  and  timely  shipment,  are  reported  upon  in 
most  cases  favorably.  The  appropriation  for  construction  and  repair 
of  barracks  and  quarters  has  been  properly  expended,  and  considerable 
improvements  have  been  made. 

The  reports  show  that  the  health  of  the  troops  has  been  generally; 
good,  that  the  discipline  and  instruction  have  greatly  improved,  and" 
that  throughout  the  Army  much  attention  has  been  given  and  tame- 
devoted  to  instruction  in  target  practice.  In  this  connection  I  invite- 
special  notice  to  the  following  remarks  of  General  Davis  and  Captahfe 
Hughes  on  this  subject. 

Inspector-General  Davis  says : 

The  greater  attention  given  to  target  practice,  with  a  corresponding  proficiency  fc 
rifle  shooting,  and,  therefore,  increased  efficiency  of  the  troops  tor  field  service,  is 
satisfactory. 

Skirmish  practice  is  recognized  as  important.  "  This  very  important  kind  of 
practice  will  not  be  neglected."  (See  General  Orders,  12,  Adjutant-General's 
February  20,  1884.) 

It  seems  that  under  existing  orders  skirmish  firing  does  not  receive  the  const 
tion  it  deserves.    In  skirmish  matches  only  bronze  medals  are  awarded,  while  in 
ular  target  matches  gold  and  silver  medals  are  given.    It  does  not  count  in 
ing  the  order  of  merit. 

As  skirmish  firing,  or  what  resembles  it,  is  the  kind  most  used  in  battle,  the 
ciency  of  troops  there  would  materially,  if  not  mostly,  depend  upon  their  skill  in 
kind  of  practice.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  skirmish  shooting  be  put  upoi 
same  plan  of  merit  as  the  other  kind  of  target  practice,  and  be  classed  in  a  sepl 
and  distinct  series,  and  that  skill  in  it  be  equally  rewarded.

The  quarterly  inspections  of  the  Leavenworth  Military  Prison,  pro- 
vided for  by  section  1348,  Revised  Statutes,  have  been  made  during  the 
year  by  Inspector- General  Davis,  and  he  refers  thereto  in  his  annual 
report  as  follows : 

The  condition  of  the  Military  Prison,  in  charge  of  Bvt.  Col.  A.  P.  Blunt,  assistant 
quartermaster,  the  commandant,  has  been  excellent,  the  system  of  management  in  a 
marked  degree  satisfactory  and  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  law  establishing 
it,  and  the  institution  has  proved  a  success.  The  health  of  the  guard  and  prisoners 
has  been  good. 

Here  are  made,  for  the  Army,  boots,  shoes,  harness,  brooms,  chairs,  and  (the  current 
year)  stove  fixtures  and  stove-pipe. 

The  past  year  various  improvements  in  the  matter  of  ereoting  new  buildings,  the 
enlargement  of  the  prison  yard  by  removing  85  feet  further  west,  the  west  wall  (the 
work  now  progressing),  &c,  have  been  made.  Much  prison  labor  has  also  been  sap- 
plied  the  pest  of  Fort  Leavenworth. 

A  large  farm  garden  is  cultivated  by  prison  labor  which  furnishes  for  the  institu- 
tion vegetables  and  grain. 

At  my  last  inspection  (September  0)  there  were  in  confinement  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  prisoners. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  such  of  the  manufactured  articles  ae  may  be  re- 
quired at  military  posts  west  of  die  Mississippi  River  be  stored  at  the  prison  until 
weeded,  and  then  shipped  direct  to  the  posts,  instead  of  first  shipping  them  to  Jef- 
fersonville  Depot,  Indiana,  and  thence  transporting  them  to  said  posts,  to  save  time 
and  expense. 

The  matter  of  concentrating  the  troops  into  larger  garrisons  has  been 
referred  to  in  my  previous  reports,  and  in  again  inviting  attention  to 
this  important  subject,  I  submit  the  following  views  of  several  inspect- 
ing officers.    General  Davis  reports : 

Of  the  sixty-one  military  posts  in  this  division  last  October,  two  have  been  aban- 
doned and  some  others  are  ordered  to  be.    Apparently  some  of  them  are  in  unhealthy  . 
localities ;  at  some  the  water  used  is  reported  not  good. 

The  necessity  for  some  of  them  at  the  time  they  were  established  has,  in  cone** 
quence  of  the  settlements,  the  construction  of  railways,  and  other  changes  in  tfet 
country,  it  is  believed,  ceased  to  exist. 

The  welfare  and  efficiency  of  the  Army  and  economy  in  the  service  seem  to  uxtt  «> 
large  reduction  in  their  number,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  strength  of  tottc 
garrisons.     It  is  hoped  the  importance  of  such  a  change,  generally  admitted,  will 
recognized  by  Congress,  and  that  appropriations  of  money  adequate  to  effect 
purpose  will  be  made. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Lazelle,  inspector,  Division  of  the  Pacific  and  jfe 
p  art  men  t  of  California,  in  alluding  to  his  recent  inspection  of  four  smtfK 
posts  in  the  department,  remarks  as  follows :  4^

At  no  posts  were  officers'  schools,  and  those  for  non-commissioned  officers  evidi 
excited  little  interest  for  either  officers  or  men.     Military  enthusiasm  and  spirit 
wanting.     Compauy  duty  was  listlessly  performed,  withont  emulation  or  ambit 
and  there  seems  to  be  felt  no  active  incentive  except  to  avoid  the  criticisms  of  i 
tion.    It  is  natural  that  at  such  posts  interest  in  military  instruction  should 
with  only  about  twenty  men  for  daily  drill,  with  only  two  or  three  officers  foro; 
schools,  and  four  or  five  men  for  non-commissioned  officers'  schools. 

Another  evil  is  that  of  the  authority  assumed  to  punish  by  the  post  comman 
repress  disorder,  lie  has  not  officers  to  organize  a  garrison  cc;urt,and  if  he  wai' 
them  to  be  ordered  for  the  purpose,  his  guard-house  may  fill  and  guard  duty  " 
a  burden  to  the  well-behaved  men.  Good  men  lose  eutbusiasm  in  the  duties 
small  garrisons',  and  the  bad  have  greater  temptations  to  indolence  and  immoi 
Though  the  demands  upon  our  small  army  may  render  necessary  small  posts  fd 
riod  yet,  no  doubt  can  exist  as  to  the  military  advantages  of  consolidation. 
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Lieutenant-Colonel  Mason,  Department  of  the  Platte,  submits  the 
following  views : 

Since  the  abandonment  of  Forts  Cameron,  Hall,  Thorn  burgh,  and  Sanders,  larger 
garrisons  than  formerly  have  been  the  rule.  *  •  *  The  policy  of  assembling  the 
troop*  in  larger  numbers  and  dispensing  with  small  posts  is  a  move  in  the  direction 
of  increased  efficiency,  and  will  result  in  economy  of  administration.  There  is  but  one 
mall  post  left  in  this  department,  that  of  Washakie.  It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  large 
■tjonty  of  officers  that  the  day  will  speedily  come  when  regimental  posts  will  be 
tie  rule  and  not  the  exception.  The  comfort  of  officers  and  men  will  be  increased,  a 
prater  proficiency  in  drill  will  be  obtained,  better  discipline  will  prevail,  because  a 
healthy  regimental  spirit  will  be  created,  columns  of  troops  for  fie'd  service  can  be 
dot?  speedily  organized,  and,  there  being  fewer  posts  to  care  for  (and  those  generally 
loeatai  in  favorable  sitnations  for  defense),  a  larger  proportion  of  the  fighting  mea 
can  he  sent  into  the  field. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  reasons  why  this  policy  should  be  carried  out. 

Daring  tbe  last  fifteen  years  or  more  much  bas  been  said  and  written 
in  relation  to  the  number  of  desertions  from  the  Army.  Methods  have 
been  recommended  and  adopted  to  the  end  of  putting  a  stop  to  desertion, 
yet  it  goes  on  without  any  apparent  abatement.  Numerous  reasons 
have  been  given  attempting  to  account  for  desertion  ;  length  of  the 
enlistment,  insufficiency  of  the  ration,  poorness  of  the  clothing,  hard 
labor,  inadequacy  of  the  pay,  ill  treatment,  &c,  have  been  advanced 
u  causes  or  motives  for  desertion. 

Id  my  judgment,  none  of  the  reasons  given  above  has  anything  to 
do  with  the  real  cause  of  desertion. 

For  a  great  many  years  the  length  of  the  term  of  enlistment  was,  as 
it  is  now,  for  five  years,  and  with  comparatively  few  desertions.  Men 
who  desert  do  so,  as  a  general  thing,  during  the  first  or  second  year  of 
their  term  of  service.  It  is  a  common  thing  for  men  to  enlist  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  getting  out  West  at  the  expense  of  the  Government,  and 
with  the  intention  of  deserting  on  the  first  favorable  opportunity.  The 
length  of  the  enlistment,  whether  it  be  for  three  or  fifteen  years,  would 
■ike  little  difference  to  men  of  this  kind. 

The  rations  were  never  better  nor  the  variety  so  large  as  now  is- 
ned  to  the  troops.  The  soldier,  no  matter  where  stationed,  lives  far 
tetter  than  the  laboring  class  about  him ;  and  he  subsists  infinitely 
tetter  than  he  ever  did  before  he  enlisted  in  the  Army.  The  manner 
ii  which  he  is  fed  certainly  should  not  be  advanced,  as  it  frequently  is, 
••a cause  for  his  desertiou. 

The  clothing  furnished  is  of  the  best  quality.    The  men  of  the  present 

faj,  in  cold  latitudes,  have  many  articles  issued  to  them  for  their  com- 

*■  **  Mcn  **  buffalo  overcoats,  and  overshoes,  fur  caps  and  mittens,  &c, 

"jM  wteh  were  not  enjoyed  by  the  soldier  of  former  days.    The  latter  did 

fttdeaert  on  account  of  the  clothing  issued  him ;  and  certainly  there 

•■be  no  sound  reason  for  the  soldier  of  to-day  doing  so.    He  is  now 

■  i*^*  aD(*  more  comfortably  clad  than  our  soldiers  ever  have  been,  and, 

**■  I  think,  more  so  than  the  soldiers  of  any  other  nation. 

Bud  labor  is  frequently  advanced  as  a  cause  for  desertion.  The  plea 
,.  ™  Jthftt "  men  do  not  enlist  to  work."  No  doubt  this  is  the  impression 
^  mH**1?  wno  en^8t»  as  it  *8  the  almost  universal  impression  that  a  sol- 
Wi  life  is  one  of  leisure  and  ease,  with  little  or  nothing  to  do.  Let 
fcfe  who  think  this  enlist  once,  and  they  will  very  soon  realize  their 
*jfeke.  Men  do  enlist  for  all  kinds  of  military  duty  aud  for  all  work 
r|fcot  to  the  service,  be  it  the  building  of  quarters,  stables,  or  store- 
JjH  making'  roaauls,  driving  team,  &c.  They  are  properly  and  legally 
£te1ed  for  work  of  this  kind,  which  is  as  much  a  soldier's  duty  as  are 
•tolls  or  his  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  saber  or  the  musket.    The 
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soldier  of  the  present  day  has  nowhere  near  the  amount  of  labor  put 
upon  him  that  the  soldier  of  former  days  had,  who  was  required  to 
do  all  the  work  about  the  post,  even  to  the  putting  up  of  permanent 
buildings,  running  saw-mills,  burning  lime,  making  brick,  quarrying 
stone,  chopping  and  hauliug  fire- wood  and  saw-logs,  cutting  and  putting 
up  hay,  &c,  which  are  now  done,  as  a  rule,  by  civilian  labor  or  by  con- 
tract. 

I  will  state  here  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  whenever  a  man  is 
detailed  on  extra  duty  (no  matter  the  nature  of  the  duty),  be  should 
receive  extra-duty  pay;  and  that  a  portion  of  this  pay,  say  one-fifth, 
should  be  retained  and  form  a  fund  to  be  disbursed  by  a  council  of  non- 
commissioned officers  of  the  company,  as  they  may  deem  fit,  for  the 
benefit  or  amusement  of  the  men  of  the  company.  It  is  upon  these  men 
that  the  extra  garrison  work,  guard  duty,  &c,  fall,  in  consequence  of 
the  detail  of  their  comrades  for  extra  duty.  This  deduction  from  the 
extra-duty  pay  would  be  an  act  of  justice  to  the  men  of  the  company, 
and  no  injustice  to  the  extra-duty  men,  as  it  is  well  known  that  garri- 
son duty  is  at  all  times  harder  work  than  extra  duty  possibly  can  be. 

The  statement  that  men  desert  in  consequence  of  the  grdat  amount 
of  work  put  upon  them,  I  am  satisfied,  is  a  mistake.  It  is  a  noted  fact 
that  men  while  on  extra  duty  rarely  ever  desert.  As  a  rule,  soldiers 
who  are  kept  well  occupied  are  cheerful  and  contented;  whereas  thoae 
not  so  employed,  that  have  much  leisure  time  on  their  hands,  are 
dissatisfied,  discontented,  and  constantly  in  trouble,  and  are  the  meb 
who  give  "nard  labor"  as  an  excuse  for  desertion  and  other  misdeeds. 
Rainy  or  stormy  weather,  preventing  out-of-door  labor  and  drills,  are 
the  days  on  which  soldiers  get  into  most  of  their  trouble;  many  of 
them  drink  simply  because  they  are  not  otherwise  occupied;  liquor 
being  the  main  cause  of  trouble  in  the  Army. 

Men  do  not  desert  on  account  of  poor  pay,  or  at  least  should  not 
as  our  soldiers  (with  the  exception  of  the  non-commissioned  officers) ; 
are  very  well  paid.    They  know,  on  enlisting,  precisely  the  amount  per i 
month  they  are  to  receive.    They  are  much  better  paid  now  than  form*^ 
erly,  and  are,  in  fact,  paid  better  wages,  all  things  considered,  than  are 
the  laboring  men  throughout  the  country.    The  soldier  pays  no  houML 
rent,  is  furnished  with  fuel,  is  supplied  with  good  and  abundant  rations, 
and,  in  addition  to  his  pay  proper,  he  receives  the  money  value  for  Mfc 
allowance  of  clothing  not  drawn  in  kind ;  and  during  an  'enlistment^, 
with  ordinary  care  and  prudence,  this  clothing  money  amounts  to  quite 
a  sum. 

In  case  of  sickness,  the  soldier  is  carefully  attended  by  skillful  phjT"- 
sicians  and  attendants,  in  good  and  comfortable  hospitals,  and 
vided  with  every  necessary,  free  of  charge.    No  matter  what  the  di 
tion  of  the  soldier's  illness  may  be,  there  is  no  deduction  of  pay  in 
sequence  of  loss  of  time. 

A  great  difference  exists  in  favor  of  the  soldier,  when  compared 
the  civilian  laborer.    The  latter  out  of  his  wages  must  pay  house 
purchase  fuel,  feed  aud  clothe  himself,  and,  in  case  of  sickness, 
pay  his  doctor's  bill,  and  suffer  a  loss  of  wages  for  the  time  he  is 
pacitated  for  work.    The  civilian  laborer  sustains  a  loss  of  wages  for 
stormy  days,  holidays,  &c,  whereas  the  soldier  receives  his  pay  raiift£4i 
shine,  Sundays,  holidays,  on  pass,  or  on  furlough.   All  things  consideHBM 
the  soldier  is,  without  a  doubt,  the  better  paid  of  the  two.    If  so  inclir^^^3 
a  soldier  who  does  not  use  tobacco  can  lay  up  every  cent  of  his  pi 
and  in  a  majority  of  the  companies  in  the  service  there  are  men  who 
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this.  He  has,  moreover,  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  for  a  sav- 
ings hank,  which  pays  him  4  per  cent,  interest  ou  his  deposits,  with  no 
chance  of  a  bank  failure.  A  private  soldier  can,  at  the  end  of  his  en- 
listment of  five  years,  have  more  money  in  hand  than  can  any  civilian 
laborer  or  mechanic  for  the  same  period  of  time. 

Ill  or  abusive  treatment  is  also  given  as  a  cause  for  desertion.  This 
cannot  be  the  case,  as  our  soldiery  are  carefully  and  well  protected  in 
this  respect.  The  Regulations  for  the  Army  state  that:  "Superiors  of 
every  grade  are  forbidden  to  injure  those  under  them  by  tyrannical  or 
capricious  conduct,  or  by  abusive  language";  and  that:  u Punishment 
shall  be  strictly  conformable  to  military  law."  A  soldier  who  feels  him- 
self  wronged  by  an  officer  or  a  non-commissioned  officer  knows  that  he 
ha«  a  right  to  complain  to  his  commanding  officer,  who  must  give  him 
a  hearing.  Should  this  officer  fail  to  give  the  case  proper  attention,  the 
soldier  can  carry  his  grievance  to  higher  authority,  to  the  department 
or  division  commander,  or,  if  necessary,  to  the  General-in-Chief  or  Sec- 
retary of  War.  Inspectors,  while  at  military  posts,  publicly  inform  the 
troops  that  opportunity  will  be  given  any  soldier  to  lay  before  them  any 
veil-grounded  complaint,  without  any  of  his  officers  being  present.  It 
is  made  the  duty  of  inspectors  to  thoroughly  investigate  all  such  com- 
plaints and  to  report  on  the  same,  and  they  do  so. 

Without  a  doubt,  there  are  isolated  instances  in  which  officers  and 
doo  commissioned  officers  indulge  in  abusive  language,  and  even  ill-treat 
soldiers.     In  most  cases  of  this  kind  the  officer  himself  is  punished  for 
bis  arbitrary  and  illegal  acts.     A  good  and  orderly  soldier  is  never  illy- 
treated.    There  are  men  in  the  ranks  of  a  disagreeable,  ugly,  and  mu- 
tinous disposition,  who  are  constantly  fermenting  strife  and  disorder, 
sad  are  troublesome  characters  to  manage  or  to  have  anything  to  do 
with.    The  non  commissioned  officers  are  necessarily  thrown  closely  in 
contact  with  these  men  on  and  off  duty,  and  frequently  have  their 
patience  taxed  by  vexatious  conduct ;  and  that  they  should  occasionally 
mrstep  the  bounds  of  propriety  by  taking  the  law  into  their  own  hands 
is  to  be  expected,  situated  as  they  are.    A  great  majority  of  the  com- 
plaints of  ill-treatment  comes  from  the  insubordinate  and  mutinous 
dais,  who  provoke  and  bring  upon  themselves  the  ill-treatment  they 
receive. 

I  hold  that  the  soldiers  of  our  Army  have  not  one  good  or  justifiable 
ante  for  desertion. 

the  true  reason,  in  my  judgment,  for  the  large  number  of  desertions, 
is  that  no  adequate  punishment  is  awarded  for  this  heinous  offense; 
shout  the  worst  laid  down  in  the  Articles  of  War,  article  47,  says: 

A*y  toldier  who,  having  been  duly  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  8 tates, 
4mti  the  same,  shall,  in  time  of  war,  suffer  death,  or  such  other  punishment  as  a 
•wn-aartial  may  direct;  and  in  time  of  peace,  any  punishment,  excepting  death, 
tfcici  t  court-martial  may  direct. 

*^1  Duing  the  war  the  death  sentence  was  virtually  abrogated.  This 
^1  J*  ^one  no  doubt  with  the  most  charitable  and  kindest  of  motives,  but 
■  S?  *one  a*  **e  c08*  °f  th©  well-being  and  discipline  of  the  Army. 
L°jl  .a^MeD  meu  b^0  shot,  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  for  the  crime 
*r  M  *fc*rtion,  it  would  have  deterred  thousands  from  deserting  who  did 
^jM  *  ■ifr  impunity,  knowing  that  if  caught  their  punishment  would 
e!il  2,Ult  to  '*tt*e  or  not^*ug:  Had  the  men  who  deserted  from  the  Army 
l*M  £?*  ^  war  *>een  kePfc  *u  the  raukn,  many  of  our  defeats  would  have 
l*v»  *•  accesses,  aud  hundreds  of  valuable  lives  would  have  been  saved 
uo'l  to  the  country. 
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.  Too  much  leniency  and  cbarity  have  been  shown  this  class  of  offend- 
ers j  the  better  they  are  treated  the  worse  they  behave;  they  are  neces- 
sarily a  dissipated,  discontented,  bad,  and  insubordinate  set,  and  very 
difficult  to  deal  with. 

There  is  no  means  of  keeping  this  class  of  characters  out  of  the  serv* 
ice;  if  once  discharged  by  court-martial,  they  again  enlist  under  an  as- 
sumed name,  are  soon  again  court  martialed,  and  this  thing  is  repeated 
over  and  over  again.     Section  1118  of  the  Revised  Statutes  says: 

No  deserter  from  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  and  no  person  who  has 
been  convicted  of  any  criminal  offense  shall  be  enlisted  or  mnstered  into  the  military 
service. 

During  the  past  few  years  a  large  number  of  men  have  been  dis- 
charged from  the  service,  having  "enlisted  under  false  pretenses,"  that 
is,  who  had  been  once  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  Army  for  de- 
sertion, by  court-martial,  and  became  thereby  ineligible  for  enlistment. 
Being  detected  or  becoming  dissatisfied,  they  make  it  known  that  they 
had  previously  been  dishonorably  tlischarged  for  desertion,  and  they 
are  (as  they  must  be)  discharged  by  order.  The  giving  a  sentence  that 
would  preclude  all  chances  of  a  man's  getting  back  into  the  Army  who 
had  been  once  dishonorably  discharged  would  be  a  move  in  the  right 
direction,  and  one  which  the  welfare  of  the  service  greatly  demand*. 
These  men  are  bad  material,  do  no  duty,  are  constantly  in  the  guard- 
house, and  the  duty  they  should  perform  is  thrown  upon  the  good  men 
of  the  service. 

The  establishment  of  the  military  prison  was,  without  a  doubt,  well 
intended,  and  it  was  thought  would  put  an  end  to  desertion,  in  a  great 
measure.  Such  has  not  turned  out  to  be  the  case,  as  desertion,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  prison,  is  as  great,  if  not  greater  than  it  was  be- 
fore. Instead  of  stopping  desertion,  as  was  intended,  it  has  apparently 
increased  it.  As  a  prison,  in  completeness,  neatness,  and  discipline,  it 
has  not  an  equal  in  this  country,  or  possibly  not  in  any  other  country. 
As  a  preventive  to  desertion,  it  has  not  proved  a  success. 

Men  who  dislike  military  duties  desert;  preferring,  if  caught,  to  serve 
out  a  term  in  the  military  prison  to  doing  so  in  the  Army.  Article  Of 
War  48  savs : 


Every  soldier  who  deserts  the  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  liable  to 
for  such  period  as  shall,  with  the  time  he  may  have  served  previous  to  his  desertion 
amount  to  the  full  term  of  his  enlistment,  and  such  soldier  shall  be  tried  by  a 
martial  and  punished,  although  the  term  of  his  enlistment  may  have  elapsed  previ 
to  his  being  apprehended  and  tried. 


The  sentence  usually  given  or  approved  for  soldiers  sent  to  the 
tary  prison  is  for  a  less  term  than  they  would  have  had  to  serve 
they  not  deserted.  For  good  conduct  while  in  the  prison  they  get  a 
bate  of  five  days  for  each  month — a  reward  not  extended  to  the  taen  <K 
the  Army  who  serve  out  faithfully  and  well  their  enlistment.  By  gettbK 
into  the  military  prison  they  get  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Governmev 
long  before  the  men  who  eulisted  about  the  same  time  with  them, 
pany  duty  is  more  arduous  than  prison  work  ;  the  convicts  get  just 
ercise  enough  to  insure  them  good  appetites.  They  have  a  most 
lent  table;  good,  comfortable  beds ;  fine  hot  and  cold  water  baths; 
library  and  reading-room ;  and  are  well  and  tenderly  attended  by 
ful  physicians  and  attendants  when  sick.  Having  no  guard  duty 
perform,  they  enjoy  their  comfortable  beds  every  night.  The  o: 
thing  to  them  disagreeable  or  irksome  in  this  prison  life  is  the  coniL 
ment  and  restraint  to  which  they  must  submit.    Could  they  get  out 
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an  occasional  spree,  I  do  not  believe  they  could  be  driven  away  from 
the  prison. 

There  is  a  saying  among  the  enlisted  men  at  Fort  Leavenworth  that 
k>if  a  soldier  wishes  to  be  comfortable  and  well  cared  for,  he  must  be- 
come an  inmate  of  either  the  military  prison  or  the  national  cemetery." 
It  has  been  stated,  and  no  donbt  with  truth,  that  letters  have  been  sent 
by  convicts  to  men  serving  with  their  companies,  advising  them  to  de- 
sert or  to  commit  some  offense  that  would  send  them  to  the  prison ;  that 
they  would  have  a  much  easier  time,  with  less  work,  more  comforts,  and 
would  get  out  of  service  months  if  not  years  sooner  than  they  other- 
wise would. 

All  disagreeable  and  dirty  fatigue  work,  of  which  there  is  a  great 
deal  at  all  military  posts,  should  be  performed  by  deserters  and  other 
aalefaetors  (prisoners  in  the  guard- house),  and  thus  relieve  the  other 
wldiers  of  the  garrison  from  this  drudgery.  As  it  works  now,  this  class 
of  prisoners  is  sent  to  the  comfortable  military  prison,  and  the  dirty  and 
disagreeable  work  is  made  to  fall  upon  the  orderly,  faithful,  and  good 
Koldiers,  who,  in  addition,  have  all  the  other  garrison  duties  to  per- 
form. 

It  appears  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  could  we  go  back  a  step  or 
two  to  the  old  method  for  the  punishment  of  deserters ;  that  is,  to  cause 
these  malefactors  to  serve  out  their  entire  enlistment  in  charge  of  the 
poet  guard,  at  bard  labor,  with  ball  and  chain  (paragraph  890,  Anny 
Regulations),  doing  all  the  dirty  work  and  drudgery  of  the  post,  with 
the  comforts  of  a  guardhouse  as  their  only  lot.    As  a  constant  example 
to  the  other  men  of  the  garrison  it  would  be  invaluable ;  for,  if  any  con- 
teaplated  desertion,  they  would  think  twice  before  committing  the  act. 
For  the  welfare  of  the  service,  for  good  discipline,  and  to  exclude 
worthless  characters  from  the  Army  who  have  been  once  dishonorably 
discharged  by  court-martial  for  desertion,  habitual  drunkenness,  utter 
worthlessness,  and  for  theft,  Article  of  War  98  should  be  modified,  by 
triking  therefrom  the  words  "marking  or  tattooing  on  the  body."    In- 
delibly "marking  or  tattooing"  is  not,  as  the  public  press  is  pleased  to 
term  it, ki branding."    Branding  is  marking  with  a  hot  iron,  whereas 
tattooing  is  indelibly  marking  with  india  ink,  and  is  attended  with 
wither  pain  nor  cruelty  to  the  man. 

Searly  all  our  sailors  and  many  of  our  civilians  carry  marks  in  india 
ilk  on  the  body;  and  all  that  is  here  proposed  to  have  done  is  to  put 
•  the  bodies  of  these  malefactors  who  have  been  once  legally  disquali- 
W  for  the  service,  a  mark  in  india  ink,  that  will  prevent  their  ever  get- 
teg  back  into  the  Army.  These  marks  would  not  interfere  in  any  way 
l^jM  *»h  a  man's  obtaining  work.  Men  are  stripped  and  examined,  I  think, 
***■  **  two  things  only — for  enlistment  and  for  life  insurance.  The  mark 
ll*B  ?*M  prevent  these  worthless  characters  from  getting  back  iuto  serv- 
■  .  ■  *j  *  protection  much  needed,  and  one  to  which  the  service  is  justly 
**jM  JJjjjf^j  an(l  withont  which  it  will  be  in  vain  to  attempt  to  have  a  well- 
&*•■  Uplined  and  efficient  army.  In  the  event  of  any  of  these  discharged 
C«*B  ■•wishing  to  insure  their  lives,  such  marks  could  hardly  stand  in  the 
^  jM  'Sj*  tkeir  doing  so. 

?X  JB  J**  W*° are  tr*      an<*  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  service  by 

£**■  Mftoo  of  a  court-martial  for  habitual  drunkenness,  utter  worthless- 

^■JJj* theft,  under  the  charge  of  "conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good 

nr^wB  ■■frttd  military  discipline,"  should  be  in  some  way  indelibly  marked, 

C-tM  ***** M  deserters,  to  prevent  their  again  entering* the  service.    This 

»uOF    *H*  of  men  cannot  well  live  out  of  the  Armv,  and  will,  on  the  first 

.» •  v   7  7 
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favorable  opportunity,  re-enlist  under  an  assumed  name,  and  will  in  a 
short  time  become  a  burden  and  a  nuisance  to  the  service.  Let  these 
worthless  men  know  that  they  cannot  get  back  into  service  after  once 
being  discharged,  and  they  will  be  more  careful  how  they  get  oat  of  the 
Army. 

Desertion  from  the  Army  is  large  on  paper ;  whereas,  in  reality,  the 
actual  number  of  men  deserting  is  not  so  great  as  would  appear,  as  the 
same  man,  under  various  aliases,  enlists,  and  deserts  over  and  over  again. 

Paragraph  214,  Army  Regulations,  says :  "A  reward  of  thirty  dollars 
will  be  paid  for  the  apprehension  and  delivery  of  a  deserter  to  an  officer 
of  the  Army  at  the  most  convenient  post  or  recruiting  station.  This 
reward  will  include  the  remuneration  for  all  expenses  incurred  in  appre- 
hending, securing,  and  delivering  the  deserter."  The  reward  of  thirty 
dollars  is  too  small.  After  the  expenses  for  apprehension,  &c,  are  de- 
ducted, little  or  nothing  remains  to  the  person  who  .brings  in  the  de- 
serter. The  reward  should  be  increased  from  thirty  dollars  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars ;  this  amount  would  insure  the  apprehension  and  return  of 
almost  every  man  who  deserts,  and  this  sum  would  pay.  There  are 
plenty  of  men  ready  to  bring  in  deserters  whenever  they  can  see  money 
in  the  transaction. 

With  a  larger  reward  for  the  apprehension  of  a  deserter,  and  with  a 
sentence  to  serve  out  his  entire  term  at  hard  labor,  wearing  a  ball  and 
chain,  in  charge  of  the  post  guard,  and,  finally,  to  be  indelibly  marked 
to  insure  his  not  getting  back  into  the  service,  desertion  would,  in  a 
great  degree,  be  remedied.  I  think  were  a  deserter  sentenced  to  he 
indelibly  marked,  and  to  be  turned  out  of  the  service  at  once  without 
any  further  punishment,  it  would  be  far  better  for  the  Army  than  to  give 
him  various  punishments  lasting  for  years,  military  prison  included,  and 
then  to  turn  him  adrift  without  being  so  marked. 

During  the  war  and  since  that  time,  legislation  has  been  in  the  direc- 
tion of  kindness  and  clemency  towards  the  malefactors  of  the  Army ; 
no  doubt  done  with  the  purest  and  best  of  motives,  but,  at  the  save 
time,  this  leniency  has  had  a  demoralizing  and  damaging  effect  on  the 
discipline  and  the  morale  of  the  service. 

Much  attention  and  careful  thought  have  apparently  been  bestowed 
upon  this  subject  by  the  officers  of  this  department;  and  from  various 
views  and  remarks  thereon,  I  submit  the  following: 

General  Davis  writes : 


The  number  of  desertions  in  the  Army  continues  to  be  large,  too  large ;  which  _ 
gests  continued  investigation  of  the  causes  therefor,  and  the  adoption  of  provtaiMB 
to  check  this  evil.  Of  the  456  prisoners  received  at  the  military  prison  at  Ifatt 
Leavenworth  the  last  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  424,  or  .929  per  cent.,  werefe* 
serters.  *  #  *.  It  appears  that  the  great  majority  of  desertions  occur  in  the  fljafl 
year  of  the  first  enlistment. 

The  great  benefit  to  the  service  which  would  result,  universally  admitted  in  tbf 
Army,  by  having  recruits  thoroughly  instructed  at  depots  before  joining  their  " 

panies,  heretofore  recommended,  is  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  I  _ 
inviting  attention  to  this  subject,  and  renewing  the  recommendation.    The  nuoM 
ical  effective  strength  of  our  Army  is  now  too  small  for  the  needs  of  the  country.' 

It  is  recommended  that  authority  of  law  be  obtained  authorizing  the  enlistu 
of  men,  in  excess  of  the  present  Army  organization,  sufficient  to  fill  vacancies  in' 
rank  and  file  with  well-instructed  and  disciplined  soldiers  from  said  depots  o# 
etruction,  and  that  the  pay  of  non-commissioned  officers  be  increased. 

It  is  believed  this  method  of  recruiting  the  Army,  the  enlistment  of  cooks,  _. 

and  laundrymen,  before  mentioned,  and  raising  the  standard  qualification  of  nHfe^ 
commissioned  officers  with  increased  pay,  would  to  a  great  extent  stop  desertto^l^ 
make  the  Army  more  efficient,  and  prove  iu  the  end  of  decided  economy  to  the  "—^ 
era!  Government. 
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Lieutenant  Colonel  Lazelle  submits  the  following  views  and  sugges- 
tions bearing  npon  the  same  matter : 

While  existing  requirements  exact  au  almost  perfect  physical  development  in  the 
applicant  for  enlistment,  his  mental  capacity  and  moral  tone  are  often  of  a  low  order. 
That  this  is  neither  the  intention  nor  the  spirit  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Army  is, 
rc  muniatakable  language,  carefully  laid  down.  While  it  is  more  difficult  to  deter- 
mine the  morally  degraded  or  detect  those  of  drunken  or  ]»erniciouH  hub  its,  yet,  by 
theearefal  and  intelligent  supervision  of  recruiting  officers,  much  can  be  done  to  pre- 
vent the  vile  and  depraved  from  getting  into  the  service.  In  our  ordinary  industries 
applicants  for  place  are  reqnired  to  furnish  evidence  of  good  character,  of  faithful- 
cm.  sobriety,  and  capacity  before  employment  is  given.  Why  should  the  military 
service  ask  less,  before  contracting  with  men  for  live  years,  during  which  it  carefully 
fulfills  its  part  of  the  agreement  f     Yet  nothing  of  this  sort  is  done. 

There  are  many  recruits  received  who  can  neither  read  nor  write,  not  unfreqnently 
can  barely  understand  the  simplest  English.     Post  schools  and  libraries  go  for  nothing 
with  such  men;  and  they  cannot  be  mentally  much  improved  by  training  and  disci- 
pline, for  they  are  presumptively  from  the  lowest  grade  of  material.     While  more 
tirin^ent  measures  should  he  devised  at  the  recruiting  office  to  prevent  bad  men  from 
rulisting,  recrnit8  assembled  at  depots  should  be  retained  there  under  constant  disci- 
pline and  instruction  longer  than  now — long  enongh,  six  mouths,  if  necesMary^-to  deter- 
mine upon  the  worthless  and  those  of  bad  habits,  and  to  summarily  discharge  them, 
or.  by  sentence  of  court,  with  loss  of  everything.    This  preliminary  weeding  out  would 
i*  cheaper  than  transporting  such  elements  to  distant  garrisons,  there  to  go  through 
the  tame  process,  to  say  nothing  of  the  demoralization  which  a  few  such  men  in  every 
ctnpany  bring  about/  They  pull  down  men  of  weak  character,  till  with  disgust  and 
hatred  of  the  service  good  men  obliged  to  associate  with  them  in  the  intimate  contact 
af  the  squad-room  and  mess-hall ;  and  they  till  the  guard-house,  and  in  the  end  de- 
nt   *     *     *     I  respectfully  submit  the  propositi  on  as  worthy  of  serious  considera- 
tion, of  the  enlistment  of  men  with  the  legal  understanding  that  they  shall  receive 
no  payments  whatever  until  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  enlistment.    If  the  ex- 
periment was  thought  advisable,  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  the  necessary  leg- 
islation directing  that  recruits  who  wished  could  so  enlist.    It  need  not  be  obligatory 
«  extend  beyond  those  who  voluntarily  accepted  the  condition.    A  double  advantage 
*oald  result  from  this  measure — an  advantage  to  the  soldier  and  au  advantage  to 
the  Government.     Assuming  that  the  supply  departments  be  extended  to  keepiug  on 
hand  s  few  more  articles,  so  that  the  actual  necessities  of  the  soldier  may  be  met  (as 
a  tee  at  West  Point  with  cadets)  when  he  was  discharged,  he  would  have  at  his 
daaosal  from  five  to  eight  hundred  dollars,  resulting  from  obligatory  frugality  during 
ha  term  of  enlistment ;  and  with  this  start  he  would  feel  greatly  encouraged  to  con- 
ti&te  in  habits  of  industry,  saving,  and  sobriety.    If,  as  sometimes  happeus,  he  had 
dependents  upon  his  pay,  the  paymaster  could  be  authorized  to  remit  to  them  {given 
•ana  an  might  be  necessary.    The  inclination  of  the  soldier  to  spend  money  foolishly, 
■■ply  because  he  has  it  and  has  no  special  use  for  it,  would  be  removed ;  and  sobriety 
vatld  be,  to  a  very  great  extent,  a  necessity — the  soldier's  clothing  and  effects  being, 
«f  coarse,  marked  and  rigidly  looked  after  by  the  company  commander,  as  now  pro- 
Tided  for  in  orders,  that  nothing  l>e  bartered  by  him  for  liquor  or  other  indulgences. 
TV  advantages  to  the  service  would  be  in  the  hold  at  once  established  on  the  en- 
untadman  against  his  desertion  by  the  retention  of  his  pay,  in  the  elimination,  to  a 
fanaidiiable  extent,  of  pay-day  disorders,  now  bi-monthly  occurrences  to  some  extent 
■  every  garrison,  as  unauthorized  absences,  drunkenness,  lighting,  &c    It  is  a  well 
katwa  matter  of  experience  that  by  far  the  great  majority  of  disorders  and  serious 
■ftary  offenses,  as  well  as  minor  violations,  originate  in  drunkenness;  and  that 
tan»  continue  with  less  aud  less  frequency  until  the  men  have  speut  their  money, 
van*  the  condition  of  the  garrison  again  becomes  normal. 

la  the  mean  time,  however,  the  guard-house  is  full,  discipline  aud  instruction  have 

JRJatiy  suffered,  and  courts-martial  follow  with  punishments,  making  prisoners  of  the 

■•for  various  periods,  and  removing  them  from  a  soldier's  duty ;  always  resulting 

or  less  demoralization  to  the  offenders  individually  as  well  as  to  the  com-

Major  Sumner,  Department  of  Texas,  also  writes : 

The  number  of  desertions  during  the  past  year  has  been  about  the  same  as  in  pre- 
ceding year.  The  causes  that  induce  desertion  in  our  Army  are  as  varied  as  those 
that  lead  to  enlistment,  and  the  treatment  of  the  men,  either  in  companies  or  at  posts, 
ba»  (with  rare  exceptions)  no  bearing  on  the  case.  In  the  Army,  as  now  adminis- 
tered, the  enlisted  man  has  seldom  any  just  cause  for  complaint. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Mason  furnishes  the  following  table,  showing  the 
number  of  desertions  in  the  Department  of  the  Platte,  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  causes  therefor,  as  found  by  boards  of  survey  convened 
for  that  purpose: 
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Inspector- General  Davis  presents  the  following  views  and  recomm 
ilations  in  regard  to  the  enlistment  of  company  cooks,  &c.: 

The  snbject  of  company  cooks  and  laundresses  is,  1  think,  of  sufficient  i 
h*  affecting  the  good  of  the  Army,  to  demand  more  than  a  passing  notice 

It  baa  been  reported  that  the  company  ration  was  improperly  cooked,  and  waste* 
mi.  Thin  creates  discontent  with  the  men  and  causes  sickness.  Xotably  waa  thai 
eiute  in  the  field  in  the  late  war.  Wholesome  food,  health,  and  efficiency,  are  ess 
tial  in  an  army — their  relative  dependency  being  in  the  inverse  order  gi'  ._  . 
wholesome  food  depends  upon  good  cooking  as  well  as  upon  the  good  quality  of 
articles:  supplied :  and,  to  have  this,  there  must  be  good  (professional)  cooks.     B 


a  each  company,  a*"* 
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paid  a  price  to  secure  them,  and  not  to  be  armed  aud  equipped  as  soldier*,  nor  in- 
:(oded  in  the  military  organization  an  combatants ;  also,  for  tlie  enlistment  of  a  pre- 
rribed  nnmber  of  men  as  post  bakers,  to  insure  good  bread,  to  be  uon- combatants,  as 
o  the  case  of  company  cooks  ;  also,  that  there  be  enlisted  in  each  company  one  man 
i*alanndryman,  to  be  reported  the  same  as  cooks  aud  bakers. 

This,  in  our  small  army,  would  only  be  giving  to  its  effective  organization  what  it  is 
altered  Congress  intended  it  should  have,  but  which  is  now  necessarily  weakened  by 
his  number  of  men. 

In  connection  with  the  hygiene  of  the  Army,  Captain  Hughes,  De- 
artmeut  of  Dakota,  presents  these  views: 

I  have  paid  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  latrines  for  some 
rfrirs.  and  have  made  careful  note  of  the  results  of  the  different  systems  pursued  at 
liferent  posts.  One  post  will  have  earth  closets ;  another  will  have  pits  or  vaults  in 
rhich  different  chemical  disinfectants  are  employed;  and  a  third  will  have  pits  or 
ranlts  in  which  dry  earth  is  applied.  The  custom  now  prevailing  is  to  use  these  pits 
mtilthey  fill  op,  and  then  dig  a  new  pit  and  move  the  superstructure  to  it.  The 
nruWloset  system  will  answer  very  well  at  small  posts  where  careful  attention  can 
be  given  to  all  the  details  of  its  management ;  but  my  observation  leads  me  to  con- 
chat*  that  this  system  does  not  work  well  in  large  garrisons.  The  pit  system,  as  now 
employed,  does  not  meet  sanitarv  requirements,  for  in  a  few  years  the  whole  surface 
of  the  ground  aboat  the  rear  of  the  barracks  becomes  poisoned,  and  fevers  and  other 
diseases  are  generated.  I  respectfully  submit  that  all  large  posts  promising  a  reason - 
iMe  longevity  should  have — as  a  sanitary  measure,  if  not  for  convenience — a  complete 
ntttm  of  sewerage.     At  posts  where  thin  is  impracticable,  I  submit  for  consideration 

that  all  pits  or  vaults  of  company  latrines  should  be  properly  walled  up ;  that  the 

oadieal  officers  at  posts  should  enforce  a  careful,  dry-earth  disinfectant  system ;  and 

*keft  these  vaults  require  it,  the  Quarterinastei's  Department  should  grant  the  money 

to  employ  scavengers  to  empty  and  clean  them. 
I  think  the  Quartermaster's  Department  should  grant  an  allowance  of  fuel  and 

Wing  stoves  to  enable  fires  to  be  kept  up  during  the  winter  in  rifle  galleries  and 

«opany  latrines. 

The  manner  that  forage  is  sometimes  drawn  by  officers  of  the  Army 
b»beeu  called  to  my  notice  by  officers  of  this  department. 

Fonge  in  kind  may,  under  the  law,  be  furnished  to  the  officers  of  tho  Army  by  the 
Qwtermasters  Department,  only  for  horses  owned  and  actually  kept  by  such  otti- 
w»in  the  performance  of  their  official  military  duties,  «fec. 

The  law  is  plain,  and  the  certificate  on  the  requisition  for  forage,  that 
to  signed  by  the  officer,  is  clear  and  strong,  with  no  excuse  for  nrisun- 
fcrgUudiDg  its  meaning.     It  is  as  follows:

It  would  seem  that  the  above  is  forcible  and  clear  enough  to  prevent 
Redrawing  of  forage  by  any  officer  when  he  does  not  own  horses  at 
Citation  where  he  is  serving.  If  the  law  and  the  certificate  are  not 
tf  sufficient  force  to  prevent  these  gross  irregularities,  then  additional 
jtocJH  should  be  prescribed,  to  render  such  doings  impossible.  It  is 
■uailiating  that  such  precautious  should  be  required. 

Quartermasters  cannot  very  well  make  objection  or  go  behind  an  of- 
heft  certificate,  nor  would  they  or  inspecting  officers  be  justified  in  do- 
M  *l|Muless special  authority  was  given  them  for  such  action.  I  think, 
M  Jfcrthe  circumstances,  that  it  would  be  well  to  require  all  officers 
im  tawing  forage  to  give  the  quartermaster,  in  addition  to  the  certificate 
JB  •  to  requisition,  some  good  and  convincing  proof  that  they  do  own 
c|  ■fctoraes  at  the  station,  for  which  they  are  drawing  forage,  and  the 
•■rtermaster  should  be  thoroughly  satisfied  on  this  point  before  mak-

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Dissatisfaction  prevails  in  certain  quarters  in  regard  to  existing  laws 
governing  tbe  purchase  of  fuel  by  officers.  The  operation  of  these  laws 
in  the  Department  of  Dakota  is  thus  illustrated  by  Capt.  R.  P.  Hughes : 

The  law  requiring  officers  to  purchase  their  own  fuel  is  still  a  bone  over  which  deep 
growls  are  heard.  There  is  uo  doubt  that  there  is  much  good  ground  for  discontent. 
Aside  from  the  irregularity  with  which  this  law  applies  in  practice  throughout  the 
Army  generally,  it  works  very  unequally  at  contiguous  posts.  We  will  take,  for  il- 
lustration, the  two  posts  of  Assiuuihoiiie  and  Maginuis  (and  note  that  these  posts  are 
garrisoned  by  the  same  regiments).  A  first  lieutenant,  with  a  family  consisting  of  a 
wife  and  two  children,  at  the  first-named  post,  informed  me  that  it  required  Ave  cords 
of  wood  per  month  to  heat  his  house  during  the  winter.  His  allowance  per  month, 
in  round  numbers,  is  two  and  one-half  cords.  He  can  buy  the  two  and  a  half  cords 
at  $3  per  cord,  the  remaining  two  and  a  half  cords  he  cau  buy  at  coutract  price,  which 
is  $12.93  per  cord,  or  possibly  by  scurryiug  around,  and  by  hook  and  by  crook,  he  may 
get  it  elsewhere  a  few  cents  per  cord  cheaper.  But  the  contract  price,  where  there  is 
a  good  deal  of  competition,  is  a  good  standard  to  go  by.  Now,  being  accidentally  sta- 
tioned at  Assinniboine,  this  lieutenant  pays  $39.e&  per  month  for  fuel,  whereas,  had 
the  accidents  of  the  service  carried  him  to  Fort  Magiunis,  where  a  portion  of  his  regi- 
ment is  now  serving,  the  figures  would  be  thus,  the  wood  contract  being  $4.97:

thus  making  a  monthly  difference  of  almost  $20  per  month  in  his  necessary  expenses 
for  the  winter  months.  But  let  us  go  a  little  further,  and  grant  that  the  accidents  of 
the  service  carried  the  Assinniboine  lieutenant  to  Fort  Lincoln,  Dak.,  where  the  son- 
tract  price  for  wood  is  $2.49  per  cord.  The  difference  in  his  necessary  monthly  ex- 
penses during  the  winter  would  then  be  about  $26  per  month.  In  fact,  as  the  matter 
now  stands,  an  officer's  expenses  are  in  too  great  a  degree  dependent  upon  the  station 
to  which  the  accidents  of  the  service  carry  him,  and  upon  the  margin  of  profit  oaloa- 
lated  and  arranged  for  by  fuel  contractors.  Section  8  of  the  act  of  Congress,  published 
in  General  Orders  No.  37,  series  1878,  from  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  distinctly  says 
that: 

•' Allowance  of,  or  commutation  for,  fuel  to  commissioned  officers  is  hereby  prohib- 
ited; but  fuel  maybe  furnished  to  the  officers  of  the  Army  by  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment, for  the  actual  use  of  such  officers  only,  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  cord  for  stand- 
ard oak  wood."  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  u  allowance  of  •  •  •  fuel  •  •  • 
is  prohibited,"  General  Orders  No.  7c<,  series  1878,  from  Headquarters  of  the  Army,, 
fixes  an  "allowance  "  of  fuel,  and  limits  the  amount  to  be  sold  at  the  rate  fixed  by, 
law,  at  the  pre-existing  allowance.  As  shown  by  the  foregoing  figures,  this  order 
works  a  great  hardship  upon  those  officers  who  are,  by  accidents  and  requirements* 
stationed  at  posts  located  in  a  section  of  country  where  fnel  is  scarce  and  difficult  ♦• 
obtain.  Equity  would  seem  to  demand  some  action  by  Congress,  or  a  reconsideration^ 
of  the  law,  which  wquld  in  some  measure  alleviate  this  hardship. 

The  reports  of  the  inspection  of  the  accounts  of  disbursing  officers  of! 
the  Anny,  required  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  20, 1874J] 
(Supplement  to  Revised  Statutes,  vol.  1,  page  16),  have  been  made,an<t£ 
are  herewith  submitted  for  transmittal  to  Congress,  as  required  by  866*^ 
tion  2  of  said  act. 

These  accounts  cover  disbursements  of  more  than  twenty  millions 
dollars,  and  show,  so  far  as  discovered,  that  the  public  funds  have 
properly  disbursed  and  accounted  for.    The  system  of  accountabilit 
and  the  check  upon  disbursing  officers  seem  to  be  all  that  is  required*! 

In  this  connection,  I  invite  special  notice  to  the  following  remarks 
General  Davis  on  a  subject  of  the  highest  importance  to  officers  of 
Army  intrusted  with  the  disbursement  of  public  money.  The  matui 
experience  of  General  Davis  gives  much  weight  to  the  suggestions  hi 
presented,  which  should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  the  attention  of  higl 
authority : 

The  necessity,  frequently,  of  disbursing  officers,  especially  with  Engineer  offic 
of  making  payments  for  labor,  &c,  upon  the  works  of  river  and  harbor  lmprovem* 
under  their  charge,  through  civilian  assistants,  where  the  public  funds  in  the  hands* 


.  fiueu  ior  oy  must  r.nrupeun  nations,  i 
■hat  this  distrust  of  our  system  is  general  among  infantry  officers  and  artillery 
of  foot  batteries ;  anil  that  modifications  looking  to  the  harmonizing  or  tac- 
oTenieuts  with  the  new  recognized  conditions  imposed  by  modern  fire-arms  are 
eential  to  maintain  the  interest  of  officers  in  their  own  tactical  studies,  and  a 
ieal  in  the  instruction  of  their  nien.  At  present  tbere  exists  a  want  of  conti- 
15  to  the  adaptability  of  the  present  system  to  the  modern  battle-field  ;  a  feel- 
it  the  movements  belong  to  an  obsolete  system  of  lire-arms ;  and  a  corresponding 
neat  prevails  tow  arils  instruction.  As  instruction  of  troops  is  naturally  perti- 
ibject  of  this  report,  I  beg  to  take  tbe  liberty  of  further  suggesting  in  what  way 
modili cations  of  tactics  should  be  effected.  No  one  man  can  write  a  satisfae- 
cttca,  and  to  no  one  should  It  be  delegated.  There  shnnld  be  neither  wholesale 
m  nor  abandonment  of  any  system.  A  competent  board  should  first  indicate 
it  directions,  and  how  far,  modifications  are  essential ;  and  how  much  of  an  ex- 
ijttem  is  obsolete  or  useless,  and  how  much  should  be  eliminated.  This  method 
en  adopted  in  England  and  In  Italy,  with  highly  gratifying  results.  It  is  now 
twenty  years  since  the  present  system  of  tactics  was  adopted,  and  thongh 
— *d  by  war,  it  is  well  known,  in  its  very  elements,  to  be  defective.  Beside*, 
— ■  have  been  imposed  by  orders  Bud  rulings,  rendering  a  revision  of  im- 

d  Lieut.  Col.  E.  C.  Mason,  Department  of  the  Platte : 
ah  to  invite  attention  to  the  necessity  of  revising  the  Tactics,  especially  of  the 
rj  arm  of  the  service.  The  number  of  decisions  already  made  and  tbe  greater 
at  of  nnaettted  points  (for  there  is  scarcely  a  movement  about  which  there  ta 
isrnssion),  make  it  very  desirable  that  a  new  edition,  revised  and  corrected, 
Ike  issued.  I  respectfully  snggeet  that  this  work  be  done  by  a  carefully  se- 
1  heard  of  officers  accustomed  to  the  daily  use  of  the  Tactics.  This  board  might 
enquired  to  consider  the  question  of  uniform  and  equipments. 

*  following  extract  from  the  annual  report  of  Colonel  Lazelle,  of 
3i™ion  of  the  Pacific,  showing  the  necessity  for  professional  stndy 
Beers  of  tbe  Army,  I  deem  worthy  of  consideration : 

i  want  of  professional  study  by  officers  is  conspicuous  everywhere,  not  only  at 
oats  inspected  by  me,  but  elsewhere.

It  is  useless  to  make  studies 
Mary, or  to  order  proficiency ;  study  cannot  be  enforced  nor  advancement  in  even 
eal  studies  made  imperative.  Recitations  in  tactics  and  regulations  may  be  or- 
land  held,  but  the  subject  may  end  there.  At  present,  instruction  is  required 
fan,  and  G.  O.  No.  5,  A.  G.  O..  I<J66,  requires  Inspecting  officers  to  report  upon 
aaacilj  of  officers  for  field  service.  Instruction  in  artillery  arm  is  obligatory ;  a 
■  is  prescribed  But  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  spirit  of  the  regulations  is 
■>  tarried  ont  at  our  military  posts  generally,  concerning  the  proper  schools  of 
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corresponding  conditions  obtain  in  the  lino  of  the  Army  ;  and  in  view  of  the  changes 
and  continual  development  of  military  thought,  do  they  demand  the  proficiency  of 
its  officers.  But  however  important  professional  acquirement  and  fitness  may  be,  it 
will  n6ver  be  secured  until  it  is  provided  by  law  that  examinations  in  all  grades  of 
the  line  shall  precede  promotion.  This  will  stimulate  effort  to  the  highest  degree, 
and,  instead  of  the  general  indifference  to  professional  study,  there  would  be  effected 
a  wholesome  change  most  beneficial  to  the  service. 

Paragraph  167,  Army  Regulations,  states  that  "  captains,  although 
eligible  for  appointment  as  aides-decamp  and  liable  to  the  temporary 
details  of  service,  as  for  courts  martial,  military  boards,  &c,  shall  not, 
except  for  urgent  reasons,  be  detailed  upon  duties  separating  them  from 
their  companies  for  any  considerable  time."  This  is  a  most  excellent 
regulation,  and  the  good  of  the  service  demands  that  it  should  be  rigidly 
enforced.  Captains  should  not  be  detailed  away  from  their  companies 
on  any  kind  of  duty  wheu  it  can  possibly  be  avoided. 

For  the  good  of  the  service,  I  think  captains  should  not  be  detailed 
on  the  recruiting  service.  The  senior  first  lieutenants  should  be  selected 
for  this  duty,  in  order  that  they  may  have  a  tour  on  the  recruiting  serv- 
ice before  their  promotion  to  a  captaincy,  and,  after  this  promotion, 
should  be  ineligible  for  the  detail. 

A  company  deprived  of  the  services  of  its  captain  for  any  considera- 
ble time,  is  regarded  as  an  orphan  company,  one  not  having  that  care 
and  supervision  that  it  should  have.    The  lieuteuant  who  commands 
the  company  in  the  absence  of  the  captain  may  be  a  most  excellent  of- 
ficer, even  better  than  the  captain ;  but  he  cannot  give  that  attention  \ 
and  care  or  take  the  same  interest  in  the  company  that  its  captain < 
could,  as  the  lieutenant  is  subject  to  detail  for  other  duties,  to  which  r 
the  captain  is  not  liable,  and  which  would  constantly  separate  him  from^ 
the  proper  supervision  of  the  company. 

Companies  in  service  are  known  by  the  names  of  their  captains. 

By  the  Army  Regulations,  "regimental  returns  must  be  made  in  thft^ 
name  of  the  colonel,  and  those  of  the  company  in  the  name  of  the 
tain,  whether  those  officers  be  present  or  absent."     Also,  "C< 

will  be  designated  on  the  muster  and  muster  and  pay  rolls  by  the  ni    

of  their  captains,  whether  present  or  absent."    The  names  of  the  colonel 
and  the  captain  are  placed  at  the  head  of  these  returns,  for  the  r< 
that  they  are  fixtures  or  belong  permanently  to  these  commands. 

A  colonel  bears  the  same  relation  to  his  regiment  that  a  captain 
to  his  company,  and  I  do  not  think  he  should  be  selected  for  any  dafcg 
that  would  take  him  away  from  his  regiment  for  any  considerable 
The  colonel,  captains,  and  first  sergeauts  make  the  regiment;  they  gii 
it  its  character,  standing,  and  discipline,  more  so  than  all  the  other  of 
cers  and  non-commissioned  officers  combined,  and  during  the  time  thej 
hold  these  grades  of  rank  they  should  not  be  separated  from  their  coi 
mands,  except  for  urgent  reasons,  and  then  for  as  short  a  time  as 
sible. 

In  many  cases,  captains  of  companies  have  been  detailed  for  certain 
duties,  when  lieutenant  colonels  or  majors  would  have  been  more  avaiJt 
able  aud  their  selection  more  appropriate  for  the  duty  required.    WeiW 
first  sergeants  to  be  selected  for  duties  away  from  their  companies  IW 
any  length  of  time,  the  company  commanders  would  protest  agaiw 
such  details,  as  being  detrimental  to  the  discipline  and  welfare  of  thaP 
companies.    The  captain's  presence  should  be  of  more  value  and  impc* 
tance  to  the  company  than  that  of  any  other  person.  r-

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REPORT  OF  MAJOR  GENERAL  HANCOCK. 

Headquarters  Division  of  the  Atlantic, 

Governor's  Island,  New  York,  October  13,  1884. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  the  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  dated 
September  22,  1884,  I  have  tbe  bonor  to  submit  for  the  information  of 
the  Lieutenant-General  Commanding  the  Army,  the  following  report  of 
operations  within  the  Division  of  the  Atlantic  during  the  past  year: 

The  geographical  boundaries  of  the  division  are  the  same  as  at  the  date 
of  my  last  annual  report  (October  8, 18S3).  At  that  date  the  division  waa 
composed  of  two  geographical  departments — the  East  and  South — the 
headquarters  of  the  former  being  at  Governor's  Island,  New  York,  and 
of  the  latter  at  Newport  Barracks,  Kentucky.  The  Department  of 
the  East  was  then  (as  it  is  now)  under  my  immediate  command,  and  so 
was  the  Department  of  the  South,  for  it  may  be  remembered  that  upon, 
the  retirement  of  Col.  Henry  J.  Hunt,  Fifth  United  States  Artillery, 
September  14, 1883,  the  latter  department  was  placed  temporarily  under 
my  immediate  command  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  On  Hie 
1st  of  November,  1883,  however,  under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders 
71,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  A.  G.  O.,  of  October  13,  1883,  the  De- 
partment of  the  South  was  merged  in  the  Department  of  the  East  under 
my  command.  I  therefore,  at  the  present  date,  command  the  Division 
of  the  Atlantic,  and  also  the  one  geographical  department  pertaining 
thereto,  viz,  the  Department  of  the  East. 

The  aggregate  of  troops  serving  in  the  division  on  the  30th  of  Sep- 
tember last,  up  to  which  date  returns  have  been  received,  was  as  follows:

On  the  30th  of  September,  1883,  the  total  strength  of  the  division  w: 
351  commissioned  officers  and  2,591  enlisted  men. 

The  movements  of  troops  to,  from,  and  within  the  division  during 
past  year  have  not  been  numerous,  and  I  herewith  give  a  brief  syuo 
of  those  which  have  taken  place.  * 

At  the  date  of  my  last  report  the  garrisons  of  Washington 
District  of  Columbia,  and  Fort  McHenry,  Maryland,  were  in  summer 
at  Gaithersburg,  Md.,  under  command  of  Gol.  R.  B.  Ayres,  Second  A 
iery.

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I  may  state  that  under  authority  from  Washington  the  Twelfth  Regi- 
ment of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  York  went  into  camp 
there  for  one  week  in  August  last  to  receive  instruction  in  heavy  ar- 
tillery. The  tour,  I  understand,  was  thoroughly  successful,  and  the 
officers  aud  mea  of  the  Regular  Army  did  everything  in  their  power  to 
further  the  object  of  the  visit. 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  while  referring  to  the  light  batteries  of  ar- 
tillery stationed  in  the  division,  four  in  all.  I  adverted  to  the  necessity 
lor  new  barracks  at  Forts  Adams  and  Hamilton,  said  barracks  to  be 
adjacent  to  the  battery  stables.  I  am  gratified  that  under  recent  au- 
thority active  steps  are  now  being  taken  looking  to  their  construction. 
Considering  the  many  difficulties  under  which  they  labor,  the  light  bat- 
teries make  very  fair  progress  in  their  specialty,  but  I  still  think  that 
could  they  all  be  concentrated  at  some  suitable  post,  under  an  experi- 
enced artillery  officer,  they  would  enjoy  better  opportunity  to  become 
proficient  than  they  do  in  their  present  isolated  condition. 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  transmitted  a  report  as  to  the  progress,  condition, 
&c,  of  the  post  schools  iu  the  division,  submitted  pursuaut  to  the  regu- 
lations on  the  subject,  by  Lieut.  Col.  William  D.  Whipple,  assistant 
adjutant-general.  There  seems  to  be  no  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
post  commanders  to  further  education  iu  the  Army,  but  there  seems  to 
be  a  general  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  those  for  whom  the  educa- 
tional facilities  are  provided.  There  are  under  the  present  system,  what 
with  target  practice  and  other  matters,  more  calls  upon  the  soldiei*8 
time  than  in  former  years,  and  when  he  has  finished  his  daily  routine 
of  duty  he  shows  but  little  inclination  to  subject  himself  to  the  re- 
straints of  the  schoolroom.  Besides  the  most  of  our  garrisons  furnish 
ample  reading  matter  for  the  men  and  suitable  places  to  read  iu,  so 
that  possibly  they  better  their  education  as  much  in  that  way  as  by  the 
post  scho  Is. 

The  annual  rifle  competitions  of  the  Division  of  the  Atlantic  and  the 
Department  of  the  Bast  were  conducted  this  year,  as  last,  at  Creedinoor 
N.  Y.  They  were  supervised  by  Capt.  H.  G.  Litchfield,  Second  United  , 
States  Artillery,  whose  ability  and  experience  in  such  matters  are  welK  • 
known.  That  there  has  been  no  falling -oft*  in  persistent  and  zeatoofli-' 
rifle  practice  is,  I  think,  amply  demonstrated  by  the  statistics  given  tat^ 
the  several  target  circulars  and  orders.  I  invite  special  attention  t3^ 
the  detailed  reports,  which  I  transmit  herewith,  of  Captain  Litchflel 
Second  Artillery,  and  of  Second  Lieut.  S.  E.  Allen,  Fifth  Artillery, 
spector  of  rifle  practice  ot  the  Department  of  the  East,  and  to  my  GeOL— 
eral  Orders  13,  of  September  30  last,  announcing  the  results  of  tlm.4 
competitions  at  Creedinoor.  These  results,  1  thiuk,  are  very  gratifying 
and  exhibit  a  high  order  of  excellence  in  firing  practice.  Captain  Lit 
field,  in  his  report,  refers  with  pleasure  to  the  general  behavior  of 
competitors,  and  to  the  interest  and  patience  which  they  mauifesl 
throughout  the  competitions  and  preliminary  practice. 

It  would  be  desirable  if  the  Government  had  its  owu  rifle  range1, 
the  division,  thoroughly  fitted  out.     I  may  state  that  the  reservation* 
Fort  Niagara,  New  York,  seems  to  present  all  the  necessary  elemeutft 
such  a  range  up  to  1,500  yards.     The  post  is  accessible,  and  I  do  i 
think  that  a  large  expenditure  would  be  required  to  fit  up  a  rai 
there  adapted  to  the  latest  requirements  of  rifle  practice. 

While  on  this  subject,  1  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  fact  that  the 
of  the  DivUion  of  the  Atlantic,  while  at  Creedinoor,  participated  in 
"  Hilton  Trophy  Match,"  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Rifle  A 
ciation,  winning  it  by  the  handsome  score  of  1,018  points,  thus  uexc 
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iag  the  highest  record  heretofore  ma;le  with  the  service  rifle  and  cartridge 
by  52  points." 

The  method  of  selecting  the  representatives  from  the  division  for  the 
"Armv  team9  has  l>een  that  which  I  deemed  in  consonance  with  the  ex- 
isting  regulations  under  which  division  and  department  teams  are  se- 
lected, viz,  to  take  the  three  marksmen  making  the  highest  4fcof  the  best 
two  days'  scores  of  the  three  fired."  Some  objections,  however,  might 
be  presented  to  the  system,  and  perhaps  abetter  one  would  be  to  have 
asocial  comi>etitiou  tor  places  on  the  Army  team  among  the  marks- 
men annually  assembled  to  engage  in  the  prescribed  division  competi- 
tions. 

In  concluding  my  remarks  concerning  rifle  practice,  I  commend  to 
attention  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  inspector  of  rifle 
pmctice :

I  iuclose  the  several  reports  of  the  chiefs  of  the  staff  corps  at  these 
headquarters,  which  exhibit  in  detail  the  operations  of  their  respective 
departments  during  the  year. 

It  will  Ik?  seen  from  those  of  the  assistant  inspector-general  of  the  di- 
Tttkro  and  the  acting  assistant  inspector  general  of  the  Department,  of 
8»t  that  inspection  service  has  been  thoroughly  carried  out.  All  the 
prririoued  |>osts,  as  well  as  those  ungarrisoned,  have  been  inspected, 
and  the  several  special  reports  of  inspection  submitted  from  time  to  time 
tow*,  indicated  a  satisfactory  condition  of  affairs  at  most  of  them.  The 
discipline  of  the  troops  is  good,  and  military  instruction  as  a  rule,  is  ef- 
fefeptly  and  intelligently  carried  out  Last  year  I  expressed  my  satis- 
ktwm  at  the  many  improvements  made  in  the  clothing  of  the  enlisted 
■»,  the  barracks  occupied  by  them,  and  their  general  surroundings.  The 
P*t  year  has  also  seen  some  progress  in  this  respect,  and  I  certainly 
tak  that  the  present  lot  and  prospects  of  the  soldier  are  such  as  should 
ttawifrom  him  good  and  faithful  service. 
TW  crime  of  desertion,  although  not,  1  imagine,  on  the  increase,  shows 
fcdiminntion.  As  I  have  but  recently  submitted  a  detailed  report  on 
fcwhject  of  desertion,  there  seems  no  necessity  to  enlarge  upon  it  now. 
Oat  of  three  bundled  and  thirty-eight  cases  tried  by  general  court - 
■Jrtwldnriug  the  year  eighty  live  (or  about  23  per  cent.)  were  for  deser- 
■  j*»  Thin,  of  course,  does  not  represent  the  umnber  of  desertions,  but 
•J*  those  who  were  captured  or  who  surrendered.  The  report  of  the 
P**e  advocate  of  the  division  herewith  furnishes  statistics  on  this  head 
•*«ler  interesting  data.

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I  again  refer  to  the  proposed  establishment  of  a  garrison  at  Fort 
Montgomery,  Rouse's  Point,  N.  Y.,  a  strategic  point  of  importance,  and 
reiterate  the  hope  expressed  last  year  that  it  may  uot  be  long  before 
the  project  is  carried  out.  The  proposition  involves  the  transfer  of 
the  garrison  at  Plattsburg  Barracks  (a  field  officer  and  two  companies) 
to  Fort  Montgomery,  and,  pending  a  definite  settlement  of  the  question, 
but  little  money  has  been  laid  out  for  repairs,  &c,  at  Plattsburg  for 
some  time  past. 

The  medical  director  reports  the  health  of  the  command  very  good 
during  the  year.  So  far  no  cases  of  yellow-fever  have  occurred  at  any 
of  the  posts  in  the  South,  and  there  is  now  every  reason  to  suppose  that 
danger  from  this  source  for  this  year  is  over,  although  there  will  be  no 
relaxation  in  the  usual  precautious.  The  medical  director  has  but  re- 
cently inspected  the  hospitals  at  several  of  the  posts  and  found  them 
generally  in  good  condition.  He  reports  favorably  of  two  important 
essentials,  viz,  the  food  of  the  troops  and  its  proper  cooking. 

The  reports  of  the  chief  commissary  of  subsistence  and  the  chief  pay* 
master  are  satisfactory  as  to  their  departments. 

I  have  thus  given  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  operations  since  September 
1, 1883.    The  settled  character  of  the  posts  and  troops  in  the  Di  visiou  of x 
the  Atlantic  leaves  but  little  to  be  said  with  regard  to  them  which  has 
not  already  been  communicated  in  the  various  special  reports  forwarded 
from  time  to  time. 

The  commanding  and  company  officers  as  a  rule  have  been  zealous 
and  careful  of  the  welfare  of  the  enlisted  uieu  and  public  property  placed 
under  their  charge,  discipline  has  been  well  maintained,  and  military  in* 
struction  has  been  energetically  pursued  so  far  as  the  limited  number 
of  troops  at  many  of  the  posts  would  permit.

i*  November  1, 1883,  but  was,  on  account  of  sickness,  compelled  to 
qnish  it  on  the  19th  of  December,  ami  the  department  was  under 
immediate  command  of  the  division  commander  till  May  8,  1881, 
n  Brig.  Gen.  D.  S.  Stanley  assumed  the  command. 
lie  reports  of  department  commanders  give  the  details  of  all  mili- 
operations  in  their  respective  departments.  The  accompany- 
reports  of  chief  staff  officers  give  foil  accounts  of  all  administrative 
tactions  in  the  division.  It  only  remains  for  me  to  add  sach  re- 
ts and  recommendations  as  seem  to  be  required  in  the  interest  of 
public  service. 

»e  necessity  is  very  urgent  for  liberal  appropriations  to  provide 
Mnent  shelter  for  the  troops  in  this  division.    The  period  of  "  tern- 
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pation  of  the  temporary  hats  which  were  hastily  and  cheaply 
structed,  and  which  are  now  in  a  state  of  decay,  some  of  them  loc 
where  the  troops  can  perform  no  possible  good  service,  but  where 
must  be  kept  because  they  cannot  be  quartered  elsewhere. 

In  the  matters  of  clothing  and  subsistence  of  the  troops  there  is  i 
for  much  improvement.  Thepresent  uniform  clothing  is  not  well  ada 
to  a  warm  climate,  and  the  great  cost  of  the  first  supply  of  clothii 
the  recruit  as  compared  with  his  allowance,  and  the  consequer 
•duction  of  his  available  pay,  is  considered  a  real  hardship. 

One  part  of  the  ration,  mess-pork,  is  eutirely  unsatisfactory  t6  a  1 
proportion  of  the  troops,  while  the  want  of  fresh  vegetables  at  \ 
where  they  cannot  be  raised  is  sorely  felt.  These  are  causes  of  * 
discontent  and  probably  of  desertiou,  which  might  easily  be  remo> 

The  orders  of  the  War  Department,  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  F 
dent's  proclamation  dated  July  1,  1884,  to  remove  iutruders  from 
Indian  Territory,  were  quietly  executed  by  the  troops  of  the  Ninth 
airy,  under  Col.  Edward  Hatch,  without  bloodshed  or  violence.     U 
more  recent  authority  and  instructions  effective  preparations 
been  made  to  prevent  the  incursion  of  unauthorized  persons  into 
Territory,  so  that  occasion  may  not  again  arise  for  the  forcible  rem 
of  citizens  from  land  on  which  they  had,  some  of  them  perhaps 
cently,  commenced  to  make  settlement. 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  remarks  of  General  Stanlc 
spectiug  the  Seminole  Negro-Indians,  recently  discharged  from 
service  in  which  they  had  been  employed  as  scouts.  Self  intere 
well  as  justice  requires  that  these  people  be  provided  with  a  1 
where  they  <*an  support  themselves  by  honest  labor.  After  ha 
rendered  good  service  in  Extirpating  the  former  border  thieves, 
should  not  have  been  turned  loose  with  no  alternative  but  to  ste 
starve. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  report  of  Colonel  Gib 
commanding  the  Department  of  the  Platte,  relative  to  the  dest 
.  condition  of  certain  Indians  in  that  department.  Justice  and  hums 
toward  the  Indians  are  the  surest  and  least  expensive  meaus  of 
venting  any  further  trouble  with  them.  Starvation  must  necess 
drive  the  Indians  to  commit  depredations  upon  the  settlements  in 
vicinity.  Retribution  followed  by  war  and  ending  in  the  destru< 
of  the  white  settlements  must  be  the  result  of  any  illiberal  polk 
ward  these  natives  of  the  plains.  They  have  been  deprived  of 
primitive  means  of  support  to  make  room  for  the  vast  herds  of  c 
which  now  supply  meat  for  millions  of  our  people.  A  small  percet 
of  the  profit  derived  from  this  pasturage  would  supply  the  Indians 
abundant  food. 

Cases  like  that  reported  by  Colonel  Gibbon  are  happily  no  In 
numerous,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  for  the  honor  of  our  country  am 
security  of  our  frontier  settlements,  that  no  such  cases  will  here 
exist. 

The  reports  of  rifle  practice  in  the  several  departments,  and  o 
annual  competitions  recently  finished,  show  continued  improveme 
that  most  important  branch  of  military  training.  Experience  ha 
abled  the  skilled  inarksmeu  of  the  Army  to  suggest  some  impo 
modifications  of  the  system  now  in  use  which  may  be  expected  to 
from  year  to  year,  to  still  greater  skill  in  the  use  of  the  rifle. 

The  School  of  Application  for  infantry  and  cavalry  at  Leaven* 
has  been  ably  conducted  by  Col.  E.  S.  Otis,  Twentieth  Infantry, 
the  results  accomplished  in  the  short  time  since  the  school  was  oi 
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ive  been  highly  satisfactory.  Experience  may  be  expected  to 
i  doe  time  to  even  a  higher  degree  of  excellence,  and  to  make 
lioolof  Application  all  that  could  lie  desired  for  the  infantry  nnd 
"  of  the  Army.  I  cordially  commend  the  school  to  the  fostering 
the  Government,  and  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  for  a 
ppropriatioit  for  books  and  apparatus,  like  that  heretofore  made

da  connection  I  beg  leave  to  invite  attention  to  the  urgent  ne- 
of  a  practical  school  for  held  artillery.

A  school  should 
blished  where  a  large  proportion  of  the  batteries  of  artillery 
in  succession,  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  science  and  prac- 
tical artillery.  This  in  the  most' difficult  branch  of  modem  imb- 
rication. Good  infantry  may  be  obtained  by  a  few  months'  iu-

■f  the  most  thorough  and  scientific  instruction  to  develop  the  full 
tb  of  that  arm.

*  of  army  life  both  in  camp  and  in  garrison.  One  year  of  such  iu- 
tion  to  young  men  between  seventeen  and  twenty  years  of  age 
I  make  excellent  soldiers,  far  more  valuable  in  action  than  many 
Their  number  of  untrained  militia.  By  such  an  education  of  a 
Wtirely  small  number  of  young  men  every  year  a  State  would, 
fo*  years,  have  a  body  of  reliable  troops  equal  to  any  probable 
tency.  Such  reasonable  aid  as  the  National  Government  might 
Jive  to  these  schools  in  money,  military  materials,  and  experienced 
rtore  would  make  the  system  inexpensive  to  the  States  and  a 
rilnabie  addition  to  their  present  admirable  public  schools.  After 
:men  have  entered  upon  their  business  career  they  cannot  spare 
oe  and  means  necessary  for  the  military  training  which  is  now 
ary  to  mate  efficient  soldiers.  Hence,  this  instruction  should  be 
during  the  period  of  education,  in  a  branch  of  the  public  schools, 
i  numbers  of  young  volunteers  as  the  States  may  wish  to  educate 
iTMrrioe. 
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Id  conclusion,  I  take  pleasure  in  recording  my  high  commendation  € 
the  manner  in  which  the  several  department  commanders,  the  troop 
generally,  and  the  staff  officers  at  these  headquarters  have  discharge 
every  duty.

J 
the  ratio  of  men  taken  sick  to  the  mean  strength  of  the  garrisoi 
much  less  among  the  colored  troops  than  among  the  white  troor 
fact  seems  to  settle  the  doubts  which  have  been  entertained 
colored  troops  are  adapted  to  service  in  the  colder  parts  of  the 
The  drill  and  instruction  of  the  troops,  with  few  exceptioi 
greatly  improved  during  the  past  year.  Post  commanders  hai 
ally  carried  out  with  zeal  and  energy  the  orders  upon  these  i 
which  were  issued  in  the  early  part  of  last  year,  and  the  resul 
gratifying.  A  corresponding  improvement  has  been  made  in  ri 
tice,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  great  ma 
the  commanders  of  posts  and  companies  for  the  manner  iu  wh 
have  done  their  duty  in  this  regard.  The  troops  of  this  dei: 
labor  under  one  serious  disadvantage  in  comparison  with  those 
in  most  other  departments.  The  season  during  which  it  is  po

There  appears  to  be  need  of  some  modification  or 
revision  concerning  the  calculation  of  "figure  of  merit."  The  simplest 
and  best  method,  apparently,  of  comparison  would  be  to  have  the  figure 
of  merit  computed  from  the  exact  status  of  the  company,  as  to  marks- 
men, &c,  on  September  30,  the  last  day  of  the  target  year,  ignoring  ■ 
those  who  have  been  discharged,  deserted,  &c,  during  the  target  year, 
and  perhaps  also  recruits  who  have  joined  since  July  1.

Although  this  country  is  outside 
District  of  New  Mexico,  any  troubles  there  involve  the  troeps  an 
zens  in  the  district,  as  well  as  the  reservation  Indians.  For  the 
eral  good  I  think  this  band  of  renegades  should  be  broken  up,  ai 
members  of  different  tribes  returned  to  their  reservations. 

OPERATIONS  FROM  FORT  WINGATE.

The  transportation  in  the  district  is  in  good  order,  bnt  it  is  much  too 
limited  for  efficient  work  if  any  important  field  operations  are  required. 
There  are  now  twenty  pack  animals  each  at  Forts  Lewis,  Wingate,  and 
Stanton,  less  than  half  the  number  that  would  be  needed  for  any  extended 
field  operations  in  the  Indian  country.  Within  two  years  the  number 
of  mules  allowed  the  district  has  been  reduced  over  three  hundred. 

The  commanding  officers  of  Forts  Lewis,  Wingate,  ;m<l  Stanton  have 
furnished  prompt  and  efficient  support  to  the  Indian  agents  near  their 
posts,  and  I  attribute  the  general  quiet  that  has  prevailed  in  the  dis- 
trict the  past  year  in  good  part  to  their  alertness  and  energy.

REPORT  OF  BRIGADEER-GBNERAL  STANLEY. 

Headquarters  Department  of  Texas, 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  September  30, 1884. 

Sir  :    I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following,  covering  the 
affairs  of  this  department  during  the  past  year : 

The  reports  of  the  adjutant- general,  inspector,  judge-advocate,  chief 
quartermaster,  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  medical  directory  chief-  - 
paymaster,  chief  engineer  officer,  and  chief  ordnance  officer,  embrace,  in  _ 
detail,  much  valuable  information,  which,  in  connection  with  my  gen- 
eral remarks  herein,  will  lead  to  a  full  comprehension  of  the  military  ? 
administration  of  the  past  year,  during  which  the  department  has  been  - 
commanded   as  follows:  Brigadier-General  Augur,  to  September  22, 
1883 ;  Colonel  Grierson,  Tenth  Cavalry,  to  October  26, 1883 ;  Brigadier*  E 
General  Augur,  to  November  1, 1883 ;  Brigadier-General  Mackenize,  ttt  . 
December  19,  1883  ;  Major-General  Schofield,  to  May  8, 1884. 

On  the  latter  date  I  assumed  the  command,  and  since  then  the  position*  -^ 
and  /employment  of  the  troops  have  continued,  mainly,  as  I  fonnd  tin 

In  May  and  June  last  trial  marches  were  made,  by  all  arms,  from 
different  posts  in  this  department,  under  instructions  connected 
the  requirements  as  to  movements  of  troops  of  the  major-general  _ 

nianding  the  division,  dated  May  6,1884.    The  exercises  were  valuaWfc^ 
and  entirely  satisfactory  as  to  the  promptness  and  readiness  to  m< 
quickly,  and  ability  of  the  troops  to  make  good  distances  daily,  and 
the  start.    In  some  minor  matters  deficiencies  were  apparent;  they 
be  remedied  on  future  occasions. 

Between  October  3  and  November  5,  1883,  Light  Battery  F,  Tl 
Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Lancaster,  accompanied 
small  detachment  of  cavalry  under  Lieutenant  Lester,  Eighth  Cavj 
made  a  march  of  instruction,  310  miles,  through  Western  Texas. 
results  were  entirely  satisfactory,  and  indicated  the  high  state  oi 
ciency  of  the  command. 

The  subposts  of  Del  Rio,  Pena  Colorado,  and  Camp  Rice  hav*< 
made  independent  camps  in  order  to  a  more  economical  adminiatr 
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comparatively  small  attendance  of  enlisted  men  compels  us  to  admit  that 
there  has  been  failure  as  to  the  essential  object  of  the  school?.  There- 
fore it  would  seem  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  higher  level  should  be 
sought,  in  order  to  obtain  results  of  value,  and  to  that  end  I  invite  at- 
tention to  the  adjutant-general's  views  on  the  subject,  as  submitted  in 
his  extended  report  dated  September  1, 1882.  They  embrace  the  ele- 
ments of  an  intelligent  solution. 

All  the  posts  and  camps  have  been  duly  inspected  during  the  year. 
aud  the  accounts  of  disbursing  officers  regularly  inspected,  as  required 
by  law.  Information  as  to  the  condition,  drill,  uniform  and  equipment, 
clothing,  discipline,  &c,  of  the  troops  will  appear  from  the  report  of 
the  inspector  (Document  E)  in  connection  with  his  annual  inspection 
reports  of  the  posts  and  camps  heretofore  forwarded. 

The  report  of  the  judge-advocate  (F)  is  worthy  of  attention.  It  shows 
a  formidable  list  of  trials  and  offenses ;  but  when  it  is  noticed  that  not 
8  per  cent,  of  these  offenses  are  known  as  crimes  in  civil  life,  it  does 
not  indicate  any  special  depravity  ou  the  part  of  soldiers. 

Document  O,  relative  to  desertions,  and  the  tables  therein,  made  np 
by  the  judge-advocate,  have  involved  much  labor.  The  document  is  a 
supplement  to  the  very  complete  one  of  last  year;  but  a  consideration 
of  both,  I  regret  to  say,  fails  to  furnish  a  clear  incentive  for  the  large 
number  of  desertions.  I  suggest  that  the  reports  of  this  year  and  last; 
from  all  parts  of  the  Army,  under  General  Orders,  No.  130,  series  or 
1882,  from  the  Adjutant-General's  Office,  be  digested  with  care  by  some 
one  officer  at  Washington,  in  order,  if  possible,  to  establish  a  theory  of 
the  cause.  We  have  only  found  that  men  enlist,  become  discontented, 
and  leave,  usually  in  the  first  and  second  years  of  their  enlistment. 

Two  causes  exist  in  Texas  to  influence  desertion  that  may  be,  in  a 
measure,  remedied.  One  is  the  thick  clothing  worn  as  uniform,  the  I 
same  in  Texas  as  Montana;  the  other  the  want  of  variety  in  the  diet ^ 
of  the  men,  as  directly  furnished  through  the  ration.  I  respectful^' 
suggest  to  the  proper  authorities  the  adoption  of  a  good  linen  unifonti.^ 
for  summer,  and  such  a  change  in  the  ration  as  will  give  more  varietal 
than  bread  and  meat. 

Masters  of  vessels  and  railroad  contractors  do  not  find  it  advisaMft^ 
to  feed  their  men  on  a  bread  and  meat  diet  alone,  and  the  best  stoi 
tire  of  it. 

The  Subsistence  Department  furnishes  pork  three  days  out  of  ten, 
it  is  so  gross  a  kind  of  food  that  it  is  in  very  limited  use  in  this  tas 
climate. 

The  troops  prefer  bacon  to  pork,  but  can  obtain  it  only  when  li  it 
be  supplied  at  less  cost,"  or  when  "  in  the  field,  or  for  occasional  i 
in  lieu  of  the  barreled  pork."    I  think  it  a  matter  of  importance 
they  should  have  bacon  whenever  they  prefer  it,  even  if  it  costs 
wastes  more  and  does  not  keep  so  well,  for  I  view  the  content 
the  enlisted  men — an  element  which  will  prevent  great  loss 
service  through  desertion — of  paramount  moment  to  the  Govern 

The  Subsistence  Department,  in  the  main,  does  its  part  well

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REPORT  Of  MAJOR  GENERAL  POPE. 

Headquarters  Division  of  the  Pacific, 

Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  Gal,  October  4, 1884. 
General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the 
Lieutenant-General  Commanding  the  Army,  the  following  report  of  the 
military  conditions  in  this  division  daring  the  past  year: 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

There  has  been  little  of  interest  to  report  in  this  department.  Several 
changes  of  station  of  companies  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  have  been  made, 
but  no  movements  of  troops  on  a  large  scale  anywhere  in  the  depart- 
ment. 

The  exchanges  of  the  First  and  Second  and  Fourth  and  Sixth  Cavalry, 
and  the  Twenty-first  and  Fourteenth  Infantry,  as  ordered  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-General, were  made  without  trouble  or  delay,  and  at  the  times 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed,  except  the  delay  of  several  companies  of 
the  Fourteenth  by  wash-onts  on  railroad. 

The  Indians  in  California  and  Nevada  have  continued  and  are  likely 
to  remain  perfectly  quiet.  The  only  movement  of  troops  which  had  any 
relation  to  Indians  in  these  two  States  has  been  the  dispalcli  of  a  small 
force  to  remove  the  intruders  on  the  Indian  reservation  at  Pyramid 
Lake,  and  the  removal  was  effected  without  difficulty  or  resistance, 
It  is  not  likely  there  will  be  any  renewal  of  the  trouble,  as  a  n  on  com- 
missioned officer  is  left  there,  and  will  remain  for  some  time  to  see  that 
no  further  encroachments  are  made. 

It  would  seem  very  desirable  that  some  arrangement  be  soon  made  to 
break  up  the  Indian  reservations  near  Fort  Gaston  and  assign  the  lands 
included  in  them,  in  severalty,  to  the  Indians  now  occupyiug  them, 
These  Indians  are  sufficiently  civilized  to  understand  and  appreciate 
such  a  distribution  among  them  of  these  extensive  lands,  ami  1  haven( 
doubt  this  arrangement  would  be  both  satisfactory  and  profitable  h 
them  and  beneficial  to  the  public  interests. 

I  could  wish,  also,  that  the  Indians  who  remain  in  the  vicinity  of  For  — 
McDennit  be  provided  for  in  that  neighborhood.  They  seem  wedded  U^ 
that  region,  and  it  seems  impracticable  to  keep  most  of  them  any  whe^^ 
else  except  by  force.  They  have  been,  in  my  opinion,  rather  harslCT" 
treated  for  some  years  past,  and  have  borne  it  quietly  and  peacefo^BM 
There  does  not  seem  to  me  any  sufficient  reason  for  keeping  the  h 
military  reservation  at  McDermit  for  military  purposes,  and  certa 
mnch  of  it  could  be  properly  and  justly  assigned  to  these  Indians. 

There  does  not  seem  to  me  any  sufficient  reason  to  keep  up  Fort  £ 
leek;  but  as  my  recommendation  to  abandon  it  has  not  been  favors 
considered  by  the  Lien  tenant-General,  I  forbear  any  further  re  marls 
the  subject.

»e  advantages  of  concentratincr  the  t.rnons.  whenever  r>rwt«  can  be 
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the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the  President  of  tbe  United  States  trans- 
mitted the  request  of  the  War  Department  that  the  necessary  appro- 
priations be  made  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  For 
some  reason,  no  doubt  want  of  time,  they  were  not  acted  on. 

I  beg  leave  to  renew  my  recommendation  on  that  subject,  and  I  re- 
spectfully ask  that  the  matter  be  again  referred  to  the  proper  commit- 
tees in  Congress,  and  an  appropriation  be  asked  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  and  estimates  above  referred  to. 

It  should  seem  that  Vancouver,  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  and 
some  point  to  be  selected  in  Arizona  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  Mex- 
ican boundary  line,  are  the  proper  places  to  conoentrate,  from  time  to 
time,  all  the  troops  in  this  division.  My  own  impression  is,  that  Fort 
Huachuct*  would  be  the  most  suitable  point  in  Arizona;  but  I  should 
defer  entirely  to  General  Crook's  views  on  that  subject. 

In  view  of  such  concentration,  these  poiuts  should  be  prepared  by 
systematic  and  regular  improvements  as  funds  can  be  used  for  the 
purpose,  it  being  constantly  had  in  view  that  the  buildings  should  be  , 
put  up  according  to  a  fixed  plan,  so  that  when  everything  is  completed 
the  post  will  accommodate  the  entire  garrison  it  is  proposed  to  plaee 
there.

MILITARY  PRISON  AT  ALCATRAZ.  *■  + 

The  condition  of  the  prison  at  Alcatraz  is  as  satisfactory  as  could 
expected  under  its  present  conditions,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  if 
ties  for  doing  work  useful  to  the  Army  in  any  of  the  mechanical  d 
ments  could  be  afforded,  the  labor  of  the  prisouers  could  be  made 
more  useful  than  now  to  the  benefit  of  the  Government,  no  less  than 
the  prisoners.    Mere  manual  labor  is,  of  course,  limited  in  range, 
is  done  now  equally  by  the  prisoner  who  can  do  nothing  else  as  by 
prisoner  who  is  a  good  mechanic  and  who  might  be  far  more  val 
employed. 

I  do  not  suppose  that  these  facilities  can  be  given  in  any  way 
by  law,  and  I  only  mention  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of 
authority.

aing  in  Arizona  demands  much  preliminary  knowledge  and  en- 
lath  preliminary  expense.  Irrigation  is  indispensable,  and  long 
«p  ditches  must  be  excavated.  When  besides  this  we  have  an 
■mate  provision  of  seeds  and  farming  implements,  many  of  the 
n»  being  compelled  to  plant  with  sticks  hardened  iu  tbe  lire,  aud 
•P  with  ordinary  case  knives,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the

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Upon  my  reassignment  to  the  command  of  this  department,  just  two 
years  ago,  the  Chiricabuas  and  many  of  the  White  Mountain  Apaches 
were  on  the  war-path,  and  the  others  were  mainly  loafers  and  beggars, 
hanging  about  the  agency  for  an  occasional  dole  of  rations. 

Farming  labor,  indeed  labor  of  any  kind,  was  regarded  as  drudgery 
to  be  done,  if  done  at  all,  by  squaws,  but  no  stronger  proof  can  be  ad- 
duced of  the  anxiety  of  the  Apaches  to  improve  their  condition  than 
the  fact  that  more  than  half  the  work  of  this  year  has  been  performed 
by  men  and  boys. 

It  is  not  perhaps  necessary  to  repeat  the  views  held  by  me  in  previ- 
ous reports  upon  all  that  relates  to  Indian  management.  Years  of  prac- 
tical experience  with  the  savage  under  all  possible  circumstances  have 
merely  confirmed  the  theories  formed  and  followed  in  my  earlier  serv- 
ice. The  Iudiau  will  never  cease  to  be  a  nuisance  and  a  terror  until  he 
be  enfranchised,  but  it  is  not  just  to  endow  him  with  the  ballot  until  he 
be  competent  to  hold  land  in  severalty  and  be  taught  how  to  utilise  it 
for  his  own  support. 

The  facts  above  cited  in  the  case  of  the  Apaches  speak  for  themselves.  <■■ 
They  demonstrate  that  with  but  little  honest  encouragement,  this  In- 
dian will  drop  from  the  list  of  worthless  idlers  and  relieve  the  Govern- 
ment from  the  responsibility  of  caring  for  him. 

I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  no  further  delay  be  allowed  tajy 
forwarding  to  all  the  Indians  on  the  White  Mountain  Reservation  aftut , 
equipment  of  plows,  tools,  and  wagons,  and  a  supply  of  such  seeds  suit- 
able to  this  country  as  they  may  not  possess.    They  would  then  b+, 
placed  in  a  position  to  make  their  own  living  and  lay  by  something  fir 
the  future. 

There  should  also  be  erected  one  or  two  mills  for  grinding  wheat 
water-power.    Their  cost  would  be  but  trivial,  while  the  advan 
would  be  great  and  immediate. 

The  request  continually  made  by  the  Apaches  for  the  establish 
of  additional  trading  stores  should  not  be  disregarded.    The  prices 
have  to  pay  at  the  present  traders  for  the  commonest  articles  are 
tortionate  and  much  greater  than  those  demanded  by  the  store  k 
in  the  little  towns  outside;  hence  arises  a  very  natural  desire  to  gfr 
those  places  where  they  can  get  the  most  for  their  money.     But  in  J 
gratification  of  this  desire  they  have  sometimes  to  go  great  dis 
and  thus  iucur  the  risk  of  uufriendly  rollision  with  the  settlers, 
remedy  for  this  is  the  one  the  Apaches  themselves  suggest;  the  Incr 
duct-ion  of  competition  which  will  beat  down  prices. 

There  have  been  no  troubles  with  the  Apaches  during  the  past 
excepting  the  case  of  the  young  chief  Ka-e-te-na,  last  spring, 
chief  asserts  that  he  is  a  Mexican  Indian,  that  his  home  has 
been  in  the  Sierra  Madre,  and  that  neither  he  nor  his  band  h 
been  on  a  reservation.    The  restraints  of  his  new  surroundings  _ 
irksome  to  him,  and  he  manifested  a  disposition  to  oppose  the  dis» 
imposed  upon  the  other  Apaches.

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I  regret  extremely  being  obliged  to  again  call  attention  to  the  inferior 
character  of  horses  supplied  to  the  cavalry.  Very  many  of  them  are 
vicious  and  intractable,  totally  un suited  to  the  requirements  of  service- 
Soldiers  have  beeu  killed  by  them  or  maimed  and  disabled  for  life. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  recommended  that  animals  needed  for  Ari- 
zona be  bought  in  Missouri  or  adjoining  States,  where  good,  sound  sad- 
dle-horses are  raised  for  market.  1  was  led  to  understand  that  such 
purchases  were  in  future  to  be  made,  but,  for  reasons  not  known  to  me, 
the  old  system  is  adhered  to  and  the  same  objectionable  class  of  animals 
has  again  been  sent  here  for  issue  to  the  Third  and  Fourth  Cavalry. 
The  first  installment  arrived  at  Ash  Fork  hist  week,  and  a  few  days  after 
at  Whipple  Barracks.  Of  the  total  number,  forty,  invoiced  here,  one 
"  bucked  v  itself  to  death,  one  died  of  an  obscure  disease,  one  gave  oat 
on  the  road,  and  sixteen  others  have  been  condemned  by  a  board  of  sur- 
vey convened  for  their  examination  by  the  regimental  commander  Third 
Cavalry. 

It  is  a  useless  waste  of  money  to  buy  such  horses,  not  to  mention  the 
injustice  to  the  soldier  to  compel  him  to  ride  them.  It  has  been  reported 
to  me  by  regimental  commanders  that  men  have  deserted  rather  than 
incur  the  risks  of  riding  and  managing  them. 

Finally,  I  would  beg  leave  to  urge  that  the  proper  department  ber©v 
quested  to  push  the  matter  of  the  return  by  the  Mexican  authorities  of 
the  Apache  women  and  children  held  captive  by  them.    Their  restitutio* 
cannot  fail  to  develop  a  happy  state  of  feeling  among  the  Chiricahuas  and 
other  bands.    It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  enter  into  argument  upon  th& 
point.    It  must  be  evident  to  any  comprehension  that  so  long  as  thofMt; 
members  of  their  tribe  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Mexicans  the  Apache  wHfr 
have  cause  of  irritation  and  complaint,  and  that  temptation  willooo* 
stantly  be  held  out  to  impetuous  young  men  to  raid  into  Mexico  to      *' 
8ii me  war  and  make  reprisals.    The  Chiricahuas  have  shown  their 
faith  by  delivering  up  thirteeu  women  and  children  captured  and 
by  them  as  hostages.     Mexican  iuterests  are  as  deeply  involved  as 
own  in  the  permanent  settlement  of  border  troubles,  for  which  reason:  _ 
am  anxious  to  see  removed  the  last  source  of  provocation  for  their  fli^ 
newal.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  iJlet  of  August,  1884,  I  have  tbe  honor  to 
following  report:  The  police  control  of  the  reservation  having  been  placed  irat. 
charge  by  General  Order  No.  13,  series  1H8:*,  Headquarters  Department  of  Art 
since  that  time,  have  exercised  it  in  accordance  with  instructions  at  various  t^ 
ceivedby  me  from  my  superiors,  and  with  results  that  I  trust,  are  as  satisfactory 
as  they  are  gratifying  to  me.     I  respectfully  submit  a  statement  of  the  incide 
portance  that  have  occurred  since  my  last  reporr,  and  certain  recommend  at 
gested  by  my  observations  of  the  condition  aud  habits  of  the  Indians. 

In  fulfillment  of  promises  given  General  Crook  in  the  Sierra  Madre,  vario1 
of  Chiricahuas,  some  large,  some  small,  have  during  the  past  year  made  t. 
some  under  guard  from  the  Mexican  line,  others  by  mountain  trails,  to 
ration.

tnis  assistance,  surely  not  much  in  comparison  with  the  results  to  be  attained,  I  am 
confident  that  in  one  year  all  the  Indians  on  the  reservation  will  be  self-supporting. 

I  made  a  similar  statement  in  my  report  of  last  year;  since  then,  time  and  time 
again,  bave  tbe  Indians  assured  me  that,  could  tbey  be  given  the  implements  neces- 
sary for  planting  and  harvesting  their  grain,  there  would  be  no  need  of  feeding  them 
longer. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Indians  be  permitted,  subject  to  certain  regulations,  to 
work  for  whites  living  in  the  vicinity  of  tbe  reservation.  By  this  means  numbers  of 
them  will  be  instructed  in  farming  and  other  pursuits,  that  may  in  future  be  of  use 
and  followed  by  tbem. 

During  the  past  year  confidence  in  the  military  and  their  ability  to  control  the  tur- 
bulent element  on  the  reservation,  has  led  to  a  general  desire  on  the  part  of  the  In- 
dians to  take  up  farming  lands  even  at  a  great  distance  from  the  agency.  To-day 
'every  Indian  goes  without  fear  to  the  remotest  limits  of  tbe  reservation,  and  as  m 
consequence  there  has  been  a  great  increase  of  the  land  under  cultivation.  Wheft 
praised  on  account  of  the  number  of  sacks  of  barley  raised,  the  Indians  almost  inva- 
riably reply,  "we  will  do  better  next  year." 

The  work  on  the  farms  is  not  now  by  any  means  performed  entirely  by  the  women g  - 
in  fact,  I  believe  the  greater  part  of  it  is  done  by  the  men.  I  take  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  the  manufacture  of  l 'tis  win,"  the  most  fruitful  source  of  trouble  on  the  reserva-  . 
tion,  is  broken  up;  those  that  still  insist  upon  making  it  rarely  escape  discovery; 
upon  conviction  they  are  surely  punished.  ' 

There  were  but  three  murders  committed  on  the  reservation  during  tbe  past  y*aV  - 
and  at  present  there  are  but  13  prisoners  in  the  calaboose.

In  view  of  this,  T  have  as  far  as  practicable  dia- 
continued  small  and  ineffective  posts,  and  concentrated  the  troops  in 
larger  garrisons,  where  they  will  have  the  advautage  of  instruction, 
drill,  and  discipline,  and  will  be  maintained  at  much  less  expense. 

Forts  Walla  Walla,  Spokane,  and  Coeur  d'Alene  have  been  made  the 
principal  posts  of  this  department,  where  troops  are  stationed  tor  im- 
mediate use  in  the  sections  of  country  most  liable  to  Indian  hostility,* 
while  Vancouver  Barracks  serves  all  purposes  for  the  station  of  a  strong 
reserve  force  for  the  entire  department.    The  latter  post  eujoys  unusual  ' 
facilities  in  this  respect,  owing  to  its  near  proximity  to  the  center  of 
the  system  of  railway  and  steamship  communication  of  the  Northwest- 
Portland,  Oreg.,  which,  from  its  geographical  location,  from  its  railroad'; 
connection,  and  from  its  river  and  ocean  service,  renders  all  sections  of  _ 
the  country  easily  accessible.      The  artillery  stations  (Forts  Oanby^ 
Wash,  and  Stevens,  Oreg.),  commanding  the  entrance  to  the  Column 
bia  River,  are  well  located  and  kept  in  as  good  condition  as  limited 
means  will  admit.  ,*"*" 

Fort  Canby  has  a  good  armament  and  an  effective  garrison. 

Fort  Stevens  has  a  strong  armament,  but  for  some  years  has  bettjj^ 
without  a  sufficient  garrison,  and  very  deficieut  in  the  necessary  apprt^ 
priatious  needed  to  maintain  it  in  proper  condition  for  defense.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report,  including 
period  from  September  1, 1883,  till  September  1,  1884. 

In  September,  1883,  there  were  present  for  duty  at  the  post  of  \ 
Point,  including  the  professors  and  officers  of  the  Military  Academ 
total  of  54  commissioned  officers,  fhis  year  the  total  is  increase* 
1,  the  number  for  duty  being  55. 

On  September  1,  1883,  there  were  311  cadets  belonging  to  the  A 
emy.  Since  that  time  oue  has  died,  24  have  resigned,  33  have  1 
discharged,  3  have  been  dismissed,  and  37  have  graduated,  makir 
total  loss  of  98.  The  gain  has  been  :  Admitted  June  15, 1884,  69 ;  i 
tember  1,  1884,  29;  in  addition  to  which  1  has  been  restored  by  r 
pointment,  and  2  admitted  under  joint  resolution  of  Congress,  apprc 
February  2, 1884,  making  a  total  of  314  cadets  belonging  to  the  A 
emy  September,  1884. 

The  health  of  the  command  has  continued  good  during  the  year, 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  post  are  now  excellent.

severity  of  tbe  military  drills  unfits  them,  in  a  measure,  for  study,  and 
the  two  together  dishearten  the  candidates  and  produce  failures  and 
resignations  which  would  not  otherwise  occur.  Besides,  it  is  found  that  • 
the  September  membeis,  not  having  the  experience  of  the  first  encamp- 
ment with  their  class,  are  necessarily  not  equal  to  their  classmates  in 
military  instruction,  and  have  this  disadvantage  to  contend  with  through 
at  feast  two  years  of  the  course  at  the  Academy.  The  rule  requiring 
candidates  to  report  in  June  should  be  rigidly  enforced.

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SCHOOL  FOR  ENLISTED  MEN. 

The  school  year  began  the  1st  of  October  last,  ami  ended  May  1 
during  which  period  instruction  was  given  by  First  Lieut.  B.  T.  0.  Ri< 
mond,  Second  Artillery,  to  an  average  attendance  of  thirty  men.  T 
instruction  was  confiued  to  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  a 
the  history  of  the  United  States.  Attendance  is  compulsory  form 
commissioned  officers  until  they  secure  a  certificate  of  proficiency ;  w 
the  others  it  is  entirely  voluntary. 

Progress  during  the  last  year  was  as  fair  as  usual,  but  never  haf 
been  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  labor  bestowed  and  the  time  j 
stracted  from  other  duties.  Occasionally  a  man  is  found  with  an  n\ 
tude  for  study  and  ambition  to  persevere,  but  generally  the  position 
student  in  the  common  school  branches  appears  to  be  incompatible  w 
the  age,  character,  and  aspirations  of  the  average  enlisted  man.  Jn  < 
amining  the  last  annual  Army  reports  it  appears  that  the  failure  oft 
school  system  throughout  the  Army  is  attributed  to  the  want  of  sui 
ble  teachers.  This,  however,  does  not  hold  good  for  this  post,  for  o 
cers,  competent  and  zealous,  have  always  been  employed  as  teachers,  a 
all  the  school  facilities  have  been  of  the  very  best  kind.  In  reopeni 
the  school  on  the  1st  of  the  present  month  1  started  the  non-eomno 
siom  d  officers  upon  a  course  of  tactical  instruction  embracing  so  mu 
of  infantry,  field,  and  heavy  artillery  tactics,  together  with  instrneti* 
for  guards,  as  are  required  for  non  commissioned  officers  in  the  perfor 
ance  of  their  duties.

That  extremely  useful  and  most  important  adjunct  of  the  school,  t 
printing-office,  including  its  photo  lithographic  branch,  has  been  k€ 
in  busy  employment  during  the  year,  and  has  added  much  to  thech.

Starting  with  a  very  limited  material  and  antique  appliances  it  b 
through  the  interest  of  my  predecessor  and  the  care  and  attention 
his  adjutant,  developed  into  an  office  now  capable  of  supplying^ 
text  books,  &c,  a  school  which  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  an  ever-ch^ 
ing  art.

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REPORT  OF  COLONEL  OTIS. 

Headquarters  United  States 
Infantry  and  Cavalry  School, 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  October  8,  1884. 

Sir:  As  instructed  in  your  communication  of  a  recent  date,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  United 
States  Infantry  and  Cavalry  School  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  of 
the  present  month. 

During  the  period  the  troops  composing  the  garrison  have  remained 
unchanged.    The  officers  who  entered  the  school  for  instruction  last 
September  are  now  pursuing  the  studies  of  the  second  or  last  year  of 
their  course,  which  they  will  complete  on  the  20th  of  June  next.    Of 
the  forty-five  who  entered  forty-three  remain,  and  they  have  thus  farf 
with  a  very  few  exceptions,  acquitted  themselves  with  ciedit,  and  have 
performed  both  post  and  school  duties  with  fidelity  and  zeal.    I  inclose 
herewith  printed  copies  in  triplicate  of  orders  and  circulars  issued  here 
between  October  1, 1883,  and  September  30, 1884,  immediately  affecting 
the  school,  as  distinguished  from  the  post,  and  showing,  for  the  most 
part,  the  instruction  pursued,  both  theoretical  and  practical.    The  first  " 
year  of  the  theoretical  course  extended  from  October  1  to  June  2d. .. 
Thereafter  and  until  the  first  of  the  present  mouth,  drawing,  field-work  "- 
in  topography,  and  practical  exercises  in  sigualing  and  field-telegraphj 
occupied  all  available  time.    It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  course  Of  ^ 
study  is  much  more  comprehensive  than  that  pursued  by  the  last  class. 
The  necessary  facilities  have  been  greatly  increased  during  the  past  six ^ 
months.    Three  thousand  dollars  received  from  the  War  Department* 
taken  in  connection  with  the  fund  constantly  accruing  at  the  post, 
enabled  the  school  to  procure  the  appliances  so  much  needed  in  the

In  paragraph  765,  Cavalry  Tactics,  inarching  by  the  flank  of  compa- 
nies, to  gain  ground  to  the  front  and  to  the  right  (or  left),  commands  are  given  for  a 
movement  which  at  once  suggests  itself  as  simple  and  practical,  while  no  provision 
is  found  in  the  Infantry  Tactics  by  which  a  battalion  of  infantry  can  execnte  this 
movement  by  any  other  means  than  that  of  an  oblique,  a  movement  difficult  to  exe- 
cute, and,  if  kept  up  for  any  great  distance,  it  is  usually  found  that  the  companies 
are  practically  executing  companies  column  half  right  (or  left) — the  movement  laid  down 
for  a  battalion  of  cavalry.

As  for  instance,  assume  that  each  student  has  recited  at  every  one 
prescribed  recitations;  then  obtain  each  student's  standing  by  multiplying  the 
ber  of  possible  recitations  by  the  average  of  his  actual  marks.

It  further  discloses  the  gr 
ing  fact  that  the  interest  manifested  by  the  faculty  of  the  severa 
versities  and  colleges  is  steadily  increasing,  while  the  aptitude  c 
students  is,  as  might  be  expected  from  American  youths,  from  go 
excellent.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  degree  of  aptitude  is  in  a 
equal  ratio  with  the  interest  shown  by  the  faculty  of  the  institt

SETTLEMENT   OF   CLOTHING  ACOOUN1S. 

The  change  from  the  semi-annual  to  a  bimonthly  settlement 
ing  overdrawn  by  the  soldier  is  again  recommended  as  a  measu 
ficial  both  to  the  Government  and  the  man.  It  would  secure  th 
from  the  loss  of  the  value  of  clothing  issued  to  men  who  afterwai 
and  relieve  the  soldier  from  the  grievous  discomfort  resulting 
stoppage  of  his  pay  for  months  to  defray  cost  of  clothing  rec< 
him,  often  necessarily,  in  excess  of  the  regular  allowance. 

REWARDS. 

One  of  the  greatest  preventives  to  the  commission  of  crime 
ness  of  detection  and  punishment.  Unfortunately  for  the  A; 
serters,  unlike  other  criminals,  enjoy  almost  absolute  immun 
arrest.  An  examination  of  the  statistics  of  desertion  reveals 
that  since  January  1,  1882  (nearly  three  years),  of  9,120  desert* 
272  surrendered  themselves,  and  but  16  per  centum,  or  1,495,  ^ 
prehended. 

The  reward  of  $30  should  be  exclusive  of  expenses  of  delive 
offender.  In  many  parts  of  the  country  the  insufficiency  of  the 
coupled  with  present  conditions,  nullifies  the  offer.  The  neces 
penses  of  securing  and  delivering  the  prisoner  should  be  defr 
the  Government,  on  presentation  of  proper  vouchers,  and  the 
left  intact.

MILITARY  PRISON. 

The  Military  Prison  at  Fort  Leavenworth  continues  to  be  an 
tion  of  growth,  its  capacity  being  still  inadequate  to  the  demai 
it.  The  progress  made  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  in  precedin 
and  preferable  to  more  rapid  but  necessarily  less  perfect  pre] 
for  its  use  as  a  permanent  establishment.

The  decrease  in  the  fund  above  referred  to  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that,  6i

Only  two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  among  the  prisoners, 
none  in  the  provost  guard  stationed  here.    This  state  of  affairs,  I  think,  refit 
greatest  credit  upon  Maj.  J.  P.  Wright,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  who,  I 
say,  has  lately  been  ordered  to  a  new  sphere  of  duty,  after  having  been  statioi 
nearly  eight  years. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners,  on  the  whole,  has  been  good,  but  few  cases 
for  severe  disciplinary  measures,  and  those  were  disposed  of  by  trial  of  general 
martial,  as  provided  for  by  section  1361,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
prisoners  escaped  during  the  year ;  four  were  recaptured,  leaving  an  actual  loa*j 
six  by  escape. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  different  officers  on  duty  at 
prison  for  the  manifest  interest  they  have  taken  in  the  performance  of  their  di ' 
their  exemplary  conduct,  and  their  hearty  co-operation.

HOSPITAL. 

A  brigade  hospital,  with  accommodations  for  thirty  patients,  was  established, 
medical  officer  detailed  for  duty  at  honpital  during  twenty -four  hours.  The  he 
was  neat  and  clean.  Hospital  duties  thoroughly  performed.  Regular  daily  insp* 
of  sanitary  condition  of  camp  and  the  company  messes  by  a  medical  officer.  No  ( 
during  camp.  The  cases  of  sickness  numbered  73 — all  light.  Two  cases  dev< 
epilepsy,  recommended  by  surgeon  for  discharge.  The  sickness  diminished  as  tb 
became  accustomed  to  tent  life. 

POLICE. 

The  company  grounds  were  well  policed  and  tents  kept  in  good  order,  esp* 
the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  who  had  the  advantage  of  the  bed-sacks  to  pi 
the  straw  from  scattering,  and  allowed  a  neat  arrangement  of  the  beds. 

AREA  OF  CAMP. 

The  brigade  was  too  closely  camped ;  did  not.  give  room  for  regiments  to  form  t 
taneously  or  establish  color  lines.  This  condition  was  the  result  of  too  little  g 
allowed  for  camp  in  order  to  allow  as  much  space  as  possible  for  drill  groum 
whole  amount  beiug  about  170  acres.  The  area  of  drill  ground  outside  of  cam 
also  too  small.  The  brigade  could  not  form  in  line  except  in  "  mass  of  regime 
close  column." 

DRILL  GROUND. 

The  regiments  and  batteries  could  not  drill  independently  at  the  same  time;  ski: 
drills,  except  by  a  small  portion  of  the  command,  were  impracticable.  There  we 
target  grounds,  and  none  in  tbe  neighborhood,  except  a  small  one  of  200  yards 
miles  distant.  Skirmish  drill  and  target  practice  being  the  most  necessary  im 
tion  for  modern  warfare,  a  camp  of  instruction  should  be  selected  favorable  foi 
instruction.  The  grounds  selected  for  the  camp  of  instruction  were  deficient  in  e 
and  suitable  grounds  for  rifle  range. 

The  brigade  headquarters  and  staff  and  the  regimental  headquarters  and  stafl 
their  separate  messes,  with  hired  cooks.  The  companies  each  had  their  own  ine< 
company  officers  messing  with  companies.  The  State  allows  one  ration  per  di 
officers  and  men,  and  $1  per  day  for  officers  and  men  during  camp  of  four  days, 
companies  geuerally  hired  their  own  cooks,  and  stoves  were  generally  used,  bo 
cavalry  and  Fourth  Regiment  of  Infantry  used  camp- tires,  and  the  cavalry  cook 
details  from  the  several  troops  of  the  regiment.  The  First  Regiment  of  Infaotrj 
gasoline  stoves,  consuming  2  gallons  gasoline  for  headquarters  mess  per  day, 
cents  per  gallon,  and  cooking  for  fifty  or  sixty  persons.  The  bill  of  fare  embra 
variety  of  dishes  as  is  ordinarily  given  at  dinner — meats,  vegetables,  desserts. 
State  furnishes  camp-kettles,  mess-pans,  knives,  forks,  aud  spoons,  tin  plate  anc 
as  in  the  regular  service,  but  the  cooking  utensils  and  table  furniture  are  pro 
by  the  different  messes.  Tbe  messes  were  liberally  supplied  with  a  variety  of 
well  cooked.  Bread  was  purchased  by  the  commissaries  from  bakers  in  Rool 
The  cost  per  ratiou  during  the  camp  was  26.9  cents.  The  coffee,  first  day,  wai 
nounced  bad;  it  was  condemned  and  a  better  article  supplied.

There  was  a  brigade  hospital  tent  pitched,  but  it  was  not  used  during  the  encai 
ment.  The  cases  of  sickness  (very  light)  were  treated  in  the  company  tents.  A I 
geon  was  detailed  daily  for  general  duty  of  camp.  Regular  inspections  of  camp  I 
messes  made  daily.  Regimental  surgeons  attended  men  sick  in  quarters,  no  sen 
cases  requiring  treatment  in  brigade  hospital  during  camp. 

The  camp,  though  well  planned,  had  the  regiments  too  closely  camped  togethei 
allow  proper  police  guards  to  regimental  camps.  The  line  of  seutinels  inclosing' 
whole  area  of  camp,  including  drill  grounds,  required  too  large  a  detail,  with  * 
intervals  between  sentinels,  which  made  it  difficult  to  carry  out  orders  to  pre? 
persons  crossing  the  line.  The  length  of  the  grounds  allowed  the  regiments  toft 
simultaneously  on  the  flank  of  camp,  but  the  grounds  were  not  of  sufficient  ext 
to  allow  the  regiment  to  drill  properly  at  the  same  time,  especially  at  skirmish  dli 

The  headquarters  of  brigade  and  regiments  had  separate  messes,  with  cooks  U 
by  tbe  officers.  The  company  messes  had  cooks  hired  by  the  companies.  The  ei 
pany  officers  messed  with  their  respective  companies. 

The  State  allows  one  ration  per  day  for  each  officer  and  soldier,  and  $1  per  < 
for  each  officer  and  soldier  tor  four  days  while  in  camp.  The  cooking  by  e 
panics  was  generally  by  camp-fires;  in  some  cases  sheet-iron  camp-stoves  were  VJ 
The  messing  was  well  conducted  and  food  well  cooked  and  good  in  quality.  ' 
State  furnishes  camp-kettles,  mess-pans,  knives,  forks,  and  spoons,  tin  plates  j 
cups,  camping  implements,  spades,  axes,  mauls,  and  wash-basins  to  officers.  1 
officers  ami  some  company  messes  provided  their  own  table  furniture  and  oooft 
utensils  (noticeably  Company  C,  Fifih  Regiment,  from  Springfield),  and  at  home 
a  very  elaborate  mess  arrangement  aud  table  furniture. 

The  iufautry  regiments  of  this  brigade,  made  up  of  companies  from  different  lot 
ties,  were  uniformed  according  to  the  fancies  of  the  different  companies,  which  1 
a  variegated  appearance  to  theregimeuts  and  detracted  from  the  uniform  and  milfi 
appearance  which  a  regiment  presents  when  uniformed  the  same  throughout. 

The  battery  was  in  mounted  artillery  uniform.  The  undress  uniform  similar  to 
United  States  Army  being  cheap  and  serviceable,  would,  if  adopted  for  camp  by 
whole  regiment,  give  a  more  uniform  aud  military  appearance. 

The  infantry  was  armed  with  Springfield  rifle,  breech -loading,  caliber  .45,  through* 
•excepting  Company  A,  Ninth  Regiment,  and  the  Chicago  Light  Infantry  Compi

almost  habitually  underestimated,  from  the  habit  of  exercising  with  small  deti 
ments  or  limited  spaces,  requiring  the  distances  to  be  lessened  below  the  distu 
necessary  in  service. 

The  organization  of  regiments  as  required  by  the  United  States  tactics  fulfills  juh 
as  any,  and  better  than  that  of  most  armies  of  civilized  natious,  the  formation  rend*; 
necessary  by  breech-loading  arms.  The  habitual  fighting  tactics  being  open  Ofd 
requires  a  greater  proportion  of  officers  than  close  order.  The  three  lines  (skiraft 
support,  and  reserve)  require  more  field  officers  than  are  in  the  organization  of  bttt 
ioiiB  generally.  There  should  be  two  majors  to  each  infantry  battalion  or  regiuM 
in  order  to  give  one  field  officer  to  each  line  when  first  formed,  and  when  thethi 
lines  are  consolidated  in  final  assault  to  have  the  portions  of  the  line  formed  of  diff 
eut  companies  mixed  together  under  the  control  of  field  officers.  From  the  natnn 
the  present  fighting  with  the  modern  breech-loader,  an  officer  can  have  charged 
limited  portion  of  the  line  under  fire,  and  the  advance  must  be  made  by  sncoesd 
advances  of  portions  of  the  liue — the  line  will,  therefore,  be  cut  up  into  detachmei 
with  companies  mixed  up. 

Experience  has  proved  that  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  mixing  men  of  different  so 
panies  and  of  regiments  when  brigades  are  supported  by  brigades.  It  is  alsofbv 
that  the  attempt  to  prevent  companies  from  being  mixed  up  iu  an  attack  leadi 
greater  confusion  tbau  having  the  different  lines  formed  of  entire  companies.  Trji 
to  have  portions  of  each  company  in  each  line,  so  as  to  re-enforce  each  company  by 
own  men,  causes  the  company  officers  to  lose  control  of  their  own  company  earlier 
the  action,  and  earlier  in  the  action  leads  to  gi eater  confusion  than  by  having) 
different  lines  composed  of  entire  companion  in  forming  the  battalion  for  action. 

The  maneuvers  of  fighting  tactics,  from  the  limited  time  in  camp  and  the  small  spi 
were  necessarily  not  exercised,  except  the  deployment  of  small  detachments  as  tJ 
mishers.  The  regiments  were  capable  of  being  brought  on  to  the  ground  andmofi 
in  double  column,  the  bestrccogni zed  formation  preparatory  for  forming  into  the H 
in  "  fighting  tactics,"  but  time  and  space  of  drill  ground  would,  as  before  stated,  1 
allow  exercise  in  the  final  tactics  that  all  the  other  drilling  and  tactics  are  but| 
paratory  to. 

In  our  present  infantry  skirmish  tactics  the  fours  can  only  deploy  from  oneflaol 
the  sets  of  fours.  It  is  thought  they  should  be  capable  of  deploying  from  the  flamV 
nearest  the  side  from  which  the  fours  take  intervals,  whichever  flank  of  the  font 
may  be.  It  is  also  thought  that  too  much  rigidity  is  enforced  in  the  lines  in  marchi 
in  close  order,  the  men  being  required  to  keep  too  close  in  marching  iu  line ;  tbittti 
should  not  be  required  to  ke«.q>  up  a  continual  touch  ;  that  a  little  space  should  ba 
lowed  between  each  tile,  for  greater  freedom  and  ease  in  marching ;  also,  that  in  wfci 
ing  the  eye  should  not  be  fixedly  kept  towards  the  marching  tlank,  but  the  lineshtf 
be  kept  by  observing  both  thinks. 

The  necessity  for  freedom  and  facility  in  using  the  breech- loader,  nnder  all  cirei 
stances,  requires  perfect  freedom  from  crowding,  independent  of  the  greater  const 
and  less  fatigue  iu  marching.  The  tactics  should  be  so  worded  as  to  direct  as  mi 
individual  freedom  as  compatible  with  concert  of  action  in  the  preliminary  drills, 

There  was  no  instruction  in  signaling.  Charging  in  mass  or  shock  tactics,  and  fir 
in  close  order  in  modern  bat  lies,  except  in  very  exceptional  cases,  having  bow 
obsolete  with  our  present  breech-loaders,  our  tactics  should  conform  to  the  chai 
and  the  battle  tactics  in  open  order  should  be  written  out.  The  principles  of 
mostly  accepted  battle  tactics  were  used  in  our  late  war,  by  the  cavalry  fighting 
foot,  a  thick  liue  of  skirmishers,  a  second  line  of  supports  and  reserves,  which,  on 
to  the  wooded  and  broken  country,  could  be  held  close  at.  hand  (and  embracing  the  \ 
lines  of  support'  and  reserve  in  the  approved  formation)  to  reinforce  the  skirmish  j 
and  for  the  closing  rush,  was  the  habitual  form,  at  least  in  the  regiments  I  was  4 
nected  with.  No  regard  was  bad  to  prevent  mixing  of  companies  in  re-enforcing 
skirmish  liue,  and  different  regiments,  by  converging  in  the  same  theater  of  atti 
were  frequently  mixed  among  each  other,  officers  commanding  those  in  front  regard 
of  company  or  regiment. 

Maneuvering  iu  battle  under  fire  is  reduced  to  advancing,  or  holding  position 
rotiiiug;  no  Hank  movements  practicable,  the  old  movements  in  mass  or  close  coll 
being  relegated  to  maneuver  tactics  beyond  the  area  of  fire.  Our  teaching  in  tafl 
should  conform  to  the  change  made  necessary  by  the  introduction  of  breech-load 
and  magazine  guns. 

Drilling, from  our  present  tactics,  is  principally  confined  to  precision  and  unifort 
in  handling  the  arms,  cadence  of  step,  and  rigidity,  and  right  lines  in  close  ordej 

This  character  of  cadenced  and  compact  movement  necessary  for  instrnctiof 
maneuver  tactics,  and  for  discipline  to  accustom  troops  to  concerted  action,  genera: 
must  in  fighting  tactics  be  qualified  by  the  greatest  possible  individual  freedolj 
allow  the  most  effective  use  of  the  rifle;  intervals  between  skirmishers  and  afi 
ments,  qualified  by  topography  of  ground  and  obstacles  affording  shelter;  ths 
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if  the  line  by  succession  ;  rushes  of  portions  of  it  from  shelter  to  shelter  until 
J  assault  is  made.  To  troops  accustomed  to  simultaneous  manual  of  arms  and 
drrwith  dressed  lines,  the  fighting  tactics  seems  disorderly  and  confusing.  As 
went  disorder  in  iucident  to  every  fight,  troops  should  bo  exercised  at  skirmish 
i  the  battle  formations,  to  prepare  them  for  what  must  follow  in  action.  In 
airy,  the  habitually  required  touch  of  boot  to  boot  lends  to  crowding  and  im- 
iry  of  free  government  of  horse  or  use  of  arms.  Instead  of  a  touch  being  re- 
it  should  l»e  insisted  on  that  in  maneuver  tactics  the  troopers  should  be  re- 
to  keep  not  less  titan  six  inches  or  a  foot  from  boot  to  boot.

Ue force;  the  losers  in  case  of  aprisiug  of  the  disorderly  elements  of  society, 
•  efldent  organized  force  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  authorities,  would  be  far 
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greater,  and  the  disorganization  uf  society  wonld  be  snob  that  it  would  ontwe 
hundred  fold  the  cost  of  iv  properly  organized  and  maintained  force  Continually  • 
call  of  the  State.  The  very  existence  of  an  organized,  efficient  force  wonld  to 
keen  down  the  riotous  element  of  society.  The  elements  of  disorder  are  incide: 
thehighi-st  civilization,  and  the  more  intelligent  the  virions,  the  more  dangeron 
quiring  a  better  organized  and  prepared  force  necessary  to  uphold  the  laws  li 
protection  of  society.  The  State  should  provide  all  requisite  means  for  an  e(S 
force  subject  to  its  call. 

To  moHt  efficiently  carry  out  the  object  of  camps  of  iostrnction,  an  area  of  gp 
shonld  be  had  sufficient  fur  exercises  in  all  the  tactics,  especially  battle  tactics, 
skirmish  formations,  ranges  tor  target  practice  on  lines  of  railroads  removed 
towns.  The  larger  the  force  the  better  the  discipline  can  lie  maintained,  as  so 
tlon  between  organizations  is  greater  and  less  individuality  is  allowed. 

It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  both  State  and  United  States  troops  if  both  t 
be  assembled  together  in  camps  of  instruction  and  instructed  iu  the  movement 
evolutions  of  large  bodies  of  troops.  The  scattered  and  isolated  condition  ol 
Regular  Army  affords  no  larger  bodies  of  troops  than  a  battalion,  and  in  a  great  ■ 
oases  the  force  at  posts  does  not  allow  more  than  a  company  drill.  A  camp  of  inst 
tion,  where  regimental  and  brigade  tactics  are  exercised,  wonld  familiarize  the  ol 
to  large  bodies  of  men,  and  stimulate  to  information  on  the  higher  branches  of ;

The  entire  bri- 
pad  together  this  year;  heretofore  the  different  regiments  had  been  camped 
ut  half  mile  distant  from  each  other,  but  this  year  they  were  iu  brigade, 
satisfactory  plan,  and  one  that  added  mnch  to  the  discipline,  sanitary 
nfort.  and  interest  of  the  camp.  Tbe  brigade  consisted  of  the  First,  8ec- 
rd  Regiments,  and  tbe  First  Battalion  of  four  companies  from  Detroit, 
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filled  another  of  the  same  kind  was  dng  near  by ;  stables  built  for  the  accommodate 
of  the  horses  of  each  regiment  and  brigade  headquarters,  aud  into  these  stables,  aft 
camp  breaks  up,  the  kitchens,  frames  of  the  sinks,  tent-floors,  and  other  lumber  (i 
put  together  in  sections  and  with  screws)  is  stored  until  next  encampment.  The  tea 
are  thoroughly  dried,  cleaned,  and  repaired,  shipped  to  Lansiug,  and  there  stored  I 
the  State  armory. 

The  railroad  company  have  built  a  station-house  for  the  receipt  of  property,  aa 
allow  this  to  be  used  by  the  quartermaster  as  an  issue  room  and  for  storage.  Ill 
year  an  ice-house  was  put  up  and  tilled  with  ice  during  the  winter,  the  ice  being  M 
from  the  lake;  the  camp  was  abundautly  supplied,  every  company  receiving  its  aOnj 
ance  daily.  Each  man  is  paid  $1.2f>  per  diem,  and  75  cents  additional  perday  fiirarij 
•istence  for  the  tirnc  mustered.  The  subsistence  money  is  turned  over  to  the  Compaq 
commanders,  who  contract  with  outside  parties  for  furnishing  meals  to  their  e<* 
panics;  thus  are  the  State  ofhcials  relieved  from  the  responsibility  of  any  short-coal 
ings  and  the  interested  parties  made  to  look  after  their  own  welfare,  so  that  nueMjl 
plaint  is  liable  to  be  beard  beyond  the  mess  tent,  it  being  entirely  a  family  matM 
The  plan  worked  well,  and  I  found  even  body  well  satisfied  with  the  arrangement 
soDie  compauies  living  in  grand  style,  the  extra  expense  borne  by  the  individual  AMI 
bers  of  the  company. 

I  made  daily  inspections  of  the  kitchens;  examined  the  food,  the  manner  in  wMd 
it  was  cooked,  and  also  how  served.  All  wall  tents  were  well  floored ;  bed-sacks  id 
supplied,  plenty  of  good  straw  to  fill  tbem.  About  30(1  yards  in  rear  of  kitchens  uiaj 
were  dug,  concealed  from  view  by  an  uncovered  frame  building,  painted  dark  hi 
soil  thrown  in  daily  as  a  disinfectant.  I  must  say  they  weie  the  most  convert 
and  less  offensive  structures  of  the  kind  1  ever  saw  in  a  temporary  camp.  I  six 
however,  advise  that  they  be  enlarged,  and  a  urinal  arranged  in  rear,  to  accon 
date  the  large  mass  of  vihitors  who  come  on  Sundays  and  the  day  of  the  sham  bat^j

current  series,  required  the  troops  to  be  in  camp  ready  for  duty  at  reveille  of  the" 
Being  very  much  interested,  I  was  on  hand  to  see  how  the  programme  would 
carried  out.    The  march  was  played  by  Heir's  band  (a  very  tine  band,  composa' 
thorough  musicians) ;  the  morning  gun  was  fired  by  a  detachment  of  cadets  rem 
Michigan  Military  Academy.     These  young  men  had  volunteered  for  that  service, 
well  they  performed  their  part  in  firing  salutes,  taking  part  in  the  drills,  the 
battle,  and  firing  the  morning  and  evening  gun.     Thou  followed  reveille  by  thai 
ferent  regimental  drum  corps ;  then  the  assembly  aud  roll-call,  after  which  t 
minutes  was  spent  by  each  company  in  setting  up  drill;  then  came  breakfast; 
a  most  thorough  policing  of  the  company  streets  in  aud  back  of  the  tents,  aroand 
mess  tents  and  kitchens,  and,  in  fact,  all  the  ground  pertaining  to  the  camp, 
take  great  pleasure  in  saying  I  never  saw  a  cleaner  camp  and  one  in  which  so 
attention  was  paid  to  sauitary  measures.     I  niado  a  thorough  inspection  each 
ing,  commencing  immediately  after  reveille,  and  it  is  with  a  feeling  of  pride  that 
I  never  called  attention   to  any  irregularity  or  police  requirement  that  imm 
attention  was  not  given  the  subject.     The  staff  officers  of  the  brigade  com  man  da 
well  as  the  surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  of  the  different  regiments,  were  con 
at  work  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  command. 

Grand  guard  mount  took  place  each  morning  at  8. '20.     This  ceremony,  pe 
for  the  first  time,  was  gone  through  with  very  creditably.  'General  Smith, 
commander,  was  always  on  hand,  giving  his  personal  attention  to  all  details, 
during  the  inspection  of  the  guard  each  morning  he  moved  about  making  his 09 
critical  inspection. 

About  eighty  men  and  four  officers  were  mounted  each  day  for  guard  duty ;  t    . 
two  posts  were  kept  up,  requiring  one  hour  and  ten   minutes  for  the  relief  to 
round.    The  men  have  so  few  opportunities  to  learn  the  duties  of  sentinels

Most  of  the  men  are  new  recruits,  quite  a  large  portion 
enlisted  during  the  past  three  months,  some  within  thirty  days ;  yet  such  is 
interest  that  their  first  drill   is  a  surprise  to  all  who  witness  it,  and  before 
sounds  the  companies   are  beginning  to  drill  as  though  they  had   been  at  11 
weeks.     The  First  Battalion,  all  of  whom  are  stationed  in  Detroit,  are  the  only 
panies  who  get  together  and  have  the  opportunities  for  battalion  drill  at  other ' 
than  at  this  annual  encampmeut.     I  found  Colonel  McComas,  First  Regiment; 
nel  Sumner,  Second  Regiment;  Colonel  Brown,  Third  Regiment,  aud  Lieut 
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(bind  Robinson,  First  Battalion,  excellent,  painstaking  officers,  well  drilled  and 
■Aunt  in  their  duties  as  soldiers.  I  witnessed  the  drill  of  each  regiment  and  the 
baton  every  morning,  and  could  not  help  noticing  the  rapid  improvement  eon- 
Mir  taking  place.  The  battalion  commanders  corrected  errors  at  once,  and  by  per- 
fcamg  the  same  movement  a  few  times  it  soon  took  shape,  and  a  degree  of  proti- 
wej  waa  mastered  that,  with  men  with  less  education,  intelligence,  and  interest, 
afcfct  hire  taken  months  to  acquire. 

Brigade  drill  at  3  o'clock  p.  in.,  at  first  a  little  awkward.  The  battalion  soon  began 
fcamaivhend,  and  improvement  was  the  order  of  the  hour.  Recall  at  5,  supper,  and 
tan  to dr**a8  parade,  made  a  busy  day  of  it,  and  each  day  brought  out  more  perfect 
Ma,  better  discipline,  together  with  the  ordinary  routine  moving  more  smoothly.

■thing  more  serious  than  a  case  of  cholera  morbus,  no  doubt  caused  by  eating  too 
■thereto  fruit. 

Oa  Sunday,  August  9,  I  inspected  the  entire  brigade,  formed  in  column  of  com- 
aawa.  The  clothing,  owned  by  the  State,  is  issued  to  the  men,  and  when  they  are 
i  iKaarged  it  is  taken  back,  cleaued  and  mended,  and  issued  to  some  other  man ; 
laaKqnently,  it  is  never  made  to  tit  the  individual.  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  some 
[attaia  clothing  had  beeu  on  ha  ml  ten  years,  and  the  companies  now  wearing  the 
'log  made  a  good  appearance,  showing  the  care  that  had  been  taken.  The  ac- 
)U  are  kept  iu  lair  trim.  The  rille  (Sharps)  I  do  not  think  is  a.  general 
rite;  while  the  men  seem  to  have  faith  in  its  shooting  quali  ligations,  yet  still 
complain  of  its  liability  to  get  out  of  order,  and  the  trouble  of  taking  apait  and 
ibling  the  parts  when  the  breech  requires  cleaning.  I  found  several  out  of  order. 
tiaaap  weather  had  its  effect  on  the  pieces,  and  I  took  particular  pains  to  point 
[to  the  individual  soldier  the  condition  of  his  gun.  I  spent  three  hours  inspect- 
[lat command,  and  should  like  to  have  spent  three  hours  more:  bur,  considering 
itbew  men  were  not  accustomed  to  standing  in  the  heat  of  the  sun  for  hours,  I

the  constant  changes  that  are  taking  place  in  each  of  the  companies  (about 
eent.  of  new  men  attend  each  encampment),  I  am  satistied  that  the  State  of 
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Michigan  is  quietly  educating  to  a  useful  degree  of  military  proficiency  the  graft 
portion  of  its  male  population,  and  while  they  limit  the  National  Guard  to  one  ta 
ade,  yet  the  State  would  he  able,  no  doubt,  to  furnish  ten  times  that  number  of  I 
diers'who  in  a  week's  time  would  be  able  to  make  a  creditable  showing  in  bngi 
movements.  But  encampments  of  troops  so  liberally  supplied  and  cared  for  at  ti 
brigade  were  are  expensive,  and  I  see  no  necessity  of  keeping  up  a  larger  organixati 
and  making  it  a  burden  to  the  tax-payer,  or,  as  no  doubt  would  be  the  case,  half  wi 
providing  for  them.  Better  take  good  care  of  one  brigade,  make  it  proficient  audi 
tractive  to  both  soldiers  and  citizens,  in  order  that  the  interest  may  be  kept  nil

I  arrived  in  Augusta  the  evening  of  Monday,  the  4th  instant,  and  reported  V 
out  delay  to  Brig.  Gen.  John  Marshall  Brown,  in  commaud  of  the  camp.  Ha, 
signed  me  a  tent  at  brigade  headquarters,  and  also  invited  me  to  mess  with  hiai 
and  staff.  Camp  Hobie,  named  in  honor  of  Governor  Kobie,  was  in  a  field  con talfl 
about  40  acres,  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Kennebec  River  and  near  the  Hi 
House.  A  hundred  feet  above  the  river,  towards  which  it  gently  slopes,  the  gWP 
is  admirably  adapted  for  a  military  camp,  by  reason  of  its  location,  extent,  shape/ 
excellent  natural  drainage.  The  troops  composing  the  encampment  were  the  1 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  9  companies,  Col.  John  J.  Lynch ;  Second  Regiment  of  InfitfB 
8  companies,  Col.  Henry  L.  Mitchell ;  the  First  Battery  of  Light  Artillery  (12-pe* 
ers),  Capt.  George  W.  Preston ;  the  whole  organized  as  the  First  Brigade  Maine  * 
unteer  Militia,  Brig.

give  the  "  sergeant's  salute."  This  is  not  surprising,  since,  I  presume,  it  is  seld 
they  see  an  officer  above  the  rank  of  captain,  save  at  the  annual  encampment  or 
gala  days.  However,  they  were  quick  to  learn,  and  I  found  th«*m  anxious  to  b 
form  their  duties  well,  and  I  observed  also  that  they  profited  by  the  instruction  U 
received  from  the  officers  of  the  guard,  officers  of  the  day,  and  the  brigade  inspect 

Only  two  wall  tents  had  been  provided  for  the  guard.  These  were  altogether! 
sufficient  for  thirty  men  to  lie  down  in.  No  tent  had  been  provided* for  the  offl* 
of  the  guard.  This  was  surely  an  oversight,  since  it  is  imperative  for  an  officer 
remain  with  his  guard  ;  nor  is  it  intended  that  he  should  occupy  the  same  tentwi 
his  men. 

The  battalion  drills  were  similar  to  the  guard  mountings  in  this  respect,  that,  1 
ing  faulty  at  first,  they  showed  constant  daily  improvement.  Colonel  Lvnch  devot 
more  time  to  drilling  (lis  men,  in  the  manual  of  arms  than  did  Colonel  Mitchell,  ■ 
confined  his  marching  drill  entirely  to  the  maneuvers  by  company  and  the  march 
line.  Colonel  Mitchell,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  movements,  essayed  several  f 
mations  in  the  maneuvers  by  division,  all  of  which  he  repeated  until  they  had  be 
correctly  executed.  The  adjutants  did  not  equalize  the  companies,  hence  the  difflo 
ties  they  experienced  in  preserving  their  proper  distances,  and  in  wheeling  intoli 
without  crowding  each  other  or  leaving  gaps  between  I  hem.  I  noticed  also  in  bo 
regiments  that  some  of  the  companies  were  formed  in  single  rank  and  others  in  doll 
rank.  In  several  of  the  companies  of  the  First  Regiment  the  front  rank  of  the  left  A 
was  entirely  uncovered,  whereas  Nos.  1  and  4  should  have  been  covered  by  No*. 9 S 
3  in  the  rear  rank  of  the  four  next  on  the  right  (see  Upton,  par.  180) ;  this  wast 
fault  of  the  first  sergeants.  In  forming  the  column  of  fours  front  into  line  many  off 
captains  omitted  the  command  "  double  time ; "  this  occurred  in  both  regiments, 
column  of  fours  several  of  the  captains  of  both  regiments  did  not  march  by  the  sidl 
the  guides  but  directly  in  front  of  them.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  officers  hi 
had  so  few  opportunities  for  battalion  drill  it  is  not  surprising  that  they  should  Ml 
mistakes,  for,  no  matter  how  much  they  may  have  studied  the  tactics,  instructs 
experience,  and  practice  on  the  drill  ground  are  essential  to  enable  them  to  been 
proficient.  In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  in  the  cities  where  then  I 
two  or  more  compauies  they  should  be  consolidated  for  battalion  drill  as  oftea 
practicable ;  two  companies  with  fifty  men  each  would  make  six  companies  font 
them  in  single  rank  ;  the  senior  officer  present  would  be  the  instructor,  assigning  f 
senior  non-commissioned  officers  to  the  command  of  companies  in  case  the  lieutenej 
were  absent.  Even  with  one  company  of  fifty  men,  four  smaller  ones,  having  tea; 
eleven  men  each,  could  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of  drill.  In  that  way  the  pril 
pies  of  battalion  drill  would  be  learned  and  the  interest  in  their  military  dma 
which  flags  after  often  repeated  company  drills,  would  be  maintained. 

The  troops  had  not  adopted  the  changes  in  the  length  and  cadence  of  the  step  (I 
General  Orders,  No.  54,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  June  20,  1664),  nor  had  they  b| 
taught  to  stack  arms  with  the  swivel  (see  General  Orders  No.  2,  Adjutant-GeieM 
Office,  January  3, 1883). 

The  first  platoon  of  the  battery  is  stationed  in  Lewiston,  the  second  platoou 
Brunswick,  and  they  are  not  united  except  at  the  annual  encampment.  The  1 
platoon  knew  their  drill  much  better  than  the  second,  which  I  found  to  be  due  to  I 
fact  that  the  latter  had  been  enlisted  only  a  short  time  and  had  drilled  bat  m 
Horses  had  been  hired  of  the  farmers  and  truckmen,  who  rode  them  into  camp  efl 
morning  and  back  every  night.  The  drivers  managed  the  horses  with  aptneeM 
skill.  They  soon  learned  to  pull  together,  and  quickly  became  accustomed  to  thelhfc 
which,  after  the  first  few  rounds,  did  not  seem  to  frighten  them  in  the  least.  J% 
men  are  intelligent  and  active,  fulfilling  the  conditions  requisite  for  light  artfll 
soldiers.  Captain  Proctor  impressed  me  as  an  excellent  officer  and  good  instrael 
while  his  lieutenants  understood,  in  the  main,  their  duties  and  performed  them  wl 
In  firing  practice  blank  cartridges  only  were  used,  and  I  noticed  that  after  each  I 
charge  all  the  Nos.  1  dipped  their  sponges  in  buckets  of  water  and  swabbed  oat  J 
guns.  This  manner  of  sponging  is  unnecessary,  and  would  not  be  practicable  '"  A 
field  :  and,  moreover,  it  is  believed  by  some  authorities  on  ordnance  that  the 
ture  in  conjunction  with  the  products  of  combustion  of  fired  gunpowder, 
substance  which  retains  tire.

h*  matter  of  salutes  by  the  enlisted  men,  both  when  under  arms  and  by  the 
,  there  was  a  marked  neglect.  I  did  not  see  a  single  instance  of  a  soldier  stand- 
attention  when  a  commissioned  officer  paased  him,  and  in  many  instances  no 
pt  whatever  was  mndoto  salute  commissioned  officers.  It  waaseldoni  that  uon- 
uuoaed  officers  marching  squads  or  pontine  reliefs  brought  them  to  a  "  carry 
*er  themselves  gave  the  "sergeant's  salute.  No  matter  what  the  social  posi- 
m  what  degree  of  intimacy  may  exist  between  tbu  men  and  officers  in  their 
i,  tbey  should  not  forget  tfiat  it  is  incumbent  on  them  to  observe,  on  duty  es- 
]j,  those  formal  marks  of  reapect  and  courtesy  which,  among  military  men,  are 
leasable  to  discipline. 

■rget  practice  it  was  patent  to  any  observer  that  the  officers  and  men  were  par- 
riy  interested.  The  general  inspector  of  rifle  practice,  Col.  E.  C.  Farringtoa, 
urge  of  this  branch  of  instruction  during  the  encampment,  and  gave  it  bin  nor- 
■perrision,  having  the  men  at  the  ranges  at  all  times  during  the  day  when  they 
««  otherwise  engaged.  Acknowledged,  himself,  to  be  one  of  the  best  shots  in 
ate  of  Maine,  if  not  of  New  England,  he  is  so  enthusiastic  anil  indefatigable  in 
brts  to  secure  a  high  standard  of  marksmanship  among  the  militia  of  the  State, 
in  my  opinion,  he  is  unquestionably  the  right  man  in  tbu  right  place,  lie  visits 
muuiesoneea  year,  and  gives  them  the  benefit  of  his  instruction,  experience, 
nil  in  rifle  shooting.  His  reports  on  the  subject  show  a  wonderful  improvement 
i  part  of  the  men,  who,  considering  the  disad  vantages  under  which  they  labor, 
be  few  opportunities  they  ha *e  for  practice  and  the  difficulties  of  providing 
ile  ranges,  are  entitled  to  encouragement  and  praise.  Company  and  regimental 
—tan  were  shot,  besides  individual  firing,  at  all  the  ranges  np  tu  400  yards, 
i  m  the  extreme  limit  that  could  be  provided  in  the  camp.  I  have  not  been, 
W  with  the  scores  and  cannot  give  figures,  but  I  was  impressed  with  the  very 
fasting  that  waa  done  by  all. 

"novelty  match"  (so  designated  by  Colonel  Farringtonjisdeservingof  special 
i:  laitation  men,  made  of  one-half  inch  boards,  were  raised  at  full  length  above

it  be  gainsaid,  I  think,  that  these  are  remarkably  good 

fa  qnick  and  off-hand  firing. 
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Brigadier-General  Brown,  who  served  with  distinction  in  the  late  war,  and  who  wa 
severely  wounded  in  front  of  Petersburg  while  in  command  of  the  Thirty-second  Main 
Infantry,  was  assiduous  in  his  endeavors  to  make  the  camp  a  camp  of  instruction.  Tfc 
result  of  his  personal  efforts  and  example,  combined  with  the  happy  faculty  he  posaeatf 
of  being  able  to  command  large  bodies  of  men  with  tact  as  well  as  with  dignity,  waaseeat 
the  marked  improvement  of  his  brigade  during  the  short  time  it  was  in  camp.  In  this  fa 
was  assisted  by  a  competent  staff  and  by  the  field  officers  of  his  regiment,  wno  promptly 
and  cheerfully  carried  out  his  orders.  Take  it  all  in  all,  it  is  my  judgment  that  in  dc 
portment,  drill,  appearance,  the  condition  of  the  arms,  accoutrements,  and  clothini 
and  in  marksmanship,  the  volunteer  militia  ef  Mainewill  compare  favorably  wif 
that  of  any  other  State.  The  troops  composing  it  are  intelligent,  active,  bardj 
and  able-bodied  men,  who  could  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency  that  might  ana 
which  required  their  services.  Between  the  ages  of  nineteen  and  thirty-five,  hftf 
ing  the  professions,  trades,  and  occupations  of  the  typical  New  England  city  ttfti 
town,  tlicy  reminded  me  of  the  volunteer  regiments  that  Maine  furnished  in  the  va 
of 'the  rebellion,  the  record  of  whose  splendid  services  on  almost  every  battle-nefi 
of  that  war  is  reposited  in  the  archives  of  the  State  and  written  in  the  history  of  tkt 
nation. 

In  closing  this  report  I  take  pleasure  in  expressing  my  thanks  to  General  Brown  am 
his  stuff  for  their  generous  hospitality.  My  reception  by  Governor  Robie  and  the  adjft) 
tant-general  of  the  State,  General  Beal,  was  exceedingly  cordial,  and  I  am  indebted  ti 
them  for  a  delightful  visit  among  the  troops  of  my  native  State.  » 

I  may  add  that  it  was  particularly  gratifying  to  me  to  note  the  good  feeling  that  wa| 
expressed  on  every  bund  for  the  Regular  Army,  which  is  certainly  popular  with  M 
militia  of  Maine ;  a  fact  due  in  a  great  measure,  as  I  have  been  informed,  to  my  ptamj 
ecessor,  Lieut.  C.  A.  L.  Tottcn,  Fourth  Artillery,  who  (Turing  his  visits  to  former  all 
campments  impressed  every  one  as  an  able  officer  and  an  agreeable  and  cultivate 
gentleman.

On  the  10th  I  accompanied  General  Dalton  to  the  camp,  arriving  t^M 
at  12  o'clock  noon,  by  which  time  the  several  commands  composing  the  brigade  #qj|

The  brigade  is  composed  of  the  same  organizations  as  last  year,  viz :  Second,  FttS* 
and  Sixth  Regiments  of  Infantry,  Light  Battery  B,  and  Troop  F  of  Cavalry.

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age  would  not,  I  think,  exceed  twenty-seven.  I  noticed  bat  one  or  two  old  men  I 
the  ranks.  The  men  are  fairly  well  set  ap.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  t 
the  setting-up  drill  in  the  armories.  Time  devoted  to  camp  is  so  limited  that  install 
tion  in  the  elementary  drills,  exercises,  ceremonies,  and  duties  of  guides  should  I 
given  at  homo  stations,  so  that  all  the  time  in  camp  could  bo  taken  up  in  regimenti 
duties.

General,  General  Dalton.  The  companies  bring  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  ta 
tate  property,  for  which  they  are  accountable,  to  camp,  and  it  was  impossible  ftoi 
an  inspection  through  camp  to  ascertain  the  true  condition  of  it,  or  to  arrive  at  IB] 
true  conclusion  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  commauds.  General  Dalton  and  his  twi 
assistants,  each  taking  a  certain  district,  made  a  tour  of  the  State,  making  a  thoroofft 
inspection.  This  was  done  about  two  months  before  the  encampment.  As  a  result  si 
this  inspection,  throe  companies  were  disbanded  and  new  ones  organized  to  take  thsU 
places.  One  of  the  latter,  Company  G,  First  Regimeut,  though  only  organized  two  weeftl 
before  coming  to  camp,  made  a  very  creditable  appearance  on  drill  and  parade,  ail 
furnished  an  example  of  what  intelligence,  earnestness,  and  zeal  will  effect  foci 
command. 

At  the  inspections  held  in  the  armories  the  inspectors  required  the  captains  to  fcavq 
guard  mournings,  and  sentinels  to  be  posted  and  instructed ;  officers  and  non-coma*) 
sioneil  officers  were  questioned  upon  thoir  duties.  It  is  intended  to  continue  tUt 
plan  in  future,  and  do  away  entirely  with  camp  inspections.  I  had  therefore,  ei 
in  a  general  way,  no  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  arms  of  the  troops. 

A  signal  corps  has  been  added  to  the  First  Brigade,  consisting  of  an  officer  and  ti 
five  enlisted  men.  Not  more  than  one- third  of  these,  however,  were  present; 
were  encamped  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  brigade,  and  near  brigade  headqoM 
They  were  employed  in  flagging  the  record  of  shots  at  mortar  practice,  and  show 
considerable  proficiency.  Flagging  and  drill  with  kits  took  place  daily,  and  a  onto 
orological  record  was  kept. 

A  neat  brigade  Jiospital  was  established  at  brigade  headquarters  under  charge  of  ISM 
medical  director.  Emergency  lectures  wore  given  at  regimental  hospitals  by_ H 
surgeons.  The  bands  have  beeu  increased  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  men.  TfcM 
are  all  very  military  and  soldierly,  and  are  under  the  same  discipline  as  the  regi 

The  attendance  this  year  is  an  improvement  over  last  year,  there  being  188 

S resent  on  the  first  day  over  the  same  day  last  year ;  and  the  consolidated  reports  ■? 
une  22,  1883,  and  June  13,  1884,  show  a  gain  this  year  of  15  officers  and  120  enlUM 
man.  There  were  absent  this  year  5  officers  and  452  eulisted  men,  out  of  a 
strength  of'  144  officers,  and  1,928  enlisted  men. 

The  weather  during  the  encampment  was  raw  and  cold  up  to  Friday,  the  day  ,  __ 
the  breaking  up  of  camp,  which  was  warm  and  pleasant,  the  sun  coming  out  for  •* 
first  time.    Drills  and  exercises  were,  however,  only  seriously  interrupted  on  Thn    " 
afternoon  by  a  heavy  rain,  which  ceased  about  4  o'clock,  when  work  was  resu 
Every  moment  was  utilized  for  instruction. 

The  infantry  regiments  are  all  well  drilled,  there  being  some  improvement  over 
year,  the  officers  being  better  informed,  and  guides  prompt  and  well  instructed, 
rule.  The  battaliou  drills  of  those  regiments,  notwithstanding  the  companies  ai 
ble  but  twice  a  year  (for  spring  drill  and  camp),  are  remarkable  for  their  precis^ 
and  would  be  creditable  in  more  experienced  troops.  The  manual  of  arms  wa«  utfl 
oeptionally  good,  Skirmish  drill  received  attention,  especially  in  the  First  BeginM 
I  was  particularly  impressed  with  the  prompt  manner  in  which  the  line  wasfoflrt 
for  all  ceremonies ;  the  companies  marching  simultaneously  from  their  comMpi 
streets  at  the  signal  from  the  baud,  and  line  being  formed  with  promptness  ana  fij 
cision.  All  the  ceremonies  were  well  conducted.  A  brigade  guard  mounting  StP 
place  each  morning.  This  was  followed  by  regimental  guard  mountings.  Then  10 
more  steadiness  and  precision  in  the  former  than  in  the  latter,  the  reason  being  IB 
raw  men  were  placed  ou  guard  in  the  regiments  for  instruction,  while  moreadvanijl 
men  were  detailed  for  brigade  headquarters.  The  steadiness  of  the  command*^ 
brigade  dress  parades,  which  took  place  every  evening,  could  not  be  excelled,  S 
line  was  formed  in  4t line  of  musses,'*  and,  notwithstanding  it  took  the  band  aMJ 
seventeen  minutes  to  march  along  the  front  and  back,  1  did  not  see  a  hand  orlv0 
move  during  any  of  the  parades. 

The  cavalry,  Troop  F,  Capt.  Sherman  H.  Fletcher,  made  an  excellent  appears!** 
The  men  were  splendidly  mounted,  have  good  scats,  and  are  as  a  rule,  good  ritfM

This  brigadi 
camped  in  August  last  year,  but  the  month  of  July  was  tried  this  year,  as  il 
thought  a  larger  attendance  would  be  secured  and  the  heat  would  be  less  oppret 
As  far  as  these  objects  were  concerned  the  experiment  was  entirely  successful 
attendance  being  considerably  in  excess  of  last  year. 

The  staff  of  the  brigadier-general  commanding  remains  about  the  same  as  rej 
its  personnel,  only  one  change  being  made,  in  consequence  of  the  promotion  of  c 
its  members  to  the  governors  staff.  Nearly  all  the  staff  had  a  personal  experiei 
the  late  war,  and  this  can  also  be  said  of  many  of  the  officers  of  the  brigade, 
regiments  and  battalions  of  cavalry  and  artillery  are  ably  commanded  by  officer! 
are  excellent  tacticians  and  well  qualified  for  their  positions.

The  camp  was  arranged  essentially  as  provided  in  the  tactics,  the  tents  of  each  ed 
pany  being  in  two  rows.  With  the  exception  of  a  building:  which  has  been  ereat 
since  last  year  as  a  sink  for  officers  and  men,  and  the  addition  of  a  porch  to  theeti 
house,  with  facilities  for  washing  dishes,  &c,  the  water  draining  into  a  cess- pool ft( 
a  sloping  floor,  the  camp  remains  as  in  my  report-  of  last  year.  The  new  sink  is  J 
vided  by  canvas  partitions  into  compartments,  one  for  each  company,  the  bandit 
officers,  pits  being  dug  and  admitting  of  ready  access  for  purpose  of  throwing 
fresh  earth,  which  was  done  daily. 

The  camp-ground  has  been  purchased  by  the  corps  since  last  year,  and  it  is  gj 
posed  to  levelall  inaccuracies  in  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  to  plant  treat  i 
shade.  Guard  monnting  took  place  every  morning  at  8.15 ;  company  drills  from 9

p.  m. ;  dress  parade  at  6  p.  m.  The  camp  was  policed  every  morning  at  fatigue  a 
immediately  after  guard  mounting,  after  which  the  camp  was  inspected  by  theco 
maudiug  officer,  the  surgeon  accompanying  him.  The  police  of  the  camp  was  ezf 
lent  !n  all  respects.  The  health  of  the  command  could  not  have  been  better. 1 
morning  reports  showing  no  sick  during  the  week.  Excellent  facilities  for  batnl 
are  provided,  and  the  command  availed  themselves  of  them  to  the  fullest  extent.

Guard  mounting  took  place  every  morning,  the  ceremony  being  on  every  oeeaflh 
correctly  carried  out,  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  performing  their  vario 
duties  in  a  highly  creditable  manner.  There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  steal 
ness  of  the  men  ou  these  occasions  over  last  year,  and  the  steadiness  of  the  commtl 
at  dress  parade,  review,  and  generally  when  under  arms  was  all  that  could  be  detU 
The  manual  of  arms  was  excellent.  Company  drills,  including  skirmishing,  follow 
guard  mounting.  All  the  movements  in  the  school  of  the  company  were  made^  atari 
gradual  improvement  was  perceptible  as  the  camp  progressed.  Target  practice  i 
not  receive  as  much  attention  tins  year  as  last.  Battalion  drill  was  Held  every  afll 
noon,  except  one,  when  it  was  omitted  on  account  of  rain.  Officers  and  guides  Mi 
well  up  in  their  duties,  and  all  the  movements  were  creditably  performed.  Iwl 
and  inspection  followed  by  dress  parade  closed  the  ceremonies  of  each  day.  Oaf 
duty  was  fairly  well  performed,  sentinels  were  prompt  in  saluting,  aud  walking  p 
in  a  military  manner.  The  sentinels  at  the  guard  tents  did  not  turn  out  the  gal 
for  persons  entitled  to  the  compliment  in  a  tone  loud  enough  to  be  heard  by  the  p 
son  approaching. 

The  inspector- general  of  the  State,  General  Dal  ton,  visited  the  guard  tents  at  nif 
and  questioned  the  guard  on  its  duties.    The  men  were  not,  as  a  rule,  well  up  in 
the  duties  of  a  sentinel.    This  should  form  a  part  of  armory  instruction,  and,  as  H 
one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  a  soldier,  great  stress  should  be  laid  upon 
Guard  mounting  should  be  held  in  each  company  armory,  and  sentinels  posted  for 
structiou.    Military  courtesy  was  excellent,  salutes  to  officers  were  promptly  gir* 
and  positions  properly  taken.    I  noticed  but  one  case  where  a  salute  was  not  propa 
rendered,  aud  that  was  given  by  a  man  with  a  cigar  in  his  mouth.    Lights  w< 
promptly  extinguished  at  the  signal,  and  the  camp  was  perfectly  quiet  during  1 
night.    Last  year  there  were  but  69  enlisted  men  present,  exclusive  of  the  DM 
while  this  year  there  wore  86. 

Captain  Abbott,  commanding  Company  13,  deserves  much  credit  for  his  sueoeasl 
efforts  to  increase  the  strength  of  his  company,  and,  as  his  company  was  largely  aril 
posed  of  new  men,  for  its  good  appearance. 

Governor  Robinson  visited  the  camp  on  Friday,  August  8,  and  reviewed  the 
mand  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day.    The  companies  passed  with  excellent  align 
salutes  were  well  and  properly  rendered,  and  the  appearance  of  the  whole  con 
was  highly  creditable.     A  battalion  drill  followed  the  review  and  included  nearly 
the  movements  in  the  tactics,  including  iiriugs  with  blank  cartridges.    The 
firing  was  perfect. 

The  health  of  the  command  was  excellent,  there  being  very  few  cases  of  sic 
and  those  speedily  yielded  to  treatment. 

A  change  in  the  command  of  the  corps  has  taken  place  since  last  year,  LientttUjtij 
Colonel  Hobbs  having  resigned  and  Lieut.  Col.  J.  Frank  Dalton,'late  major  iivj

Throughout  the  encampment  I  observed  a  desire  on  the  part  of  tbe  officers  audi* 
to  pattern  closely  after  customs  and  discipline  of  the  Regular  Army;  a  fact  in  wb» 
the  latter  will,  nu  doubt,  take  pardonable  pride,  and  which  cannot  fail  to  result  ; 
the  mutual  benefit  of  the  State  and  General  Government. 

I  noticed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  discharge  of  the  various  duties  of  the  « 
campmeut  as  it  progressed.  This  was  naturally  to  be  expected,  as  each  day  added  i 
the  smoothness  with  which  the  whole  machine  worked.  Throughout  the  encampmw 
the  officers  were  nil  tiring  in  instructing  their  men,  lo  which  the  latter  heartily  respond* 
by  a  strict  and  conscientious  performance  of  duty  and  a  cheerful  submission  tilths  n 
atrainta  of  camp  life. 

The  interest  taken  by  the  National  Guard  in  rifle  firing  seems  to  be  wide-spread, 
am  informed  by  the  inspector  of  rifle  practice  on  the  governor's  staff  that  the  Guar 
at  present  includes  600  qualified  marksmen,  and  that  some  companies  of  tie  Sixth  as 
Thirteenth  Regiments  have  every  man  qualified. 

I  inclose  and  invite  attention  to  a  military  map  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  sbei 
ing  the  relative  situation  of  the  regimental,  brigade,  division,  and  general  beadquD 
ters,  also  the  distribution  of  the  several  companies  of  infantry,  artillery,  and  cavalrj 
with  reference  to  various  centers  of  popnlation.

■real:  Having  complied  with  Special  Orders  No.  28,  dated  Headquarters  of  the 
n*,  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Washington,  February  2, 1884,  detailing  me  to  act  as 
Nrtor  and  instructor  at  the  meetings  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  New 
■phire  National  Gnard,  held  at  Manchester,  N.  II.,  from  the  26th  to  the  29th  of 
narr,  inclusive,  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  observa- 
fej  tad  of  my  action  under  that  order. 

We  are  several  facte  that  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  making  criticisms  on  the 
isaal  Gaard  of  an v  State.  Its  members  are  engaged  in  the  acti  ve  purHuits  of  civil 
,B*nmitt  that  claim  all  the  energies  of  mind  and  body  in  providing  a  living  for 
Metrea  or  their  families.  With  many,  existence  must  be  a  constant  struggle  for 
I  amen  ties,  absorbing  their  time  and  thought.  After  a  hard  day's  work  tliey  go, 
■ay  cases,  miles  to  the  armory  meetings;  they  take  from  their  earnings  the  assess- 
■s,  not  unfrequently  called  for,  and  they  give  to  bard  study  and  drill  the  hours 
■fly  allotted  by  other  men  to  recreation ;  and  all  this  is  done  from  an  unselfish  desire 
iBfnire  a  practical  military  education.  If  they  do  not  always  come  up  to  the  stand- 
Mi  in  estimating  men  whose  sole  business  is,  or  should  be,  the  perfecting  of  them- 
(ttia  the  ait  of  war,  not  only  should  mnch  allowance  be  made  for  them,  so  long  as 

tlo  Dot  neglect  the  essentials,  but  due  honor  should  be  freely  given  to  them  for 
■si  and  sacrifices  for  our  exacting  profession.  These  considerations  apply  with 
•Bar  force  to  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  organ  iza- 
■tsat  belong  to  it  are  scattered  among  a  hard-working  and  not  wealthy  people, 
(***  a  large  extent  of  sparsely  settled  country.   Its  single  brigade  comprises  three 
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regiments  of  infantry  (oue  of  seven  companies  and  the  other  two  of  eight  eai 
light  battery,  and  a  troop  of  cavalry.  There  are,  therefore,  twenty-five  corapan 
all.  The  armories  of  these  twenty-five  companies  are  divided  among  about  i 
towns.  The  assembling  of  a  battalion  of  more  than  two  companies  for  instrr 
oftener  than  once  or  twice  a  year,  except  in  one  or  two  of  the  larger  towns,  i 
practicable;  and  even  a  regular  weekly  attendance  at  drills  in  the  agricultural 
munitics,  where  a  company  is  spread  over  a  whole  township,  becomes  onerous, 
again,  in  the  manufacturing  cities  and  towns,  where  competition  is  close  and  tl 
penses  of  the  factories  are  kept  down  to  a  minimum,  hii  absence  of  an  operati 
attend  a  day  drill  or  parade  frequently  means  to  him  the  loss  of  a  day's  wagei 
sometimes  the  good  will  of  his  employer.  All  these  condition*  are  very  utifavo 
to  the  systematic  and  thorough  instruction  of  the  brigade.  The  scattered  mei 
ship  works  injuriously,  too.  ;»i  another  way.  It  weakens  the  esjtrit  de  corps ;  an 
consequent  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  newly  joined  men,  who  cannot  well  be 
identified  with  organizations  they  rarely  see,  results  in  frequent  changes  by* 
drawals  and  again  tilling  the  vacancies  with  new  men.  So  that,  while  the  maj 
of  the  brigade  is  now  composed  of  members  who  have  been  connected  with  it  for  , 
and  who  will  remain  in  it  for  a  long  time  to  come,  it  is  said  thirty-three prr  ceut.  o 
whole  force  is  found  every  year  to  be  an  entirely  new  elemeut,  made  up  of  men 
have  joined  since  the  previous  muster  and  who  have  had  few  opportunities  of  be 
ing  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  their  positions. 

"  In  view  of  the  precediug  facts,  the  percentage  of  the  attendance  of  the  con 
sion ed  otlicers  during  the  four  days'  meetings  this  year  at  Manchester  may  he 
sidered  very  creditable.     A  table  of  this  attendance  is  given  below,  for  refei 
and  comparison  hereafter  in  estimating  improvement  in  this  respect  in  future /< 
meetings.

The  above  is  a  fair  statement  of  the  attendance,  without  mentioning  any  o\ 
causes  of  non-attendance,  sucb  as  absence  from  the  State,  urgent  business  en{ 
ments,  or  the  illness  either  of  an  aim-ntee  himself  or  that  of  his  family — circumst 
that  influence  the  full  attendance  of  a  command  in  the  National  Guard  quite  asei 
ually  as  they  do  in  the  Regular  Army.  The  numbers  in  the  table  would  seem 
about  in  proportion  to  the  nearness  of  the  corresponding  organizations  to  the  ] 
of  meeting. 

In  dismissing  this  branch  of  the  subject  it  may  bo  suggested  that  many  comn 
ants  of  regular  garrisons,  in  the*e  times  of  peace,  and  on  the  quiet  seaboard, 
find  it  very  difficult  to  turn  nut  for  a  battalion  drill  evenb'H  percent,  of  all  theoi 
and  men  over  whom,  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  aud  discipline,  they  hav 
almost  absolute  authority.

A  squad  of  office™,  reprw- 
irthe  guard  at  the  gu aril-house,  wan  placed  iu  each  corner  of  the  room,  with  una 

officer*  walking  post  as  No.  1.  Those  representing  enlisted  men  were  armed 
aoskets.  The  time  was  supposed  to  be  between  reveille,  and  retreat.  The  iu- 
jr,  or  one  of  the  colonels,  acting  aa  commanding  officer  or  officer  of  the  day,  then 
1  ironed  in  front  of  each  sentinel's  post,  nud  the  sentinel  practiced  in  "turning

.  This  need  of  instruction  and  want  of  practice  was  most  noticeable,  of  course, 
trd  mourning,  duties  of  guards  and  sentinels,  and  saluting  when  passing  in  re- 
It  is  equally  a  duty,  and  a  more  pleasant  one,  to  report  that  when  these  or 
ther  shortcomings  were  pointed  out,  they  were  corrected  with  alacrity;  and, 
W,  the  adverse  remarks  that  would  have  been  just  at  the  beginning  of  the  in- 
.on,  found  no  place  at  its  close.  The  marked  improvement  that  was  made  dnr- 
ifc  time  the  officers  were  together — an  improvement  mainly  due.  to  their  o  >n 
igence,  close  attention,  and  their  love  of  the  profession— would  have  made  any 
eiiraded  remarks  of  the  inspector  appear  ungracious,  and  even  hypocritical. 
«d  first  to  last,  the  meetings  were  characterized  by  two  pleasing  features,  eiithn-

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first  day,  from  about  noon  to  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  the  second  day,  from  9  in  the 
morning,  with  an  intermission  for  dinner,  to  5  in  the  afternoon ;  the  third  day  the 
exercises  began  at  9,  and  lasted  till  after  5,  and  the  fourth  day  at  the  same  hoar  in 
the  morning;  hut  on  thin  hist  day  the  exercises  ceased  at  the  earlier  hour  of  3  in  the 
afternoon,  to  enable  the  officers  to  hold  a  short  business  meeting  before  separating 
that  afternoon  for  their  several  homes.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  rests  were 
few  and  short,  that  no  woo  tier  was  one  thing  gotten  through  with  than  another  was 
instantly  taken  up,  and  the  work  continued  actively  till  nearly  too  dark  to  see,  the 
officers  can  be  jnstly  complimented  on  their  assiduity  and  enthusiasm. 

The  inspector  was  invited,  after  drill  hours,  in  the  evening,  N>  visit  the  headquar- 
ters of  Col.  John  h.  Hall's  First  Regiment  New  Hampshire  Natioual  Guard,  ana  the 
headquarters  and  armory  of  the  First  Artillery  Light  Battery,  C apt.  S.  S.  Piper,  com- 
manding, both  of  which  are  located  in  Manchester. 

It  is  not  exactly  in  the  line  of  the  inspector's  duty  to  report  the  results  of  informal 
inspections,  made  ontside  the  scope  of  his  orders,  but  the  results  in  these  last-men- 
tioned inspections  were  so  creditable  to  the  National  Guard  of  New  Hampshire  that 
a  few  brief  words  of  commendation  may  be  excused. 

The  headquarters  of  the  First  Regiment  were  found  beautifully  and  appropriately 
furnished,  evidencing  a  praiseworthy  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  officers  who  contributed 
to  the  necessary  expense,  and  the  neatness  and  s\stem  which  was  apparent  in  the 
care  of  everything  in  the  rooms  were  worthy  of  praise. 

Capt.  S.  S.'  Pipers  light-battery  armory  was  visited  at  8  in  the  evening,  the  hoar 
being  arranged  so  as  to  find  the  men  at  their  weekly  drill.    There  is  but  one  platoon 
of  this  battery  stationed  in  Manchester  with  the  headquarters  of  the  artillery.    The 
inspector,  accompanied  by  Colonel  White,  of  the  Second  Regiment,  and  Captain 
Nichols,  brigade  quartermaster,  witnessed  a  standing  gun  drill  of  two  full  sections, 
in  which  the  ofticers  and  men  were  proficient.     The  men  were  then  questioned  rela- 
tive to  their  guns,  their  service,  and  ammunition,  ami  any  needed  information  given^ 
The  armory,  the  equipments,  uniforms,  and  harness  were  then  iuspected,  and  foam 
in  perfect  order.     Captain  Piper  deserves  special  mention  for  the  care  he  exercii 
over  the  public  property  contided  to  his  charge,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  is  ably  m 
onded  by  the  excellent  officers  and  men  under  his  command.     It  is  to  be  hoped  some- 
way may  be  found  to  supply  this  battery  with  3-inch  ritle  guns;  those  it  has  nowi 
light  Pi-pounders,  not  only  obsolete,  but,  owing  to  their  weight,  too  unwieldy  for 
useful  "  mechanical  maneuvers"  in  which  artillerists  should  be  frequently  practu 

The  inspector  made  inquiry  as  to  what  was  being  done  in  the  brigade  in  the  way  « 
systematic  instruction  in  musketry  practice,  and  he  learned  with  regret  that  tlav: 
Vital  part  of  military  education  was  generally  neglected.    There  was  one  exception 
and  there  may  have  been,  happily,  more  than  one  exception  to  the  laxity  on  '" 
point.     That  exception  was  Capt.  P.  A.  Devi  lie's  Company  IJ  of  the  First  Regime 
which,  it  was  stated,  has  been  of  late  exercised  regularly  in  gallery  practice. 

It  is  thought  the  cause  of  all  this  lies  mainly  with  the  State  itself,  which  has  mi 
little  or  no  provision  for  target  practice,  an  omission  that  will  probably  be  reotifi. 
within  a  few  months  in  the  public  spirit  that  characterizes  ali  the  actions  of  its 
eriiment  in  military  as  well  as  other  affairs. 

The  inspector  had  brought  with  him  a  very  simple  and  economical  set  of  reloadh 
tools,  costing  not  more  than  £l.">0.     He  explained  their  use  to  the  officers,  also  t 
mode  of  erecting  suitable  butts  in  the  drill  hall  and  the  system  of  tiring  with 
chaises.     He  left  the  tools  with  one  of  the  colonels  of  the  brigade  for  patterns 
which  to  manufacture  similar  ones,  and  distributed  War  Department  general  oi~ 
having  reference  to  the  use  of  the  round  ball  with  reduced  charges  for  gallery  \ 
tice.     He  also  urged  tin*  necessity  of  active  work  in  this  direction,  not  only  as  a  nies>- 
of  obtaining  proficiency  in  target  practice,  but  also  as  a  most  effective  attraction        — 
the  armories  for  men  who  grow  weary  of  the  ever  recurring  aud  monotonous  mano^**-* 
One  argument  advanced  in  this  connection  was  the  now  established  fact  that  nm<^™a 
who  take  the  most  active  part  and  become  the  most  proficient  in  target  practice 
uniformly  the  best  soldiers  in  every  other  respect.. 

The  inspector  in  these  efforts  was  met  more  than  half-way  by  an  awakened 
tercst  on  the  part  of  the  officers.     He  subsequently  made  a  visit  to  Concord,  inaht^*« 
to  interview  Adjutant-General  Ayling  on  the  subject,  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  his  m*~*^*~4 
General  Wheeler's  hearty  co-operation  in  instituting  gallery  practice  with  reducp^ 
charges,  in  every  company  in  the  brigade.     Indeed,  since  this  report  was  begun 
ins}M*etor  has  received  from  several  or  the  officers  most  gratifyiug  letters,  that  fl 
him  the  good  work  is  in  the  hands  of  earnest  and  energetic  gentlemen,  who  will 
it  on  to  success. 

The  brigade  is  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  an  energetic  and  conscienti' 
inspector-general  of  the  State,  in  the  person  of  Elbert  Wheeler,  a  graduate  of  T^" 
Point,  and  formerly  of  the  First  New  York  Artillery.     His  unremitting  and  int 
gently-directed  efforts  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  national  guard  of  the  Stat 
efforts  in  which  he  frequently  and  voluntarily  merges  the  inspector  into  the 
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nictor— are  appreciated  by  all  officers  of  the  brigade,  whose  respect  and  deference 
e  has  von  by  nis  ability  and  the  impartial  discharge  of  his  duty. 
During  my  connection  with  the  meetings  of  the  officers,  I  was  Hpecially  indebted 
jt  prompt  and  zealous  assistance  iu  carrying  out  mv  instructions  in  tho  exercises  to 
he  following-named  gentlemen :  Brig.  Gen.  J.  M.  dough,  Col.  Daniel  M.  White,  Col. 
.  N.  Patterson,  anil  Col.  John  B.  Hall.  At  Nashua  I  was  the  guest  of  limp.  Gen.  El-

Moving  report  of  my  operations  while  in  camp  : 

The  National  Guard  of  tho  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  concentrated  into  one  bri- 

Cle,  called  the  First  Brigade.     It  is  composed  of  three  regiments  of  infantry,  one 
r-pin  battery  of  field  artillery,  two  companies  of  cavalry,  and  three  regimental 
bids,  the  rank  and  tile  aggregating  thirteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  (1,396). 

PERCENTAGE  OF  ATTENDANCE. 

The  percentage  of  daily  attendance  was  as  follows:  September  5,  81  per  cent.; 
fepteaber  6,  82  per  cent.*;  September  7,  84  per  cent.;  September  8,  83  per  cent.; 
oeptfmber D,  nt  per  cent. ;  September  10,  83  percent. ;  average  percentage  through- 
•rtfte encampment  was  83  per  cent. 

The  approximate  percentage  of  new  men  and  officers  during  the  six  months 
mcistely  preceding  the  encampment  was  .30  per  cent,  of  the  whole  brigade.  The

All  the  tents  were  neat  and  in  good  condition.  Those  used  by  the  comp 
regimental  officers  are  owned  by  tbe  State  ;  those  used  for  brigade  headqu; 
hired ;  but  all  are  inferier  to  those  issued  by  tbe  United  States  Quartermaster 
ment.  Ir.  is  respectfully  suggested  that  if  these  last  could  be  purchased  by 
it  would  conduce  to  the  comfort  of  the  brigade,  and  perhaps  prove  in  the 
■economical  for  the  State.  The  extremely  good  care  taken  of  this  property 
nse  by  the  troops  was  evident  at  a  glance,  and  is  best  illustrated  by  an  inci 
occurred  on  the  last  afternoon  of  t lie  eucampment.  Major  Cheever,  the  mm 
spcctor-geueral  of  the  brigade,  having  been  ordered  by  General  White  to  iti 
tents  and  report  their  couditiou,  preparatory  to  striking  camp,  made  a  cri 
personal  examination  of  every  tent,  and  a  few  minutes  before  the  signal  so 
ported  all  the  tents  in  good  order  and  in  particular  that fi  not  a  single  nail 
.found  in  a  tent-pole." 

POLICE   OF  THE  CAMP. 

The  policing  of  the  camp  was  regularly  and  thoroughly  performed  at  stal 
«alls;  but  l>etween  those  calls  the  company  streets,  avenues  in  front  of  the  n 
and  company  officers*  tents,  and  the  general  panuU  ground  were  all  kept  so 
clean  throughout  the  day  and  night  as  to  leave  very  little  to  be  done  in  the 
of  simple  "  cleaning  up  •'  by  the  general  police.  This  was  in  a  great  measi: 
the  fact  that  the  occupants  of  each  tent  thoughtfully  refrained  from  thrc 
rubbish  of  any  kind,  after  the  ]K)lice  had  passed  by,  so  that  the  bits  of  pape 
rags  so  often  seen  disfiguring  an  otherwise  clean  camp  ground,  and  which  I 
thrown  out  from  their  tents  by  slovenly  and  cafeless  officers  or  soldiers,  h 
labor  unnecessarily  inflicted  on  others,  were  here  entirely  wanting. 

The  kitchens  were  in  most  instances,  if  not  in  all,  under  the  immediate  superir 
of  the  citizens  who  had  contracted  to  feed  the  organizations  composing  the 
but,  of  course,  the  military  authority  extended  into  these  places  in  respect 
as  well  as  to  other  matters;  and  the  vicinity  of  each  kitchen  was  kept  as 
cleaned  as  were  the  other  pails  of  the  camp.  Indeed,  in  this  matter  of  pol 
officers  and  men  seemed  to  take  a  commendable  pride,  and  from  the  first  d 
encampment  to  the  last  the  grounds  appeared  to  be,  as  they  really  were 
to  be,  ready  for  inspection  at  any  moment. 

It  is  understood  that  the  new  brigade  commander  had  projected  a  much-n 
provement  in  respect  to  the  men's  sinks,  but  the  time  since  he  assumed  conn 
appointed  his  staff  has  been  too  short  to  enable  him  to  have  this  improvemei 
out  in  season  for  this  year's  encampment.  It  is  hoped,  before  the  next  enc 
takes  place,  permanent  structures  for  the  purpose,  well-screened  and  ventilat 
thing  like  if  not  better  than  those  at  present  near  the  site  of  .the  brigade  i 
ters,  will  have  been  built  for  all  the  companies  of  the  brigade.

TACTICAL  INSTRUCTION.

•bly  the  strongest  incentives  to  study  in  the  brigade  flow  from  the  system  of 
*non  drills*  instituted  by  rhe  State  inspector,  Brig.  Gen.  Elbert  Wheeler,  for- 
rfthat  fine  old  regiment  the  First  United  States  Artillery.  This  officer  has  ad 
I  a  number  of  drill  cards,  in  size  equal  to  that  of  a  page  of  the  tactics.  On  each 
printed  the  titles  of  from  eight  to  ten  movements  in  tactics,  taken  not  in  the 

*  which  they  occur  in  th»*  book,  but  on  the  other  hand  possible  of  execution,  as 
i&thc  order  mentioned  on  the  card  without  interposing  others  not  mentioned. 
■Wry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  have  each  their  appropriate  sets  of  cards,  and 
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again  each  of  these  sets  are  subdivided  into  each  as  are  suitable  for  the  limi 
afforded  for  drill  by  the  armory,  and  those  suitable  for  ont  doors,  such  as  the 
vers  of  the  battalion,  the  squadron,  and  the  battery. 

To  illustrate  the  use  of  these  cards :  A  regiment  has  just  passed  through  it 
and  inspection.  It  is  then  dismissed  and  immediately  reassembles  in  fatigi 
The  inspector  holds  out  to  the  colonel  a  package  of  these  cards,  ten  in  nun 
battalion  movements.  The  colonel  draws  one  at  random  from  the  pack,  calls 
talion  to  attention,  and  puts  it  through  the  movements  called  for  on  the  cai 
the  inspector  notes  the  manner  in  which  the  commands  are  given  and  execu 
the  time  taken  by  the  colonel  to  complete  his  task.  Then  the  lieutenant-cx 
called  upon  to  draw  a  card,  and  then  the  major,  to  be  followed  perhaps,  if  ti 
mits,  by  one  or  more  of  the  captains ;  and  instead  of  battalion  movements 
some  of  these  officers  will  be  called  upon  to  draw  from  the  set  of  cards  coi 
only  movements  pertaining  to  battalion  skirmish  drill.  Copies  of  two  of  the 
taken  at  random  are  here  given.

iv  appear  somewhat  snrperflnous  to  say  of  New  England  soldiers  that  during- 
eampnient,  established  for  the  serious  purpose  of  military  instruction,  their  con- 
mmghont  was  most  excellent.  But  this  is  a  fitting  preface  to  an  observation 
1  justice  to  them  all  should  appear  in  this  record.  It  might  be  expected  by 
cv  people,  on  such  an  occasion,  when  many  old  soldiers  of  the  late  war  from  all 
if  the  State  reunite  in  camp  and  involuntarily  recall  the  Stirling  scenes  of  by- 
ay*,  and  when  even  the  younger  soldiers  naturally  desire  to  have  as  much  fun 
beirhard  work  as  possible,  that  there  would  be  more  or  less  of  what  lseuphoni- 
alled conviviality.  But  there  was  nothing  of  the  sort.  Of  manly  snort,  and 
able  and  reasonable  gayety  after  the  work  for  the  day  was  done,  there  waa

It  would  appear  that  this  can  best  be  given  by  introdndn 
the  system  that  has  worked  so  well  in  some  of  the  military  departments  of  the  Regoli 
Army,  namely,  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  (and  instructor)  of  rifle  practice, 
the  selection  for  that  office  of  the  captain  who  has  shown  the  most  interest  in, 
the  highest  aptitude  for  the  duties  of,  an  instructor. 

MILITARY  COURTESY.

It  was  often  remarked,  during  this  encampment,  that  the  brigade  showed  a  gr«i 
improvement  over  previous  years  in  the  courtesies  that  characterize  the  bearitt 
of  military  men.  What  there  may  have  been  in  former  times  to  criticise  on  thl 
point  the  writer  does  not  know,  for  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever  visited  a  Nm 
Hampshire  encampment  of  its  National  Guard.  Certainly,  during  this encampmeol 
the  manners  of  all  corresponded  to  the  dignity  of  a  noble  profession.  On  every  rilb 
among  officers  and  men,  at  all  times  aud  under  all  circumstances,  was  seen  a  maite 
deference  to  constituted  authority;  demeanor  indicating  mutual  esteem  andconsuta 
at  ion  for  each  other,  and  also  .self- respecting  and  prompt  responses  to  the  require 
incut*  of  the  code  of  Army  etiquette.  The  evident  attention  paid  to  this  matfc* 
Argues  well  for  a  continuance  of  the  harmony  in  this  brigade,  which  is  already  n 
niarkable  for  its  esprit  de  corps. 

But  to  stop  here  would  be  to  leave  uuuttered  a  reflection  that  must  have  occoiN 
to  many  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  had  tho  pleasure  of  seeing  the  brigade  1 
•camp.  It  was  this:  Perhaps  no  better  school  for  manners  than  this  brigade  conld  1 
established  by  the  State  for  its  young  men.  And  if  New  Hampshire  never  receive 
any  other  return  for  her  outlay  than  the  education  her  youth  have  received  and  irl 
continue  to  receive  here,  in  respect  for  the  law,  love  of  order,  habits  of  system  M 
industry,  regard  for  the  rights  of  others,  and  in  gentlemanly  conduct  in  all  therol 
lions  of  life,  she  will  be  amply  repaid  for  the  investments  she  has  made  in  her  N 
tional  Guard. 

INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  encampment  iuspectious  of  various  kinds  were  frequent.  The  captali 
were  required  to  inspect  their  companies,  tents,  ami  kitchens  in  the  morning,  andeaC 
oolonel  performed  the  same  duty  for  his  regiment  in  the  afternoon.  The  brigade** 
tnandcr,  the  brigade  surgeon,  and  the  brigade  inspector  each  made  by  himself  inspMj 
ing  tours  of  the  brigade  camp-grounds  daily,  and  sometimes  oftcner,  aud  this  witnOtt 
regard  to  particular  hours  or  any  formality  of  procedure. 

It  should  be  here  remarked,  that  the  inspector-general  of  the  State  makes  an  annv0 
inspection  of  the  different  companies  at  their  armories,  located  at  widely  se 
points,  in  the  months  of  April  and  May,  and  forwards  to  the  adjutant-genera! 
titate  a  report  of  their  efficiency,  the  condition  of  their  uniforms,  the  care  taken  ^_ 
the  arms  and  accoutrements,  ami  the  progress  made  during  the  preceding  six  montfcij 
As  an  evidence  that  this  report  is  not  "pigeon-holed,"  it  may  be  remarked  that  abitiB 
overy  six  months,  on  recommendations  contained  in  this  report,  some  company  i*dff 
banded  aud  a  better  one*  organized  in  its  place.  ^ 

In  addition  to  these  annual  spring  inspections,  the  inspector-general  of  the  8ttg 
avails  himself  of  the  opportunity  given  by  the  troops  assembling  in  camp  to  Mljg 
"battalion  inspections,"  and  inspections  of  cavalry  and  artillery,  mounted.  TheljjB 
dersigned  accompanied  the  inspector-general  to  every  one  of  these,  and  also  to  tS 
inspection  drills,  which  have  been  already  described.  The  troops  presented  a  OMM 
creditable  appearance  at  these  inspect  inns,  and  the  officers  and  men  understood  tlMB 
duties.  Their  arms  were  in  good  order  and  the  uniforms  neat.  The  uniforms  of  WP 
of  the  foot  regiments  are  of  an  obsolete  type,  but  these  will  undoubtedly  be  soon  10 
placed  by  uniforms  of  the  United  States  pattern. 

Each  of  the  inspection  or  "card  drills"  was  also  witnessed  by  the  GovernnM 
inspector,  and,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  the  knowledge  of  tactics  shown  byjtft 
officers  in  handling  their  commands  under  the  crucial  tests  incident  to  this  practu* 
form  of  examination  was  all  that  could  be  desired. 

GKNEKAL   REMARKS. 

The  spirit  displayed  by  the  National  Guard  of  New  Hampshire  is  worthy  of  ol 
commendation.     The  new  brigadier-general,  I).  M.  White,  has  carefnlly  selec 
staff,  every  member  of  which  is  a  competent  and  energetic  officer.

June  Itt,  18*4, 
tt  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  accompanying  detailed  report  of  the  duties  pcr- 
y  myself  and  a  gun  detachment  of  eleven  men,  under  my  charge,  at  camp  of 
ops  (Camp  Chinley)  near  Pensacola,  Fla.,  between  16th  and  23d  of  present 

tachment  left  Fort  Barrancas,  Fla.,  at  12  p.  m.,  June  Kith,  taking  with  it  one 
W-gnn,  tontage,  and  necessary  clothing,  and  at  about  2.15  p.  m.,  same  date, 
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arrived  at  the  camp  site,  which  is  on  a  steep  bluff  (Magnolia  Bluff)  overlooking  Pi 
sacola  Harbor,  and  about  three  miles  distant  from  the  city  of  Pensacola. 

The  plan  of  the  camp  approached  as  closely  as'practicable  that  laid  down  in  InfaJ 
ry  Tactics  (p.  3:Jf>).  It  being  arranged  that  the  troops  should  eat  at  a  restaurant,  oo 
pany  kitchens  were  dispensed  with  ;  but  beyond  this,  and  except  in  the  establisniac 
of  Biuks,  the  plan  of  the  tactics  was  followed  throughout.  My  detachment  waft  t 
first  to  pitch  its  tents,  and  succeeding  organizations  established  theirs  to  conform. 
distance  of  sixteen  feet  was  allowed  from  pole  to  pole  (wall-tents),  and  the  tent  CM 
were  arranged  to  interlace.  At  the  request  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  cams 
assumed  the  duties  of  officer  of  the  day,  though  without  regularly  marching  on  {go* 
as  such,  and  spent  the  afternoon,  night,  and  a  portion  of  the  following  day  in  girt 
instructions  to  the  guard.  I  drew  up  general  orders  for  sentinels,  in  accordance  wi 
Anny  Regulations,  paragraphs  348  to  393,  and  copies  of  these  were  distributed  amp 
members  of  the  guard  ro  be  learned.  Also,  a  copy  of  Army  Regulations  was  placed 
the  hands  of  the  sergeant  of  the  guard,  with  orders  to  have  repeatedly  read  to  1 
guard  all  those  parts  relating  to  guard  duty — a  subject  upon  which  I  found  the  tre* 
entirely  ignorant.  Still,  from  the  intelligence  and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  them,  1 
work  of  instruction  was  comparatively  oasy.  The  members  of  my  detachment,  al 
in  their  intercourse  with  the  State  troops,  assisted  them  to  a  knowledge  of  their  dot 
as  seutinels;  and  I  may  say  further,  that  in  this  way  they  contributed  during  the  4 
tire  encampment  towards  informing  these  troops  upon  many  points  relating  to  t 
duties  of  a  soldier  which  are  not  otherwise  easily  learned. 

The  detachment  drilled  twice  each  day  on  the  l?th  and  18th,  and  once  on  the  mat 
ing  of  the  19th.  These  drills  were  carefully  observed  by  au  artillery  detachment) 
State  troops,  taking  part  in  the  encampment  solely  for  purpose  of  instrnction. 

At  3  p.  m.  on  the  19th  my  detachment  was  exercised  in  target  tiring,  the  oMsj 
aimed  at  being  a  painted  barrel  anchored  in  the  bay  at  a  distance  of  1,200  yards.  A 
solid  and  six  case  shot  wen)  tired,  but  of  the  latter  ouly  three  exploded.  These  OH 
shot  were  fabricated  in  1865,  and  their  comparatively  unserviceable  condition  wstl 
doubt,  in  great  part,  due  to  deterioration  of  fuse  (time)  composition.  It  VMI 
attempted  to  explode  these  case  shot  by  percussion. 

At  4  p.  m.  a  short  drill  was  had  with  horses,  as  a  preliminary  to  the  exhibition  dd 
which  took  place  at  5.15.  During  this  latter  drill  all  the  different  actions  and  limit 
ings  were  executed,  also  the  abouts,  the  reverse,  and  dismounting  and  mounting  pin 
and  carriage.  The  drivers  were  selected  from  the  detachment,  and  all  gaits  wen  tab 
during  the  drill.  Blank  cartridges  were  used.  During  part  of  the  afternoon  I  wi 
present  ah  one  of  the  judges  at  a  drill  of  two  infantry  companies  competing  for  mi 
of  State  flag  and  875. 

At  3  p.  in.  on  20th  solid  and  case  shot  were  fired  front  3-inch  gun,  as  on  preTioi 
day.  At  -1.30  o'clock  I  was  present  as  one  of  the  judges  at  infantry  drill  of  the  toil 
competing  company. 

At  0  began  a  sham  battle,  in  which  myself  and  detachment  took  part.  The  groat 
upon  which  the  actiou  took  place  was  an  open  space  125  yards  square,  in  a  wood.  Tl 
plan  of  battle  was  as  follows:  The  defensive  force,  composed  of  four  companies* 
infantry  and  one  detachment  of  artillery,  was  supposed  to  be  in  bivouac  just  wiffct 
the  wood  on  one  side  of  the  open  spare,  and  to  have  th  rowed  up  temporary  works  I 
edge  of  opening;  numerous  piles  of  small  trees  stretching  along  the  line  serving' 
represent,  earthworks.  The  outposts  of  defense  are  driven  in  by  skirmishem- 
offensive  force,  likewise  composed  of  four  companies  of  infantry  and  one  dctaohma; 
of  artillery,  but  aggregating  more  than  their  enemy.  A  portion  of  the  defaMfe 
force  forms  and  drives  back  the  skirmish  line,  which  closes  to  the  right  to  snpat 
artillery,  just  coining  into  action  in  forward  position  opposite  enemy's  left  center,! 
purpose  of  weakening  this  point  before  the  attack.  The  enemy  advancing  in  HJ 
in  considerable  force  against  this  artillery,  and  sending  out  small  flanking  force,  obtt 
retreat  of  battery  to  edge  of  wood,  when  the  right  wing  of  offensive  force,  re-enfimj 
from  the  center,  advances  to  the  attack  in  two  lines.  The  charge  is  repulsed,  and! 
shattered  iirst  line  forms  behind  its  supports,  which  covers  the  retreat  until  thewflj 
is  regained.  In  the  mean  time  the  center  and  left  hold  their  positions  in  front  of  1 
wood,  continuing  to  fire.  The  center  is  then  re-enforced  from  wings  for  a  seen 
attack,  the  artillery  previously  having  come  into  action  on  enemy's  right  center.  % 
second  charge  is  also  repulsed,  the  enemy  taking  full  advantage  of  their  earth worf 
On  the  right  of  the  offensive  line  was  a  large  stand  for  spectators,  which  very  is 
served  the  purpose  of  a  hill.  Around  this  screen  a  thinking  force  is  sent  fromofll 
sive  right,  which  is  re-enforced  for  a  third  charge  in  conjunction  with  this  attack; 
flank.  The  enemy  is  forced  from  his  position.  The  plan  was  followed  np  to  thepoi 
where  the  attacking  force  was  about,  to  advance  to  the  second  charge,  when  itf 
discovered  that  two  men  on  the  opposite  side  were  wounded,  it  was  supposed  at  J 
time,  by  bullets.  Every  possible  precaution  had  been  taken  to  insure  the  removal ofa 
cartridges  from  cartridge-boxes,  aud  the  strickest  scrutiny  exercised  to  prevent  thtv 
troductiou  of  any  except  blank  cartridges,  but  ufter  the  wounding  of  these  men  iti 
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ist.  despite  all  precautionary  measures,  ball  cartridges  had  in  some  manner 
notice  and  been  used.  The  members  of  the  company  to  which  the  wounded 
Aged  were  much  incensed,  and  this,  coupled  with  a  fear  that  a  still  further 
m  might  be  powerless  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such  accidents,  caused  a 
oa  of  the  battle.  Experiments  instituted  on  the  following  morning  revealed 
that  in  case  of  the  blank  cartridges,  fabricated  in  1874,  the  powder  had  so 
sd  the  shell  wan  so  thin  (either  made  so  originally,  or  become  so,  due  to  action 
generated  from  powder  in  process  of  caking)  that  in  many  instances  the  for- 
ftof  the  latter  was  carried  away  by  the  force  of  discharge,  and  with  such 
» to  perforate  a  half-inch  pine  board  at  the  distance  of  several  paces.  It  was 
,  also,  that  the  wad  and  a  portion  of  the  caked  powder  accompanied  the 
ihril.  This  information  communicated  to  the  surgeons  having  charge  of  the 
men  convinced  them  that  the  wounds  had  been  caused  by  these  defective 
irtridges.

r  and  entertained  very  hospitably  during  my  stay)  and  being  made  acquainted 
tir  desires,  1  deemed  that  certain  systems  must  be  adopted  iu  order  to  insuro 
My  views  were  coincided  with  by  the  committee,  and  Brig.  Gen.  C.  S. 
.  of  the  National  Guard,  as  general  manager,  and  myself,  as  aHsistant,  were 
ill  power  to  arrange  all  military  matters  pertaining  to  the  encampment.  I 
i  this  gentleman  not  only  a  leading  spirit  in  the  civil  and  financial  part  of  the 
at  a  hearty  coadjutor  in  all  the  military  details  for  such  a  large  undertaking, 
at  credit  is  due  him  by  the  citizens  of  Dubuque  and  the  attendant  soldiery  for 
fry  and  energy  he  displayed.

orrespoodence  necessary  to  secure  the  attendance  of  so  many  organizations 
Mte  parte  of  the  country  and  to  perfect  the  details  for  their  transportation  to 
■  Daboque  was  simply  enormous,  and  would  have  been  a  task  to  a  regularly 
ftiqaartermaster's  department,  with  a  full  complement  of  clerks,  in  the  short 
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time  which  remained  after  the  decision*  of  the  various  commands  regarding  their 
tendance  had  been  announced.  To  improvise  a  supply  department  and  arrange 
details  for  an  encampment  of  this  extent  out  of  the  crude  material  and  help  to  beiot 
in  a  city  as  remote  as  Dubuque  is  from  a  military  supply  department  entailed  ooni 
erahie  labor,  and  could  not  have  been  successfully  provided  for  without  a  familial 
with  the  supply  of  hastily  organized  troops  in  time  of  war.  A  commissary  and  quaff 
mast«  r's  department  was  therefore  created,  and  a  Mr.  William  Gillain,  of  Dabnqne,! 
pointed  military  storekeeper.  To  this  gentleman  credit  is  due  for  the  ability  display 
in  attending  to  the  necessities  of  the  troops  under  the  orders  governing  the  camp, 
the  earliest  stage  of  the  encampment,  however,  Lieut.  Charles  S.  Cleaver,  if 
mental  quartermaster  of  the  First  Illinois  Cavalry,  at  the  request  of  General  Bentl 
assumed  the  duties  of  quartermaster  of  the  encampment,  and  to  his  able  assutai 
and  g  utleiuanly  manner  is  due  much  of  the  success  of  the  occasion. 

I  had  prepared  in  advance  blank  forms  for  field  reports  and  ration  returns.  AlK 
as  an  organization  arrived  a  field  report  was  called  for,  and  one  was  furnished  61 
day  thereafter.  Upon  the  strength  of  these  reports  the  ration  returns  were  approi 
daily,  and  on  the  latter  the  storekeeper  issued.  This  simple  system  gave  full  satfati 
tion,  and  the  commissariat  was  by  this  means  very  economically  administered,  tm 
being  little  or  no  wastage  ami  nothing  thrown  away,  as  is  apt  to  be  the  case  in  ntfj 
of  the  encampments  of  the  National  Guard,  j 

Tbe  management  of  tbe  camp  and  the  details  for  its  order  aud  comfort  having  Iff 
left  to  my  judgment,  it  was  my  endeavor  to  provide  systems  for  the  economical] 
istru'ion  of  its  affairs  with  as  much  care  as  if  I  had  been  held  personally  accoonl 
by  the  War  Department.     To  do  this  entailed  much  personal  labor,  but  it  watfll 
fully  rendered  in  order  to  secure  a  successful  encampment,  which  I  believe  it 
to  be.     I  mention  this  fact  merely  to  be  able  to  express  my  thanks  to  Lieut 
-Colonel   Jackson.  M  ijor  Clitherall.  Captain  Nonrse,  Captain  Hiltmau,  Lieol 
Bates,   Lieutenant   Newman,  Lieutenant  Kendall,  Lieutenant  Cleaver,  Lieol 
Salton,  Lieutenant  Tracy,  and  to  Messrs.  Picton  and  Goldsby,  of  the  Mobile 
for  the  very  valuable  assistance  rendered  during  the  entire  period.

reaching  the  edge  of  the  disk  are  sixteen  arms  of  polished  brass,  and  between  each  i 
is  a  triangular-shaped  point  of  tbe  same  polished  metal,  the  arms  and  points  form 
a  radiation  about  the  central  disc;  around  the  edge  of  the  disk  are  the  words  ' 
the  best-drilled  cavalry  company;  Dubuque,  June,  1884.

The  plan  of  the  battle  was  simply  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  storm  the  world  U 
front,  under  the  Are  of  the  light  batteries.  This  was  met  with  a  repulse,  the  ftUl 
mifsli  line  of  the  Regulars  having  scaled  tbe  rocky  bluffs,  gained  the  works,  and  drhm 
the  cannoneers  from  their  pieces:  but,  being  unsupported  by  a  line  of  battle,  wen  fa 
turn  driven  off  by  the  infantry  support  of  the  batteries,  whose  guns  were  again  inani 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Meier's  battalion  was  then,  under  cover  of  the  smoke,  moved) 
by  the  base  of  the  hill,  through  the  intersecting  valley,  and  stormed  the  hill, 
the  line  of  works  in  flank  and  rear,  the  Saint  Louis  Cavalry  interrupting  this 
ment  in  a  handsome  manner,  until  driven  into  the  works  on  the  hill.  Fort  Dal 
at  this  stage,  being  considered  no  longer  tenable,  was  blown  up,  the  explosion 
quite  effective— 50  pounds  of  powder  having  been  placed  in  a  miniature  mine  fori 
purpose. 

Tlie  closing  scene  on  the  hill  was  as  realistic  in  its  character  as  could  possibly 
been  on  a  field  of  battle,  the  firing  by  companies  and  battalions  was  excellent) 
akirmishing  almost  perfect,  and  the  charges  of  the  cavalry  squadrons,  with 
spirited  animals,  exhibited  most  excellent  horsemanship  and  developed  a  fami 
with  tactical  maneuvers  quite  unanticipated. 

The  capture  of  the  works  completed  the  day's  programme,  and  the  troopa 
to  their  camps,  several  of  the  organizations  leaving  the  same  evening  for 
homes.

Getcral:  Incompliance  with  Special  Orders,  No.  63,  Headquarter*  Department  of 
Dabta.  dated  Jane  10,  1884,  I  have  tbe  honor  to  make  the  following  report  a*  the  re- 
al! of  my  observation  while  in  camp  with  the  State  troops  of  Minnesota,  at  Winona, 
Mian.,  and  Lake  Calhoun,  near  Minneapolis.  Minn. 

Hie  troops  at  Winoxia  were  the  Second  Regiment  Minnesota  National  Guard  and 
aeEmmett  Light  Artillery,  all  under  the  command  of  Col.  Joseph  Boblettcr.  Second 
Eqpment.    The  troops  went  into  camp  from  July  7  to  July  14.  1884. 

TWeamp  was  well  selected,  near  the  city,  and  quite  near  the  Mississippi  River,  where 
oceUent  bathing  con  Id  he  had.  and  the  shade  trees  proved  a  blessing  during  the 
wan  days.  Water  was  supplied  at  each  company  kitchen  hy  drive  wells;  ice,  wood, 
adrtrair  were  furnished,  free  of  charge,  by  the  generous  citizens  of  Winona. 

Tenta  for  both  officers  and  men  were  wall ;  each  one  brought  what  bedding  lie  re- 
fund while  in  camp.  As  the  State  is  not  prepared  to  subsist  her  troops,  the  messing 
Nike  men  was  by  companies,  the  purchases  being  made  by  a  non-commissioned 
aVer,  under  the  supervision  of  the  company  commander,  the  men  paying  for  the 
applies  oat  of  their  own  pay.  which  wan  $1  per  diem.  Fresh  beef  and  vegetables 
voe  supplied  in  abundance,  with  a  total  cost  to  each  man  of  about  50  cents  per  day  ; 
ad,  while  it  eost  the  men  of  some  of  the  companies  more  than  the  above  sum,  I  am 
atufied  that  a  company  can  live  well  on  the  above  amount. 

Host  of  the  morning  VaM  devoted  to  drills,  and  the  afternoon  to  target  practice, 
■ndes,  guard  mounts,  &c.  The  company  drills  were  well  attended,  most  of  the 
aapmy  officers  participating  ;  the  drill  was  usually  in  the  school  of  the  company, 
ad  about  half  of  the  companies  had  skirmish  drill,  which  was  very  well  performed. 
lbebtttaliou  drills  came  next,  in  which  all  participated.  There  was  at  first  a  marked 
tadeney  to  lose  distance,  especially  in  the  new  organizations,  but  before  the  w^ek 
ad  expired  considerable  improvement  was  observed,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
lay  could  not  have  at  least  one  more  week  in  camp. 

•  Target  practice  was  quite  a  feature  in  the  camp.  Distance  fired,  200  yards.  Two 
;af  tie  company  teams,  Company  D,  Captain  Bird,  and  I,  Captain  Dannahaw«r,  did 
■frnod  shooting,  and  some  of  the  men  of  the  other  teams  did  very  well  indi- 

Dvring  the  encampment  the  troops  were  reviewed  by  his  excellency  the  governor 
rfftnneaota,  and  also  by  Generals  Gould  and  McCarthy. 

It  Colonel  Bobletter's  reqnest,  on  Sunday  morning,  July  13,  I  made  an  inspection 
«* Ike  command,  and  the  number  present  thereat  was  422. 

loae  of  the  companies  had  good  turn-outs,  while  others  were  very  small.     A  great 

■ajj  changes  have  taken  place  among  the  commissioned  officers  of  this  regiment  since 

jkeir last  annual  encampment ;  five  captains  have  resigned,  and  in  one  company,  G, 

"  the  officers  have  been  changed,  and  only  eight  men  of  the  company  that  were  in 

ip  tart  year  were  present  at  this  encampment. 

Tie  arms,  as  a  rule,  were  not  found  to  be  as  clean  as  they  ought  to  be;  all  the  coin- 
Met  of  the  regiment  have  not  provided  themselves  with  the  uniform  adopted  by 
geState.  nor  can  they  &e  expected  to  do  so  soon  without  assistance  from  some  source. 
Afieeof  the  camp  was  very  good. 

Tie  Emniett  Light  Artillery  had  but  few  men  iu  camp,  no  battery  officer  being 
■*mi.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  State, -McCarthy,  exercised  a  supervision  over 
■or  drills,  dbc.,  while  m  caiup.  They  presented  the. same  soldierly  appearance  as 
■ey  did  last  year.  ^  A  sham  battle  took  place  ou  Saturday,  July  12*,  and  was  much 
■W*d  byabont  15,000  spectators.  Tbe  affair  was  quite  successful  j  the  skirmishing 
•*«*p«ially  good,  no  accident  occurring  io  any  one  engaged. 

Jb  concluding  my  remarks  on  the  encampment,  I  will  add  that  both  officers  and  men 
vac jmrr  earnest  and  painstaking  iu  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  no  case  of 
•wanness  came  under  my  observation.

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Some  of  the  companies  were  well  represented,  while  others  were  qnite  small.  The 
arms  of  a  majority  of  the  companies  were  found  to  be  in  very  good  condition,  while  ill 
others  but  little  attention  has  been  paid  toward  keeping  them  clean.  Company  com- 
wanders  should  nee  that  the  men  keep  them  at  least  in  a  serviceable  condition.  The 
clothing  tit  the  men  well,  and  as  they  are  all  uniformed  alike,  present  a  very  soldierly 
appearance. 

The  messing  was  by  companies,  purchases  made  by  a  non-confmissioned  officer,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  company  commander.  The  cost  to  each  individual  varied  ac- 
cording to  the  wish  of  the  men  ;  iu  some  the  price  per  man  was  about  $1,  in  others  at 
low  as  50  ceuts  per  day,  supplies  being  obtained  at  Minneapolis  at  reasonable  rate*, 
and  was  paid  for  out  of  the  men's  salary. 

The  camp  was  kept  well  policed,  and  but  little  sickness  prevailed.  No  cases  of 
drunkenness  came  under  my  observation. 

Target  practice  was  in  charge  of  Dr.  Skinner,  a  noted  fine  shot,  and  was  well  at- 
tended; distance  tired,  100  and  200  yards.    On  Tuesday  evening,  July  22,  a  team  of., 
the  field  and  start'  and  10  men  from  each  company  being  allowed,  the  prize  was  a  beautft* 
ful  banner,  and  was  won   by  Company  H,  Captain  Leavitt,  by  a  score  of  two  potato  ■ 
over  Company  A.    There  are  some  excellent  shots  in  this  regiment,  and  I  was  mock 
pleas*  d  that  so  much  interest  was  taken  in  target  practice. 

The  officers  and  men  of  this  regiment,  like  the  Second,  were  very  zealous  in  thedit* 
charge  of  their  duties  as  soldiers,  and  quite  a  spirit  of  emulation  exists  among  tkoj  « 
companies,  which  I  most  sincerely  hope  may  prove  of  great  benefit  in  the  future.     ■( 

1  would  most  respectfully  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  the  consider*^  " 
tioii  of  his  excellency  the  governor  of  Minnesota: 

1st.  That  the  captains  of  companies  make  frequent  inspection  of  the  anus  of 
respective  companies,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition;  that  the 
rifh  *  now  in  the  hands  of  some  companies  be  turned  in,  and  replaced  by  .45  caliber 
•'  safety-notch,"  and  that  an  armory  be  provided  for  each  company. 

*2d.  That  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  "  school  of  the  soldier,"  especially  thcucti 
up  drill  exercise.     A  soldier  may  be  well  drilled  in  the  manual  of  arms,  company 
battalion  drills,  but  unless  he  carries  himself  in  a  soldierly  manner  he  will  not 
as  favorable  an  impression  as  he  would  if  he  carried  himself  erect. 

ttd.  That  both  officers  and  soldiers  be  required  to  pass  a  physical  examination 
fore  being  accepted  into  the  service  of  the  State.     While  great  care  has  been  takei 
some  companies,  like  Wright's  and  Bean's  of  the  First  Regiment,  Hunters  of  the  " 
ond  Kegimcnt,aud  the  Emmett  Light  Artillery,  1  am  satisfied  that  there  are  weft 
the  mils  in  both  regiments  that  would  not  pass  a  competent  surgeon. 

4th.  That  camp  equipage,  be  supplied  to  each  regiment.    Thin  will  save  the 
and  expense  of  shipping  from  one  place  of  encampment  to  another;  besides, 
regiment  will  take  pride  in  lakiug  care  of  its  own  property. 

f>th.  That  the  State,  in  addition  to  the  present  allowance,  pay  to  each  officer 
soldier  50  cents  per  day  for  their  subsistence  while  in  the  service  of  the  State. 

<>th.  That  some  system  of  accountability  be  adopted  by  which  company  com: 
ers  be  required  to  make  annual  returns  to  the  proper  State  official  of  all  the  6 
property  for  which  he  is  accountable.     This  report  should  be  reqnired  when  an 
lea  ^  es  the  service.    That  suitable  muster  and  payrolls  and  morning  reports 
quired.    The  latter  reports  now  in  use  in  the  Army  would  answer  the  purpose 
well. 

7th.  That  there  be  allowed  to  each  regiment  an  instructor  of  musketry,  witk*. 
of  first  lieutenant,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  superintend  target  practice,  and  t" 
inspector  of  rille  practice  be  appointed  for  the  State. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report,  1  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  hb*^ 
lency  the  governor  of  Minnesota.  Adjutant  General  McCarthy,  Colonels  Boble^ 
Bend,  and  the  officers  am.  soldiers  under  their  commands,  for  the  uniform 
with  which   I  was  treated  while  iu  camp.

York  Xationul  Guard,  at  l'eekskill,  N.  Y.,  on  Tuesday,  June  24,  in  acco 
instructions  from  your  office, and  remained  in  the  camp  until  August  1, 1 

The  camp  is  beautifully  situated  on  a  high  plateau,  overlooking  the  I — - 
surrounded  by  hills  of  consideiable  height.     The  tents  were  pitched  wit 
and  perfect  accuracy,  the  lines  of  the  poles  having  been  ruu  with  a  trt 
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muskets  for  practice  at  the  command.  The  men  were  unsteady  daring  insp 
much  steadier  at  "  parade  rest ;"  "attention,"  fair;  "carry"  and  "preae 
They  wheeled  into  columns  of  platoons  well,  and  passed  in  review  well,  ezce 
second  platoon  was  too  close  to  the  first.  I  was  struck  with  the  admiral 
which  the  rear  rank  was  closed  at  this  and  all  other  marches  by  this  regime 
difficult  thing  to  obtain  in  the  National  Guard. 

The  battalion  drills  were  very  thorough,  covering  nearly  all  the  ground  ei 
the  tactics.  Their  marches  in  column  of  fours  on  the  first  day  were  poor,  anc 
failed  to  come  to  "carry  anus"  at  a  halt,  and  in  forming  line  a  good  deal 
was  lost.  The  dress  was  slow.  In  wheeling  into  column  of  companies  man? 
failed  to  stand  fast.  The  march  in  column  of  companies  was  good,  and  the 
noticeably  well  closed.  Change  of  direction  also  very  good.  In  wheeling  in 
same  failure  of  pivot  men  to  stand  fast  was  repeated.  The  step  in  mark  in; 
too  short.  The  principle  of  the  turn  did  not  seem  to  be  at  all  understood, 
guide  making  almost  a  wheel  on  a. moveable  pivot,  and  the  rest  of  the  comp 
their  step  from  him.  Forming  single  rank  from  double  and  vice  versa  very 
Right  of  companies  rear  into  column  well  done  by  the  men,  although  soni 
did  not  halt  on  the  line.

on  the  right  from  column  of  fours  showed  a  fair  acquaintance  with  the  princ 
movements  on  the  part  of  the  company  and  division  commanders,  but  there  m 
many  small  errors,  such  as  posting  markers  for  a  ployment,  a  tendeucy  to 
visions  to  march  too  far  before  halting  them,  and  in  the  deployments  failure  < 
of  the  guides  of  companies  to  precede  them  on  the  line,  and  on  the  part  of  th 
a  tendency  to  dress  divisions  when  they  should  only  dress  companies. 

Company  drill  was  marked  by  a  want  of  knowledge  and  attention  as  to 
points  in  the  movements  by  fours,  but  the  wheels  and  advances  in  line  wei 
larly  good.  The  mannal  was  fair,  but  in  the  firings  the  position  of  the  feel 
enly.  The  rear  rank  frequently  did  not  step  off  at  all,  and  in  oblique  f 
arranged  their  position  very  much. 

Skimishing  showed  intelligence  on  the  part  of  the  men,  and  was  done  in 
manner,  due  to  the  presence  of  the  veteran  element  rather  than  to  any  espec 
ful  instruction.  In  firing  in  retreat  many  of  the  men  failed  to  kneel,  and  in

Colonel  Michell  is  a  gallant  soldier, 
courteous,  of  excellent  sense  and  judgment,  and  Major  Clobridge  is  one  ol 
intelligent  and  useful  men  in  the  National  Guard — a  man  of  ideas  and  of  mi 
inality.  The  only  marked  defect  in  the  regiment  is  a  want  of  attention  to  < 
small  points,  individually  unimportant,  but  which  in  the  aggregate  deter 
difference  between  a  useful  and  a  crack  organization.  The  veteran  elenienl 
as  it  is,  is  largely  responsible  for  this.  Men  who  have  borne  their  part  g 
the  heat  and  stress  of  real  war  are  apt  to  underrate  the  value  of  perfect 
Knowing  that  affairs  were  condncted  to  a  successful  termination  in  spite  ol 
flaws,  they  rarely  think  how  brilliant  and  rapid  would  have  been  the  res 
feet  training.    The  veteran  of  large  views  and  superior  intellect  is  in  vain 
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n  of  sverage  qualities  is  hard  to  teach  and  harder  to  correct.  On  Sat  onlay, 
3th  June,  the  regiment  was  relieved  by  the  Thirty-second.

want  of  intelligence  and  knowledge  in  the  line  officers.  Colonel  Finkelmeyer 
energetic  and  soldierly  man  ;  the  field  and  staff  are  not  able  to  give  him  a  grea 
of  help,  and  the  company  officers  are  very  little  above  the  men  either  m«*know 
or  intelligence.  The  men  are  sober,  willing,  and  try  hard,  but  are  physical 
behind  the  Fourteenth,  and  are  almost  entirely  wauting  in  military  courtesy. 

Officers  were  saluted  carelessly,  frequently  not  at  all,  and  the  men  did  not  se 
have  the  slightest  idea  that,  they  should  rise,  or  in  any  way  notice  an  officer 
they  were  not.  at  the  time  on  any  duty.  At  the  same  time  they  were  thoroughly 
dieiitand  orderly,  and  their  negligence  was  purely  a  mutter  of  ignorance.  No 
but  a  thorough  revisal  of  the  line  officers  and  a  much  higher  standard  of  know 
and  ability,  rigorously  applied,  can  make  this  organization  really  efficient.  C 
duty  was  badly  done;  salutes  to  officers  were  rarely  right,  and  challenges  oftei 
tesquely  wrong. 

The  regiment  which  succeeded  the  Thirty -second  was  a  striking  illustration  o 
value  of  perfect  accuracy  in  detail,  combined  with  that  much  higher  ability  for  o 
ization and  command  which  stamps  the  natural  leader  of  men.  It  was  a  bolder 
ment  to  take  twelve  companies  that  had  never  even  seen  each  other,  and  most  of  ? 
hud  never  seen  a  battalion  drill,  and  undertake  inoue  week  to  make  a  regiment  of  t 
but  it  was  an  experiment  eminently  worth  trying,  for  on  its  success  rested  the  ti 
twenty-four  separate  organizations,  most  of  them  the  survivors  of  battalions  ih* 
been  mustered  out  in  the  sweeping  consolidation  of  Governor  Cornell,  and  som 
only  military  representatives  of  such  large  cities  as  Rochester,  Syracuse,  Troy 
Utiea.

and  Fox.  In  comparing  the  two  regiments  it  would  be  hard  to  award  superiority 
either.  Both  had  much  in  common,  intense  zeal  and  thirst  for  knowledge,  patiei 
good  humor,  and  perfect  respect  and  obedience.  The  material  was  about  eqtii 
good,  perhaps  averaging:  a  trifle  better  in  the  Second.

The  very  nature  of  their  composition  may  make  them  peculiarly  valuable, 
cases  of  labor  riots,  or  other  outbreaks  liable  to  infect  communities  and  localities 
may  bo  of  the  utmost  importance  to  have  organizations  so  constituted  that  no  lc 
causes  or  influences  can  roach  any  considerable  portion  of  them.

The  first  parade  showed  that  while  the  men  were  very  steady  the  manual  was  bad 
slow,  and  lifeless,  though  not  irregular  The  adjutant  thrust  the  point  of  his  swo 
into  the  ground  while  publishing  orders,  and  gave  the  command,  "Parade  is 4 
missed,"  after  sheathing  his  sword.  The  echelons  were  very  good  for  the  first  attem] 
and  on  the  left  wing  perfect. 

The  company  drills  were,  on  the  whole,  very  good ;  inarching  in  line  and  whM 
excellent,  and  the  step  very  fine,  by  far  the  best  of  the  year. 

The  second  battalion  drill  took  in  all  the  formations,  from  column  of  fours  to  aod^ 
the  right  into  close  column,  advance  in  line,  center  forward,  and  about  all  the  ota 
column  movements.  There  were  no  serious  errors,  and  most  movements  were  fat 
lessly  done.  Major  Duffy,  who  commanded  during  most  of  the  drill,  proved  himsel 
very  superior  tactician. 

The  other  parades  showed  improvement,  though  the  manual  continued  poor,  butt 
guard  mounts  always  had  some  flaws. 

The  men  of  this  regiment  are  physically  of  the  very  finest  quality  and  are  thea 
soldierly  in  their  bearing  of  any  this  year,  but  their  equipments  are  not  creditaeftl 
the  company  commanders.  There  is  no  excuse  for  so  many  men  being  without  hell 
haversacks,  canteens,  and  even  muskets. 

The  only  trouble  with  this  regiment  is  in  the  line  officers.  The  field  officers  m*H 
efficient,  intelligent,  and  soldierly.  The  material  is  magnificent — nothing  finer aM 
dierw  iu  the  State:  but  they  are  not  of  the  class  that  can  do  without  officering, I 
their  company  officers,  like  those  of  the  Thirty-second,  are  not  sufficiently  snptt 
to  be  able  to  properly  command.  Their  deficiencies  are  more  in  the  supplying  I 
management  than  in  the  instruction  of  their  men,  although  the  parades  and  gua 
mounts  showed  considerable  deficiencies  in  that  direction  also.  Bat  their  ariD 
highly  creditable,  and  in  soldierly  bearing,  courtesy,  and  respect  they  can  be  excel 
by  nothing  in  the  country.  Not  in  one  single  instance  during  the  week  did  I  pM 
soldier  of  the  Sixty-ninth*  without  being  saluted,  and  in  the  style  of  a  veteran,  MM 
have  never  seen  an  officer  pass  any  number  of  men  that  they  did  not  rise  and  giv 
faultless  salute.  The  value  of  this  spirit  can  hardly  be  overrated,  and  with  such  1 
terial  what  cannot  be  made  out  of  the  regiment  f  Guard  duty  was  done  very  weB 
to  essentials ;  challenging  prompt,  generally  correct.  In  the  finer  points  they  yieli 
the  palm  to  the  First  Provisional. 

The  last  week  was  devoted  to  the  artillery.  The  battalion,  under  the  command 
Capt.  L.  L.  Olmsted,  of  the  Sixth,  comprised  the  First,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Fourth,  I 
Fifth  Light  Batteries  and  the  Second  and  Third  Gatiing.  Capt.  Wallace  F.  Randol) 
of  Battery  F,  Fifth  United  States  Artillery,  was  detailed  with  his  battery  to  act 
instructor,  furnishing  the  guns,  horses,  and  drivers,  while  the  light  batteries  funM 
the  cannoneers.  ^i 
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Tkfim  guard  mount  compared  very  favorably  with  any.  Some  small  errors  wore 
■aie,  chiefly  in  the  guides  not  halting  during  wheels.  The  first  parade  was  marred 
tyvitag  intervals,  and  the  manual  of  the  saber,  except  in  Captain  Olmsted's  bat- 
taf,  vu  vrry  poor.  The  second  guard  mount  was  good  up  to  the  lust  wheel  iuto 
1m,  which  was  Very  bad. 
ThefrU  battery  drill  was  with  the  Sixth,  who  did  extremely  well.  Their  mount- 
■jui  dismounting  was  first  class.  They  experienced  a  little  trouble  about  crossing 
twin  forming  in  battery  to  the  front.  The  firing  was  good  and  the  manual  fair, 
fiiMtitrioas  fault  being  a  failure  to  properly  refuse  the  right  shoulder  in  ramming, 
uiSo.  5  moved  without  life.  The  driving  was  excellent,  aud  Major  Kandolph's  bat- 
tar,  hones,  harness,  and  equipments  wert>  in  magnificent  condition, 
lb  Fourth  Battery,  Captain  Aner,  did  very  well  also  in  drill.  Their  manual  was 
Mqiheat  good  as  Captain  Olmsted's,  but  they  mounted  aud  dismounted  equally 
vdad  were  more  assured  in  their  places  at  the  formation  in  battery  to  the  front. 
TW  Elm  (Captain  Wendell)  and  the  Seventh  (Captain  Breier)  did*  very  badly  at 
41, ad  showed  an  almost  entire  ignorance  of  their  duties.  The  Fifth  did  a  little 
Jan,  hoi  not  much.  Target  practice  with  the  rillc-gun  afforded  much  interest. 
tat  day  ten  percussion  shells  were  fired  at  a  distance  of  1,140  yards.  The  shells, 
old  and  worthless,  failed  in  every  case  to  explode.  Four  shots  were  very  close, 
w  the  right  and  two  on  the  left  of  the  target.  The  next  day  time-fuses  were 
filially  used,  and  some  exploded,  the  firing  being,  on  the  whole,  very  good. 
IhrUtUiog  batteries  excited  more  interest  thau  perhans  anything  on  the  ground, 
■'their execution  on  the  target  was  tremendous. 

Ih- other  parades  and  guard  mounts  showed  some  improvement,  but  the  fact  was 
"Mat  that  they  knew  very  little  about  the  school  of  the  soldier  or  the  company, 

tUt  a*  dismounted  and  marching  organizations  they  were  very  deficient, 
frtof  the  light  batteries  (Olmsted's  and  Alters)  are  good  companies,  fairly  well 
^Va  in  the  manual  of  the  piece.  Belchers  (the  Fourth)  buttery  is  not  well  drilled, 
ka  only  been  a  short  time  under  the  command  of  its  present  captain,  and  was  in 
wretched  condition  when  he  took  it  and  has  made  uuderhim  ho  much  improve- 
that  it  is  hopeful.  The  other  two  (Wendell's  and  Breier's)  are  very  poorly  drilled 
is  bad  condition  and  u>»t  worth  retaining  in  the  service.  The  Gatling  batteries 
■  the  highest  state  of  efficiency  and  are  a  credit  to  the  State  ;  but  as  the  State 
Mut  and  cannot  provide  horses,  and  as  mounted  drills  can  never  amount  to  auy- 
*"~*ith  hired  horses,  the  present  field  artillery  organization  seems  of  little  practical 
The  State  has  wisely  abolished  cavalry.  Why  should  she  not  do  the  same  with 
artillery  f  Retain  the  good  companies,  but  attach  them  to  infantry  organizations, 
hone*  when  necessary  for  the  actual  transportation  of  the  guns ;  make  the  men 
slants*  possible  in  the  handling  of  the  gnus;  but  give  up  all  idea  of  attaining 
^■impossible  in  the  State — real  field  artillery,  and  which  in  its  preseut  form  only 
food  men  from  a  service  where  they  can  be  much  more  useful.  It  would  be 
to  divide  the  companies  and  attach  two  guns  to  one  regiment  of  infantry  ;  for 
•spades  of  civil  troubles  and  street  fighting  no  regiment  is  really  efficient 
Gatling  or  field  guns.    The  sooner  the  poor  companies  are  disbanded  the 


[ft*  Ben  of  the  artillery  battalion  as  a  whole  are  a  fine  class,  but  their  discipline  is 
ip  to  the  high  standard  of  the  infantry.    There  was  entirely  too  much  of  the 
May  and  sham- parade  business,  and  on  one  occasion  the  orders  of  a  sentinel  to 
tat  tights  were  treated  with  ridicule  and  contempt, 
the  discipline  and  order  of  the  camp  generally  nothing  can  be  said  too  good.

[■a  Magnificent  presage  of  the  future.    The  militia  of  the  past,  with  its  old  asso  • 
1   iff  fan  and  roystering,  exists  no  longer.    The  National  Guam  means  the  hard- 
.isf  work,  but-  its  success  is  proportioned  to  the  braius  and  energy  expended 
i fa.  When  I  contrast  the  volunteers  of  the  beginning  of  the  war  with  these  per- 
ctajpped,  admirably  disciplined,  and  generally  well-commanded  regiments,  I 
•jMuee  to  the  organization  and  system  which  has  produced  such  results, 
itaijet  practice  a  great  deal  of  excellent  work  was  done. 

"*""    it  altogether,  the  Thirty-second  showed  the  most  zeal  and  interest,  and  their

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Sergeant  Bartley,  of  the  Seventh  Regimetri 
chief  of  scorers,  a  capital  shot,  a  most  efficient  man,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  weekr, 
copies  of  the  scores. 

It  only  remains  to  speak  of  the  staff  departments,  and  these  deserve  almost  unqoati 
tied  praise.    They  are  conducted  on  purely  business  principles,  with  the  economy,  m 
tern,  and  dispatch  of  a  great  commercial  enterprise.   The  inspector's  department,  nnda 
General  P.  H.  Briggs  and  his  assistant.  Col.  Thomas  McGrath,  is  minute,  impartial, 
and  thorough.     In  so  large  a  State,  and  with  so  many  separate  companies,  thisdepaii 
meut  is  of  the  highest  importance,  and  upon  it,  as  much  as  any  single  department,  tht 
efficiency  of  the  State  troops  depends.    The  work  of  the  pay  department  is  done  with 
wonderful  accuracy  and  dispatch,  a  company  being  paid  in  about  eight  minutes.  Gkm- 
eral  Rich  and  his  subordinates  are  thorough  business  men.     I  have  already  spoken  tf 
the  rapid  work  done  by  Colonel  Story,  of  the  quartermaster's  department ;  audio  (k+ 
eral  Wylie,  chief  of  ordnance  and  acting  quartermaster-general,  the  State  posaeMI 
an  officer  of  the  highest  administrative  ability.     Doctor  Bryant,  the  surgeon -general 
is  an  able  and  eminent  man  in  his  profession,  and  the  system  that  he  has  orgaaiM 
and  perfected  is  in  advance  of  anything  that  I  have  seen  in  any  State  that  I  have  Tit 
ited,  and  his  reports  are  most  valuable  contributions  to  medical  science  and  hygiene 
Col.  Fred.  Phisterer,  assistant  adjutant-general,  deserves  special  mention  (formeA 
adjutant  of  the  Eighteenth  United  States  Infantry,  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  yeH 
veteran  of  nearly  thirty  years'  service).    He  was  adjutant  of  the  camp,  and  his  ww 
was  incessant  and  yet  not  of  a  kind  to  make  any  show.     It  was  only  by  comparinj 
the  papers  that  came  in  on  the  first  and  second  day  of  a  regiment's  arrival  witbtbai 
that  were  submitted  at  the  end  of  their  week  that,  yon  could  realize  how  thorough 
patient,  clear,  and  intelligent  were  his  instructions.     He  is  instructor  of  the  AJbaj) 
Cadets,  and  was  recently,  if  he  is  not  now,  commander  of  the  Tenth  Battalion,  andtS 
fine  appearance  of  the  companies  of  that  battaliou  in  the  First  Provisional  bears  tH 
timony  to  his  value. 

I  am  iudebted  to  the  adjutant-general,  General  Far ns worth,  for  so  many  valuaki 
suggestions,  so  much  information,  and  such  frank  courtesy,  that  it  gives  me  p*J 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  after  a  tolerably  minute  examination,  that  the  adminwttl 
tion  of  the  New  York  State  militia  appears  to  be  a  masterpiece  of  system,  organizaM 
and  zeal,  and  the  State  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  her  commanding  position  in  Ik 
National  Guard,  worthy  of  her  great  name  and  rank. 

General  Farusworth  having  requested  me  to  embody  any  suggestions  that  occaflf 
to  me  in  my  report,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  The  abolition  of  the  field  artillery  organization,  and  the  addition  of  two  gaasj 
regiments  of  infantry  as  far  so  the  material  and  men  will  go.     This  is  not  to  affect  • 
two  Gatling  batteries,  which  are  in  the  highest  condition  of  efficiency,  and  which  IT 
horses  simply  to  transport  their  pieces,  and  do  not  require  any  maneuvers  which  |p 
not  perfectly  simple. 

2.  The  detail,  if  practicable,  of  as  many  company  officers  as  can  be  spared  for  ta#- 
porary  service  at  large  posts  (as  has  been  done  with  such  success  in  heavy  artillery),  1 
acquaint  themselves  practically  with  the  best  methods  of  company  administration. at 
routine — a  thing  so  difficult  to  teach  theoretically. 

3.  Frequent  and  rigid  inspections  of  the  separate  companies,  which  would  makesjj 
a  captain  as  Gossin  of  the  Twenty-fourth  (Utica)  impossible. 

4.  A  higher  standard  for  company  officers  in  the  Thirty-second  and  Sixty-ninth  Bog 
ments,  and  the  unsparing  application  of  such  a  standard. 

5.  The  substitution  of  the  plain  black  leather  for  the  enameled  belt,  and  of  the  Unih 
States  metallic  bayonet  scabbard  for  the  leather  one. 

6.  The  abolition  of  the  straps  on  the  coat  to  hold  up  the  belt,  which  are  almost  alwg 
in  the  wrong  place  and  in  the  way. 

7.  The  application  of  the  blouse  to  the  men  as  well  as  to  the  officers.  I  belief 
handsome,  close-fitting  blouse,  with  some  collar  and  cuff  ornaments,  would  be  na) 
effective  in  masses  than  the  ungraceful  coat,  which,  when  it  fits  poorly,  is  simply  m 
figuring.

sistance  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  their  command! 
preparation  of  charges,  and  the  conduct  of  military  prosecutionf 
investigations,  and  frequently  appear  in  the  courts  of  the  United  £ 
and  in  the  State  courts,  in  matters  touching  the  military  service 
view  of  these  facts,  these  officers  should  be  enabled  to  procure  th< 
rent  legal  literature  of  the  day,  in  the  form  of,  at  least,  text-boob 
gests,  and  law  periodicals. 

PBB  DEEM.

DEPOSITIONS. 

An  amendment  of  the  law  relating  to  deposition  evidence  t 
courts-martial  is  believed  to  be  necessary.  The  ninety-first  Art* 
War  contains  the  only  express  statutory  provision  on  this  subject 
reference  to  courts-martial.    It  reads : 

The  depositions  of  witnesses  residing  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State/ Territfl 
district  in  which  any  military  court  may  be  ordered  to  sit,  if  taken  on  reasi 
notice  to  the  opposite  party  and  duly  authenticated,  may  be  read  in  evidence  1 
avoh  courts  in  cases  not  capital. 
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* 

Section  1202  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provides : 

Every  Judge-Advocate  of  a  court-martial  shall  have  power  to  issue  the  like  proc 
to  compel  witnesses  to  appearand  testify  which  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction  wife 
the  State,  Territory  or  District  where  such  military  courts  shall  be  ordered  to  j 
may  lawfully  issue. 

The  understanding  is,  that  this  section  merely  empowers  the  Jodj 
Advocate  to  bring  a  civilian  witness  before  the  court,  but  neither  it  n* 
the  eighty-sixth  Article,  above  quoted,  empowers  a  court-martial,  or  f 
Judge- Advocate  to  impose  punishment  for  the  disobedience,  or  to  fan 
him  to  testify  when  brought  before  the  court.  The  law  should  not  m 
in  this  indeterminate  and  imperfect  state,  in  view  of  the  large  nambi 
of  persons  brought  for  trial  before  courts-martial. 

TRIAL  OF  MILITARY  CONVICTS  BY  COURTS-MARTIAL. 

'  By  section  1361  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  United  States  prisoMi 
in  confinement  at  the  military  prison  undergoing  sentences  of  ootrij 
martial,  are  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  by  courts-martial 
the  Articles  of  War  for  offenses  committed  during  confinement, 
applies,  although  by  the  sentence  the  prisoner  has  been  discharged' 
service.  Jt  however  only  applies  to  convicts  confined  at  the  LetV 
worth  military  prison,  (there  being  no  authority  of  law  for  the 
of  a  "military  prison"  elsewhere,)  and  not  to  those  confined  at 
places*  For  the  sake  of  preserving  necessary  discipline,  it  is  adi 
that  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  embrace  all  places  where 
tary  convicts  are  confined.

United  States  circuit  oourt,  southern  district  of  New  York. 

(In  re  Thomas  Davison.    Wallace,  J.) 

This  appeal  is  brought  to  review  the  decision  of  the  district  oonrt  for  the 
district  of  New  York,  discharging  upon  habeas  corpus  the  petitioner,  Davii 
the  custody  of  Captain  Ward,  of  the  First  Regiment  United  States  Artillery, 
mandant  of  the  post  of  Fort  Columbus. 

It  appears  by  the  record  that  Davison  enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
in  July,  1870,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  deserted  while  on  furlough  in 
1072,  was  arrested  as  a  deserter,  and  brought  to  Fort  Columbus  in  Oct 
and  was  held  in  the  custody  of  the  respondent  to  await  trial  by  general 
tial  at  the  time  the  writ  issued.    It  further  appears  that  the  petitioner  was  bttfci

lie  for  support,  who  never  consented  to  his  enlistment;  and  that  daring  the  entire 
priftJ  between  the  petitioner's  desertion  and  apprehension  he  was  within  the  city  of 
JrrTork.  The  petitionees  discharge  was  claimed  on  two  grounds:  fi  rat,  that  his 
wtner  of  enlistment  was  void,  and  therefore  he  could  not  be  held  as  a  deserter; 
ad  ttcomlly,  that  if  he  was  a  deserter,  he  was  nor  amenable  to  trial,  because  more 
ibn  two  rears  had  elapsed  since  the  commission  of  the  alleged  offense. 
Ik  learned  district  judge,  in  the  opinion  delivered  by  him,  placed  the  petitioner's 
njfct  ro  a  discharge  on  the  second  ground.  Article  of  War  103  (U.  S.  Rev.  Stat.,  Sec. 
6b;  declares  that: 

"Nn  person  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  by  a  general  court-martial  for 
■joffenw  which  appears  to  have  been  committed  more  than  two  years  before  the 
JMio£  of  the  order  for  such  trial,  unless  by  reason  of  having  absented  himself,  or 
ifHun* other  manifest  imped hnent,  he  shall  not  have  been  amenable  to  justice  within 
(fat  period." 
IV  district  judjge  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  offense  of  desertion  was  com- 
pta  when  the  original  act  of  desertion  took  place:  that  it  was  not  to  l>e  deemed  a 
MBQOQiog  offense,  and  that  the  facts  of  the  petitioner's  desertion  more  than  two 
tor  before  his  apprehension,  and  of  his  continued  presence  within  the  United  States, 
mi*  undisputed,  he  could  not  be  tried  or  punished  by  court-martial,  and  should, 
fctefbre,  be  released  from  custody. 
Upon  this  appeal  a  very  elaborate  argument  has  been  made  by  the  counsel  for  the 
mntarr  authorities,  to  show  that  the  statutory  limitation  of  Article  103  is  not  in- 
to apply  to  the  offense  of  desertion  ;  and  if,  as  would  seem  to  be  plain,  the 
lie  is  a  continuous  one,  that  is,  is  repeated  completely  every  hoar  and  every  mo- 
line  soldier  willfully  absents  himself  without  leave,  animus  non  revertendi,  there 
hsartainly  (air  room  to  contend  that  the  two  years  do  not  begin  to  ran  until  ho  re- 
>  or  Unapprehended.    On  the  other  hand,  if  this  construction  of  Article  103  should 
i,  it  would  appear  that  Congress,  while  intending  to  shield  the  deserter  from 
it  for  the  original  desertion,  and,  possibly,  for  his  persistant  contumacy 
a  long  period  of  years,  also  intended  to  subject  him  to  punishment  for  re- 
m  acetate  of  desertion  daring  the  two  years  last  preceding  his  voluntary  re- 
ft to 'service  or  .his  apprehension.    Such  a  construction  might  lead  to  the  singularly 
Lirarv  and  apparently  useless  result  of  punishing  a  deserter  in  his  extreme  old 
4m,  when  his  return  to  military  duty  would  be  useless  and  farcical,  while  exempting 
Si  fan  criminal  accountability  for  the  flagrant  offense  originally  committed. 
Ik  conclusions  which  have  been  reached,  however,  render  it  unnecessary,  and, 
inappropriate  to  adjudicate  here  the  question  thus  suggested.    It  must  be 
t  it  is  for  the  court-martial,  and  not  for  this  court,  to  decide  whether  the 
toHorj  limitation  can  be  invoked  effectually  by  the  accused  to  protect  him  from 
pmmmsnt.    If  the  petitioner  was  legally  in  custody,  awaiting  trial  by  coiirt-mar- 
^fnr  a  military  offense,  this  proceeding  must  fail.    He  was  legally  in  custody  if 
is  one  of  which  that  tribunal  has  jurisdiction.    It  is  not  the  office  of  a 
eas  corpus  to  anticipate  the  action  of  the  appropriate  tribunal  by  determin- 
ism advance  or  its  investigation  and  judgment,  wnether  the  accused  is  innocent 
wgmayof  the  offense  for  which  he  is  held  for  trial,  any  more  than  it  is  to  perform 
fc  faction*  of  a  writ  of  error  after  a  trial  has  been  had.    Courts-martial  are  lawful 
tikaak,  existing  by  the  same  authority  that  this  court  is  created  by,  have  as  plenary 
Waficnen  over  offenses  by  the  law  military  as  this  court  has  over  the  controversies 
•wanted  to  its  cognisance,  and,  within  their  special  and  more  limited  sphere,  are 
■tafcdto  as  untrammeled  an  exercise  of  their  powers.    As  said  in  Ex  parte  Milligan 
(IWalL,  123): 

*Tae  discipline  necessary  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Army  and  Navy  required  other  and 
*iftar  modes  of  trial  than  are  furnished  by  the  common-law  courts;  and,  in  pursn- 
**  of  the  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution,  Congress  has  declared  the  kinds  of 
fcahand  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be  conducted  for  offenses  committed  while 
fcpanr  is  in  the  military  or  naval  service.  Every  one  connected  with  these  branches 
•f  write  is  amenable  to  the  jurisdiction  which  Congress  has  created  for  the  Govern- 
*flrt,md  while  thus  serving  surrenders  his  right  to  be  tried  by  the  civil  courts." 
.  The  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  a  general  court-martial  may  always  be  inquired 
■■■•in  the  application  of  any  party  aggrieved  by  its  proceedings,  and'so  may  tnat  of 
[jwy  other  judicial  tribunal ;  buttherange  and  scope  of  the  inquiry  is  controlled  by 
*  am*  rales  and  limitations  jn  both  cases.  There  must  be  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
»,  and  to  render  the  particular  judgment  or  sentence  imposed.  If  this  exists, 
eTToneooB  the  proceedings  may  be,  they  cannot  be  reviewed  collaterally  upon 
wpme.  (Ex  parte  Kearney,  7  Wheat.,  38 ;  Ex  parte  Watkins,  3  Pet. ,  193 ;  Ex  parte 
,M0  U.  S-.  13-&3.)  It  wonfd  be  as  indecorous  and  as  wanton  a  stretch  of  judicial 
r  to  assume  in  advance  that  a  general  court-martial  will  erroneously  convict  the 
"  person  of  a  military  offense,  as  it  would  be  to  indulge  such  a  presumption  con- 
_  a  common-law  court.  The  real  inquiry  is,  therefore,  whether  the  one  hun- 
land  thud  Article  of  War  is  a  statutory  inhibition  upon  the  jurisdiction  of  courts- 
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martial  over  offenses  which  appear  to  have  been  committed  more  than  two  yean 
fore  the  issuing  of  the  order  for  trial,  unless,  by  reason  of  the  exception  mentioi 
the  accused  shall  not  have  been  amenable  to  justice  within  that  period.  The  solol 
of  this  inquiry  seems  very  plain.  Articles  47  and  48  provide  that  anv  soldier  w 
having  been  duly  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  deserts  the  same  ah 
in  time  of  peace,  suffer  such  punishment,  excepting  death,  as  a  court-martial  may 
rect,  and  snail  be  tried  and  puuished  by  a  court-martial,  although  the  term  of  his 
llstment  may  have  expired  previous  to  his*  being  apprehended.  Although  art 
103  declares  that  no  person  shall  be  "liable  to  be  tried  and  punished n  by  a  ■ 
eral  court  martial  for  an  offense  which  appears  not  to  have  been  committed  wit 
the  two  years,  this  language  does  not  limit  or  qualify  the  jurisdiction  of  the  a 
tary  tribunals,  but  prescribes  a  rule  of  procedure  for  the  benefit  of  the  accused,  Is 
considered  and  enforced  upon  the  trial,  in  the  exercise  \>f  a  jurisdiction  already  o 
ferred.  The  limitation  is  a  matter  of  defense  which  is  to  be  entertained  and  daft 
mined  like  any  other  question  involving  an  adjudication  upon  the  merits  of  the  em 
Language  almost  identical,  declaring  that  no  person  should  be  "  prosecuted,  triasY 
punished  "  for  an  offense  not  committed  within  two  years  before  indictment  fat 
was  employed  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  April  90,  1790  (sec.  31).  In  Johnson  v.  Uirife 
States,  (3  McLean,  89,)  arising  upon  habeas  corjms  the  court  held  that  although  its 
peared  upon  the  record  of  conviction  that  the  offense  for  which  the  relator  wataa 
tenced  was  not  committed  within  two  years,  no  want  of  jurisdiction  was  appant 
that  the  court  before  whom  he  was  tried  had  undoubted  jurisdiction,  and  if  the  eta 
ute  was  a  bar  it  should  have  been  pleaded.  In  United  States  e.  Cook,  ( 17  WalL,  1*1 
the  defendant  sought  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefit  of  the  same  statute  by  a  deaun 
to  the  indictment,  and  it  was  held  to  be  a  statute  of  limitations  and  not  available 
the  defendant  by  a  demurrer. 

The  precise  question  under  consideration  was  decided  by  the  circuit  court  for  ti 
district  of  California,  by  Field  and  Sawyer.  J.  J.,  in  re  White  17,  Fed.  Rep.,  783. 
was  there  held,  on  a  proceeding  in  habeas  corpus,  that  the  limitation  prescribed  1 
Article  103  is  a  matter  of  defense,  and  that  the  court-martial  was  the  tribunal  havij 
jurisdiction  to  try  the  charge  of  desertion,  and  to  determine  whether  the  limitata 
attached  or  not ;  and,  because  of  these  concisions,  the  court  refused  to  discharge  t 
relator,  aud  remanded  him  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  military  authorities. 

If  the  relator  was  not  duly  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  he  is  I 
amenable  to  the  jurisdiction  ot  courts-martial.  Not  only  is  this  the  plain  dell 
tion  from  the  statutory  provisions,  which  confer  jurisdiction  upon  these  tribunals*  1 
such  would  be,  also,  the  result  upon  general  principles.  If  this  contract  of  enlistaal 
was  void,  the  Government  acquired  no  right  to  his  services ;  he  never  became  a  soldi 
and  could  not  be  a  deserter. 

It  is  insisted  for  the  relator  that  the  contract  was  void,  because  he  enlisted  with* 
the  written  consent  of  his  parents  or  guardian.  The  provisions  of  the  laws  of  & 
gross,  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  relator's  enlistment,  so  far  as  they  affect  the  pail 
are  reproduced  in  sections  1116,  1117,  and  Hid  Revised  Statutes.  The  antecedl 
legislation  of  Congress  upon  the  subject  does  not  seem  to  afford  auy  aid  in  the  e* 
structions  of  these  sections.  Tbe  pnor  acts  are  collated  and  referred  to  in  re  Rik 
(1  Ben.,  408,)  and  in  Seavey  v.  Seymour,  (3  Cliff.,  439,)  but  there  is  nothing  in  th 
provisions,  and  no  decisions  of  Federal  courts  in  construction  of  them,  which  mate 
ally  assists  in  solving  the  question :  Whether,  under  the  present  laws,  the  enU 
ment  of  a  minor  over  sixteen  years  of  age  is  void  at  his  election.  Section  1116  if 
follows : 

"  Recruits  enlisting  in  the  Army  must  be  effective  and  able  bodied  men,  and  betwtf 
the  ages  of  sixteen  and  thirty-five  years  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment." 

Section  1117  enacts: 

"No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  enlisted  or  mustered  into  I 
military  service  of  the  United  States  without  the  written  consent  of  his  parenftaj 
guardians :  Provided,  That  such  minor  has  such  parents  or  guardians  entitled  tat 
cuHtodv  and  control." 

Section  1118  enacts : 

"  No  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  no  insane  or  intoxicated  person,  nt 
serter  from  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  no  person  who  has  beear 
vie  ted  of  a  felony,  shall  be  enlisted  or  mustered  into  the  military  service." 

The  reasonable  conclusion  warranted  by  these  sections  would  seem  to  be,  that! 
contract  of  enlistment  of  a  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  is  void,  but  that  if  k 
over  that  age  it  is  valid,  in  the  absence  of  fraud  or  duress,  as  to  him,  but  daring] 
minority  is  invalid  at  the  election  of  his  parents  or  guardian.    It  is  not  open  tod 
that  Congress,  under  the  constitutional  power  "to  raise  and  support  armies,1 
provide  for  the  enlistment  of  minors,  with  or  without  the  consent  of  their  parent 
may  give  such  effect  and  conclusiveness  to  the  contract  of  enlistment  as  it  ma" 
bout.    And  it  is  equally  clear  that  when  the  laws  of  Congress  authorise  the  enli 
of  minors,  no  question  of  tbe  oap^city  of  the  infant  to  contraot  can  arise. 
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mi  maon-Iaw  disability  is  removed  by  statute  the  competency  of  the  infant  to  do 
il set!  within  the  purview  of  the  statute  is  as  complete  as  that  of  a  person  of  full 
am  (U.  8.  w.  Bainbridge,  1  Mason,  71 ;  Rex  vt.  Rotherford  Greys,  1  B.  at  C,  346; 
Bnba  Dom.  Bel.,  560.) 

fatioMlH6  and  1118  authorize  the  enlistment  of  minors  of  the  age  of  1(5  years, 
■ttatnbv  affirm  their  competency  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  government  in 
tmtfehali;  and  it  seems  obvious  that  section  1117  was  not  intended  for  the  benefit  of 
ftfauor,  or  for  his  protection,  because  it  has  no  application,  unless  he  has  a  parent 
Marfan  who  is  entitled  to  his  custody  or  control. 

At  taiid  Article  of  War,  (sectiou  1342,)  has  not  been  overlooked,  but  it  does  not 

flats  have  any  bearing  upon  the  present  question.

\JT9m  the  report  of  Major  Henry  Good  fellow,  Judge  Advocate,  Department  of  the 
Missouri,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  18H4. 

Jib  number  of  approved  convictious  of  desertions  for  the  year  ending  September 
IAH,  was  120.     This  number  is  about  one-fifth  of  the  u umber  of  desertions  in  this 
mi  for  the  year  ending  September  15,  1884 ;  but  inasmuoh  as  many  of  the 
triad  deserted  in  prior  years  and  from  other  departments,  these  numbers  are  no 
ft  criterion  of  the  proportion  of  men  who  desert  wuo  are  brought  to  justice.    Still, 
>t*» lumber  of  trials  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  as  many  of  the  deserters 
to  tail  department  are  tried  elsewhere,  the  foots  go  to  indicate  that  not  more  than 
Ifltt,  or  perhaps  a  sixth,  of  the  men  who  desert  are  captured.

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The  views  I  submitted  in  my  lost  annual  report  upon  this  subject  have  not  b 
changed  by  further  observation.  Without  repeating  these  views  here,  I  may  be  p 
mitted  to  observe  that  I  think  that  the  number  of  desertions  might  be  diminished 
legislation  and  orders  providing  for  greater  care  in  recruiting  to  obtain  good  men,  a 
that  enlistments  should  be  for  three  years,  with  strong  inducements  in  the  way  of 
creased  pay  for  re-enlistments ;  that  the  troops  should  be  paid  monthly  instead  of  i 
monthly,  and  half  their  pay  retained  nntil  the  end  of  their  enlistment,  interest  boll 
paid,  as  now  allowed,  upon  deposits,  with  a  provision  made  for  allotment  in  favor 
dependent  relatives,  care  being  taken  that  this  allotment  shall  be  made  only  for  acts 
relatives  and  not  as  a  means  of  evading  the  retention  of  pay  by  the  Government 

The  advisability  of  these  measures  seems  to  be  a  just  inference  from  the'  fact  tfci 
two-thirds  of  the  desertions  occur  in  the  first  year  of  enlistment,  and,  probably,  flM 
than  five-sixths  in  the  first  two  years.  If  these  men  had  only  three  years  instead* 
five  before  them  many  of  them  might  be  more  inclined  to  remain  nntil  habituated  1 
service.  Everything  in  the  way  of  better  treatment,  better  pay,  clothing,  and  In 
that  tends  to  make  the  service  more  endurable  and  attractive  to  the  recruit,  woal 
by  a  parity  of  retsoning,  promise  a  diminution  on  the  number  of  desertions.  Gnat 
effort  should  be  made  to  capture  deserters,  and,  when  convicted,  a  deserter's  term  i 
imprisonment,  as  a  rule,  should  not  be  less  than  his  unfulfilled  term  of  enlistment 
•  •  *  •  •  •  * 

I  would  renew  my  recommendation,  that  an  effort  should  be  made  by  the  Jadf 
Advocate-General's  Department  to  have  a  revision  of  the  Articles  of  War,  or  rather  S 
enactment  of  a  brief  code  of  military  penalties  in  place  of  that  now  contained  in  ti 
present  articles.  Together  with  much  that  is  obsolete,  the  present  Articles  of  W 
contain  much  that  relate  to  the  military  administration  generally,  rather  than 
crimes  and  penalties  or  to  regulation  of  courts-martial.  It  would  be  a  great  conn 
ience  if  a  short  code  embracing  only  these  matters  could  be  enacted. 

A  simplification  of  the  forms  of  procedure  also  seems  desirable.  The  distinction,  t 
tween  tne  charge  and  specification  might  well  be  abolished.  Then,  for  *"Ttltn 
instead  of  the  "  charge,  drunkenness  on  dnty,  in  violation  of  the  38th  Article  of  IK 
Specification :  In  that  he,  Private  A  B,  having  been  regularly  mounted  on  guard,* 
found  drunk.  This  on  or  about,"  <fcc,  it  would  be  sufficient  to  say:  "Charge:, 
that  Private  A  B  was  found  drunk  on  guard  on  or  about,"  &c. 

Instead  of  swearing  a  court  in  every  case  let  it  be  sworn  once  for  all,  when  it  I 
sembles.  to  do  justice,  according  to  law  and  evidence,  in  all  things  brought  before! 

In  military  proceedings  it  is  obvious  that  all  the  brevity  and  simplicity  oonakftf 
with  doing  justice  deoentlv  and  in  order  is  very  desirable. 

A  great  deal  of  trouble  is  caused  in  the  Army  by  a  class  of  incorrigible  offattHi 
who  do  nothing  at  any  one  time  very  heinous,  but  who  are  constantly  getting  dfll 
and  absenting  themselves  from  duty.  The  trial  of  these  men,  for  their  rents! 
offending  and  habitual  delinquencies,  should  be  authorised,  so  that  they  may  WJ 
charged  the  service  upon  a  proper  statement  of  their  an  worthiness.  As  it  is,  tU*4 
is  now  indirectly  reached  by  charging  them  "  that,  notwithstanding  repeated  *■ 
ing  by  previous  trials,  convictions,  and  punishments,"  they  did,  at  anon  atima.fi 
place,  get  drunk  or  stay  away  from  some  duty.  It  would  be  better,  howevef* 
authorize  their  trial  for  first,  second,  or  third  offense  of  drunkenness,  or  whateveri 
offense  may  be,  recognizing  the  repetition  as  an  element  of  the  crime. 


Extract  from  the  report  of  Major  A.  B.  Gardiner,  Judge-Advocate,  Department  efti* 


A  number  of  reports  have  been  called  for,  and  opinions  rendered,  on  legal qi 
such  as  questions  of  title  to  property,  and  questions  as  to  jurisdiction,  which 
arisen  at  military  posts. 

Two  important  decisions  have  also  been  rendered  by  the  superior  courts  of 

cases  in  wnioh  I  had  to  appear  as  Government  counsel  under  the  instructions  a£i 
Secretary  of  War. 

The  first — decided  in  July  last,  by  the  supreme  judicial  appellate  court  of 
is  that  of  Ordnance  Sergeant  Denis  Kelly,  U.  S.  A.,  who  was  indioted  by  the 
grand  jury  of  Sagadahoc,  Me.,  for  alleged  murder,  at  Fort  Popham,  of  a  atadi 
Harvard  College,  mihe  summer  of  1882.

General  of  the  United  States,  accompanied  with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant 
premnt  of  the  facts  in  his  case ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Quartermaster^ 
eral  to  cause  such  claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is  just,  and  of 
loyalty  of  the  claimant,  and  that  the  stores  have  been  actually  received  or  taken 
the  use  of  and  used  by  said  Army,  then  to  report  each  case  to  the  Third  Auditor  of  1 
Treasury,  with  a  recommendation  for  settlement. 

By  acts  approved  June  18,1866,  and  July  23,  1866,  the  provisions  of  tbifl 
act  were  extended  to  include  the  counties  of  Berkeley  and  Jefferson* 
West  Virginia,  and  the  loyal  citizens  of  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

And  further,  it  is  provided  by  the  acts  of  Congress  and  the 
tions  founded  thereon,  that  the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall 
grounds  for  national  cemeteries,  to  preserve  the  graves  of  all  soldi 
who  fell  in  battle,  died  of  disease  in  the  field  or  hospital,  in  the  rel 
ion,  from  desecration ;  to  secure  suitable  burial  places  for  all  hon< 
bly  discharged  soldiers,  sailors,  or  marines  who  served  during  the " 
war,  either  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces,  dying  subsequent  to 
passage  of  this  act  (approved  March  3, 1873),  in  a  national  cemetery;

Provision  is  also  made  by  law  for  the  Quartermaster's  Dei 
to  furnish  suitable  headstones  to  mark  the  graves  of  all  soldiers, 
or  marines,  who  have  served  during  the  late  war,  whose  burial  is 
vided  for  a«  above,  or  who  may  have  been  buried  in  private  cemel 

Under  these  several  acts,  above  recited,  and  others  of  like  import,  i 
Quartermaster's  Department  provides  the  means  of  transportation 
land  and  water  for  troops  and  materials  of  war  for  the  Army  (buti 
for  the  transportation  of  the  arms  for  the  militia  of  the  several  St 
it  transports  the  property  for  other  Executive  Departments,  on 
requisition,  the  outlay  therefor  being  reimbursed  to  the  appropi 
for  the  department;  it  provides  wagons,  ambulances,  carts, 
and  horse  equipments  (except  for  the  cavalry),  and  harness  (except 
used  by  the  p  tillery). 

This  depar:  oent provides  vessels  for  water  transportation;  wl 
constructs  ami  repairs  roads  or  military  purposes;  pays  tolls;  and 
all  necessary  military  bridges.     It  provides  and  distributes  clothi 
tents,  and  equipage;  fuel,  forage,  stationery,  lumber,  straw  for  beddfaf 
for  men  and  animals,  and  all  material  for  camps  and  for  shelter  of  1 
and  stores ;  furniture  for  barracks,  such  as  bunks,  benches,  chairs, 
and  lockers;  heating  and  cookiug  stoves  for  use  in  public  barracks 
quarters;  tools  for  mechanics  and  laborers  in  the  Quartermaster's 
partment,  and  lights  for  all  military  posts  and  buildings.     It 
barracks,  quarters,  storehouses,  and  hospitals;  provides,  by  hii 
purchase,  grounds  for  military  encampments  and  buildings ;  su]

periodicals  and  newspapers,  or  school  books  in  lieu  of  periodicals,  if 
desired,  to  the  post  libraries  for  the  use  of  enlisted  men.  It  also  provide* 
ptHinds  for  cemeteries,  and  for  the  burial  of  officers  and  soldiers  therein  \ 
lodges  for  superintendents  of  cemeteries,  and,  generally,  for  fencing, 
■irking  by  suitable  stones,  and  care  of  graves  of  soldiers  who  die  in 
service  on  duty  throughout  the  country. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  219,  Revised  Statutes,  u  other  offi- 
cios' than  "  regimental  quartermasters,"  to  the  average  number  of  106, 
toe  been  detailed  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department  in  doing  its  du- 
ties in  various  ways  in  the  care  and  "  distribution  of  the  stores  of  the 
Qurtermaster's  Department,  under  the  Secretary  of  War  and  his  regu- 

These  officers  are  justly  entitled  to  extra  pay  for  this  extra  service, 
ad  continued  efforts  have  been  made  for  some  years  to  get  their  extra 
HJ allowed  from  the  Pay  Department  of  the  Army.  The  attempt,  how- 
cm,  to  compensate  them  from  that  source  has  not  met  with  success, 
■d  the  unjust  discrimination  still  exists  between  officers  doing  extra 
tern  tbe  Commissary  Department  and  those  doing  duty  in  the  Quar- 
fcnaster'8  Department.  It  is  recommended  that  authority  to  pay  $10 
prmooth  to  all  line  officers  properly  detailed  (by  any  commander  of  a 
Ifcpsrtment  or  division)  who  actually  renders  consecutive  service  not 
hiihan  thirty  days  at  any  one  time,  by  the  Quartermaster  General, 
jfcthe  appropriation  for  regular  supplies;  provided,  that  the  total 
of  such  payments  hereafter  for  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed 
This  recommendation  is  made  for  the  reason  that  this  service 
mainly  to  the  care  and  distribution  of  these  supplies  to  the  Army 
•ponded  by  law. 

0sogre8s  has  already  wisely  provided  for  extra  duty  pay  of  clerks  for 
officers  and  others,  and  for  a  limited  number  of  post  quarterinas- 
rgeants,  thus  greatly  ameliorating  the  quartermaster's  service.    It 
Ibped  that  this  slight  compensation  to  young  officers  for  caring  for 
and  other  supplies  and  their  distribution  may  secure  like  favor- 
consideration. 

lb  those  officers  who  have  never  been  called  upon  to  assume  the  re- 
ability  attached  to  these  duties,  and  who  may  always  have  esca|>ed 
performance,  this  compensation  will  possibly  seem  an  insignificant 
but  it  is  not,  in  itself,  a  small  matter;  because,  to  ignore  the  du- 
ittas  rendered  by  these  officers  is  an  injustice,  and  this  Government 
■otjin  lact  no  Goverumeut  can,  afford  to  be  unjust  to  any  considera- 
inmber  of  its  public  servants,  whether  it  be  in  the  matter  of  extra 
fcr  extra  work  and  responsibility,  or  in  the  matter  of  furnishing 
for  its  worthy  and  highest  non-commissioned  officers,  or  fuel 
officers  compelled  to  live  upon  the  distant  frontiers,  far  removed 
laD  forest  growth  and  cheap  markets  for  the  extra  fuel  demanded  by 
rigors  of  the  climate.

The  inspection  branch  is  in  charge  of  Lieut.  Col.  J.  G.  Chand 
deputy  quartermaster-general,  U.  S.  A. 

This  branch  of  the  office  keeps  the  record  of  correspondence 
to  the  assignment  to  duty  of  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's 
ment,  and  of  the  officers  doing  duty  therein;  also  of  correspon 
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relating  to  them  individually  as  well  as  to  all  clerks,  agents,  and  other 
enployls  of  the  department;  it  briefs,  enters,  examines,  and  acts  upon 
the  annual  reports  rendered  by  officers  of  the  department;  it  has  the 
■onthly  personal  reports  of  the  stations  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
department  and  of  acting  assistant  quartermasters;  keeps  the  " station 
book"  and  prepares  the  "  roster  of  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment, with  rank,  grade,  stations,  addresses,  and  services,"  and  pre- 
pares the  monthly  returns  of  officers  for  the  Adjutant-General's  Office, 
Oder  paragraph  722  Army  Regulations.    . 

It  receives  and  distributes  orders,  circulars,  pamphlets,  &c,  includ- 
ing technical  textbooks  necessary  to  enable  officers  to  discharge  their 
BaUifarious  duties.

The  maintenance  in  good  order  of  the  many  roads  to  cemeteries  pre 
vided  by  act  of  Congress  will  necessitate  a  considerable  annual  expend 
iture. 

Extensive  improvements  are  in  progress  in  the  Loudon  Park  Cenn 
tery. 

The  addition  of  9  acres,  donated  by  the  commissioners  of  the  Soldien 
Home,  provides  ample  space  for  the  national  cemetery  connected  with 
the  Home. 

The  grounds  have  been  improved,  and  are  in  condition  for  interments. 
The  road  giving  access  to  it  needs  considerable  repairs  and  macadamis- 
ing. 

Additional  land  has  been  purchased  for  the  Cypress  Hills  National 
Cemetery,  and  the  grounds  are  being  prepared  for  use. 

This  addition  will  provide  for  all  interments  from  the  posts  in  New 
York  Harbor  and  vicinity. 

The  purchase  of  the  Arlington  estate,  as  provided  for  in  the  act  d 
March  3,  1883,  was  completed  on  March  25,  1884. 

The  means  of  approach  to  this  cemetery  still  remains  in  an  unsatto- 
factory  condition. 

If  the  Oovernment  is  to  acquire  the  ownership  of  the  Aqueduct  Bridfl 
and  convert  it  into  a  free  highway,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  the  greater 
importance  to  improve  at  once  the  road  leading  therefrom  to  the  A* 
lington  Cemetery.

Both  first  and  second  contractors  having  failed,  the  Secretary  of  Wa 
on  July  23, 1884,  authorized  "  the  assistant  quartermaster  in  charge  ■ 
proceed  under  the  provisions  of  article  4  of  the  contract  to  complea 
the  work  remaining  to  be  completed,  by  special  contract,  by  day's  wort 
or  by  open  purchase,  as  the  said  assistant  quartermaster  shall  dee; 
best  for  the  interest  of  the  service." 

The  fact  having  been  previously  developed  that  further  funds  will  1 
necessary  in  order  to  grade  and  improve  grounds,  provide  additions 
heating  facilities,  furniture,  &c,  the  attention  of  Congress  was  called 
to  the  same  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  May  12,  1884.

property  of  the  United  States,  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers ;  and  that  hepay 
money  received  for  said  property  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States: 
That  the  Baid  property  shall  be  appraised  by  a  board  of  three  Army  officers  and 
be  sold  at  public  sale  at  not  less  than  its  appraised  value. 

Approved,  April  7,  1882.     (G.  O.  46,  of  1882.) 

After  full  advertisement  the  public  sale  took  place  on  November 
1883 ;  the  property  realized  $67,381.88.    Said  money  having  been 
to  the  authorized  agents  of  the  Government,  and   turned  into 
Treasury,  the  Secretary  of  War  thereupon  executed  the  deed  cow 
ing  the  property  to  the  purchasers  as  directed  by  the  law  indie 
above. 

MILITARY  SITES  IN  TEXAS. 

Congress,  in  sundry  civil  bill  of  March  3,  1875,  granted  for  the 
chase  of  the  site  of  Fort  Brown,  Texas,  $25,000. 

The  owners  having  declined  to  sell  for  that  amount,  nothing  has  tW

In  order  to  keep  abreast,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  with  the  lawi 
of  hygiene  and  sanitary  science  and  their  adaptation  to  modern  struct 
ares,  it  would  seem  that  the  time  had  arrived  when  something  shonkj 
be  done  in  the  way  of  needed  improvements  in  the  construction  of  ba$ 
racks,  quarters,  storehouses,  &c,  for  the  Army.  It  may  be  stated  thrf 
there  are  uo  suitable  plans  of  building  now  at  hand.  Those  that  well 
prepared  in  1872,  and  in  a  measure  adopted,  are  crude,  deficient  i| 
many  particulars,  notably  in  containing  no  arrangements  for  ventitat 
tion,  heating,  bathing,  water  supply,  and  disposition  of  waste. 

It  is  practicable  to  have  prepared  and  adopted  complete  plans,  sej 
tions,  and  elevations,  with  detailed  working  drawings  for  the  usual  mfl| 
tary  structures,  provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  through* 
the  country,  and  also  specifications,  forms  of  estimates,  proposals, 
contracts.  These  details  may  be  made  to  apply  to  structures  of  stoi 
brick,  and  wood,  or  so  prepared  as  to  be  suitable  to  the  climate, 
roundings,  and  resources  of  the  various  localities  of  construction. 

Tn  connection  with  this  report  a  statement  is  submitted,  compile^ 
from  latest  data  on  file,  showing  actual  expenditures  made  during  th 
past  fiscal  year  on  account  of  barracks  and  quarters  at  the  various  poatp 
and  stations,  the  particular  buildings  repaired  and  erected.  ' 

Also,  a  statement  showing  applications  received  siuce  the  comment 
ment  of  the  present  year  for  construction  and  repair  of  quarters 
ordnance- sergeants,  commissary-sergeants,  and  other  non-com  missu 
staff  officers. 

In  this  connection  it  will  be  remembered  that  Congress  failed  at 
last  session  to  pass  the  bill  which  was  specifically  intended  to  coi 
this  particular  character  of  work.

A)  the  public  mean* 
transportation  have  been  materially  diminished  at  military  potta  i 
suiting  in  the  sale  of  1,703  animals ;  the  deposit  of  the  amount  reaav 
($09,167.03)  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  and  a  large  i 
crease  in  the  expenses  of  maintaining  public  teams  and  wagons. 

The  number  of  civilian  employees  paid  out  of  this  appropriation  hi 
been  gradually  reduced,  so  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  flib 
year  ouly  one  thousand  remained  in  the  service ;  and  the  highest m 
of  pay  allowed  was  fixed  at  $1,600  per  annum. 

Competition  is  invited  and  contracts  made  for  all  services  and  H 
plies,  down  to  the  most  insignificant  requirements  of  the  service,  ii 
generally  more  stringent  restrictions  imposed  upou  all  officers  of  If 
Department,  who  are  enjoined  to  reduce  transportation  expenses  tot) 
smallest  limit  compatible  with  the  absolute  needs  of  the  Army. 

Iu  the  matter  of  transportation  furnished  by  common  carriers,  it  h 
been  suggested  that  chea]>er  rates  might  be  secured  by  means  of  yen 
contracts  awarded  to  lowest  bidders,  after  public  advertisement,  a 
indeed  the  allegation  has  been  made  that  the  Indian  Bureau,  under 
contract  system,  secured  cheaper  rates  than  the  Quartermaster's  1 
partment,  which  takes  advantage  of  the  best  rates  attainable  at  tin 
of  shipmeuts. 

An  investigation  of  the  subject,  however,  disclosed  the  fallacy  of  81 
an  opinion.  It  was  found  that  the  carriers,  as  a  rule,  notably  the  tri

law  by  the  payment  of  public  money  for  transportation  of  troops  • 
military  property  over  railroads  subsidized  by  the  Uuited  States.  1 
value  of  the  service  performed  by  these  subsidized  roads  for  the  Qi 
term  aster's  Department  during  the  year  aggregated  $858,278.23,  i 
this  money,  which  was  withheld  and  still  remains  in  the  Treasury  off 
United  States,  would  have  been  paid  out  if  the  service  had  beenp 
formed #by  means  of  contracts  with  private  parties. 

The  result  of  the  investigation  of  this  subject  may  be  found  in  tool

A fdl  equipped  and  organized  transportation  service  is  a  necessary 
einet  to  every  army  in  the  field,  and  its  absence,  or  even  its  presence 
in  ignorant  or  inexperieuced  officers  in  charge,  has  resulted  in  more 
imters  and  defeats  and  unsuccessful  inarches  and  campaigns  than 
jsheps  any  other  cause. 
Oir  exceedingly  small  Army,  in  its  scattered  condition,  is  probably 
itirailable  for  the  organization  of  such  a  corps,  but  evcto  in  this 
r,  in  times  of  peace,  on  sudden  outbreaks  of  Indians,  now  hap-

By  General  Orders  No.  99,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  Decembei 
1883  (copy  herewith,  marked  &),  a  new  form  of  yearly  contract  for  wa 
transportation  has  been  adopted  and  published. 

This  form  of  contract  was  prepared  in  this  office,  and  approve! 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  after  correspondence  and 
•cussion  with  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  whose  duties 
given  them  a  practicable  knowledge  of  the  subject,  aud  has  been 
-stituted  for  the  form  prescribed  by  Army  Regulations,  paragraph  1 
which  was  found  deficient,  and  had  given  general  dissatisfaction  1 
to  contractors  and  United  States  officers.  The  difficulties  experiei 
under  the  old  form  of  contract  seem  to  have  entirely  disappeared! 
the  adoption  of  the  form  prescribed  by  General  Orders  No.  99.

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  purchase  of  cavalry  and  artiltar; 
horses,  I  submit  an  extract  from  a  report  made  to  this  office  by  Cap! 
George  E.  Pond,  assistant  quartermaster,  as  the  result  of  his  obaervatioi 
and  experience  while  on  duty  with  the  board  of  officers  designated  fa 
purchase  and  inspect  the  cavalry  and  artillery  horses  for  the  Divide* 
of  the  Missouri  for  the  year  1883-'84: 

Depot  Quartermaster's  Office, 

New  York  City,  Julgh.  18Bi 
The  Quartermaster-General,  U.  S.  Army, 

Washington,  D.  C. : 

General:  *  *  *  I  would  beg  to  suggest  to  the  Quartermaster- General  Mil 
changes  in  the  method  of  supplying  the  Army  with  animals,  which,  I  think,  wonldjj 
of  great  economy,  and  to  the  best  interests  of  the  service. 

It  has  beeu  the  custom  for  some  years  to  organize  boards,  consisting  of  eai 
officers,  with  an  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  or  one  to  act  as  such, 
to  buy  either  for  a  single  department,  or,  as  this  year,  for  a  division.    Sometime 
horses  are  purchased  by  contract,  and  at  others,  as  this  year,  in  open  market. 

These  boards  have  tried  all  the  different  methods  of  buying,  in  large  cent 
Saint  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Louisville,  &c. — and  of  visiting  the  country  and 
towns  and  buying  direct  from  raisers,  but  as  each  year  a  new  and  distinct 
organized,  they  derive  little  or  no  benefit  from  former  experiences,  and  each 
each  year,  has  to  spend  a  good  portion  of  its  time  in  acquiring  the  mere  radii 
what  is  really  one  of  the  most  complicated  and  perplexing  branches  of  bannaaj 
I  think  it  is  readily  conceded  that  there  is  nothing  in  which  one  is  so  easily  dV 
or  that  dealers  are  so  expert  in  deceiving,  as  in  the  horse  market.    Business  n 
deal  in  horses  always  send  an  expert  to  the  markets,  and  the  average  cavi 
is  not  by  any  means  an  expert.    Indeed,  I  think  that  in  the  whole  service  tl 
very  few  who  are  really  experts 

A  Board  for  this  purpose'  is  a  cumbersome  affair.    There  are  three  or  more 
perhaps,  each  with  a  different  opinion,  and  the  time  taken  by  them  to  consult  audi 
the  merits  of  this  and  that  horse,  the  propriety  of  this  or  that  measure  (when  if! 
were  one  suitable  person  it  would  be  done  instantly,  and  probably  with 
suit),  becomes  a  very  important  item. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  under  the  present  arrangement  but  on* 
detailed,  wholly  on  account  of  his  fitness  for  this  business,  and  be  given  suits 
ical  assistance  and  the  services  of  the  inspector  of  cavalry  horses,  and  thatthlii 
be  continued  on  this  duty  as  long  as  practicable,  from  year  to  year  beli 
the  knowledge  he  would  acquire  of  the  men  with  whom  he  will  have  to 
market*,  localities,  and  all  connected  therewith,  will  tend  toward  economy, 
time  and  money,  and  the  securing  of  a  better  class  of  horses  to  the  Government. 

But  there  is  one  fact  with  which  the  board  had  to  contend,  and  one  which  willi 
from  year  to  year,  until  it  will  at  length  become  a  very  difficult  matter  to  secure 
cessary  remounts  for  the  Army,  and  that  is  this :  That  the  class  of  horses  desil 
cavalry  purposes  is  fast  becoming  extinct,  owing  to  the  fact  that  horse-breeders  4 
wheie  are  using  the  heavy  stallions  of  the  Normandies,  Clydesdale,  and  P< 
bloous  tor  service  to  their  mares.    The  progeny  thus  produced  is  a  large-boned,' 
AhuurtJ,  1,200  to  1,500  pounds,  with  large  feet,  and  of  a  phlegmatic  disposition  i 
admirably  suited  to  the  general  wants  of  a  horse  for  farming  or  draft  pi 
and  thereby  commanding  a  high  and  steady  price  in  the  market,  is  not  of  oat 
service,  either  in  cavalry  or  artillery.    I  noticed  all  through  Missouri,  Kani 
Iowa  this  class  of  stallion  was  standing  for  service  almost  exclusively,  and 
spring  were  every  day  brought  before  us,  and  of  course  rejected. 
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The suae  rnle  holds  in  Indiana,  and  to  a  large  degree  in  Kentucky,  though  in  the 
hlter  State  great  attention  is  still  given  to  breeding  trotters,  carriage,  and  fine  sad- 
ikkneft,  but  of  a  class  that  commands  too  high  a  price  for  Government  purpose. 
Tkk  difficulty  has  been  felt  in  former  years,  but  more  this  year,  and  it  will  increase 
ntilit  will  shortly  become  a  very  serious  matter.    To  meet  this  difficulty  there  ap- 

Cstome  a  very  practicable  and  economical  plan,  which  would  be  to  establish  at

Mte reservation  at  this  place,  most  admirably  adapted  for  this  purpose.    A  compara- 
tor onall  outlay  (say  $15,000)  would  build  the  necessary  stables,  &c.    A  large  part 
tithe  year  the  animals  could  graze.    By  careful  management,  with  aid  from  the  labor 
rfnilitary  convicts,  the  necessary  ha^y  could  bo  cut,  and  even  the  forage  be  raised  for 
feme  of  the  depot  on  lands  owned  by  the  Government. 
He  officer  in  charge  should  have  authority  to  purchase  animals  when  needed,  and 
CMld  take  advantage  of  the  market,  if  the  present  system  is  retained,  and  in  a  short 
Bae  farmers  and  raisers  would  bring  their  stock  direct  to  him,  and  being  under  no 
Mediate  necessity,  he  could  select  only  the  best.    Animals  could  here  receive  a 
IRhminary  training,  be  thoroughly  broken  to  saddle,  and  besides  be  properly  shod, 
m  that  when  a  requisition  came  for  any  regiment,  a  mount  of  sound,  acclimated, 
tensed,  and  colored  horses  could  be  at  once  sent  in  a  solid  shipment. 

One  of  the  most  potent  causes  of  disability  in  horses,  in  the  service  as  well  as  in 
erril  life,  is  improper  method  of  shoeing.  The  ordinary  horseshoer  works  as  he  has 
seen  taught,  without  the  slightest  knowledge  of  the  anatomy  of  a  horse's  foot.  He 
hfxed  in  his  belief  that  he  knows  all  about  his  trade,  and  will  take  no  suggestions. 
When  in  command  of  a  troop  of  cavalry,  to  insure  my  horses  being  shod  in  a  proper 
'physiological  manner,  I  had  to  stand  by  and  direct  the* whole  operation.  At 
a  depot  a  school  of  farriery  could  be  established,  under  the  direction  of  the  depot 
~  iaryf  and  competent  horseshoers  sent  out  to  each  troop  and  battery  of  the 
at  an  incalculable  benefit  to  the  service.  And  in  the  same  way  veterinary 
da  (or  what  are  called  in  the  service  farriers)  could  be  instructed.  These  men 
be  attached  to  the  post  of  Fort  Leavenworth  for  all  military  duties,  rations, 
i,  dtc.  Having  the  depot  once  established,  a  small  expenditure  from  the 
appropriated  for  cavalry  and  artillery  horses  would  purchase  a  few  stallions, 
with  care  and  a  special  view  to  the  class  of  horses  desired  'for  cavalry  pur- 
;  also  the  requisite  number  of  brood  mares.  Thus  the  plan  of  raising  a  special 
of  cavalry  horses  wonld  be  inaugurated.  The  next  year  the  number  would  be 
sd,  and  so  on,  until  in  a  short  time  the  service  would  have  a  mount  as  nearly 
«.  as  eould  be,  and  at  a  largo  saving  to  the  Government.

irstem  secured  rates  of  transportation  cheaper  than  those  paid  by  the  Quar- 
ts Department  for  like  service. 

egation  is  not  only  incorrect;  the  reverse  is  strikingly  apparent  upon  com- 
f  rates  and  of  cost. 

losed  printed  schedule  ("6")  of  "  Indian  transportation  rates  for  fiscal  year 
ine  30, 1883,"  indicates  that  contracts  were  made  with  various  individuals 
importation  required  by  the  Indian  Bureau,  each  contract  extending  through 
>  year.  The  notations  indicate  that  the  rates  quoted  are  in  many  cases  ap- 
\o  transportation  by  canal  or  lake,  or  in  car-load  lots  only — factors  which 
j  affected  the  price  paid  by  the  contractor  or  middleman  to  the  carriers  for 
portation,  naturally  enlarging  his  margin  of  pro6t,  unless  correspondingly 
were  fixed  in  the  contracts,  which  does  not  seem  to  be  the  cose.  Large 
*,  both  in  respect  to  rates  and  time  are  understood  to  exist  between  those 
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by  the  all-rail  route,  the  rail  and  lake  route,  and  the  canal  and  lake  route  from  Neir 
York  to  Chicago. 

No  deductions  from  these  contract  rates  are  made  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  ta#  "£| 
public  property  over  land-grant  and  bonded  railroads.  fj 

Freight  is  not  classified  in  these  contracts ;  the  rates  are  the  same  for  all  climn^JF 
freight.     For  example :  The  rate  from  New  York  to  Chicago  is  59  cents  per  100  poonii£^ 
a  keg  of  nails  weighing  100  pounds  would  cost  59  cents ;  a  consignment  of  a  bail 
tobacco  weighing  the  same  would  cost  the  same  amount.    But  the  carriers  who  dof 
work  would  have  charged  the  contractor  only  the  fourth-class  rate,  30  cents,  on  t  be  I 
of  nails,  while  on  the  tobacco  the  first-class  rate,  60  cents,  would  have  been  cl 
to  the  contractor.    The  bidder  for  an  Indian  transportation  contract  must 
hedge  his  bid,  so  that  his  loss  on  the  higher  classes  of  freight  will  be  prepondi 
by  his  gains  on  the  lower  classes. 

The  average  railroad  taritf  rate  on  all  classes  of  freight  from  New  York  to  Chic 
July  1,  1882,  was :  ^  ^  -fy  -fa  -fa  =  41  cents  par  100  pounds. 

A  confident  hope  of  large  gains,  with  little  or  no  risk  of  loss,  must  have  promp 
the  bid  of  59  cents  on  all  classes  of  freight  between  those  points — a  bid  which 
pears  to  have  been  accepted  by  the  Indian  Bureau  from  a  party  not  connected 
any  transportation  line. 

As  a  rule  in  shipments,  the  heavier  and  more  numerous  are  of  the  lower  cl 
freight,  and  the  lighter  and  fewer  are  of  the  higher  classes. 

It  is  hardly  anticipated  that  it  will  be  claimed  that  these  contractors  have  8] 
arrangements  with  the  trunk  lines  for  the  procurement  of  better  transportation 
than  the  Quartermaster's  Department — such   a  state  of  affairs  would  be,  indeed,] 
reproach  upon  the  adminiatration  of  the  department— or  even  that  they  can  prooi 
rates  lower  than  other  shippers.    If,  however,  such  delusions  exist,  they  should' 
dispelled  by  a  perusal  of  the  inclosed  copies  of  letters  ("c")  to  the  Quartet 
Department,  from  trunk  lines  of  railroads  running  from  the  Atlantic  seaboard  to 
em  points,  respecting  rates  and  shipments  of  Indian  and  military  supplies. 

A  practical  and  striking  illustration  of  the  effect  of  imposing  upon  the  Qi 
master's  Department  the  system  of  the  Indian  Bureau  is  exhibited  in  ("d")  the 
closed  comparative  statement  of  rates  paid  by  the  Indian  Bureau  and  by  the 
terraaster's  Department  for  freight  transportation  from  Philadelphia,  New  York, 
Baltimore  to  Kansas  City,  Omaha,  and  Bismarck  for  service  during  the  fiscal 
ending  June  30,  1883,  showing  the  actual  cost  of  shipments  by  the  Quartei 
Department,  and  what  the  same  shipments  would  have  cost  the  Indian  Bureai 
ing  that  period. 

This  statement  shows  tho  result  of  an  application  of  Indian  Bureau  rates  to_ 
actual  Quartermaster's  Department  shipments  reported  to  the  committee  by  the 
Department  May  1,  1884  (excluding  Boston,  from  which  point  there  was  ap] 
no  Indian  Bureau  contract),  viz:  That  shipments  aggregating  1,260,023  poun< 
have  cost  $15,751.78  at  Indian  Bureau  rates,  and  actually  cost  the  Quai 
Department  $12,798.99,  or  $2,752.79  less,  equivalent  to  a  saving  of  18.75  per  cent, 
the  amount  it  would  have  cost  the  Indian  Bureau  to  transport  the  property. 

Extend  the  illustration  to  shipments  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  ("«*), 
suming  that  the  freight  delivered  at  Omaha  passed  through  to  San  Francisco* 
this  case  the  Indian  Bureau  would  have  paid  $8,706.55  for  the  transportation  of  1 
528  pounds;   the  Quartermaster's  Department  would  have  paid  $921.47 — thatl 
$7/785.08  (or  89.42  per  cent. )  less. 

But  notwithstanding  this  remarkable  exhibit  in  favor  of  the  Quartermaster's 
partment,  the  Quartermaster-General  appeals  from  such  a  contracted  view  to 
prehensive  consideration  of  the  matter. 

The  inquiry  of  the  committee  is  limited  to  our  traffic  from  the  Atlantic 
the  Missouri  River  in  one  direction  (1,734,474  pounds),  and  entirely  neglects  the 
larger  and  more  important  service  west  of  that  river.

$622,884.54;  and  (3)  by  cash  payments  to  all  other  carriers,  $901,663.23,  being  SJ 
gregate  of  $1,599,547.77.    This  is  irrespective  of  passenger  transportation. 

Apparently,  if  the  Indian  Bureau  system  had  governed,  $75,000  more  would 
been  paid  to  the  land-grant  railroad  companies,  and  $622,884.54,  now  in  the ""  " 
of  the  United  States,  would  have  been  paid  out  to  contractors  for  service 
bonded  Pacific  railroads,  besides  the  profits  which  these  contractors  would  have  I 
ized.

road  or  business  of  any  or  either  of  the  others. — Ibid.,  section  15. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  directed  to  withhold  all  payments  to  any 
railroad  company  and  its  assigns,  on  account  of  freights  or  transportation 
over  their  respective  roads  of  any  kind,  to  the  amount  of  payments  made 
by  the  United  States  for  interest  upon  bonds  of  the  United  States  issued 
to  any  such  company,  and  which  shall  not  have  been  reimbursed,  together 
with  the  five  per  centum  of  net  earnings  due  and  unapplied,  as  provided 
by  law. —See.  5260,  R.  S.

General:  I  have  tbe  honor  to  submit  the  following  rep 
business  of  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1 
as  it  relates  to  the  investigation  and  adjudication  of  claims  fo 
master's  stores  taken  or  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  Army  durii 
of  the  rebellion,  in  States  not  in  insurrection,  as  provided 
tion  300  A,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States: 

The  third  section  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1879,  provides  that 
for  such  stores  not  presented  and  tiled  prior  to  the  1st  of  Jam 
shall  be  forever  barred ;  consequently  no  new  claims  are  now 
ceived. 

During  the  war  many  claims  were  presented  to  certain  inilit; 
and  commissions  appointed  by  department  aud  district  coi 
and  received  a  greater  or  less  investigation,  but  no  final  and 
action.  The  Quartermaster-General,  in  1880,  held  that  the  pi 
of  a  claim  before  such  boards  and  commissions  was  such  a  pr 
and  filing  as  to  save  it  from  beiug  barred  under  the  third  sec 
act  of  March  3,  1879 ;  and  during  the  fiscal  year  last  past,  for 
this  class  of  claims  have  been  called  up  in  this  office  by  t 
interested,  and  have  been  considered  under  the  act  of  July  4 
tion  300  A,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States.

The  Secretary  of  War  having  accepted  from  the  Commission 
the  Soldiers'  Home  the  donation  of  about  9  acres  of  land  for  ad 
to  the  Soldiers'  Home  National  Cemetery,  the  work  necessary  to  i 
it  available  for  the  purpose  inteuded  has  been  done  as  far  as  the  i 
at  com  maud  would  permit.  The  iron  railing  has  been  extended 
the  front  liue  of  the  new  grounds,  with  substantial  iron  gates  f< 
riage  entrance  near  the  lodge. 

At  the  western  entrance  to  the  cemetery  a  handsome  stone  gat 
with  ornamental  wrought-iron  gates,  has  been  constructed. 

Within  the  inclosure  a  rostrum  has  been  constructed  for  occasi 
public  ceremonies.  This  structure  is  also  mainly  of  stone,  having 
pillars  resting  on  foundation  of  brick,  with  stone  entablature. 

The  grounds  have  been  laid  out,  drained,  and  graded;  walk} 
drives  constructed ;  and  trees  and  shrubs  planted  where  neecU 
ornamentation.  Other  improvements  are  contemplated,  but  tho 
ready  made  have  added  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  cem 
and  the  extension  of  the  grounds  enables  the  Department  to 
suitable  provision  for  future  interments. 

Congress  having  made  provision  for  the  purchase  of  additiona 
for  the  Cypress  Hills  National  Cemetery,  the  appropriation  th 
has,  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  been  applied  to  the  pui 
of  a  portion  of  the  tract  known  as  the  "  Snediker  property,"  k 
on  the  Jamaica  turnpike,  near  East  New  York,  adjoining  the  1 
wood  reservoir. 

As  the  burial  sections  in  the  present  national  cemetery  at  that 
are  fully  occupied  by  interments,  steps  have  already  been  taken  t 
pare  these  new  grounds  for  immediate- use. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  erection  of  an  iron  railing  o 
front,  and  for  an  ornamental  iron  gateway  for  the  main  entrance, 
grounds  are  now  being  laid  out  and  will  be  improved  so  far  as  i 
available  will  permit. 

At  the  Arliugton  Cemetery,  the  plat  of  ground  near  the  niai

convert  it  into  a  free  highway,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
ice  to  improve  at  once  the  road  leading  therefrom  to  the  Ar- 
Cemetery,  unless  the  suggestion  made  in  the  last  annual  report 
tins  office,  and  concurred  in  by  the  Quartermaster-General,  recom- 
ing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  to  connect  the  park  on  thp  re- 
ted  flats  with  the  Arlington  grounds,  can  be  carried  out.

roper  cooking  of  their  food  is  such  an  absolute  necessity  for  the 
ition  of  the  health  and  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the  troops, 
enture  again  to  invite  attention  to  the  importance  of  providing 
mJistment  of  cooks  and  bakers  for  the  Army.    One  cook  to  each 
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company,  troop,  or  battery,  and  to  each  of  the  three  general  depots  foi 
recruits,  and  a  baker  to  each  garrisoned  military  post  or  station,  would 
greatly  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  soldier,  and,  when  considered 
in  connection  with  the  end  to  be  gained,  would  be  found  to  add  baj 
little  to  the  expense  of  the  Army,  while  greatly  increasing  its  efficiency, 
The  present  system  of  temporary  details  from  the  small  companj 
strength,  subject  to  frequent  changes,  for  cooks  and  bakers,  is  viciow 
in  the  extreme  for  garrison  service.  The  men  so  detailed  are  inezpe 
rienced,  and  from  the  temporary  nature  of  the  employment  they  tall 
but  little  interest  in  it,  and  frequently  look  upon  the  work  with  distort 
The  natural  n  suit  is  good  materials  transformed  into  absolutely  an 
wholesome  food  by  bad  baking  or  cooking. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  recommend  that  the  net  proceeds  of  tiu 
savings  on  flour  in  post  bakeries  be  divided  among  the  troops  con 
tributing  the  flour,  in  proportion  to  their  contributions,  and  that  now 
of  such  savings  be  diverted  to  "  post  funds."

CIVIL  EMPLOYES  IN  THE  SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  to 
the  fiscal  year  1884,  a  limit  was  for  the  first  time  specified  for  the  anions 
that  might  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  civilian  employes  of  the  SubsM 
ence  Department  of  the  Army.  The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  yaq 
1885  again  specified  the  limit  The*  expenditures  in  the  fiscal  yr* 
1884  were  kept  within  the  limit  by  reducing  the  number  below  wl 
the  best  interests  of  the  service  required,  and  by  reducing  the  com] 
sation  of  many  old  and  faithful  employes,  who  were  receiving  but 
and  fair  rates  of  pay  for  their  services,  ft  has  ever  been  the  pi 
of  the  Subsistence  Department  to  keep  the  expenses  for  employes 
the  lowest  point  consistent  with  efficient  service,  and  it  is  believed 
the  records  will  show  that  the  numbers  and  compensation  of  its 
ploy 68  can  safely  be  left,  as  in  the  past,  at  the  discretion  of  the  head 
the  Bureau,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

The  number  absolutely  necessary  at  the  various  stations  depends  oj 
tirely  upon  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done.  This  varies  with  theueosi 
sities  of  the  service,  and  with  a  limit  already  below  that  required  h{ 
the  best  interests  of  the  service,  there  is  danger  that  in  case  of  emd 
gency  the  service  will  be  crippled  and  necessarily  inefficient  at  critic^ 
moments.  I  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  urged  upon  Congress!  i 
it  deems  it  proper  to  continue  a  specific  limit,  that  the  following  word 
be  added  to  the  limiting  clause  in  the  appropriation  act,  viz:  u&r<m&A 
That  said  amount  may  be  increased  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  if  the  n 
cessities  of  the  service  at  any  time  so  require."

Each  year's  experience  furnishes  additional  proof  of  the  correctness  oft! 
and  now,  ten  years  later,  it  is  found,  except  in  very  rare  cases,  that  officers ; 
when  appealed  to  concerning  the  facts  of  these  claims,  can  give  but  vag 
satisfactory  information,  founded  on  fragmentary  impressions  lingering  in 
orieB,  if  they  retain  any  recollection  whatever  of  such  matters  occurring  fro 
to  twenty  years  ago,  and  which  were  not  then  regarded  of  more  than  pass 
tance. 

Further  legislation  is  greatly  needed  as  to  claims  filed  in  this  office  undei 
July  4,  1864,  that  have  been  examined  and  not  recommended  for  payment 
or  predecessors.  The  act  of  lti64  is  explicit  as  to  the  disposition  to  be  m 
claims  in  which  a  decision  favorable  to  the  claimant  is  reached  by  the  C< 

He  is  required  "  to  report  each  case  for  paym 
Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  with  recommendation  for  settlement. "  Tin 
so  clear  as  to  what  disposition  is  to  be  made  of  the  claims  in  which  the 
against  the  claimant.  There  is  no  expressed  limitation  as  to  the  time  wi 
the  claims  are  to  be  considered,  nor  as  to  the  number  of  times  they  can  b 
and  re-examined.  As  a  result,  claimants,  either  directly  or  by  former  or 
neys,  press  upon  the  Commissary -General  of  Subsistence  the  reopening  an< 
nation  of  claims  that  have  been  years  before  carefully  examined  and  decide* 
to  the  claimant. 

I  have  frequently  heretofore,  in  mv  annual  reports,  recommended  that 
nation  of  this  whole  class  of  war  claims  be  transferred  from  this  Bureau  to 
tribunal.

MEDICAL  ANI?  HOSPITAL  SUPPLIES. 

$fce  money  value  of  medical  and  hospital  supplies  actually  issued 
kg  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $166,557.06,  and  the  cost  of  the  supplies 
will  be  required  for  issue  duriug  the  current  fiscal  year  will  prob- 
exoeed  that  amount  by  at  least  $25,000,  owing  to  the  necessity  for 
purchase  of  an  adequate  supply  of  articles  recently  added  and  to 
added  to  the  standard  supply  table  of  the  Medical  Department. 
itimate  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  average  cost  of  the  medical 
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supplies  issued  annually  during  the  fiscal  years  July  1, 1876,  to  Jqj 
30, 1883,  was,  approximately,  $186,500. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  $250,000  wi 
be  required  for  the  medical  and  hospital  department,  as  set  forth  in  a 
estimate  submitted  on  the  10th  of  September,  1884,  and  for  the  reason 
briefly  stated  in  a  foot-note  on  said  estimate. 

I  would  respectfully  repeat  the  suggestion  made  in  my  last  annus 
report,  that  such  Congressional  legislation  may  be  requested  as  wii 
permit  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  medical  supplies,  prescribed  by  a  med 
icai  officer  of  the  Army,  to  civilian  employes  (act  making  appropriation 
for  support  of  the  Army  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1884,  approve 
March  3, 1883)  to  be  carried  to  the  current  appropriation  for  the  Me< 
ical  Department  of  the  Army,  and  that  the  amount  may  become  avai 
able  for  replacing  articles  sold,  which  may  be  accomplished  by  e 
cepting  "  Sales  of  medical  supplies,  prescribed  by  a  medical  officer  » 
the  Army,  to  civilian  employes  of  the  Army,"  from  the  provisions  < 
section  3618  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  is  the  case  with  the  u  sales 
commissary  stores  to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Army." 

The  expenditures  during  the  last  fiscal  year  from  the  appropriate 
for  the  "  Signal  Service — medical  department,"  under  the  act  of  Co 
gress,  approved  March  3,  1883,  and  the  balances  remaining  on  hai 
June  3Qp  1884,  are  submitted  in  the  "  Financial  statement." 

The  disbursement  of  this  appropriation  was  placed  under  the  din 
tion  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army  by  General  Orders  No.  32, 
G.  O.,  May  2,  1883. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  ARMY. 

The  monthly  reports  of  sick  and  wounded  received  at  this  office  rep 
sent  for  the  year  an  average  mean  strength  of  20,230  white,  2,309  o 
ored,  troops,  and  210  Indian  scouts. 

There  are  37,073  cases  of  admission  to  treatment  reported  among  whi 
troops,  being  at  the  rate  of  1,833  per  1,000  of  mean  strength ;  an  incra 
of  31  per  1,000  over  the  number  reported  for  the  previous  year,  and 
per  1,000  over  the  average  decennial  rate  of  admission. 

Of  this  number,  32,018,  or  1,583  per  1,000  of  mean  strength,  were  a 
mitted  for  disease,  and  5,055,  or  250  per  1,000  of  mean  strength,  i 
wounds,  injuries,  and  accidents,  making  the  ratio  per  1,000  of  ma 
strength  about  equal  to  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.

1.003,  or  50  per  1,000  of  mean  strength ;  an  increase  of  3  per  1,000  ov 
tue  previous  year,  and  5  per  1,000  over  the  average  decennial  rate. 

Of  these,  809,  or  40  per  1,000,  were  constantly  under  treatment  i 
disease,  and  194,  or  10  per  1,000  of  strength,  for  wounds,  accidents,  fl 
injuries.

It  stated  in  my  previous  report,  a  full  and  economical  employment 
the  force  assigned  to  this  division  necessitated  a  constant  working 
Kin  of  fully  10,000  cases,  and  when  the  number  remaining  on  hand 
Wd  fell  below  that  figure  a  proportionate  reduction  would  be  required 
(he  number  of  searchers,  and  the  clerks  so  relieved  would  be  trans- 
rod  to  the  work  of  copying  worn  and  mutilated  records. 
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The  unavoidable  wear  and  tear  of  the  bound  and  unbound  manuscrij 
records  of  this  office,  incident  to  continual  handling,  and  particularly  j 
searching  for  evidence  of  hospital  treatment  in  over  150,000  cases  n 
ceived  since  September,  1882,  has  resulted  in  the  steady  accumulate 
of  torn  and  worn-out  folios,  threatening  a  serious  loss  of  record  evidenc 
unless  the  work  of  the  copyist  is  made  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  dii 
integration  now  going  on. 

There  were  on  hand  June  30,  1883,  20,605  folios,  containing  740,07 
entries  of  medical  histories  requiring  immediate  transcribing;  dnrin 
the  past  fiscal  year  45,975  additional  folios  have  become  worn  oat  an 
unfit  for  further  use,  making  a  total  of  66,580  folios  needing  immediat 
attention. 

To  meet  this  pressing  demand,  an  increase  from  time  to  time  has  bee 
made  in  the  number  of  copyists  until  the  force  engaged  upon  this  woi 
was  gradually  increased  to  sixty-four  men  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  yea 
making  an  average  of  thirty-three  men  for  the  year. 

The  work  has  been  pushed  with  the  greatest  rapidity  consistent  wi 
accuracy,  with  the  result  of  19,378  copied  folios  for  the  year,  and  tl 
preservation  of  704,808  separate  medical  histories. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  amount  of  work  accomplished,  over  47,0 
folios,  containing  1,825,000  entries,  still  remain  to  be  cared  for,  ai 
probably  the  necessity  for  this  work  will  continue  until  the  search 
the  records  is  practically  terminated  by  the  adjustment  of  all  pensi 
claims  referring  to  the  war. 

In  addition  to  the  work  above  reported,  the  following  current  wo 
has  been  performed  in  this  division  during  the  year : 

There  have  been  received  from  the  medical  officers  in  charge  of  t 
various  posts  and  stations  2,099  monthly  reports  of  sick  and  wound* 
These  have  been  examined  and  consolidated  on  statistical  sheets 
reference,  and  the  deaths  and  discharges  entered  in  alphabetical  reg 
ters. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  reports,  60  special  reports  of  interesti 
medical  cases  occurring  during  the  year  have  been  received. 

The  number  of  reports  of  examination  of  recruits  received  was  1,0 
and  are  tabulated  in  Appendix  C. 

In  the  subdivision  of  surgical  records,  1,839  surgical  reports  w< 
received  from  medical  officers ;  1,597  were  reports  of  injuries  and 
surgical  operations,  109  special  reports  of  interesting  cases,  and  133 
a  miscellaneous  character.

SUBDIVISION  OF  SURGICAL  RECORDS.

Cause  of  death. 
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Operations  for  the  relief  of  disease  were  performed  in  83  cases,  79  of 
wbick  were  followed  by  the  recovery  of  the  patient,  2  resulted  fatally, 
and  the  result  of  two  is  unknown.  Operations  for  the  removal  m 
haemorrhoids  and  the  cure  of  fistulas  are  noted  in  25  cases,  9  for  the  w- 
lief  of  urethral  strictures,  and  12  for  miscellaneous  affections  of  thft 
genitalia. 

Excision  of  tumors  was  performed  18  times,  and  a  successful  case 
of  cesophagotomy  for  removal  of  foreign  body  is  also  reported.  , 

Reports  show  that  Esmarch's,  or  the  bloodless,  method  of  operatuM 
was  employed  twice  only ;  antiseptics  during  operations  were  used  fiif 
times  and  twice  by  spray.  Simple  evaporating  lotions,  or  dry  absorb- 
ent dressings,  were  employed  after  operations  in  65  cases,  carbolized  lo- 
tions, or  oily  mixtures  of  this  agent,  in  39  cases;  the  Lister  dressing 
proper  in  6 ;  iodoform  in  8,  and  corrosive  sublimate  in  2  cases.  In  ll 
cases  the  antiseptic  agent  is  not  stated.  Salicylic  acid  seems  to  haflj 
fallen  into  disfavor,  having  been  used  but  once  after  operation. 

Conservative  treatment  of  shot  injuries  was  adopted  in  22  cases,  tirt 
results  being  favorable  in  all  but  1 — the  peuetrating  wound  of  the  at* 
nium  before  noted — in  which  death  followed,  from  cerebral  abscess,  on 
the  forty-first  day. 

The  treatment  of  flesh  wounds,  whether  gunshot  or  from  other  cans* 
was  usually  confined  to  simple  or  antiseptic  dressings.  j 

There  were  three  cases  of  traumatic  erysipelas  reported,  all  of  whifli 
recovered ;  treatment  not  specially  noted.  Of  pyaemia  two  fatal  caa^ 
are  reported,  one  accompanying  a  laceration  of  the  femoral  vein,  andtW 
other  the  division  of  a  u  re  thai  stricture.  ]Sb  cases  of  tetanus,  eithee 
traumatic  or  idiopathic,  are  reported  during  the  year.  t

The  diseases  of  greatest  prevalence  during  the  year  have  not  varied

The  north  wing  extension  will  provide  a  well-lighted  and  very  coo 
fortable  room  in  the  basement  for  recreation.  It  will  extend  the  dinina 
room  on  the  first  floor  so  that  all  the  inmates  can  be  seated  at  meal 
at  one  time,  but  it  will  not  afford  adequate  relief  for  the  crowded  da 
mitories.  This  being  manifest,  the  Commissioners  took  steps  in  ft 
month  of  June,  1884,  for  the  erection  of  a  new  annex  building  upon  tk 
best  approved  plans  with  a  capacity  for  about  two  hundred  men.  J 
committee  of  the  Board,  consisting  of  the  Commissary-General  of  Sob 
sisteiice,  the  Quartermaster-General,  and  the  Surgeon-General  of  ik 
Army,  adopted  plans,  which  were  afterward  approved  by  the  Comma 
sioners,  and  the  requisite  authority  was  obtained,  according  to  law,  Jam

It  was  intended  to  push  forward  the  work  of  construction  so  as  to  ops 
the  building  for  use  by  the  end  of  the  present  year,  if  possible.  Th 
preparation  of  detailed  plans  and  specifications  and  obtaining  proposal 
consumed  more  time  than  wa#  at  first  anticipated,  and  nearly  two 
months  elapsed  before  the  bids  were  considered.  August  23, 1884 
Robert  Downing,  of  Washington  City,  was  informed  that  his  proposal 
which  was  for  $63,902,  was  accepted.  He  declined  to  enter  into  contract

A  contract  has  been  made  with  them  under  bonds  for  25  per  centum  OS 
the  jrliole  amount  for  its  faithful  performance.  The  construction  of  Um 
extension  to  the  north  wing  was  carried  on  in  an  entirely  satisfaction 
manner  under  the  immediate  superintendence  of  the  treasurer  of  Dm 
Home,  but  it  was  not  deemed  just  to  impose  upon  him  the  extra  can 
and  labor  which  will  attend  the  supervision  of  the  construction  of  tin 
new  annex  building,  and,  upon  the  request  of  the  Commissioners  anc 
with  the  consent  of  the  proper  authorities,  Capt.  George  W.  Davia 
Fourteenth  Infantry,  a  competent  officer,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  wori 
upon  the  Washington  Monument,  has  accepted  the  position  of  super 
intending  architect  of  the  new  building,  and  will  give  it  his  persona 
attention  in  addition  to  his  other  duties.  The  building  will  stand  ii 
the  northern  portion  of  the  grounds  about  150  feet  west  of  the  librai] 
building.  The  site  was  chosen  with  a  view  to  having  the  very  be* 
exposure  possible  for  comfortable  habitation,  particularly  in  the  snm 
mer  season.  It  is  hoped  that  the  construction  can  be  pushed  forwan 
rapidly  enough  to  bring  it  under  roof  before  work  must  be  suspendei 
for  the  winter,  and  that  it  will  be  completed  by  July  1, 1886.  Theci 
pacity  of  the  Dome  for  the  care  and  accommodation  of  all  but  the  sic 
and  those  so  infirm  as  to  require  special  conveniences  and  attendant 
will  then  be  sufficient  for  a  very  few  years  longer,  because  it  may  I 
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lected  that  the  inmates  will  increase  in  numbers  at  a  rate  pretty 
iriy  uniform  with  thepast  twelve  months  for  some  time  to  come,  as  men 
o  commenced  their  service  in  the  later  years  of  the  war  of  the  re- 
lion,  which  a  good  proportion  of  the  older,  soldiers  noyr  in  the  Army 
doubt  did,  are  now  completing  the  twenty  years  service  which  en- 
las  them  to  the  benefits  of  the  Home,  and  many  must  take  advantage 
it 

the  hospital  accommodations  are  insufficient  and  must  be  increased 
ft  very  early  day.  The  patients  number  now  one-third  more  than  the 
qrital  was  designed  for.  Some  of  them  need  only  special  care  and 
Inition,  and  do  not  require  medical  treatment.  For  this  class  it  will 
necessary  to  set  apart  quarters  where  the  men  can  be  suitably  taken 
ib  of.  The  building  which  has  been  occupied  by  the  President  of  the 
tiled  States  as  a  summer  residence  can  be  arranged  for  use  as  an  in- 
Baiy,  and  it  will  very  probably  be  necessary  to  appropriate  it  for  that 
pose  before  another  season. 

!he  finances  of  the  Home  have  been  in  a  satisfactory  condition  dur- 
the  year.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  investments,  which 
$780,000  in  United  States  4  per  cent,  bonds ;  $40,000  in  Missouri 
aflc  bonds,  bearing  6  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  payable  semi-an- 
Uy,  and  $02,500  in  stock  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
it  Stock  Company,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  This  last-named  invest- 
it  yields  no  revenue.  A  debt  of  $33,000  now  upon  the' property  of 
company  cannot  be  paid  until  June,  1889,  and  in  the  mean  time,  un- 
an  act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  loan,  no  dividends  can  be  paid 
d  the  stock  until  that  debt  shall  be  paid.  The  company  had,  Sep- 
ber  30, 1884,  a  sinking  fund  of  $9,255.71,  and  under  present  pros- 
ts  will  add  to  that  $4,500  or  $5,000  annually,  so  that  the  whole  amount 
probably  be  accumulated  by  the  time  the  debt  shall  become  due; 
ii  the  stock  will  pay  from  2  to  3  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  money 
he  United  States  Treasury  and  due  the  Home  September  30, 1883, 
account  of  the  permanent  fund,  which  draws  interest  at  the  rate 
>  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  and  the  interest  thereon 
a  doe,  was  $137,903.75.  The  amount  due  on  the  SQpie  account  Sep- 
ber  30,  1884,  was  $377,289.63,  which  includes  $4,445.70  interest  for 
second  and  third  quarters  of  1884.  The  total  amount  drawn  from 
permanent  fund  during  the  year  upon  resolutions  of  the  Boajd  of 
nmissioners,  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  was  $139,900.  'The 
Mint  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Home  as  interest  on  bonds  was 
■1000.  and  as  interest  on  the  permanent  fund,  $3,494.75.  The  receipts 
n  all  other  sources  were  $2,122.12,  and  these  several  sums,  together 
h  a  balance  of  $12,130.24,  made  the  treasurer's  accountability  for  the 
r  $191,247.11.  His  accounts  show  disbursements  for  the  regular  cur- 
texpenses  of  the  Home,  $131,857.44 ;  for  building  operations,  building 
(trial,  and  repairs,  $31.907.01 ;  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  perma- 
itfund,  $10,G00.78;  balance  remaining  on  hand  September  30, 1884, 
1881.88.  The  amount  deposited  by  the  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the 
manent  fund  was  so  placed  with  the  intention  of  following  it  with 
ftinds  thereafter  coming  into  his  hands  on  account  of  interest  and 
n  miscellaneous  receipts,  so  that  there  should  be  but  one  source  from 
ich  the  money  should  be  obtained  for  disbursement,  viz,  from  the 
manent  fund  on  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners.  But 
ids  course  was  not  necessary  for  proper  accountability,  and  did  not 
n  to  be  contemplated  by  the  law  establishing  the  permanent  fund, 
as  not  continued,  such  receipts  being  thereafter  taken  up  and  reg- 
ly  appropriated  for  the  current  expenses,  reducing  by  their  amount 
sums  drawn  from  time  to  time  from  the  permanent  fund. 
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March  13, 1884,  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  reported  to  the 
Board  that  the  special  appropriation  of  $10,000  made  by  Congress  for 
the  payment  of  extra  clerks  to  settle  the  old  accounts,  from  which a 
large  amount  of  money  is  due  the  Home,  would  be  exhausted  before  the 
end  of  the  tiscal  year.  The  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  wai 
obtained  to  continue  said  clerks  in  the  Auditor's  office  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  to  be  paid  by  the  Soldiers'  Home.  Through  the  granting  of  leaves 
of  absence  and  transfers  by  the  Department  very  little  of  the  services 
of  the  clerks  were  secured,  and  the  amount  paid  on  account  of  their  sal- 
aries was  only  $513.57.  The  Commissioners  believed  that  the  impor- 
tance of  keeping  the  clerks  employed  justified  the  use  of  the  funds  of 
the  Home  to  continue  the  work  for  the  short  period  involved.  A  second 
special  .appropriation  was  made  by  Congress  in  the  act  providing  for 
salaries,  <&c,  in  the  Executive  Departments,  approved  July  7, 1884, but 
the  Commissioners  have  no  knowledge  of  the  number  or  of  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  clerks  paid  from  it. 

The  amount  credited  to  the  permanent  fund  from  old  accounts  by  set- 
tlements made  from  July  7  to  September  30,  1884,  is  less  than  180,00(1 
During  the  last  session  of  Congress  earnest  efforts  were  put  forth  by 
the  Commissioners  to  obtain  authority  to  have  a  force  of  clerks  em- 
ployed in  the  Treasury  Department,  at  the  expense  of  the  Home,  to 
settle  said  accounts.  The  correspondence  on  the  subject  and  the  favor- 
able recommendation  of  the  Military  Committee  of  the  Senate  may  be 
found  in  the  report  of  said  committee,  No.  453,  first  session  Forty-eighth 
Congress,  accompanying  Senate  Ex.  Doc  No.  28.  The  Commission- 
ers desire  to  renew  the  requests  and  recommendations  therein  made, 
believing  that  simple  justice  will  not  be  done  to  the  Home  until  meas- 
ures are  taken  to  recognize  the  fact  that  it  bears  the  same  relations  to 
the  Treasury  Department  that  any  individual  claimant  does  who  basao 
approved  claim  upon  which  the  money  has  been  long  overdue  bat  whose 
rights  have  been  set  aside  for  later  preferred  claims. 

Request  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report  and  renewed  in  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  May  1, 1884,  that  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  House  of  Representatives,  might  be  called 
to  the  recommendations  found  on  pages  7  and  656,  House  Ex.  Doc.  No.  1, 
part  2,  Forty-eighth  Congress,  first  session,  to  allow  the  Soldiers'  Home, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  equal  privilege  with  the  "  National  Home 
for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers"  to  send  men  to  the  Government  In- 
sane Asylum  for  treatment  without  charge  to  the  Home.  The  object 
was  to  obtain  an  enlargement  of  privilege.  The  Home  was  at  the 
time  sending  men  to  the  asylum  by  reporting  their  cases  to  the  Wai 
Department,  and  obtaining  orders  of  admission,  but  was  not  required 
to  pay  the  cost  of  keeping  any  whose  insanity  appeared  within  three 
years  after  the  date  of  discharge  from  the  Army.  This  object  appean 
to  have  been  misunderstood,  and  provision  wps  made  in  the  act  ap- 
proved July  7,  1884,  making  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  asy- 
lum, for  admissions  on  the  order  of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Com* 
missioners,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  all  the  per- 
sons so  admitted,  thus  adding  to  the  expenses  resting  upon  the  Home 
instead  of  reducing  them.  The  Commissioners  ask  that  attention  maj 
be  called  to  the  matter  witli  a  view  to  obtaining  an  amendment  to  thi 
law,  so  that  the  original  purpose  and  object  sought  shall  be  attained 
liequest  was  also  made  April  17, 1883,  and  repeated  in  the  last  anYroa 
report,  that  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  might  be  obtained  to  pay  th 
Home  for  a  piece  of  ground  belonging  to  the  institution,  but  now  uaei 
for  the  purposes  of  a  national  cemetery.

The  basement  of  this  extension  Will  form  a 
rge  and  cheerful  room,  and  will  be  used  as  a  billiard-room. 
Die  dormitory  building  will  be  finished  about  the  30th  June,  1885,  and 
e 'dining-room  extension  will  be  ready  for  use  in  a  few  days.  These 
ro  buildings  will  amply  provide  for  any  increase  likely  to  occur  for  a 
igtime.

HOSPITAL. 

Considerable  repairs  have  been  put  upon  the  hospital  during  the  last 
*»,  the  last  of  which,  anew  elevator,  is  about  being  completed.  The 
todition  of  the  hospital  will  then  be  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  and  it 
I  hoped  will  require  no  further  repairs  for  a  long  time. 

GARDENS  AND  GROUNDS. 

for  details  on  this  subject  I  would  respectfully  refer  also  to  my  report 
'October  1, 1882. 

During  the  past  season  a  new  patch  of  grapes  was  planted,  about  four 
ndred  vines,  making  in  all  under  cultivation  about  two  thousand 
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The  crop  of  pears  was  only  about  one-half  the  usual  crop,  probabl 
owing  to  the  long  drought. 

The  peach  orchard  appears  to  be  of  little  service;  the  trees  seem  toll 
worn  out,  and  all  attempts  to  resuscitate  them  seem  a  waste  of  tun 
and  money.    I  would  recommend  that  all  these  trees  be  cut  out. 

The  small  fruits,  strawberries,  raspberries,  currants,  blackberriet 
&c,  are  in  good  condition,  and  gave  a  fair  yield. 

About  10,000  young  plants  have  been  propagated  and  planted  abou 
the  grounds  during  the  past  season,  but  owing  to  the  long  drought  the; 
have  not  added  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  grounds. 

•The  amount  of  wood  cut  during  last  winter,  including  fence-post 
and  grape-vine  stakes,  was  about  100  cords. 

DAIRY  AND   FARM. 

These  departments  are  treated  so  much  in  detail  in  the  accompany- 
ing report  of  the  treasurer  and  acting  quartermaster,  to  which  1 1* 
spectfully  refer,  that  I  deem  it  only  necessary  to  say  that  the  supply  of 
milk  from  the  dairy  and  vegetables  from  the  farm  has  been  ample  ~ 
all  the  purposes  of  the  Home ;  but,  owing  chiefly  to  the  long 
which  prevailed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  the  fall  and  win! 
crops  of  vegetables  will  fall  much  below  the  average  yield,  and  will 
also  of  an  inferior  quality.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  the  following  statements  for  tl 
year  ending  September  30,  1884 : 

All  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  Soldiers'  Home. 

All  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  fnnd  belonging  to  pensioners  wh 
have  been  inmates  during  the  year. 

Reports  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  dairy,  garden,  and  farm. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  referring  to  the  Treasury  Department's  report  of  the  "  pennanen 
fund"  that  the  Department  has  made  little  progress  in  the  settlement  of  the  "oil 
accounts."  The  money  is  greatly  needed  to  add  to  the  comforts  of  the  inmates  am: 
members  of  the  Home  receiving  ' '  out-door  relief."  The  interest  on  this  fund  dae  Jam 
30,  amounting  to  $1,974.03,  and  that  due  September  30,  amounting  to  $2,470.77,  hai 
not  been  paid.  It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Home  if  the  Department  would 
pay  the  interest  as  soon  as  possible  after  each  quarter. 

On  March  11 1  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  "  permanent  fund"  $1,173.18.  The  re- 
port from  the  warrant  division  of  the  Secretary's  office  does  not  show  the  amount 
taken  up  until  June  30,  and  interest  is  not  credited  on  it  from  March  11  to  Jane  30. 

The  Second  Auditor,  October  11,  reported  the  balance  to  credit  of  the  *'  permanent 
fund,"  September  30,  as  $373,311.12,  and  explains  the  difference  between  his  account 
and  the  warrant  division  of  the  Secretary's  Office  as  follows : 

"The  balance  on  September  30,  according  to  the  books  of  the  warrant  division  of 
the  Secretary's  Office,  was  $372,843.93,  being  $467.19  less  than  the  Second  Auditor* 
balance.  This  discrepancy  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  two  items,  of  $81.19  and 
$386,  respectively,  credited  by  this  office  under  date  of  September  30,  do  not  enter  into 
the  warrant  division's  account.-   They  will,  of  course,  be  taken  up  hereafter." 

The  repairs  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1883  are  about  completed.  The  dining- 
room  extension,  which  is  to  be  finished  about  October  31,  will  give  room  for  154  more 
men  at  meals,  sleeping  room  for  H  more  men,  4  more  water-closets,  and  3  nrinak 
The  basement,  which  is  to  be  used  for  an  amusement  room,  will  be  large  enough  for 
four  billiard-tables  and  several  card-tables.  Two  large  ventilators  have  been  pot  in 
the  main  building,  and  two  in  the  mansard  roof  over  the  dining-room.  These,  with 
the  others  that  were  in  the  building,  will  give  ample  ventilation.  The  dairy  barn  wai 
finished  in  December  last.  It  is  well  lighted,  drained,  ventilated,  and  arranged  to 
save  labor.  Gas  and  water  have  been  introduced,  and  every  precaution  taken  against 
fire.  An  outside  building  has  been  converted  into  a  convenient  milk-room,  having 
no  connection  with  the  stables.  The  brick  sheds,  which  surround  the  yard  have  been 
inclosed,  remodeled,  ventilated,  drained,  and  every  care  taken  for  the  comfort  of  the 
oattle. 

The  piazza  of  the  library  building  was  finished  November,  1883,  at  a  cost  of 
$2,233.50. 

A  contract  was  piade  with  Messrs.  Wright  &  McDermot,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  Sep- 
tember 25,  1884,  for  the  construction  of  a  new  annex  building,  to  cost  $65,795,  and  to 
be  completed  June  30,  1£85.  The  sleeping  apartments  in  this  building  will  accom- 
modate about  200  men.  The  bath-rooms,  water-closets,  and  urinals  are  to  be  located 
in  a  back  building,  not  connected  with  the  large  building  by  inside  doors. 

In  the  statement  for  the  garden,  which  embraces  fruit,  flowers,  and  the  ornamen- 
tation of  the  grounds,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  expenditures  exceed  the  receipt*. 
This  cannot  be  avoided,  as  so  much  labor  is  required  for  ornamentation  of  the  grounds, 
which  yields  no  pecuniary  return. 

The  report  for  the  farm  includes  all  vegetables  and  hay  raised  on  the  groands. 

I  have  endeavored  to  charge  or  credit  the  dairy,  garden,  and  farm  with  every  item 
that  belongs  to  them.  There  has  been  no  charge  for  repairs  of  buildings,  or  tool* 
when  made  by  the  employes  of  the  Home.  The  labor  performed  by  the  garden  and 
farm  hands  not  strictly  pertaining  to  the  farm  or  garden  will  more  than  offset  any 
items  that  might  be  charged  for  repairs. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  the  garden  hands  to  cut  as  many  of  the  dead  trees  ii 
might  be  required  for  fuel,  and  for  the  farm  hands  and  teams  to  haul  the  same  to  the 
woody ard.  No  account  has  been  kept  with  the  garden  or  farm  for  this  fuel,  or  ft* 
the  labor  attending  the  cutting  and  hauling.  So  far,  the  dead  trees  on  the  ground* 
have  been  more  than  sufficient  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  Home  for  kindling  wood* 

The  west  drive  has  been  well  covered* with  gravel  for  a  distance  of  2,400  yards,  in- 
suring a  good  road  from  the  Home  buildings  to  Seventh  street  during  the  winter  and 
spring. 

Most  of  the  old  bridges  in  the  lower  part  of  the  grounds,  known  as  "Harewood," 
are  in  a  decaying  condition,  and  should  be  replaced  bv  substantial  but  inexpensive 
rubblestone  arches.  A  new  fence  will  soon  be  needed  for  the  east  boundary,  the  prat 
ent  one  being  almost  beyond  repair. 

The  effort  made  in  June  to  increase  the  supply  of  water  by  running  a  deep  trend 
into  the  hill  west  of  the  pump-room,  resulted:  in  securing  6,000  gallons  of  water  pe 
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» 

lay.    This  supply  has  not  diminished  during  the  severe  drought  in  August,  Septem- 
ber, and  October. 

Inclosed  herewith  will  be  found  a  letter  and  tracing  from  Maj.  G.  J.  Lydecker,  En- 
gineer Commissioner  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  reference  to  six  hundred  and 
bee  thousandths  of  an  acre  of  laud,  the  property  of  the  Home,  condemned  by  the 
District  authorities  for  the  new  reservoir,  under  the  act  approved  July  15, 1882.  The 
appraised  value  is  $1,000.

Probably  no  one  having  in  mind  the  importance  of  preparing  for  war 
fc  time  of  peace  questions  the  policy  of  maintaining  the  Academy  in 
fell  efficiency.  Doubts  concerning  its  value,  as  a  part  of  the  military 
Otablishment,  if  entertained  in  any  quarter,  can  be  based  only  on  the 
flnthat  our  strength  and  our  remote  position  among  the  nations  of 
fa  world  make  it  unlikely  that  we  shall  again  have  occasion  to  raise 
ihrge  army.  Without  discussing  the  soundness  or  unsoundness  of 
ftk  idea,  those  who  entertain  it  might  with  advantage  study  the  char- 
jHtorof  the  Academy  from  other  points  of  view  than  that  of  the  mere 
iBtaiy  training  of  officers.  As  a  school,  it  is  the  nucleus  for  a  com- 
JhUmnsu  of  training  and  development  of  character  and  for  an  encour- 
llBBent  of  a  delicate  sense  of  honor  and  of  fidelity  to  trusts  of  which  the 
|Mnl  influence  on  the  community  at  large  must  be  out  of  all  proportion 
tfttke  cost  and  care  of  its  maintenance. 

In  no  single  respect  have  the  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Visitors 
Attn  more  impressed  than  by  the  relation  to  their  work  held  by  the 
'0am  and  instructors  in  charge  of  the  Academy. 

Tbeopinion  that  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  a  public  office,  of  what- 
jkv  character,  has  for  its  chief  incentive  the  drawing  of  public  pay — 
ft  minion  unfounded,  as  we  believe,  throughout  the  public  service  gen- 
totffy— is  especially  controverted  here.  The  zeal  with  which  officers  and 
wuctors  devote  themselves  to  the  performance  of  their  duties,  the 
IKaonal  interest  they  evidently  feel  in  their  tasks,  and  their  solicitude 
prthe  success  of  the  institution  with  which  they  are  only  temporarily 
jteected  has  been  most  interesting  to  see.  It  would  hardly  be  too 
||Mh  to  say  that  the  spirit  inculcated  and  developed  here,  among  the 
mgb  number  of  officers  of  the  Army  detailed  for  duty  each  four  years, 
tat  exert  a  highly  beneficial  influence  throughout  the  service.

The  fact  must  always  be  borne 
nind  that  the  purpose  of  the  examination  is  to  secure  good  material 
r training  in  the  Academy,  not  in  any  sense'  to  distribute  gratuitous 
aeation  to  the  sons  of  the  people.  Disappointed  applicants  must 
hr,  and  they  have  our  sympathy,  but  the  good  of  the  whole  people  is 
it  secured  by  ignoring  entirely  all  questions  of  personal  sympathy 
i  seeking  only  the  very  highest  quality  of  raw  material  to  be  de- 
loped  for  the  people's  service.

In  the  plan  of  that  Peace  establishment  was 
nbraced  the  idea  of  the  permanent  organization  and  maintenance 
rfthts  Military  Academy.  Colonel  Pickering,  his  Quartermaster-Gten- 
Hi,  in  an  elaborate  aud  conclusive  report,  set  forth  the  necessity  of 
■eh  an  institution,  to  be  permanently  located  upon  this  spot.  In 
thit  report  it  is  refreshing  to  encounter  the  tone  and  purity  of  sucli 
laentiraent  as  this — "  The  pursuit  of  knowledge,  in  itself  an  economical 
fWKiiioion,  is  inconsistent  with,  and  destroys  the  desire  for  indulgence, 
■  idle  or  vicious  amusements."  It  is  an  hundred  years,  gentlemen, 
nee  that  sentiment  was  expressed ;  but  its  spirit  found  a  lodgment  in 
he  constitution  of  this  Academy,  and  we  now  see,  in  its  present  and 
put  record,  its  beneficent  legitimate  results.  Afterwards,  in  1793,  when 
k  message  of  General  Washington  was  being  prepared  for  transmis- 
to  to  Congress,  ho  pressed  tli3  recommendation  for  a  Military  Academy. 
It  was  promptly  approved  by  Mr.  Randolph,  (»en^r:il  Hamilton,  and 
faneral  Knox,  members  of  his  Cabinet — but  Mr.  Jefferson,  with  that 
etiousy  of  the  tendency  to  the  exercise  of  legislative  powers  not  spe- 
iftcaHy  delegated,  which  characterized  his  political  creed,  questioned 
U  constitutionality.  He  afterwards,  however,  upon  fuller  reflection, 
(came  satisfied  of  his  error,  and  during  his  own  administration,  sub- 
quently,  approved  of  legislation  favoring  and  increasing  the  efficiency 
f  this  institution.  This  Academy,  then,  gentlemen,  was  born  of  the 
noes  of  the  American  .Revolution.  The  founders  of  the  Republic, 
ith  the  sinoke  of  that  memorable  struggle  still  lingering  in  their  gar- 
eots,  were  its  founders.  It  had  its  origin  in  their  wisdom,  their  patri- 
ism,  their  love  of  liberty — and  it  still  preserves  features  in  its  organ- 
ation  and  administration  that  recall  the  purity,  the  simplicity,  the 
•and  thought  of  the  heroic  age  that  gave  it  birth.

re,and  secure  the  blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity, 
ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  Amer-

It  is,  as  I  see  it,  gentlemen,  impossible  to  over- 
estimate the  value  of  this  institution,  even  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  to  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  The  real  military  force  of  our  people  is 
■rolled  and  organized,  as  yon  know,  through  the  action  of  the  State 
pvermneuts — subject  in  case  of  necessity  to  the  call  of  the  Federal 
authorities.  That  organization,  as  all  know,  is  not  uniform,  aud  other- 
»we  extremely  defective,  and  this  Academay  may  earn  a  new  claim 
■poo  the  gratitude  of  the  country,  if  one  of  its  distinguished  graduates, 
wr  in  Congress  (General  Slocum),  shall  succeed  in  devising  a  consti- 
tatfcmal  and  effective  plan  that  will  be  in  all  respects  satisfactory  for 
to  organization  of  the  militia  forces  by  Federal  law.  The  maintenance 
ftfaia  institution  in  the  highest  possible  state  ot  efficiency,  is  the  most 
ftfiitiai  and  by  far  the  most  important  feature  in  the  organization  of 
k^Army  of  the  United  States.

REPORT  OF  THIRD  COMMITTEE 

[  With  papers  attached  marked  n-upcctfvuLj-  A,  B,  C,  D 

The  members  appointed  on  the  third  committee  o: 
Corps  of  Cadets,  composition,  organization,  govern  tn 
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The  commandant  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  is  an  Army  officer  with  the 
kal  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  and  is  its  Instructor  of  Tactics. 
Ike  corps  is  organized  into  a  battalion  of  four  companies,  designated 
•A,  B,  C,  aud  D,  each  company  being  composed  indiscriminately  of  all 
Iv academic  classes,  each  commanded  by  an  Army  officer,  who  is  also 
auwstant  instructor  of  tactics. 

L;  ftere  is  in  each  company  a  cadet  captain,  one  first  and  two  sec- 
%i  lieutenants,  one  first  sergeant,  four  duty  sergeants,  and  four  cor- 
sprik.    The  adjutant,  quartermaster,  sergeant-major,  and  quartermas- 
ireergeants  of  the  corps  are  also  taken  from  the  cadets. 
As  a  rule  the  cadet  officers  are  selected  from  the  first-class,  the  ser- 
MDtg  from  the  second  class,  and  the  corporals  from  the  third  class. 
Ike  General  commanding  the  Army,  under  the  War  Department,  has 
apernsion  and  charge  of  the  Military  Academy. 
Die  Superintendent  has  the  immediate  government  and  command  of 
te  Academy,  and  is  commandant  of  the  military  post  of  West  Point, 
ad  renders,  through  the  Adjutant  General,  all  reports  and  estimates 
•Beerning  the  Academy,  and  also  has  supervision  over  the  adininistra- 
tin.  discipline,  and  the  instruction  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets. 
Hie  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  pertaining  to  the  discipline  and 

Cnment  of  the  corps  are  minute  and  complete,  and  all  violations  or 
hes  of  discipline  are  invariably  followed  by  certain  punishment. 
The  punishments  to  which  a  cadet  shall  be  liable  are  comprised  in  the 
kree  following  classes,  viz: 

1st  Privation  of  recreation  and  privileges,  extra  duty  (not  guard), 
yrimands,  arrests,  or  confinement  to  his  room  or  tent,  or  in  light 
riaon;  reduction  of  officers  or  non-commissioned  officers. 
&L  Confinement  in  dark  prison. 
3d.  Suspension,  dismissal,  with  the  privilege  of  resigniug;  public 

The  punishments  of  the  first  class  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
raph  may  be  inflicted  by  the  Superintendent;  those  of  the  second  class 
alj  by  virtue  of  a  sentence  of  a  general  courts-martial,  except  in  cases 
f mutinous  conduct  or  breach  of  arrest;  and  those  of  the  third  class 
aly  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Prom  personal  observation  and  frequent  conversation  with  the  indi- 
jdual  members  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
iacipline  aud  instruction  tends  to  inculcate  a  soldierly  and  manly  bear- 
if  towards  their  superiors  and  each  other,  and  teaches  them  self-rcli- 
nee,  a  spirit  of  just  pride  in  their  profession,  and  a  devotion  and  loyalty 
>  their  country. 

The  committee  has  witnessed  the  practical  exercises  of  the  Corps  of 
adets  in  parades,  guard-mounting,  infantry  battalion  and  skirmish  drill, 
bo  in  light  artillery  and  cavalry  tactics,  practice  with  siege  and  seacoast 
Baa,  mortar  firing,  and  exereises  in  ponton  nnd  spar  bridge-building, 
Id  is  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  is  wauted  in  the  skill,  rapidity,  and 
Jrfect  accuracy  with  which  these  operations  and.  movements  are  con- 
leted. 

While  in  barracks  two  cadets  occupy  one  room,  and  each  one  in  turn 
responsible  for  one  week  for  the  police  of  the  quarters. 
Die  furniture  is  plain  but  substantial  and  comfortable.    All  quarters 
e furnished  alike,  and  pictures,  maps,  and  ornaments  are  prohibited 
an  being  affixed  to  the  walls. 

Hie  cadets  receive  while  in  barracks,  when  the  weather  is  favorable, 
itery  instruction  each  day,  except  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
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While,  iii  camp,  which  usually  extends  from  about  the  middle  of  June 
to  the  28th  of  August  in  each  year,  all  studies  are  suspended  and  military 
exercises  take  place  at  such  times  as  may  be  directed. 

The  relation  of  the  cadet  to  his  superior  officers  is  strictly  a  military 
one,  and  there  is  demanded  from  him  a  prompt  and  unquestioning  obe- 
dience to  orders,  as  well  as  a  personal  recognition  of  his  superior  in  rank 
at  all  times  and  places.  On  the  other  hand,  the  cadet  knows  what  is 
required  of  him,  and  knows  that  his  officers  will  treat  him  with  exact 
justice  and  equity.  He  is  taught  in  a  kindly,  painstaking  manner  those 
principles  of  personal  honor  and  integrity  that  are  inseparable  from  the 
military  profession,  and  that  are  calculated  to  make  him  a  useful  mem- 
ber of  society  and  an  honor  to  the  nation  whose  ward  he  is. 

The  pay  of  the  cadet  is  $540  a  year,  or  $45  a  month.  No  money  is 
paid  to  the  cadet,  and  he  is  required  to  deposit  all  private  funds  with 
the  quartermaster  and  commissary  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets,  for  which  a 
receipt  is  given  him. 

Every  two  months,  commencing  January  1  of  each  year,  the  cadet 
signs  a  muster  and  pay  roll,  which  constitutes  a  receipt  for  his  pay  for 
that  period.  This  roll  is  forwarded  to  the  Paymaster-General  of  the 
Army,  who  places  the  aggregate  amount  due  to  the  credit  of  the  com- 
missary and  quartermaster  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets,  and  it  is  drawn  oat 
by  him  as  required. 

Each  cadet  keeps  a  pass  or  check  book  and  is  credited  in  it  with  the 
amount  of  pay  due  him  by  law,  and  is  charged  with  all  articles  pro- 
cured by  him  from  the  storeroom. 

He  is  charged  with  subsistence,  clothing,  bedding,  text-books,  wash- 
ing, gas,  brooms,  buckets,  brushes,  policing  barracks,  use  of  diction- 
ary, soap,  printing,  and  such  other  articles  as  are  considered  necessary 
for  him  to  have. 

There  is  retained  from  his  pay  $4  per  month,  known  as  the  equipment 
fund,  the  object  being  to  purchase  with  the  amount  so  retained  the 
equipments  at  his  graduation  required  by  an  officer  of  the  Army  upon 
joining  his  regiment. 

A  strict  supervision  is  kept  over  the  accounts  of  each  cadet,  in  order 
that  he  may  not  expeud  all  of  the  pay  allowed  him. 

The  accounts  with  each  cadet  are  simply  and  accurately  kept,  and  in 
a  few  moments  the  financial  standing  of  each  cadet  can  be/letennioed. 

The  meals  are  served  in  a  large  hall,  and  the  quality  of  the  food,  its 
preparation,  and  serving,  is  conducted  in  an  admirable,  and,  so  far  as 
we  can  learn,  in  a  manner  that  is  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  cadets.  We 
append  copies  of  bills  of  fare  for  two  different  days  as  apart  of  this  re- 
port, marked  A  and  B,  respectively. 

The  corps  is  marched  to  meals  by  the  cadet  officers  at  stated  hours. 

The  cost  of  subsistence  for  each  cadet  during  the  months  of  April 
and  May,  1884,  was  $34.65,  or  $  L7.32£  cents  per  month  for  each  cadet 

An  abstract  of  the  cost  of  provisions,  &c,  is  appended,  marked  0. 

A  copy  of  the  accounts  of  a  cadet,  taken  from  a  pass-book,  showing 
all  the  items  charged  as  actually  purchased,  is  filed  aa  a  part  of  this 
report,  marked  D. 

The  garden  attached  to  the  post  furnishes  a  large  quantity  of  veg- 
etables for  the  use  of  the  cadets. 

The  hospital  is  a  model  of  neatness  and  cleanliness,  its  condition 
being  all  that  could  be  required,  reflecting  credit  upon  the  experienced 
surgeon  in  charge. 

The  health  fulness  of  the  corps  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  on  June* 
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nlj  two  cadets  oat  of  a  total  present  of  263  were  in  hospital,  and  they 
ring  sufficiently  convalescent  to  attend  recitations. 
A  communication  from  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  post  hospital 
i  to  the  influence  of  the  course  of  instruction  and  discipline  upon 
e  health  and  physical  condition  of  the  cadets  is  herewith  attached, 
irked  E. 

Hie  uniform,  clothing,  and  shoes  for  the  use  of  the  corps  are  manu- 
tared  at  the  post,  and  are  well  made  and  from  excellent  material. 
!he  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited,  as  well  as  all  other  stimulants. 
Jl  members  of  the  corps  are  required  to  attend  church  at  least  once 
Ei  Sabbath.  A  prayer-meeting  is  held  each  week,  which  is  numer- 
!y  attended,  and  is  conducted  by  the  cadets.  Sabbath-school  is  also 
1  attended,  some  of  the  cadets  having  charge  of  the  classes  of  the 
lien  residing  on  the  post.

There  is  nothing  in  this  respect  > 
we  can  suggest  an  improvement  on  the  existing  mettu 

There  are  a  few  special  points  to  which  we  would  ask 
fnl  attention. 

HOUSE   DRAINAGE   AND    SEWERAGE. 

The  systems  of  honse  drainage  and  sewerage  as  n 
great  improvement  upon  those  in  vogne  a  few  years 
to  be  constructed,  in  the  main,  on  correct  principles,  an 
well  constructed,  at  least  so  far  as  the  officers'  quartet 
scheme  of  sewerage  are  concerned. 

We  must  except  from  this  commendation  the  cadets' 
close  connection  with  the  barracks,  and  which  is  the  onl 
of  the  kind  afforded  for  the  use  of  the  school  when  n< 
is  antiquated  and  entirely  un  suited  to  the  requiremei 
standard  of  safety  and  decency.  It  is  about  on  a  level 
latrine  of  a  public  school  or  a  large  railway  station 
years  ago.  It  would  not  be  tolerated  in  connectioi 
trolled  modern  school,  railway  station,  or  hotel.  It 
odor  of  putrid  urine,  and  in  spite  of  the  most  tborouf 
the  most  careful  attention,  it  lacks  very  much  of 
modern  ideas  on  the  subject.  That  under  its  present 
is  a  source  of  ill  health  is  not  to  be  supposed;  but  it  is  < 
an  example  as  should  be  set  before  the  young  men  wfa 
control  and  regulate  similar  details  at  the  military 
the  country. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  the  whole  establish^ 
caption  of  the  walls  of  the  building,  be  entirely  renewed 
apparatus  being  used  and  the  best  approved  aids  to  ab 
being  adopted.    Wood  should  form  no  part  of  the  co 
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abieoce  of  odor,  or,  in  other  words,  the  entire  removal  of  waste  matters, 
letting  being  left  to  putrefy. 

ftecamp  sink,  which  is  well  arranged  in  a  subterranean  gallery,  with 
;%kt  and  ventilation  from  the  hillside,  was  brought  into  use  only  on 
[ii  bit  day  of  our  visit.  There  was,  therefore,  no  means  of  judging  of 
li condition  when  in  continued  use.  It  has  substantially  the  same  de- 
hteof  construction  which  have  been  noted  in  the  case  of  the  sink  at 
jk  barracks,  and  it  seems  reasonable  to  suppose  that  like  conditions 
rail  produce  like  results,  so  that  the  renewal  of  much  of  the  apparatus 
mi  the  renewal  of  wooden  floors  and  partitions  may  properly  be  rec- 
MMiided. 

Ike  only  serious  criticism  to  be  made  concerning  the  sewers  and  the 

t  drains  leading  to  them  relates  to  the  man-holes  and  flushing- 
which  have  been  placed  at  frequent  intervals  along  the  lines.    On 
■the  sewers,  at  short  distances  apart,  man-holes  have  been  built  to 

6  access  to  them  and  to  facilitate  flushing.  These  man-holes  are  at  the 
hd  of  large  diameter.  The  floor  is  flat.  The  sewer,  and  generally 
li boose-drain,  flows  into  it,  and  the  continuation  of  the  sewer  flows  out 
fit  it  a  somewhat  lower  level.  The  influent  stream  is  always  arrested 
■i  spread  out  over  the  flat  bottom,  distributing  a  considerable  part  of 
hioM  matters  at  points  where  the  ordinary  flow  has  no  depth.  It  is 
iljrwhen  the  man- holes  are  flushed  with  a  hose  that  such  deposits  are 
tohed  away.  So  long  as  they  remain  they  are  a  source  of  offensive 
ftn,  if  not  of  dangerous  emanations,  and  they  should  certainly  be 
bbted. 

A  similar  defect  exists  in  connection  with  the  drainage  of  each  house 
kare  the  discharge  of  the  main  drain  is  arrested  by  a  flat  floor  to  take 
huh  start  at  the  outlet  pipe,  which  has  its  invert  on  a  level  with  the 

IT. 

h  both  eases  the  difficulty  can  be  very  easily  overcome.  All  that  is 
■vary  is  to  connect  each  incoming  channel  with  the  outlet  by  semi- 
■hr  concrete  channels  of  the  same  radius  with  the  sewer  or  house- 
in  Mid  laid  on  such  a  curve  as  to  conduct  the  flow  directly  into  the 
tying  pipe.  There  will  then  be  no  retention  of  solid  matters  and 
lything  will  be  carried  on  through  the  man-holes  as  securely  as 
Mgh  the  drains  and  sewers  themselves.  This  will  in  no  way  lessen 
t  utility  of  the  man-holes  for  inspection  or  flushing. 
it  addition  to  this  change,  we  should  recommend  in  the  sewerage  sys- 
ftthe  abandonment  of  the  present  occasional  hand-flushing,  which  is 
leticable  only  at  too  long  intervals,  and  the  substitution  thereof  of 
ttanent  automatic  flush  tanks,  securing  a  much  more  frequent  and 
it  complete  cleansing. 

m  bouse  drainage,  oue  very  simple  change  may  with  advantage  be 
ie.  The  accompanying  diagram  shows  the  method  adopted,  almost 
lout  exception,  for  the  simple  plumbing  works  of  the  officers'  quar- 
tz Two  outlets  are  provided  in  each  case,  one  for  the  outflow  of  the 
efcen  sink  and  of  the  bath,  and  another  for  the  water-closet  discharge. 
I  latter  is  ventilated  by  a  through  draft  from  the  sewer  to  an  outlet 
TO  the  roof.  The  former  has  in  an  indirect  way  the  same  means  of 
unanication  above  the  roof,  but  through  a  pipe  too  small  to  secure 
rfteient  movement  of  air.  This  duplication  is  objectionable.  In 
opinion,  the  small  pipe  serving  as  an  outlet  for  the  bath  and  sink 
lid  be  abandoned,  and  these  fixtures  should  be  connected  with  the 
■  Boil-pipe.  The  "brick-box"  should  be  abandoned,  as  should  the 
i  between  this  box  and  the  sewer.    There  would  then  be  a  single

SUNDRY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

While  the  buildings  on  the  plateau  and  elsewhere  wit

^mil-kept  Government  institution  like  this.  We  recommend  that  these 
triflings  be  replaced  by  suitable  substantial  brick  or  stone  quarters, 

ad  we  recommend  a  similar  substitution  of  proper  structures  for  all  of 
letamble-down  wooden  shops  and  sheds  above  referred  to.  The  ex- 
iting condition  has  a  most  unsatisfactory  and  poverty-stricken  look, 
ad  is  without  justification,  even  on  the  score  of  economy.  If  it  is  not 
ble  that  the  persons  of  the  class  referred  to  should  be  retained  in 
service  of  the  Government,  and  if  storage  is  not  needed  for  the 
y  that  is  now  housed  in  the  shops  and  sheds  described,  then  the 
g  should  be  entirely  dispensed  with ;  but  if  such  accommodation 

Meded,  it  surely  should  be  of  a  character  suitable  to  the  place. 

One  of  the  most  useful  elements  of  the  economical  part  of  the  estab- 

t  is  the  excellent  and  well-equipped  laundry,  where  the  washing 

the  cadets  is  done.   This  building  contains  all  of  the  machinery,  &c, 

y,  but  the  irouiug-room  is  insufficient.    In  order  to  provide  ade- 

y  for  the  needs  of  the  case  the  building  should  be  extended  20 

to  the  northward. 

lany  of  the  cadets  and  a  larger  proportion  of  the  enlisted  men  are  of 
Catholic  faith.  Others  of  the  enlisted  men  belong  to  the  different 
ant  professions.  For  the  accommodation  of  all  of  these  there  is 
afy  an  antiquated  and  entirely  inadequate  chapel,  which  is  used  by 
bftholics  at  one  time  and  by  Protestants  at  another,  and  as  a  school- 
bm  during  the  week.  In  addition  to  this,  its  basement  is  used  for  a 
jam  for  the  practicing  of  the  band.  We  recommend  that  a  modest  but 
Mkrient  chapel  shall  be  constructed,  and,  while  there  is  no  objection  to 
hue  as  a  school,  we  recommend  that  it  be  not  used  at  any  time  by 
lahand. 

Die  cavalry  stable  is  in  most  respects  well  suited  for  its  uses.  It  is 
Nge,  light,  and  convenient.  We  have  no  improvement  to  suggest  here, 
lw  in  the  flooring  of  the  stalls  and  alley  way.  The  latter  especially, 
tich  is  paved  with  very  smooth  granite  blocks,  is  so  slippery  as  to  en- 
inger  the  safety  of  the  horses  ridden  or  led  over  it.  The  injury  done 
)  horses  by  falling  or  slipping  must  be  sufficient  to  compensate  in  a 
tot  time  lor  the  cost  of  suitable  pavement. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  while  some  of  the  defects  covered  by  the  de- 
ription  herein  given  are  of  a  serious  character,  they  are  much  less 
lions  in  their  effect  on  the  well  being  of  the  population  at  West  Point 
an  they  would  be  in  a  community  governed  by  ordinary  town  or  village 
filiations.  The  minute  caie  and  attention  constantly  given  to  every 
longing  of  the  Military  Academy  is  so  admirable  that  what  would 
nstitute  a  nuisance  elsewhere  is  here  very  much  mitigated.  At  the 
me  time  there  is  no  good  reason  why  even  slight  defects,  and  many 
these  enumerated  are  not  slight,  should  be  allowed  to  continue. 
are  can  be  no  question  that  the  cost  of  the  extra  care  required  is 
leh  more  than  the  interest  on  the  necessary  cost  of  securing  a  perfect 
idition  at  every  point.  It  is  doubtless  due  only  to  the  relatively  good 
idition  secured  by  the  military  control  that  greater  attention  has  not 
m  paid  by  former  Boards  of  Visitors  to  such  shortcomings  as  are  here 
ticed  for  the  first  time. 

[he  water  supply  of  the  Military  Academy  is  at  most  times  ample. 
msion  has  recently  been  made  for  replenishing  the  distributing  res- 
oir  from  Round  Pond,  so  that  there  seems  no  reason  to  apprehend  a 
kdency  of  water,  even  during  prolonged  droughts.  The  distribution 
tow  somewhat  defective  by  reason  of  the  insufficient  size  of  the  main.. 


main,  and  were  connected  with  a  small  reservoir  or  taul 
main,  this  tank,  placed  at  the  top  of  the  slope,  would  gtv< 
for  all  the  requirements  of  the  lower  district,  relieving  t 
lower  system  of  its  present  inordinate  pressure.

As  to  the  regulation  iu  regard  to  method  of  disbursement,  paragra

All  officers  or. other  persons  who  are  charged  with  the  safe  keeping,  transfer,  on 
burseinent  of  the  public  moneys  shall  keep  an  accurate  entry  of  each  sum  reeeii 
and  of  each  payment  or  transfer ;  and  shall  render  distinct  accounts  of  the  appli 
tion  thereof,  according  to  the  appropriation  under  which  the  moneys  may  have  tx 
advanced  to  them.  Every  officer  or  agent  who,  having  received  public  money  wh 
he  is  not  authorized  to  retain  as  salary,  pay,  or  emolument,  fails  to  render  his  accon: 
for  the  same  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  embezzlement,  and  shall  be  fined  in  a  8 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  money  embezzled,  and  shall  be  imprisoned  not  lesstb 
dix  months  or  more  than  ten  years. 

The  subsequent  sections  of  the  Army  Regulations  up  to  paragra] 
1674  inclusive,  give  further  and  complete  details  respecting  the  genei 
rules  for  accounts,  returns,  and  reports  of  public  money,  and  are  app 
cable  to  the  disbursements  at  the  Academy.

This  amount  is  disbursed  annually  in  keeping  these  buildings  io 
pair  aud  purchasing  sheet  music  for  the  band,  providing  seats  aud  ( 
veiiiences  for  the  grounds,  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  needed, 
otherwise  specially  provided  for;  also  for  hiring  needed  conveyances 
Board  of  Visitors,  Secretary  of  War,  and  such  other  official  person* 
visit  the  post  on  public  business. 
There  is  at  this  time  in  that  fund  a  balance  of  about  $400. 
Your  committee  have  found  at  the  post  perfect  order  and  regalai 
in  the  system  of  keeping  all  these  accounts,  and  have  no  recommen 
tion  to  make  with  anjr  view  to  a  change  or  any  improvement. 

We  have  been  unable  to  learn  that  there  ever  has  been  the  slight 
deviation  from  integrity  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty  here  connec 
with  the  public  funds  during  the  existence  of  the  Academy,  a  fact  wh 
testifies  at  once  to  individual  and  official  qualifications  and  honesty,  f 
to  the  tone  of  the  Academy  itself.

CONCERNING  THE  BAND  OF  THE  ACADEMY. 

Prior  to  1821  the  band  (composed  of  21  men)  was  included  in  the  strength 
company  of  bombardiers  stationed  at  West  Point. 

In  June  1821  the  bombardiers  were  disbanded  and  the  band  became  music i 
tached  to  companies  of  cadets. 

Musicians  allowed  by  act  approved  April  29,  1812. — Number  allowed,  "  four 
company  of  cadets,"  number  of  compauies  of  cadets  not  fixed.  "As  the  cor] 
dets,  if  for  battaliou  exercises  and  instruction,  composed  of  eight  companies, 
list  men  t  of  32  musicians  is  believed  to  have  been  authorized."  (Letter  ot'Pa\ 
General  to  the  War  Department,  dated  September  9,  1821.)  Each  cadet  was

Washington,  D.  C,  July  1, 1884. 

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on 
the  building  for  State,  War,  and  Navy-  Departments  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1884 : 

These  operations  embraced  the  completion  of  the  approaches  of  the 
north  front,  and  also  the  clearing  of  site,  principal  excavation,  and  com- 
mencement of  foundations  for  the  west  and  center  wings,  and  the  col- 
lection of  building  materials  and  machinery  for  these  wings. 

APPROACHES   OF  NORTH  WING. 

The  last  annual  report  shows  the  progress  made  with  this  work  at  the 
jjefaee  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  states  that  it  was  proceeding  as  rap- 
Hfly  as  the  delivery  of  materials  by  the  contractors  would  permit,  and 
[thai,  furthermore,  it  was  expected  to  be  entirely  completed,  including 
[the  adjacent  sidewalks,  during  the  fall  of  1883.  These  expectations 
r veie  not  fulfilled,  and  the  freezing  weather  of  the  winter  found  the 
vork  still  lacking  in  the  granite  and  blue-stone  flagging  necessary  to 
complete  the  approaches. 

[  The  east  entrance  was  finished,  however,  on  August  2,  and  the  west 
entrance  on  August  22.  Before  winter  the  blue-stone  sidewalk  and 
fence  on  Executive  avenue,  the  resetting  of  the  granite  gate-posts  and 
repair  of  the  five  pairs  of  gates  at  the  head  of  that  avenue,  and  the 
laying  of  the  blue-stone  sidewalk  on  Seventeenth  street  had  tyeen  ac- 
eoaiplished. 

At  the  same  time  the  retaining- walls  and  foundation  of  the  main  en- 
trance platform  had  been  finished,  and  the  laying  of  the  tiles  on  the  lat- 
ter commenced. 

Oil  the  24th  of  March,  as  soon  as  the  weather  would  permit,  work  on 
fhe  approaches  was  resumed.    The  remainder  of  the  stone  wanted  was 
"ivered,80  that  the  main  entrance  platform,  with  its  stone  balustrades 
steps  to  street  sidewalks,  was  completed  and  turned  over  to  the 
of  the  War  Department  on  May  17. 
The  last  of  the  granite  was  set  on  June  3,  and  the  approaches  were 
tirely  finished  on  June  18. 

NORTH  WING  COMPLETED. 

Having  finished  the  building  proper  of  the  north  wing  during  the 
fiscal  year,  the  completion  of  the  approaches  of  the  north  front  de-

termined  the  final  construction  of  the  north  wing  of  the  building,  and 
leaves  only  the  west  and  center  wings,  with  the  corresponding  small 
extent  of  approaches  on  Seventeenth  street,  yet  to  be  built.

WEST  AND  CENTER  WINGS. 

During  the  year  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  the  out  granite  for 
the  west  and  center  wings  has  been  going  forward  uninterruptedly,  so 
that  most  of  the  stone  for  the  area  walls,  sub  basement  story,  and  lower 
halt  of  the  basement  story,  and  of  the  first  and  second  stories  of  the 
front  is  already  on  the  ground,  ready  for  use. 

On  January  28,  1884,  operations  of  clearing  the  site  were  commenced 
by  the  removal  of  the  temporary  buildings,  and  on  February  18  the 
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oil  and  removal  of  the  old  building  of  the  Navy  Department  was 
under  contract.    The  last  of  the  Navy  building  was  removed 
April  1.  ' 

The  main  excavation  required  before  the  foundation  trenches  could 
be  cat,  amounting  to  about  18,000  cubic  yards  in  situ,  and  covering  more 
1  acre  of  ground,  was  put  under  contract  The  work  was  com- 
on  March  31,  and  completed  on  May  31. 
Since  the  latter  date  excavations  of  foundation  trenches  have  been 
advanced,  machinery  for  making  the  foundation  concrete  put  in 
railing  order,  and  much  material  for  concrete  collected. 

Contracts  have  been  entered  into  for  all  the  important  materials  re- 

during  the  present  season. 
On  August  6,  this  office  was  removed  from  the  old  building  of  the 
Navy  Department  to  No.  612  Seventeenth  street.

Note  B. — There  are  numerous  large  and  valuable  regimental  and  company  libra 
ries,  of  which  no  account  is  taken  in  this  report.    Since  mere  seems  to  be  no  provision] 
in  regulations  for  the  preservation,  government,  and  transportation  of  these  lib] 
ries,  some  measure  should  be  adopted  by  which  they  can  be  secured  for  and  turn< 
into  the  permanent  post  libraries. 

A  CORPS  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  attention  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War  is  respectfully  call* 
to  the  fact  that  the  one  stubborn  obstacle  to  the  success  of  the  edu< 
tional  work  is  the  pressing  want  of  a  corps  of  competent  teachers.    It  ii 
impossible  to  obtain  them  by  the  present  method,  and  without  them 
cannot  reasonably  hope  to  accomplish  any  great  and  very  satisfactoi 
results.   I  would,  then,  beg  to  renew  the  earnest  entreaty  for  the  pass; 
of  the  bill  providing  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  school-teachers.    Thi 
bill  has  been  heretofore  favorably  reported  to  the  House  of  Represenl 
tives  by  the  Military  Committee. 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  law  commanding  education  in  the  Army,  sure] 
no  argument  will  be  needed  to  induce  Congress  to  provide  the  nece^j 
sary  means  for  carrying  on  the  work. 

In  this  connection  it  is  due  to  report  that  some  of  the  enlisted  m< 
detailed  to  teach  school  have  proved  themselves  apt  and  faithful  teacl 
ere — indeed,  have  done  nobly;  and  we  are  thankful  that  the  last  Coi 
gress  gave  them  the  encouragement  of  at  least  a  formal  recognition 
their  existence  and  of  a  small  extra-duty  pay. 

COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 


I  would  again  respectfully  recommend  that  attendance  at  school 
made  a  part  of  the  soldier's  military  duty,  and  that  the  hours  fixed  ft 
school  be  during  the  time  of  day  allotted  to  the  performance  of  rej 
duties. 

In  view  of  the  nature  of  our  Republic,  and  the  demands  of  the  m< 
era  science  and  art  of  warfare,  it  is  assumed  that  our  private  soldi* 
ought  to  be  able  to  read  and  write  and  cipher  with  facility,  able  to  si 
a  thorough  examination  upon  the  Articles  of  War,  the  Tactics,  and 
History  of  the  United  States.    Such  a  standard  of  qualification  woi 
give  us  10,000  men  in  school  to-day.    The  benefit  to  the  pupils  woi 
be  immense,  and  the  good  effect  upon  the  whole  Army  could  hardly 
exaggerated. 

In  some  garrisons,  where  appreciated  and  duly  fostered  by  the  coi 
manding  officers,  the  post  school  has  already  demonstrated  itself  to 
a  powerful  moral  reformatory,  reducing  the  number  confined  in  guj 
house,  an  economical  measure,  a  sanitary  institution,  an  attracts] 
diversion — a  cause  of  aroused  ambition,  greater  intelligence,  better 
cipline,  and  more  cheerful  spirit  among  the  private  soldiers. 

The  main  and  common  objection  urged  by  those  who  still  oppose 
pulsory  education  in  the  Army  is  the  assumption  that  it  would 
friction  and  discontent,  and  lead  to  increased  desertion.    Experient 
and  reasonable  conjecture  are  against  any  such  assumption. 
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Moreover,  I  humbly  submit  the  opinion  that  desertions  from  our  Army 
are  seldom  to  be  attributed  to  any  cause  in  the  Army  life.  The  mother 
cause  is  the  peculiarly  impatient,  restless,  and  fickle  disposition  of  the 
American  people.  In  civil  life,  even  in  the  best  large  mercantile  estab- 
lishments, not  more  than  four  young  men  out  of  ten  remain  so  long  as 
five  years  in  the  same  place.  The  clerks  and  salesmen  are  continually 
changing ;  they  go  from  one  house  to  another ;  they  abandon  one  busi- 
ness for  another ;  they  restlessly  move  from  one  town  or  city  to  another. 

Again,  if  any  engagement  be  sacred  and  inviolate,  marriage  is  presum- 
ably such,  and  yet  desertions  and  divorces  are  so  common  that  they 
excite  no  serious  notice. 

This  being  the  spirit  of  the  age  and  country,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
now  and  then  a  soldier,  finding  himself  in  a  tighter  place  than  he  bar- 
gained for,  or  being  worthless,  or  a  coward,  or  a  criminal,  concludes  to 
desert,  and  take  the  desperate  chance  of  escaping  the  compulsory  school 
at  Leavenworth. 

TEACHERS  FOB  THE  COLORED  TROOPS. 

It  is  most  respectfully  recommended  that  for  posts  garrisoned  by  col- 
ored troops  teachers  be  detailed  from  the  white  regiments.  This  chiefly 
because  the  colored  soldiers  sadly  need  education,  are  ambitious  to  learn, 
and  their  officers  continue  to  petition  that  experienced  white  teachers 
be  sent  to  them. 

WANT  OF  SYSTEM — INSPECTION. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  we  have  not  yet  been  able  "  to  bring 
about  uniformity  in  the  methods  of  management  and  instruction  of  the 
schools."  The  greatly  improved  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  little 
known,  and  no  one  good  system  has  been  adopted  and  prescribed. 
This  great  desideratum  cannot  be  accomplished  without  regular  and 
special  inspections.  Those  who  have  given  no  study  to  the  science  and 
art  of  teaching,  and  who  have  had  no  practical  experience  in  organizing 
and  conducting  schools,  are  not  prepared  to  supervise,  or  teach,  or  direct 
the  post  schools. 

All  eminent  educators  of  this  age  agree  that  supervision  by  some 
practical,  successful,  and  enthusiastic  teacher  is  essential  to  the  success 
of  any  educational  system.  It  is,  then,  respectfully  recommended  that, 
under  special  instructions  from  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army?  the 
officer  in  charge  of  education  be  directed  to  continue  to  visit  the  differ- 
ent posts  to  see  that  the  schools,  reading-rooms,  and  libraries  are  estab- 
lished, organized,  and  conducted  according  to  some  well-matured  and 
prescribed  system,  making  them  as  effective  as  possible. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  all  teachers  enlisted  for  the  Army 
shall  be  carefully  examined  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  education  before 
they  are  assigned  and  sent  forward  to  their  posts.  This  would  save 
disappointment,  trouble,  and  expense. 

READING-MATTER. 

During  the  year  the  tables  of  the  post  reading-rooms  have  been  lib- 
erally supplied  with  magazines  and  newspapers  by  the  Quartermaster- 
General's  Department,  and  by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
of  New  York,  and  other  religious  and  philanthropic  societies. 

This  reading-matter  is  appreciated,  as  shown  by  the  large  daily  at- 
tendance of  enlisted  men  and  officers. 
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LIGHTS. 

The  complaint  comes  up  bi-monthly  that  the  present  allowance 
lamps  and  oil  for  lighting  schoolrooms  and  reading-rooms  is  insnfficieo 
and  it  is  urged  that  the  allowance  be  doubled.  An  institution  so  ui 
versaliy  popular,  productive  of  so  much  good  as  the  reading-room,  ougj 
to  be  brilliantly  lighted  at  night. 

LECTURES. 

During  the  last  winter  and  spring  quite  a  number  of  chaplains,  su 
geons,  and  company  commanders  were  so  kind  as  to  deliver  instructs 
and  entertaining  lectures  before  the  schools  on  a  variety  of  subject 
It  is  hoped  that  this  pleasing  and  helpful  departure  will  become  a 
ular  and  general  custom  in  the  Army. 

I  have  not  felt  authorized  to  put  the  Bible  in  the  regular  schools, 
have  esteemed  it  my  off-duty  privilege  to  do  what  I  could  to  help 
tablish  and  encourage  "  Sunday  Bible  and  song  schools"  at  all  the
